AGRICULTURE OF ORKNEY.

That the Orkney Islands occupy a position between North 
Latitudes 59° 23' 22" and 38° 41' 24" and between West 
Longitudes 2° 22' 2' and 3° 25' 10" may be of paramount 
importance to the mariner, but to the average reader it is 
not very helpful. Nevertheless, there is perhaps a general 
misconception of the true position of the Orkney and Shetland 
Islands, doubtless due to the fact that they are almost 
invariably placed by cartographers in the Moray Firth—a plan 
which saves space, but one that gives an entirely erroneous 
idea both of the actual position and of the proximity of the 
two groups. Actually, the distance between the two capitals, 
Kirkwall and Lerwick, is 100 miles. The southerly islands 
of the Orkney Archipelago lie eight to ten miles north of the 
Caithness Coast and the group extends backwards or north¬ 
wards for sixty miles. 

The archipelago is composed of some seventy islands, but 
only twenty-six are inhabited. The others vary in size from 
two or three acres to soveral hundred acres, and are usually 
sheep - grazing rights of farms in the neighbouring larger 
islands. When the acreage and vegetation are sufficient to 
maintain a ewe stock throughout the winter, the native 
Orkney sheep are favoured. In the smaller islands a summer 
stock only is carried. Perhaps twenty to thirty sheep are 
ferried over to the island, or holm, in spring, and towards the 
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end of the season they are taken back to their usual hirsels. 
This 1 flitting’ is not accomplished without considerable 
difficulty—a strong tide races through the dividing channel, 
and usually loading and landing facilities have never been 
provided. It is perhaps interesting to note in passing that 
should the shepherd fail to note that, with the approach of 
winter, food is becoming scarce, the sheep may return to the 
parent island themselves—swimming the channel. In deciding 
on such a course they appear, however, to be guided by 
some strange instinct that may only be an attribute of island- 
bred sheep, but they appreciate the danger of negotiating 
a swift flowing tide, and take advantage of the still phase— 
slack water or simply the turning point of the tide. Observers 
have told me that sheep will judge to within half an hour of 
slack tide when taking the water. 

The largest and main island of the Orkney group occupies 
a central position. The island is known geographically as 
Pomona, and locally as simply the Mainland. The coast-line 
of the Mainland is deeply indented by firths and geos, and 
at one point it is nearly divided in two. The narrow neck of 
land remaining is the boundary of the East and West Main¬ 
lands. The islands of the group lying on the northward side 
of the Mainland are colloquially termed the 1 North Isles.’ 
South Ronaldshay, Hoy, Burray, and a number of small 
islands lying between Scapa Flow and the Pentland Firth 
are known collectively as the 1 South Isles.’ The islands 
are therefore naturally divided into three sections. Kirkwall, 
the chief town and seaport of the islands, lies on the narrow 
neck of land dividing the Mainland. Like the Mainland of 
Scotland, the land towards the west side, although scarcely 
mountainous, except perhaps in Hoy, is hilly and more rugged 
than the eastern isles, which seldom rise to 200 feet above 
sea-level. 


Physical Characteristics. 

There are several physical features that immediately arrest 
the attention of the visitor. It is doubtless well known to 
many people who never saw Orkney that the landscape is 
practically devoid of vegetation of the forest type. In favoured 
spots there are a few trees, but they are of no great size. Not 
quite so noticeable, but perhaps more important, is the entire 
absence of rivers of any appreciable size.. There are a few 
streams in the West Mainland, draining the hills, but the 
distance from the source to the sea is never more than a few 
miles, and the volume of water carried is small. The Orkney 
farmer rarely, if ever, sees his sheaves floating down the burn, 
but he spends many hours during summer either pumping 
or carrying water for his grazing stock. It may be that the 
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cattle require less water—in Shetland cattle are kept on 
islands with no fresh water supply, and they suffer no ill 
effects—but this lack of water is a great inconvenience. On 
nearly all the larger islands, and especially in the West Main¬ 
land, there are numerous inland lochs, some extending to 
several hundred acres. As a source of fresh water they are 
a boon to the farms bordering the shores and afford excellent 
fishing. The farmer would be most willing to lend you his 
boat, but very seldom will you find him on the loch with rod 
and line. 

The total land area of the archipelago is 240,000 acres. 
According to official figures 109,000 are cultivated, and of 
the remainder about 70,000 are heather and rough grazing. 
Presumably the other 60,000 are of so little agricultural 
value that they are not noted. From an industrial point 
of view, Orkney would be of very little importance were it 
not for agriculture. The adult members of the population of 
22,000 are almost entirely concerned, directly or indirectly, 
with the cultivation of the land. The herring fishing industry, 
at one period very important, has within recent years gone 
very much aback, and the dwindling fleet of drifters now 
operates only from the island of Stronsay. Economic diffi¬ 
culties, chiefly currency and the fact that Germany has now 
provided herself with a super fishing fleet, have been responsible 
for the decline. The islands are, however, naturally well 
suited for the raising of crops and the rearing of stock. Con¬ 
trary to common belief, the rainfall is not heavy—about 
thirty-five inches—and is well distributed throughout the 
year. The average temperature is around 45°, and again 
the sea acts as a regulator—in summer a sea breeze moderates 
the heat of the sun, and in winter takes the edge from the 
frosty air. Heavy falls of snow are infrequent, and falls of 
two or three inches disappear in a few hours. Perhaps the 
most disagreeable feature is the gales which occur frequently 
during Winter and rage with tremendous ferocity, sometimes 
for days. The sea is lashed to fury, disorganising shipping 
and especially the inter-island services normally carried out 
by smaller craft. 


Agrioultural History. 

Although agriculture is the life-blood of the Orkneys, the 
industry is greatly handicapped in many ways, even if the 
land does respond to the toil of the husbandman. Perhaps 
the greatest drawback is the distance from the market, a 
factor that involves both freight costs and deterioration of 
perishable produce. To make this point clear, it should be 
understood that the trade route is Kirkwall-Aberdeen, or 
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Kirkwall-Leith, and not across the Pentland Firth to Caithness. 
The transport question is naturally of first importance in an 
insular area like Orkney, and is bound hand in hand with 
agriculture and its development. The lack of transport was 
given by many early writers as the chief reason for the slow 
development of agriculture in Orkney. In the Hew Statistical 
Account of Scotland, published in 1845, the ministers of the 
various parishes, although chiefly concerned with the lament¬ 
ably low stipends and with what one writer describes as “ the 
dreadfulness of the universal appetite for spirits,” state that 
the condition of agriculture in Orkney was considerably 
behind that of Caithness and Sutherland. At that period, 
most of the land of Orkney was held by tenants under the 
run-rig system, on the iniquities of which many ministers 
passed their opinion. When development did come, however, 
it came swiftly. The run-rig system was first abolished on 
one estate (Graemeshall) in 1828, and on another (Binscarth) 
in 1831. A steamboat service between Kirkwall and Leith 
operated first in 1833. In 1833, the total number of cattle 
and horses exported is stated by Dr Clouston in his publication, 
* General Observation in the County of Orkney,’ to be 1200 ; 
and under the heading of sheep and swine, he gives 40 of 
each. The value of the animals exported is given at £5450, 
and £2500 is stated to be the value of the total export of 
100,000 dozens of eggs. In the year 1870, 5301 cattle and 
243 horses, valued at £85,000, were exported. In the same 
year, sheep exports numbered 7300 head, valued at £11,000, 
and pigs, live and bacon, valued at £40,000. The egg exports 
had risen to over 700,000 dozens and the value estimated 
at nearly £27,000. The acreage of cultivated land increased 
from 25,000 acres to over 70,000 acres. During this period, 
1830 to 1870, Orkney farmers first became acquainted with 
artificial manures, and the same period saw the beginnings 
of the seed trade. The following extracts from the advertise¬ 
ment columns of the i Orcadian,’ a weekly newspaper published 
in Kirkwall, may be of some interest:— 

22/3/1856.—J. H. Baikie, Kirkwall—Peruvian guano of 
" more than the average proportion of ammonia, and rich 
in phosphates.” 

5/4/1856.—Hew Manure—Poudrette de Bondy — u How for 
the first time brought within the reach of the farmers of 
Scotland. ... It is a compost of pure night soil . . . suited 
for all distinctions of land and crops.” 

13/4/1857.—“ Dissolved bones, sulphate of ammonia, patent 
wool manure, Poudrette de Bondy, Townsend Manure.” 

26/ 4/1858.—W. C. Campbell—An advertisement appears for 
u Evergreen Byegrass.” 

16/5/1859.—S. Langdale, manure manufacturer, advertises 
his opinion that Peruvian Guano is not the best and cheapest 
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turnip manure, and that its price is above its real value. 
He proceeds, “ I am prepared to try my Turnip Manure, 
which 1 will undertake to supply in large quantities, with 
guaranteed analysis, at £8 per ton, net cash in Newcastle, 
against Peruvian Guano at £12 per ton in London—equal 
weights per acre—the winner to receive from the loser a piece 
of plate valued at £10 ; an account of the test to be published, 
judges to be appointed by any farmers’ club or Society.” He 
concluded by hoping that his challenge would be taken up. 

Later advertisements recommend the use of compound 
fertilisers, and Basic Slag appears to have come into use in 
Orkney about 1884. This phosphatic fertiliser has, by the 
way, remained immensely popular, and is practically the only 
one now applied for turnips. The price refund meantime 
offered under the Land Fertility Scheme lias, however, so 
greatly encouraged its use elsewhere that the supply is now 
strictly limited. 


The Shell Sand Deposits. 

Orkney has a natural and almost inexhaustible supply of 
lime in the vast calcareous shell sand deposit around her 
shores. The content of calcium and the iineness of the particles 
vary greatly, but many samples contain upwards of 90 per 
cent calcium carbonate. The Mainland and nearly every 
island has an adequate supply of shell sand. During the 
winter, vast quantities of seaweed are washed ashore, and 
formerly thousands of tons were carted on to the land, but 
this practice has now ceased. In fact, just one hundred years 
ago, seaweed was considered by the Orcadian farmer to be a 
much more valuable fertiliser than dung. It is reported 
that the reason for the relatively high rental of one farm in the 
island of Sanday was partly due to its high fertility and partly 
to the iact that the steading was so near the shore that the 
dung could be pitched from the byre on to the beach, and so 
carried away by the tide. 1 The wet seaweed carried a coating 
of shell sand which appears to have been ample to keep up the 
lime content of the soil. In fact, the lime content frequently 
became much too high, and not until several years after the 
carting of seaweed had ceased, would many farms produce 
other than black oats—the Murtle variety being very popular. 


The Soil. 

The nature of the soil varies greatly from district to district, 
and practically all types are common, from strong blue and

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red clays, rich loams, peat, to almost pure sand. Mixtures 
of moss and clay, of sand, clay, and gravel, and, in fact, all 
possible permutations, are frequently found. The subsoil, 
except in favoured valleys, is seldom a foot below the surface, 
and, like the soil, is greatly varied. A red clay subsoil, rather 
impervious, is perhaps the most common type. Much of the 
soil in the island of Sanday, as the name implies, is composed 
chiefly of sand ; yet there are some fine and highly productive 
farms on the island. 


Farm Steadings. 

From the information contained in various writings, from 
dates on buildings, and from the memories of the older in¬ 
habitants, it is evident that a move towards the construction 
of more modern and more adequate farm steadings reached 
its maximum strength in the ’severities. By this period 
proper roads had been constructed throughout the islands, 
making inland transport less hazardous. The building move¬ 
ment was naturally encouraged by the landlords, who either 
had the work carried out themselves and charged the tenant 
additional rent, according to the capital outlay involved, or 
they gave the tenant assistance by providing wood, slates, 
and the other necessary materials free, while the tenant 
carried out the actual work. When the landlord imdertook 
the reconstruction scheme the work was usually more 
thoroughly done. The existing buildings were demolished 
and replaced by a complete steading, adequate for the require¬ 
ments of the farm and fashioned according to current ideas. 
On many of the smaller farms, however, the reconstruction 
of the steading was more commonly left to the tenant or 
owner, who could seldom afford to demolish any building 
that was still wind and water tight, even if dark and dingy, 
low-roofed and inconvenient. As further building became 
necessary on these holdings, either due to the decay of the 
existing structures or to the increased stock-carrying capacity 
of the farm, it was done not with an eye to the future, but 
according to the needs of the moment and the money available. 
Usually a new wing was constructed to suit the old building, 
and with each replacement the steading became more and 
more inconvenient. 

The practice is not indigenous to Orkney, but on many 
farms the barn has been built at some little distance from 
the main steading in order to utilise the power of an adjacent 
stream. Water, however, for this purpose is none too plentiful 
in Orkney, and the horse was the most usual form of power 
employed for threshing purposes prior to the advent of the 
internal combustion engine. 
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Windmills as a source of power for the thresher were not 
uncommon; in fact, in some of the islands they are still 
in operation. The horse mill is obsolete, but the mill-courses 
remain on many farms. It is perhaps of interest to note 
that, on some farms, the mill-course was protected from the 
weather by a wall built around the periphery of the course 
and roofed over. Although the driver and his team were 
thus protected from the gales, the building was invariably 
ill-provided with light and ventilation, so much so that one 
would imagine a young spirited horse might have been very 
troublesome during his first experience of such strange and 
unusual surroundings. 


System of Land Tenure. 

By far the largest portion of the land in the county is held 
by occupying owners, of whom a considerable number do 
not hold from the Crown, but direct under the old udal rights, 
“ from the highest of the hill to the lowest of the ebb,” including 
rights of sea-ware, sand, &c. 

Alter the end of the European War in 1918, when land 
values were at a high level, many of the local estates were 
broken up and the farms sold to the occupiers at about 
twenty-five years’ purchase. One result of this, in the ensuing 
difficult years, has been to handicap the individual farmer by 
tying up his capital. 

Another serious result, felt very much in a county such 
as Orkney, has been the difficulty experienced by the farm 
servant class, or the sons of crofters, in making a start in 
farming on their own account. Previously, such a ono had 
only to accumulate enough cash to buy the few cattle, the 
horse or pair of horses, and the implements necessary to 
stock an Orkney small farm of twenty acres or so, and then 
wait his chance of a suitable holding. Now, however, there 
must be added to this sum at least half the capital value of 
the holding, and that only provided the prospective purchaser 
could negotiate a bond on the property. An added difficulty 
has been the smaller number of holdings coming on the 
market yearly than was the case when they were only to 
let. This is a serious matter when it is realised how largely 
the farming community in Orkney is recruited from this 
class. 

Where there are holdings still let they are generally on 
leases of fourteen to twenty-one years, and the leases are 
fairly simple and straightforward. The custom of having 
crops and various implements 4 steel-bow 9 has now been 
largely abandoned. Since the runrig system was abolished 
and commonties divided, in the years from 1830 to 1845, 
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there has been a steady and gradual improvement in the lay-out 
of farms and fields, the system of tethering the stock has 
passed in favour of fenced enclosures on all except the smallest 
holdings, and children are no longer employed to herd the 
cattle on hill grazings during the summer months. This 
latter was a very common practice thirty years ago, and 
many a hard-pressed parent of a large family found their 
boots and winter clothing from the wages of those small 
4 herdsmen,’ not to mention the great benefit to their health 
from the long lazy hours in the open air. 

Of the something over 3200 agricultural holdings in the 
county at the present time, 55 per cent have a valued rent 
of under £10 per annum, 23§ per cent a rent of from £10 to 
£20, 15| per cent £20 to £50, 5J per cent £50 to £99, and If 
per cent £100 and over. The average size of holding may 
be put at about thirty acres, in some cases with an area of 
hill pasture or outrun in addition. In other cases, tho hill 
is used solely for cutting peats for the year’s supply of fuel. 


Reclamation. 

Where tho hill land is in suitable proximity to the farm, 
there has been for some time a breaking up and reclaiming 
of such ground, resulting in a total increase of 19,483 acres 
in the arable acreage of tho county from 1872 to 1936. This 
reclamation is a striking feature of Orkney agriculture. We 
think we are right in stating that in no other county in Scotland 
is this process going on to tho same extent. 

The most suitable land to reclaim is dry heathery 4 brocks,’ 
as they are called, with a shallow layer of peaty soil on fairly 
porous reddish clay subsoil. When an impervious 4 pan ’ 
exists between soil and subsoil, this must bo broken up to 
get anything like satisfactory results. The most usual method 
is to plough down the heather with a broad shallow furrow 
turned over flat. This is left for at least a year, so that the 
heather is well rotted, when the land may bo ploughed again, 
across tho furrows if possible, with an increased depth this 
time, and the soil brought to a suitable tilth before sowing 
about five bushels sandy oats per acre. To secure this tilth, 
a disc harrow is very useful, or a well-sharpened iron zigzag 
harrow. A top dressing of artificial manure is advisable; 
ground limestone or shell sand, 2 tons per acre, and 10 cwt. 
basic slag is applied just before or just after the seed is put in. 
We also favour the use of 2 to 3 cwt. per acre of a readily 
available mixture of nitrogen and phosphate soon after the 
braird appears. 

A seeding of from 40 to 45 lb. grass seeds seems to be 
required if this new land is to be left as pasture for any length 
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of time. Mr Clias. Hourston, Beaquoy, Dounby, has had 
excellent results with the following :— 

8 lb. Italian ryegrass. 

4 „ Ayrshire perennial. 

4 „ Evergreen perennial. 

8 „ Danish cocksfoot. 

2 ,, Scots Timothy. 

2 „ Crested dogstail. 

1 „ Alsike clover. 

2 „ Swedish late-flowering red. 

15 „ Wild white cleanings . 

This last was a very useful and inexpensive item in the 
mixture, and Mr Hourston has had excellent results from a 
seeding of 40 lb. of these cleanings alone. He has used 
both these seedings without a nurse crop and grazed them 
from the first year with very good results, care being taken 
to keep stock oil the ground the first season when it was 
wet. Mr Hourston began reclaiming land about ten years 
ago and has added 16 acres good pasture to his farm, whereby 
he is enabled to keep sixty owes, no sheep having been kept 
previously. 

He has on occasion made a compost of earth and poultry 
droppings, which, applied at the rate of eight cart-loads per 
acre, gave a most satisfactory return in the crop of oats. 
Though ploughing was always the most effective, Mr Hourston 
found that surface cultivation by tractor and tandem disc 
harrow could be very effective, the grass seed in this case 
being sown without a nurse crop. He favours the application 
of 12 cwt. high-grade slag and 3 tons shell-sand per acre. 
If there is much heather this is burnt off when practicable 
or harrowed by iron harrows immediately after a spell of 
frost. 

The extensive farm of Lyking, in Sandwiclc parish, has for 
long been the scene of persistent land reclamation. The farm 
comprises about 400 acres, of which no less than 300 have 
been broken in from heather, to be, as now, part arable and 
part good sheep pasture. The present proprietor, County 
Councillor J. M. H. Robertson, has followed in the footsteps 
of his father and grandfather in improving the property. 
He has been greatly helped by their experience, as well as 
by the modern developments in machinery, in manures, and 
in grass-seed mixtures, and has proved by no means the 
least energetic of his race. Well over 100 acres have been 
reclaimed within the last forty-five years. At first Mr Robert¬ 
son called the forces of nature to his aid by allowing one or 
two seasons to pass after the first ploughing, when surface 
stones were carted off and a second ploughing undertaken, 
the plough this time being followed by a subsoiler. The soil 
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was then worked down with iron harrows and seeded with 
sandy oats. A favourite manure at this time was a dressing 
of raw i sillocks,’ about four cart-loads per acre, obtained 
from Stromness harbour, where huge shoals of these small 
fish used to gather, and, in fact, still do. The seagulls had to 
be kept off with a gun, and the resulting dose of readily available 
phosphate and nitrogen produced quite a useful corn crop. 
A heavy application of shell-sand was found to be an absolutely 
necessary item in the proceedings. Then a crop of turnips, 
manured with dung and phosphates, was taken, and though 
generally a light crop was got, the necessary working com¬ 
pleted the reduction of the newly tamed 4 brocks.’ A nurse 
crop of oats followed with from one and a half to two bushels 
home-grown rye-grass and a few pounds of clover. 

Mr Robertson says some of this land laid down forty years 
ago is still useful pasture, but is being renovated with a 
tractor and Aitkenhead ripper harrow followed by ten cwt. 
slag per acre. Wild white clover will appear in land treated 
thus, though never sown. 

Nowadays life is too short for such a ritual and the tractor 
is called in, with the result that instead of seven or eight 
acres, fifteen or sixteen can be tackled in a year. After the 
second ploughing the land is reduced by the tandem disc 
harrow and a complete modern grass-seed mixture sown 
without a nurse crop, the shell-sand and slag being supported 
by two to three cwt. per acre of a supers and potash salt 
mixture, and later a top dressing of nitro-chalk or sulphate 
of ammonia. All stock are kept off until a winter has 
passed. 

From Orkney’s only inland parish, Hurray, the 44 parish of 
the Peerie Lairds,” wo have news of another land reclamation. 

Five years ago, Mr James Flett of Kingshouse began break¬ 
ing up some very poor, thin, hill ground with a hard clay 
subsoil. The surface had been cut away for poor quality 
peats, no grass grew on it, and not oven heather in some 
parts, the surface being raw and broken. 

To date about fifty acres have been treated and the success 
obtained, looking to the poor quality of the original surface, 
has been startling. 

The first plot was horse ploughed in the winter months 
of 1934 and 1935, and reduced with horse-drawn disc harrow. 
Twenty-six lb. per acre of the following grass-seed mixture 
was sown on 1st August 1935 : 12 lb. perennial rye, 2 lb. 
crested dogstail, 5 lb. cocksfoot, 2 lb. rough-stalked meadow 
grass, 1 lb. late flowering red clover, 1 lb. broad-leaved red, 
1 lb. alsike, 1 lb. Kentish, 1 lb. New Zealand wild white. 

The following manures per acre were given : 10 cwt. 40 per 
cent slag, 1J cwt. steamed bone flour, } cwt. sulphate of 
ammonia. 
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Cost for seeds and manure, £4, Is. 3d. per acre. 

In 1935-36, a second five acres was horse ploughed, but 
here the tractor was called in with tandem disc harrow to 
make a tilth. Practically the same grass-seed mixture was 
sown in July, with 10 cwt. 36 per cent slag, 1 £ cwt. 35 per cent 
supers, i cwt. sulphate of ammonia, and in addition a very 
heavy dressing of 10 tons per acre of shell-sand; total cost 
per acre £6 (shell-sand 5s. per ton). 

Twenty acres were tackled in 1936-37, fourteen acres tractor 
ploughed, and six acres disc harrowed only. This time a 
heavier seeding of 34 lb. per acre was used, and no artificials 
except 10 cwt. slag per acre. Twelve lb. perennial rye, 3 lb. 
Italian, 4 lb. Danish cocksfoot, 4 lb. crested dogstail, 6 lb. 
rough-stalked meadow grass, 1 lb. alsike, 1 lb. each of broad- 
leaved red and late-flowering red clover, 1 lb. each of Kentish 
and New Zealand wild white ; outlay £2, 12s. per acre. 

In 1937-38, twenty acres were ploughed, and, as it was 
seen that the previous year’s experiment was not looking 
well, a still heavier seeding of 42 lb. per acre was used, and the 
slag was supplemented by 3 cwt. per acre potato manure. 
Twenty lb. rye-grass, 8 lb. cocksfoot, 3 lb. rough-stalked 
meadow grass, 3 lb. crested dogstail, 4 lb. rib grass, \ lb. late 
red clover, \ lb. white, 1 lb. each of Kentish and New Zealand 
wild white; a net outlay less slag subsidy of £3, 6s. per acre. 
This was immediately successful, better even than Plots 1 and 2, 
and due, we are convinced, to the presence of soluble plant 
food in the potato manure. In the winter of 1937 Plot 2, 
which got the heavy dressing of sand, did not look too well 
and was badly affected with ‘ fog.’ A dressing of 10 cwt. 
per acre of slag in January 1938, however, cured that, and 
resulted in a luxuriant growth of wild white clover throughout 
the grazing season of 1938. 

Mr Flett still has ten or twelve acres which he intends to 
plough up, but is going to allow 1 Jack Frost ’ to help in the 
good work by allowing a year to elapse before seeding. 

In the 1 Transactions ’ of 1874, in the article on the Orkney 
Islands, mention is made of improvements carried out on the 
estate of Binscarth in Firth parish. Some of the pasture 
then laid down was badly in need of renovation by 1930, 
and in the winter of 1931 ten acres at Binscarth were broken 
up by horse plough and sown with six bushels per acre of 
sandy oats in the spring of 1932. Eight cwt. per acre of a 
complete grain manure was also applied and a fair crop was 
successfully harvested. The next year this land was again 
horse ploughed and sown out with 1 Bell ’ oats, and 38 lb. 
per acre grass seeds as follows : perennial rye, 15 lb.; Ever¬ 
green, 5 lb.; Danish cocksfoot, 6 lb.; New Zealand leafy, 
4 lb.; Scots timothy, 2 lb.; rough-stalked meadow grass, 
1 lb.; sheep’s fescue, 1 lb.; rib grass, 1 lb.; alsike, 1 lb .; 
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late-flowering red clover, 2 lb.; !New Zealand wild white, 
\ lb.; Kentish, \ lb. 

Six cwt. per acre high-grade slag was also applied, and 
quite a useful grain crop resulted. The take of grass was 
most satisfactory, and a further 6 cwt. of slag per acre in 
1936 has established a very useful pasture. In 1932-33, a 
further ten acres at the farm of Kingsdale in the same parish 
were tackled, this time ploughing by tractor. This land had 
entirely reverted to heather and rushes, and the horse ploughs 
had great difficulty in setting up feerings owing to the toughness 
of the surface. The Fordson tractor and two-furrow Oliver 
plough made a satisfactory job, however, and horse-drawn 
disc harrow worked it up sufficiently to allow of its being 
seeded with oats alone the same season. The soil being a 
rather poor clay, only a very scanty crop was reaped, returning 
practically only the seed sown. The land was disked without 
further ploughing in 1933-31 and sown out with the following 
temporary grass mixture: 5 lb. Italian rye, 15 lb. perennial 
rye, 10 lb. cocksfoot, 4 lb. timothy, 3 lb. English red clover, 
2 lb. late-flowering red, 1 lb. alsike. A dressing of 6 cwt. 
per acre slag was given to the poorer parts of the field ; cost 
of 23s. per acre. The take of grass was poor, and it was 
evident that the fault was in not providing readily available 
plant food. The field was again ploughed in winter 1937 
and the heathery turf found to be well rotted. It is at present 
being dunged on the surface preparatory to being ploughed 
for turnips, after which it will be sown out with a more per¬ 
manent grass mixture and a substantial dressing of slag in 1940. 

Apart from these definite examples, there has been ex¬ 
tended widely over the county a gradual breaking in of such 
small areas yearly as there may be time for among the multi¬ 
farious duties of an Orkney small farm. This has led to an 
increased area of pasture for sheep, and many farms now 
carry a flying stock of cheviot ewes that never had sheep 
before. 

The introduction of modern grass-seed mixtures, with wild 
white clover, has led to alterations in the arable rotation, 
and this is much more elastic than it was prior to 1914. Then 
oats, oats, turnips, oats and seeds, hay followed by one year’s 
pasture, or oats, turnips, oats, hay and two years’ pasture 
was the general routine which was adhered to inflexibly. 
The first year’s grass was the best and it deteriorated rapidly 
thereafter. Kow the second year is generally the worst and 
the pasture improves with every year it can be left down, 
till the farmer with memories of thirty years ago can hardly 
bear to plough it up ! A smaller ration of turnips is now 
being fed to all classes of cattle in the county, which, taken 
with the larger grain crops grown by the clover-enriched soil, 
explains the increased stock carried in the county. Where 
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possible it is often found that the acreage of the turnip break 
has been reduced, with consequently more land to grass; 
five, six, or seven years’ pasture being quite common. The 
former inflexible sequence of fields can now be departed from, 
and should a bad harvest or other cause give a poor take of 
grass, that field may be ploughed up out of its turn, with 
the knowledge that the other whose turn it was will only 
< improve by keeping.’ 

With the object of avoiding the over-heavy, tangled lea 
crops got after years of wild white clover, some farmers are 
sowing turnips after lea, followed by two oats crops. Where 
the land is in good heart the customary application of dung 
may be withheld from the turnip crop, and applied instead 
to the following grain crop, otherwise the turnips tend to 
grow very strong shaws without a corresponding increase in 
bulb. 

The application of potassic manures is found to be little 
needed in Orkney, the chief requirement being phosphates, 
of which superphosphate of lime and finely ground mineral 
phosphate are the usual forms in a compound manure mixture, 
or basic slag sown by itself. 


Live Stock. 

The usual system of farming practised in Orkney is that 
common to the north-east of Scotland generally, and is 
directed towards the raising of commercial stock—cattle, 
sheep, horses, and pigs. The poultry industry, starting as a 
side-line, has now developed to sucli an extent that the annual 
value of the egg exports nearly equals the combined value 
of that for cattle, horses, sheep, and pig exports. It must be 
noted, however, that the bill for imported poultry foods 
considerably exceeds the expenditure on imported foods for 
the other classes of stock. The cattle, now mainly Aberdeen- 
Angus crosses, are reared on the produce of the farm and 
must yet be regarded as the mainstay of farming in the 
islands. 


Cattle. 


In the year 1870 the figure for the cattle population was 
given at 22,235. Since then the number has gradually increased, 
the most rapid rise being an increase of nearly 5000 during 
the ten-year period from 1920 to 1930. The peak figure of 
39,467 was reached in the year 1935. Owing to the relatively 
higher prices ruling for lambs, sheep-farming has tended to 
become more popular during the last few years, and the 
cattle population has fallen by about a thousand below the 
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maximum figure. For many years the Orcadian farmer 
prided himself in improving his cattle, and so successful have 
his efforts been that the most experienced and far-travelled 
visitor freely admits that the Orkney cattle, as a class, are 
superior to those of any county in Scotland or England. 

In the grading-up process, West Highland, Shorthorn, and 
Aberdeen - Angus breeds have predominated, and of late 
years the latter have held sway. At one time most of the 
cattle were exported as stores, and because of their reputation 
they commanded high prices. Store cattle are still exported, 
but an increasing number are consigned to the fat market. 

Several factors have contributed to the high standard of 
the cattle stocks. The Department of Agriculture Premium 
Schemes have done much, and the Orcadian farmer has 
endeavoured to take the utmost advantage of these schemes. 
He has also realised to a greater degree than most that the 
quality of his cross cattle depends on the quality of the 
female parent as well as that of the male. He has, therefore, 
selected his cows with great care, and the best heifers arc 
always retained for breeding purposes. As a result, the 
female breeding stock at present to be found on the Orkney 
farms can be described as of exceptional quality. There is 
practically no outside source of calves, and the number of 
cows normally kept on a farm may be as high as 40 per cent 
of the bovine population. If milking and beefing qualities 
do not go hand in hand, the Orcadian farmer can afford to 
concentrate on the improvement of the latter character, as 
he has little opportunity of disposing of surplus milk and 
milk products. 


Pure Stock. 

There is another factor that has contributed much to the 
excellent quality of the Orkney stock. Those of considerable 
experience believe that Orkney-bred bulls are generally 
better suited to the islands than imported bulls—that the 
home-bred animal, come of acclimatised stock, is the most 
suitable type of breeding animal. To cater for this demand 
the breeding of pure stock has been carried on in Orkney for 
nearly seventy years, and for the last forty years an annual 
sale of pure-bred stock has taken place in Kirkwall. The 
number of animals exposed at this sale varies between thirty 
and forty. 

The late Mr James Johnston, Coubister, Orphir, a Shorthorn 
fancier, was the pioneer breeder of pure stock in the county. 
Two cows, “ Flora ” and “ Rose,” belonging to Mr Johnston, 
are entered in Volume 23 of the Shorthorn Herd-book. The 
stock bulls at Coubister were brought from many of the 
best-known homes in Aberdeenshire — Sittyton, Collynie, 
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Jackston, Dunglass, Inverquhomery, Muiryfold, and from 
Cluny Castle. The herd founded by the late Mr Johnston 
is still in existence, but since he started many fanciers of 
both the Aberdeen-Angus and Shorthorn breeds have entered 
the lists, and many have retired. Mr Alexander Calder has 
had the longest experience in the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. On taking over the farm of Sebay in 1907, Mr Calder 
acquired the herd belonging to the late Mr John Cumming. 
Mr Calder has imported stock bulls from such well-known 
herds as Ballindalloch, Harviestoun, Fasque, and Mounthooly, 
and the Sebay stock has, on a great many occasions, carried 
off the championship at the Kirkwall Show. Mr Calder has 
also the distinction of having obtained the highest price of 
£103 ever recorded at the local sale. 

Varying fortunes have attended the Orkney bull breeders 
since the local sale of pure stock started in 1900. The demand 
is strictly local, and prices tend to vary according to the 
number of premium bulls required. Average prices have 
been as low as £16 and as high as £54. Of the thirty-one 
animals exposed for sale at the 1939 show and sale of pure 
stock, there was only one Shorthorn forward, the others 
being of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. The average price was 
£33, 14s. 7d., and the highest price of 64 guineas was paid 
for a November bull, bred and exposed by Mr Calder. The 
Aberdeenshire judge, Mr Pat Strachan, himself a well-known 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, commented favourably 
on the fine show of young bulls, all typical specimens of 
the breed. 

The Orkney Agricultural Society sponsors a Fat Stock 
Show, which is also held in Kirkwall. The date of this show 
and sale is usually fixed for the first Monday of December, 
as many of the cattle are afterwards sent to the chief Christmas 
sales of fat stock in Aberdeen, Edinburgh, and Glasgow. 
The highest price obtained at the 1938 show and sale was £38. 
This price was paid for a blue-grey steer exhibited by Mr 
James Ritch, Hatston. This steer later made the highest 
price at the chief Christmas sale in Aberdeen. In 1937 the 
highest price, £42, was obtained for a blue-grey steer exhibited 
by Mr James Gaddie, Bu\ Mr William Ritch, Kierfiold, has 
been one of the most successful exhibitors at the Kirkwall 
Fat Stock Show, and has gained many prizes for his stock. 


Horses. 

If the cattle population has increased some four hundred 
per cent during the last hundred years, a considerably greater 
decrease appears to have taken place in the number of horses. 
The late Dr George Barry, Parish Minister of Sliapinsay, 
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published a history of Orkney in 1805, and in a chapter con¬ 
cerning the live stock of the county he estimated the horse 
population at 25,000 head. The latest census shows a popula¬ 
tion of only 5837 horses. 1 Commenting on this amazing fact, 
Mr P. K. Sutherland Graeme, in an article contributed to the 
Journal of the Orkney Agricultural Discussion Society, 
writes:— 

“ It is plain that in those far off days, as to-day, the normal 
use to which horses were put was either for draught or saddle 
purposes, so let us begin by enquiring as to the requirements 
of the farmer in those respects some 150 years ago. First 
of all, it must be remembered that in the early part of the 
eighteenth century practically all the ploughing and all the 
harrowing was done by work oxen, and even at the end of 
that century the work ox was still doing some of the ploughing, 
most of the harrowing, and all the cart work, which was very 
little, because carts had only been recently introduced. It 
is, however, not suggested that the Orkney farmer at any time 
rode his work ox to Kirkwall or elsewhere.” 

The introduction of tractors does not account for the 
tremendous drop in the horse population, but from the informa¬ 
tion furnished by Dr Barry and by Mr Sutherland Graeme, 
it is evident that at the beginning of the nineteenth century 
there must have been a large number of unemployed horses in 
Orkney. 

Dr Barry states that the original breed of horses found 
in Orkney was of a Scandinavian type similar to the Shetland 
pony. At a later period, horses of the Garron type were 
introduced from Caithness and, in fact, there was at one time a 
considerable trade in these horses, the Orkney farmer appar¬ 
ently preferring to buy rather than breed his own horses. 

It is impossible to say at what period Clydesdale blood 
was first introduced into the county, but all trace of the 
Garron ancestors has now been practically bred out. The 
late Mr R. O. Watson of Kirkwall was one of the first to 
introduce Clydesdale stallions, and had on occasions as many 
as four entire horses travelling the Mainland districts. Perhaps 
one of the best stallions owned by Mr Watson was “ Ability ” 
(10,484). This horse was not a prolific breeder, but his progeny 
were of excellent quality. 

Mr John Tait of Papdale, near Kirkwall, another improver, 
introduced many excellent horses. He favoured the heaviest 
types and, in fact, introduced a Shire stallion, named “ Saxon 
Marmion,” but this horse does not appear to have been favoured. 

The late Mr Robert Scartli of Binscarth was one of the 
most enthusiastic of the early improvers of the Orkney horse. 

1 It would appear that the horse population in Orkney fell most rapidly 
during the period from 1830 to 1860. In the year 1870 the official figure 
was B661. 
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He brought several females as well as males into the county 
and kept a stud of excellent breeding mares at Binscarth. Mr 
Scarth was also instrumental in the formation of the First 
Orkney Horse-Breeding Society, in or about 1890, of which 
he was Secretary. Of the many excellent horses introduced 
by this Society perhaps the most famous was “ Balmedie 
Queen’s Guard ” (10,966). This horse was a son of the famous 
u Baron’s Pride ” (7122) and half-brother to “ Baron of 
Buchlyvie ” (11,263), that aristocrat of the breed which 
caused such a sensation some thirty years ago by fetching 
the record prico of £9500. “ Balmedie Queen’s Guard ” 

came to Orkney in the year 1907, and proved one of the best 
breeding horses that has ever been in Orkney. 

Horse-Breeding Grants. 

The work initiated by the Horse-Breeding Society was 
greatly accelerated when in 1913 the Department of Agri¬ 
culture offered grants to encourage improvement in horse 
breeding. The amount of the grant was later curtailed, 
but until the scheme was withdrawn in 1932 it contributed 
very largely to the improvement which took place during that 
period. Horses bred of the best blood in Scotland travelled 
in Orkney. Local horse-breeding societies have also been 
greatly encouraged in their efforts by the premium schemes 
financed by the Highland and Agricultural Society. Under 
this scheme a local society may obtain an annual grant of £15 
towards the hire of an approved stallion. These grants are 
obtainable for three years. The Highland Society’s premium 
scheme has undoubtedly contributed much to the quality of 
the Orkney farm horse, and especially is this true in the 
smaller islands, where it is relatively more expensive, owing 
to the limited number of mares available, to hire a quality 
stallion. Quite recently the Clydesdale Horse Society has 
offered breeding grants, and this has led to a marked increase 
in the number of registered mares. 

At the present time there are two Horse-Breeding Societies 
operating on the Mainland, and there is one Society on each 
of the larger islands. Usually stallions are hired for the 
season, although some of the Societies prefer to purchase 
horses. It would be wearying to enumerate the stallions 
which have been either owned or hired by these Societies, 
but a few of the names are outstanding : “ Craigie Majestic,” 
“ Craigie Limelight,” “ Potty Emblem,” “ Coldoch Select,” 
“ Rockhill Footprint,” “ Milton Monarch,” “ Kismet,” 
" Craigie Excellence,” “ Craigie Exquisite,” “ Full Tide,” 
" Royal Factor,” “ Windlaw Marcellus,” and “ Windlaw 
Topsman.” The enterprising members of these Orkney Horse- 
Breeding Societies did not confine themselves to procuring 

von. lt. n 
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the best stallions, but the best female stock was retamed for 
breeding purposes . These are the chief reasons why Orkney 
can now breed horses able to compete with any. 

Within the last few years there has been a great increase 
in the number of tractors in the islands, but this has not 
been coincident with a marked fall in the horse population. 
Fortunately, Orkney farmers have so far had no experience 
of that dreaded scourge—grass sickness. When the cause 
of this disease has been discovered, an explanation of the 
rather singular fact may be forthcoming, but as a continual 
trade in horses between the islands and tho Mainland of 
Scotland is carried on, it is surprising that infection has not 
been imported. 


Sheep. 

Orkney farmers have never gone in extensively for sheep. 
In fact, there are not half a dozen regular hired shepherds 
in the county. The total number of sheep has risen con¬ 
siderably, however, within recent years, and now stands at 
74,813. The principal breed is the Cheviot of North County 
type, chiefly imported as cast ewes or gimmers from Caithness. 
There are very few regular home-bred sheep stocks, the most 
considerable probably being that at Binscarth, Firth, of 550 
Cheviot ewes, the foundation stock of which were introduced 
by the present owner’s grandfather about 1878 from Clebrig 
in Sutherland, and have been kept true to type ever since. 

Most other stocks are kept up by the addition of ewe lambs, 
gimmers, or warranted cast ewes yearly, and are almost all 
pastured on arable ground with access here and there to 
small areas of permanent pasture or hill ground. There are 
many thousands of acres of heather unutilised in the county 
which would make good grazing for blackface ewes, but 
they are so much subdivided among the numerous small 
proprietors that the prospect of co-operative fencing and 
stocking is exceedingly remote. This is to bo regretted, as 
the winters in Orkney are not severe, and blackface sheep 
would do well with no hand feeding save perhaps in spring, 
which is the hardest time of the year for out-wintered stock 
in Orkney. 

The largest proportion of the lamb crop is half-bred, though 
of late years some rams of the Down breeds have been used 
with success, notably in the North Isles. 

These lambs are sold as stores, mostly in the Edinburgh 
market, and are esteemed as very healthy and good doers. A 
large number of the crofts and small farms keep a few ewes 
of what is commonly called the ‘ Orkney-Leicester ’ breed, 
and exchange rams of their own breeding. These ewes lamb 
from late December onwards and can be housed at night 
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in severe weather. They supply the local market with fat 
lambs in the early part of the season. 

The original breed of small, native, short-tailed sheep 
common to Orkney and Shetland have now declined to a few 
flocks on outlying holms and small islands. They are chiefly 
valued for their wool, which comes next in fineness after the 
Shetland wool, and is generally of the same colours. Their 
mutton is used for home consumption, being exceedingly 
sweet and well flavoured, but not attractive when shown in 
the shop window, owing to the dark colour and leanness of 
the meat. 

The chief flock of this breed is now found in North Bonald- 
shay, and is chiefly remarkable in that it is confined entirely 
to the seashore by a high wall completely surrounding the 
island. Only one or two small areas of closely eaten pasture 
are found outside this wall, and the sheep subsist on the 
seaweeds exposed at low tide or thrown up on the beach 
by gales. Venturesome individuals are often caught by the 
tide or by heavy seas and drowned, though not to the same 
extent as on the isle of Eynhallow in the sound between 
Evie Parish and the island of Bousay. There, there are out¬ 
lying skerries accessible at low water, and the rise and fall 
of the tide being often varied by the weather renditions, 
considerable numbers of sheep are lost there every year. 

However rich the grazing on land, the sheep regularly 
seek the beach at ebb-tide, and this is not confined to the 
native breed, for Cheviots put out on such islands for the 
summer are observed eating seaweed within a few days of 
being put there. 


Pigs. 

With regard to the pig population of Orkney, it is a case of 
66 many pickles mak’ a mukle,” for with the exception of the 
farm of Binscarth, already referred to, we do not know of 
any farm keeping more than a score or so. Yet the number 
of fat pigs contracted for under the 1939 Marketing Scheme 
is about 2500, and several hundreds more will certainly be 
supplied to local small curers and the pork market. All pigs 
reared in the county are home-bred, and are of the Large 
White breed. There is an almost entire absence of pig diseases, 
and the only threat to this happy state of affairs is the necessary 
importation of breeding stock, which, however carefully it 
may be carried on, is liable to introduce trouble in some form. 
Orkney pigs have travelled far from the days of the 1870’s 
when the pig population was about 5800, and one was liable 
to encounter droves of angular, black, hairy apparitions 
among the peat bogs, which were more like survivals from a 
bygone age than members of the porcine race. In numbers, 
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this is the only breed of live stock that has gone down in the 
last seventy years, but the value has risen from £3, 10s. per 
head of pigs exported in 1871 to, say, £4, 15s. in 1938. In 
1872 the number of pigs in the county was calculated to be 
5866. In 1938 it was 2767. Prior to the operations of the 
Pigs Marketing Schemes, pig breeding or feeding was a most 
speculative business. In the period since the end of the Great 
War, young pigs varied in price from 4s. 6d. to 35s., and fat 
pigs of equal weight from £3 to £5. 

The cost of marketing a fat pig in Aberdeen is about eleven 
shillings, and the freight and carriage on a ton of imported 
pig meal about fifteen shillings, which together formed an 
impassable barrier between the Orkney pig-feeder and a profit. 

Now, however, there is more prospect of a stable market, 
and those who so desire may venture to provide suitable pig 
premises with some expectation of a small profit. At Bins- 
carth, sheds have been built on the Scandinavian plan to 
accommodate about 140 breeding and feeding pigs, and 240 
fat pigs are produced annually. 


Local Markets. 

Monday is market day in Kirkwall. The Kirkwall Auction 
Mart has recently been reconstructed and enlarged to cope 
with the increasing number of cattle which passes through 
this sale. It is a market for store cattle, sheep, pigs, calves, 
and poultry, but normally very few fat cattle are exposed 
for sale. A high percentage, however, of the Orkney store 
cattle, especially in the islands, are purchased privately by 
dealers for direct shipment to Aberdeen, Edinburgh, and other 
distributing centres. Wednesday is market day in Stromness, 
but only a few cattle are normally exposed at this sale. The 
Stromness Mart is now owned and controlled by a company 
of farmers. A monthly market is held in Dounby, where 
trading in live stock is done by private bargain. This centre 
is now, however, mainly a meeting-place for farmers, and the 
number of stock changing hands gradually becomes less. 

Agricultural Shows. 

The agricultural shows held in the latter half of July and 
beginning of August in each year serve the. Orcadian farmers 
as shop windows for the display of their stock-in-trade,, and 
are attended by hundreds of farmers and others interested 
in agriculture, both within and without the county. Shows 
are held in the islands of Rousay, Westray, Eday, Shapinsay, 
and Stronsay of the North Isles, in South Ronaldshay and 
Hoy in the South Isles, and in the East and West Mainland 
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districts in July, leading up to a grand climax in the County 
Show at Kirkwall early in August, held under the auspices 
of the Orkney Agricultural Society. Leading agriculturists 
from Scotland are invited as judges, and invariably express 
their satisfaction with the quality of the animals paraded 
before them. Competition is very keen for the major honours, 
especially as betwixt representatives of East and West, 
and a healthy rivalry is carried on in a truly sporting way. 

As will be readily understood, the cattle and horse classes 
provide the main interest, and many fine animals of all ages, 
and both pedigreed and ‘ commercial,’ are to be seen. The 
sheep sections are being developed, and more interest is being 
shown in them.

Principal Towns. 

Kirkwall, the capital of the Orkneys, and chief outlet, 
through its safe and commodious harbour, for the agricultural 
produce of the county, was created a Royal Burgh in 1486. 
But its history goes back far beyond that date. Before even 
the Viking days the Culdees built a church in what was then 
a primitive fishing village, but it was not till about the begin¬ 
ning of the eleventh century, when Earl Rognvald I. built 
the Kirk of St Olaf, that the i creek of the kirk ’ received its 
name Kirkiu-vagr or Kirkwall about 1035. In the year 1137 
Earl Rognvald II. built and dedicated to St Magnus the 
magnificent cathedral which dominates the town to this day, 
and from then onwards the town showed a dual development, 
one part clustering round the Castle of the Earls of Orkney 
and the other adhering to the Bishop’s Palace, with the great 
cathedral between them. The episcopal part was called the 
Laverock, and the ancient handball game, called the New 
Year’s Day Ba’, still commences at the lane which marks 
the boundary between the two. 

In 1468 Orkney was pledged to Scotland by Denmark for 
50,000 florins and Shetland for 8000, as the dowry of Margaret 
of Denmark when she married James III. of Scotland, and 
in 1471 an Act was passed annexing the islands to the Scottish 
crown. 

With the passage of time and the increase of agriculture 
in the county, Kirkwall grew rapidly, and when the former 
sailing packets were replaced by steamers in 1833 the harbour 
was improved and the pier has been lengthened and widened 
quite recently. Shops have been modernised and enlarged, 
plate-glass has replaced the small-paned windows of earlier 
days, and the city has both gas and electricity undertakings. 
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The octocentenary of the cathedral was celebrated by the 
Magistrates and Town Council with the co-operation of Kirk 
and County in 1937 in a manner befitting the importance of 
the occasion, and notable visitors were welcomed and enter¬ 
tained from the parent countries of Scandinavia as well as 
from Great Britain. 

Kirkwall, for its industrial development, had the advantages 
of a central position, but it cannot compete for picturesqueness 
and charm of situation with its sister burgh in the West. 
Stromness, lying between hill and shore beside a splendid 
natural harbour, had its zenith in the days when the Hudson 
Bay Company’s ships used to call for water and provisions 
and recruits before setting out for the hfor’-West. Then, too, 
it was the scene of a prosperous herring fishing, and the finest 
quality herrings always came to Stromness from the grounds 
off Hoy. 

Nowadays it is a popular resort of summer visitors, who 
find it an ideal centre from which to visit the finest rock 
scenery and archaeological remains in the county. 

Its single narrow street winds along the shore from north 
to south, and the eye is continually arrested by glimpses of 
quaint old-fashioned gables and windows round unexpected 
corners. Stromness is the fortunate possessor of an excellent 
and abundant water supply, and many vessels still call at 
the pier to fill their tanks.

Historical. 

This year the University of Pavia in Italy celebrates the work 
of the Abb4 Spallanzani, one of the outstanding scientists 
of the eighteenth century. Born in 1729, ho died in 1799, 
and in the space of forty years, from 1760 to his death, 
made a succession of studies astonishing for their diversity 
and novelty. Amongst these were the first experiments on 
Artificial Insemination, of which the most notable was the 
injection into the vagina of a bitch of nineteen grains of 
semen taken from a dog of the same breed, with the result 
that, after the ordinary time of gestation, she brought forth 
several whelps of the same breed. Spallanzani, however, did not 
discover the fundamental mechanism, for he attributed the 
fertilising power of the semen not to the spermatozoa but to 
the liquid part of the semen. It was not till the ’fifties of 
last century that it was realised that the sperm were the 
essential element in the male contribution to fertilisation, and 
that only one sperm was required for each egg fertilised. 1 

Throughout the nineteenth century the principle of artificial 
insemination was employed by various people, including the 
famous Dr Hunter, who in 1799 used it successfully in the 
human. At the end of the century Dr Heape of Cambridge 
published an important review quoting successful experiments 
on the dog and the horse. 

At this time Professor Elie Ivanov entered the field, and 
in 1899 succeeded in demonstrating that the introduction 
into the vagina of sperm suspended in an artificial medium, 
and free from the secretions of the secondary sexual glands, 
resulted in the birth of normal healthy young. He developed 
a technique, and in the year 1912, using 41 stallions, 3397 
mares were inseminated, with a foaling percentage of 41*4. 
At the conclusion of the war the Soviet Government estab¬ 
lished Professor Ivanov at Moscow as the Director of the 
Central Experimental Breeding Station, but the work did 
not get going properly till 1923, when 1500 mares were 
inseminated, a number which rose to 70,000 in 1928. 

1 For the purpose of this article the word * semen 1 implies the whole of the 
fluid which the male contributes at service. The word * sperm * is used to imply 
the spermatozoa, the tadpole-like bodies that constitute the fertilising element of 
the semen.

It is not the purpose of this article to describe the vicissi¬ 
tudes of the experiments of Ivanov and other investigators. 
Suffice it to say that their researches have now met with a 
considerable degree of success. While many of the methods 
employed in the early investigations can still be used, there 
is general agreement upon those methods which are best suited 
for ordinary use. But before describing them it is well to 
point out the different stages in the problem of artificial 
insemination. 

The Technique .—First there comes the collection of the 
semen. Next the dilution, which presented a difficulty which 
has now been largely overcome. At present the big problem 
is the length of time which diluted semen can be kept. And 
finally, there is the injection of the diluted and stored semen 
into the womb of the female. 

Collection of the semen is at present attempted in two 
principal ways. In the first place, a rubber sperm collector 
may be inserted in the vagina 1 of the female, followed by 
normal service of the male. The sperm collected by this 
method is reasonably pure, but there is some doubt whether 
all the sperm can be collected and whether ejaculation can 
be normal. 

The other method, and the one in most popular use, is the 
artificial vagina, which consists of a heavy rubber cylinder 
containing a light rubber tube, the space between the tube 
and the cylinder being filled with warm water. At the moment 
of coitus the male organ is directed to the artificial vagina, 
which takes the place of the vagina of the cow. The semen is 
collected in a glass receptacle at the end of the artificial vagina. 
An elaboration is the use of a dummy female instead of a live 
one, a method whicli has been employed with success in 
Russia, the artificial vagina replacing the natural one. 

There is also the artificial induction of ejaculation by 
massage. This has been used for a long time with dogs, 
and latterly in the United States with cattle: electricity 
may be employed. Another method which may become 
important in the future is known as the i Fistula 1 method, 
but this involves an operation and is not at present in 
common use. 

Immediately the semen has been collected it should be 
diluted. A great deal of work has been done upon the best 
method of diluting, and it is now possible to buy specially 
prepared dilutors, most of which are based on glucose with 
a phosphate buffer. There is, however, room for further 
investigation. The amount of dilution is limited, since there 
is a maximum point beyond which the sperm is upset and 
vitality begins to fall until a toxic point is reached. 

1 The reproductive passage leading to the womb. 
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The storage of the sperm involves a curious situation. 
Naturally Ivanov and the early investigators assumed that 
it ought to bo kept at body temperature. On the contrary, 
it was found that it was better kept below body temperature, 
and that in fact it could be best preserved at slightly above 
freezing point. In this way the sperm remained fertile for 
a longer period than if kept at body temperature. It is now 
generally agreed that round about 10° C. is the best tempera¬ 
ture. Recent work with liquid air is suggestive, and may 
give the best answer. 

This problem of the keeping power, as will be Been later, 
has become the fundamental one in the question of the applica¬ 
bility of this discovery to live-stock improvement in this 
country. Closely linked with it is the degree to which the 
sperm can be diluted. 

The final stage in the technique is not a difficult one to 
perform, and is one with which most veterinary surgeons are 
familiar. The sperm solution is injected into the vagina by 
means of a syringe, to which is attached a nozzle, usually 
made of vulcanite. Naturally the shape of the instrument 
varies according to the class of animal involved. 

More recently the .Russians have been working on the use 
of gelatine capsules, and appear to have met with considerable 
success. An ordinary glucose phosphate solution is used with 
a certain amount of gelatine dissolved, giving it a jelly-like 
consistency. This is then made up in the form of capsules, 
which are placed in the vagina by hand. A recent report 
states that of 732 sheep inseminated by this method, 517, 
or 71 per cent, were fertilised. For use of these capsules the 
Russians have evolved a carrier pigeon service, which seems 
to be giving reasonably good results. 

The Time Factor in the Female .—But equally as important 
as the method of actual insemination of the female is the 
time factor. To this point considerable research has been 
directed. It is generally agreed that, as regards mares, the 
best time when they should be served, naturally or artificially, 
is about twenty-four hours before the end of the time at 
which they are in season. With cows, American work also 
shows that they are best bred towards the end of oestrus 
(heat period), and possibly shortly after passing heat. 

Likewise in the sheep, the best time for insemination is 
towards the end of the heat period; the second day makes 
a good general guide for sheep. In certain ewes ovulation 
may even take place before the heat begins, according to 
American workers. But most workers, varying from Kenya 
to Russia, believe that the majority, if not all sheep are best 
served towards the end or immediately after the heat period. 

A Russian investigator has stated recently that the shed-

ding of the egg (ovulation) by the cow occurs thirty to forty 
hours after the onset of heat, while the spermatozoa survive 
in the reproductive tract for a relatively short time, about 
sixteen hours. In Russia the artificial insemination centres 
are instructed not to inseminate cows at the beginning of a 
heat period. Since, in practice, it is very difficult to establish 
when the heat period actually begins, many cows are insemin¬ 
ated too late. Hence several centres have introduced the 
practice of inseminating the cows immediately after they are 
brought in, and again after an interval of ten to eighteen 
hours irrespective of whether or not they show any signs of 
heat. That this method is sound may be judged from the 
fact that, of some 17,000 cows so treated, the Russians claim 
that only 10 per cent returned to the bull. Another report 
says that insemination is about equally successful whether the 
cow shows much mucous or little, or even none at all. 

Cambridge—and elsewhere .—Allied with the problem of 
dilution is the concentration of sperm in the semen. While 
only a single sperm is required to fertilise each egg, millions 
of them are produced. Presumably not all of them are equally 
efficient at a given moment, and this may, in part, account 
for the fact that dilution camiot bo carried to an extreme 
length as is suggested from the number of sperm produced. 
A healthy bull produces nearly 1000 million sperm per cubic 
centimetre and anywhere up to 2500 million at a single service. 
A ram produces little over half a cubic centimetre at service, 
but this also contains about 2500 million sperm. American 
work shows that different rams give very varied response in 
this respect to continuous service. Some produced 1000 
million at the nineteenth mating on the same day, while others 
a mere 60 million after the fifth mating, or would even refuse 
to mate. There is probably also a breed difference in this 
respect. 

It is only fair to state that while the most spectacular work 
on artificial insemination has been accomplished in Russia, 
a great deal of the basal knowledge has been produced in 
other countries, notably Italy, America, and Great Britain. 
Indeed, perhaps the most fundamental of the technical work 
has been accomplished by Dr A. Walton, an Edinburgh man, 
who has been investigating this problem at the School of 
Agriculture, Cambridge University. The value of his work 
may be gauged from the fact that there come to him from all 
parts of the world research workers to learn the techniques 
he has evolved, and to study the work which he is doing. 

The following figures, which show the reproductive capacity 
of males of different species, were drawn up by Dr Walton. 
They are based mostly on results obtained abroad. If applied 
in this country they might be different, but these estimates 
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are on a conservative basis, and, according to reports, have 
been greatly exceeded in practice abroad :—

In considering these figures allowance must be made for 
the fact that they represent the capacity of the male during 
the breeding season. This can be readily understood in the 
case of the ram and the stallion. In cattle there are, in most 
districts, certain periods of the year when the majority of 
the cows are served followed by other periods when few are 
served and when the bull can recuperate. 

In Eussia it is claimed that 5000 ewes have been bred to 
one ram in one season. In Scotland about 20 rams would be 
required for 1000 ewes, so that even allowing one ram per 
1000 ewes, a considerable saving could be effected by the use 
of artificial insemination. The record for one bull in Eussia 
is 1450 cows. 

During the first year of the operation of the Co-operative 
Breeding Society of the island of Sainso in Denmark, two bulls 
were used for 1200 cows, and the average number of insemina¬ 
tions per conception was 1*3 as against a figure of 1*8 which 
was previously obtained under natural conditions. 

In Kenya artificial insemination is being carried out with 
considerable success by an Edinburgh veterinary surgeon, 
Mr J. Anderson. Wo can assume that Mr Anderson has 
paid particular attention to the right moment for insemination, 
for the figures for cows on three farms show that the number 
of inseminations per conception is 1-9,1*4, and 2*1 respectively, 
as against 3-6 services by the natural method. Mr Anderson 
recommends two inseminations in the heat period, and reports 
that only 10 per cent of the cows so treated return to the 
bull. The work has been extended to private herds of ^cattle. 
In one of these where formerly 40 or more bulls were required, 
only 11 are now being used, while on another farm only 4 
bulls are being used for 800 cows. In a grade Corriedale 
flock, 700 ewes were dealt with by one ram. 

In Italy recent attention to artificial insemination was due 
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to the tact that in some places sterility amongst cows amounted 
to over 40 per cent. The first insemination centre was opened 
at Castelnuovo in 1937 : of 191 healthy cows inseminated, over 
92 per cent conceived, while of 211 cows which exhibited 
pathological conditions, 72 per cent were got in-calf. The 
Italians have made a particular examination of the quality 
of these calves, and maintain that they are in no way different 
from those born after natural mating, as shown by live weight 
and body measurements at birth and subsequent growth. In 
this they confirm the early work of the Eussians, who could 
find no difference between the progeny of natural and artificial 
conceptions. To quote Mr Edwards of Cambridge : “ Animals 
born as the result of artificial insemination are as normal 
as animals born in the natural way : there is no harmful 
effect on them, on their dams, or on their progeny.” 


Practical Application. 

Coming now to the problem of the practical application of 
artificial insemination to live-stock improvement, this divides 
itself into two groups. In the first place, there are those 
countries where agriculture is (or was) without organisation, 
and amongst these may be cited Bussia and many tropical 
lands. On the other hand, there are those countries in which 
agriculture, on its present basis, has been slowly evolving to 
its present position, and where the application of new inven¬ 
tions have to be adjusted to existing conditions. 

For instance, in Russia it was comparatively easy to 
organise great stock-breeding farms running up to twenty 
or even fifty square miles as the unit. The live-stock produc¬ 
tion of each of these farms is devised for one special object, 
and is centred upon the artificial insemination factory where 
the males are kept, and to which the females are sent for in¬ 
semination. Accordingly, for the application of the method 
little attention needs to be paid to the keeping power of the 
diluted semen, and the problem is comparatively easy. 

The Russians appear to have taken full advantage of this 
opportunity. The official figures which they publish are 
almost astronomical. It is claimed that in 1937 over 50,000 
mares, 1 million cows, and 12 million sheep were artificially 
inseminated on the State and collective farms, and that the 
percentage fertility was as high, and in some cases higher 
than with normal matings. For 1938 the provisional figures 
are much greater. 

In countries such as Great Britain, Germany, Italy, France, 
Scandinavia, the United States, and the British Dominions 
it is obviously impossible to organise the live-stock industry 
on this basis. Thus the chief reason why the Russian work 
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has not been applied to any great degree in this country lies 
in the fact that we have not yet got sufficient knowledge 
concerning the vitality of the sperm. 

Look, for a moment, at the problem this way : a breeder 
in this country •wishes to make use of artificial insemination. 
He informs the owner of the bull whose services he requires 
that ho will be wanting a sample of semen at a certain time. 
That sample is despatched, but it is difficult to forecast 
accurately within forty-eight hours as to when the female 
will be in season. There may also be delays in the post or 
rail. Thus for success in artificial insemination in this country 
we must demand a minimum guarantee of three days for the 
fertility of the sperm. In exceptional instances this period 
has been exceeded. But, for the technique to be of practical 
value, vitality for this period must be guaranteed to the 
order of at least 95 per cent. Unless artificial insemination 
can be at least as good as the natural method, from the point 
of view of fertility, it can never become the ordinary com¬ 
mercial practice in this country. 

Actually, by a method of collection and storage devised in 
America, it is claimed that the semen of the bull can be kept 
for five days without loss of fertility, and it has been kept for 
seven days during transit from Washington to Buenos Ayres, 
where out of five cows then inseminated four became pregnant. 

The Cambridge workers have obtained fertility up to three 
days, and cattle semen has been exchanged between Cambridge 
and Holland with fairly satisfactory results, and 4 international ’ 
calves have been born in both countries. 

As regards sheep, it is el aimed that semen stored by an 
Australian method has retained its motility (i.e., the sper¬ 
matozoa have still been moving) up to sixty days. The 
Russians claim fertility up to five days. Here again the 
Cambridge workers have produced spectacular results by 
successfully sending semen by air mail to Poland, this semen 
having to be kept for four days. The Americans have shipped 
ram semen successfully by air from Maryland to Idaho. 

In the horse it is more difficult to keep the semen alive. 
The more recent experiments by Dr Walton of Cambridge 
have shown that semen can be stored for twenty-four hours. 
In the pig the period is considerably shorter, limited to only 
a few hours. In fowls immediate artificial insemination 
was practised with considerable success by Dr S. S. Munro, 
a Canadian working at the Institute of Animal Genetics at 
Edinburgh University. 

Thus the present position of the problem of maintaining 
the semen fertile has entered the realm of practical politics, 
but we must not be misled by a few spectacular achievements 
to believe that the technique is now sufficiently foolproof for 
popular application. Dr Walton is the first to admit that 
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the problem requires considerable investigation. He is using 
an apparatus whereby it is possible to measure the rate of 
respiration of the sperm and so to determine the relative 
fertility of a sample of semen. It has been established that 
it is not sufficient to ascertain that the sperms are still moving 
when viewed under a microscope. They may still be moving, 
but yet have lost their power to fertilise. By the discovery 
of a means of measuring the vitality of a sample of semen, 
Dr Walton has laid a sound foundation for further research on 
this point. 

To Prevent Disease .—Once, ho weaver, this point has been 
properly cleared up, the road will bo open for the widespread 
application of this technique in this country. It is therefore 
necessary to summarise the advantages that will derive from 
the application of this system of mating, to note the dangers, 
and to mark the difficulties. 

Amongst the advantages let us first take control of disease. 
In tropical countries certain diseases, and in particular dourine, 
are transmitted by copulation. In this country it is possible 
that, on occasion, contagious abortion may be so spread. 
(United States work with reasonable hygienic precautions 
does not confirm this.) But this point gains force when we 
remember the number of attested herds in Great Britain. 
Previously the bulls from these herds could be used for neigh¬ 
bours’ cows, and particularly for the small man who kept 
only a few cows. Now they cannot be so used, and the country 
is deprived of an important means of improving the com¬ 
mercial live stock of the land. 

To Counteract Sterility .—Artificial insemination may also 
be used to combat sterility. It has been so used by occa¬ 
sional veterinary surgeons for many years. Curiously enough, 
it is only if used with this object in view that the regulations 
permit its application to registered thoroughbreds. The 
danger of its application in this way is that certain forms 
of sterility have an hereditary basis, and to overcome them 
by this method would mean that the trouble would be spread 
through the breed and that eventually it might become 
difficult to obtain fertilisation by natural methods. In my 
opinion this would be a bad thing to happen, since circum¬ 
stances in the future might compel a return to natural methods, 
and if our improved breeds were dependent on artificial 
insemination the best of our stock might be lost. 

Not all forms of sterility are genetic in origin. Indeed, the 
hereditary forms are secondary to infections and malnutrition. 
But for various reasons the hereditary types occur with far 
greater frequency in pedigree than in commercial stock. We 
should therefore be on our guard against concentrating these 
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harmful characteristics. But this argument has hardly the 
same force when the application of artificial insemination is 
widespread. It is when applied, as the thoroughbred people 
are doing, to relatively infertile animals that the red danger 
signal shines out as a warning. 

Fewer Males .—An important justification for artificial 
insemination lies in the argument that as fewer males will 
be required, stricter selection of males can be made, and the 
rate of live-stock improvement will be increased. Against this 
argument is the fact that already the males are pretty carefully 
selected. Less than 5 per cent of males born are at present 
retained for breeding. Moreover, to reduce them to *5 per 
cent will not proport ionally raise the rate of live-stock improve¬ 
ment, for avc cannot be so severe as that in our selection of 
females. 

Actually, to keep for breeding the best 25 per cent of the 
males born is about as far as selection can go efficiently. 
It is quite right that perhaps only -5 per cent of the males 
are real improvers, but we cannot say which animals these 
are until we have seen their progeny. This -5 per cent of 
aristocrats will almost certainly be found amongst the top 
25 per cent, but that is as far as we can go. Only progeny- 
tested sires should be used for artificial insemination on a 
large scale. 

To illustrate this let us suppose that 100 young Shorthorn 
bulls are sold at the Perth Sales. Twenty-five of these fetch 
500 guineas a head or more. You cannot saj^ with any degree 
of assurance that the one fetching 3000 guineas is going to 
breed better than the one fetching 500 guineas : it probably 
will, but the odds are not so heavily in favour of the dear 
calf as the price would indicate. 

Likewise for Ayrshire cattle, whero selection may be made 
on the yield of the dam. Of a group of bull calves, the yields 
of whose dams run from 1500 gallons at 4*5 per cent to perhaps 
3000 gallons at 4 per cent, he would be a rash man who expected 
that the calf out of the 3000-gallon cow would be twice the 
value of that out of the 1500 galloner. For other reasons the 
calf out of the higher yielder might be the better, but on the 
milk records alone it is little more than even chances that he 
will be the better. 

One reason for this lies partly in the fact that you have 
environment at work. The 3000-guinea calf has possibly 
(probably ?) been better brought out than the 500-guinea one. 
Likewise the 3000-gallon cow has been forced (almost cer¬ 
tainly), whereas the 1500-gallon cow may have been allowed 
to run her lactation at cruising speed. 

Another reason is that the hereditary mechanism may 
quite easily have been working in such a way that neither 
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the 3000-guinea bull nor the one out of the 3000-gallon cow 
is at all prepotent. These two bulls may leave a very uneven 
bunch of progeny. There is a chance that the other two bulls 
of less intrinsic value may be more prepotent. And in these 
days prepotency is what is required for commercial stock 
production, when farmers must, like other manufacturers, turn 
out a standardised article. It may be worth while to sacrifice 
a little quality for uniformity in the progeny. 

But the point to be made here is that, in order to pick the 
best bulls, we must select a good number of the most promising 
youngsters and wait to see how they turn out as judged by 
the Progeny Test. So in this respect of cutting down the 
number of sires in use in pedigree herds the saving by artificial 
insemination is not very great. 

Where, however, it will help is when you have got the 
proven sire. It is then possible to make the greatest use of 
him, and his influence need not be restricted to one herd. 
The prospects along this fine are at first glance positively 
glittering. But even here a red light shines. 

For the Owyier of the Small Herd .—My own opinion is that 
artificial insemination will prove of greatest immediate value 
to the small man and to the improvement of the commercial 
stock of the country. Artificial insemination is the logical 
extension of the t Scrub Bull Act. 7 The number of small 
herds consisting of ten cows or less is probably greater than 
most people suspect. But if you include as small those with 
less than twenty cows, then, in England and Wales, you include 
nearly half the cows of the country, though in Scotland the 
proportion is not so great. 

Obviously, the small man cannot afford to keep a bull for 
only a few cows. At present he makes use of the premium 
schemes of the Ministry and Department of Agriculture. 
But no longer can he go to an attested herd. The problem 
of a bull'for the owner of a few cows is thus becoming acute, 
and if the standard of the bulls passed under the Bull Licensing 
Act is raised, his position will be difficult. Here there is definite 
scope for artificial insemination. 

An extension of this argument lies in the case of the small 
farmer breeding stock of a breed not common to his district. 
Thus it is difficult in Scotland to maintain a small herd of 
Jersey cattle. 

Another extension of the argument for the small man 
applies particularly to the dual-purpose type. By artificial 
insemination the breeder could have service in a Dairy Short¬ 
horn herd of a bull of that breed for the cows that were good 
milkers, and for the cows that were not so good he could make 
use of the Aberdeen-Angus. 

Higher Fertility .—There is another argument of major 
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importance in favour of artificial insemination, and it is 
that, properly applied, it leads to higher breeding efficiency 
than can be obtained by natural methods. This is specially 
so in the case of the small breeder who does not keep a bull, 
and ought also to apply in horse breeding. 

With the travelling stallion it is frequently necessary to 
serve the mare at a time unsuitable for conception. Stallion 
leaders anxious for custom encourage this practice, and the 
marvel is that, under these conditions, any stallion can leave 
a 60 per cent foal crop. If the mare is taken to the stallion, 
the journey will quite possibly upset her, so her owner is no 
better off. 

By artificial means the mare can be inseminated every 
twenty-four hours towards the end of the heat period. This 
should increase the foaling percentage, but I am not aware 
of any figures proving this. The same applies, though to a 
lesser degree, in other classes of farm live stock. 

Analysing the advantage to the pedigree breeder of cattle, 
artificial insemination may not be cheaper in cash, for, 
though he may reduce the number of bulls, he will hardly 
be able to use only one in his own herd, for that would be 
risking all his eggs in one basket. Even if the one were a 
proven sire, it is unlikely that ho would £ nick * with all the 
cows. 

Bangers and Difficulties .—It is the question of this selective 
mating that raises one of the principal objections to the 
application of artificial insemination on a large scale. Let 
a stallion or a bull get a name as a proven sire, then there 
will be a great demand for his semen even by breeders who 
may never have seen him and so cannot truly judge whether he 
possesses those points which, in their mares or cows, require 
correction. “ Dunure Footprint,” that most distinguished and 
prolific of all Clydesdale stallions, left on this account some 
very inferior progeny. At that time price was little object 
with certain breeders, who sent to him some quite unsuitable 
mares. The foals out of these mares may have been better 
than if they had gone to the travelling stallion, but there 
are many persons who think otherwise. 

This leads to the objection of over-standardisation of the 
breed. It was because of the multiplicity of our breeds and 
of the types within breeds that Great Britain became justly 
known as the stock farm of the world. These breeds and 
types were evolved to suit varying conditions of soil, climate, 
husbandry, and economic circumstances, not to mention 
the varying demands of the consumer. At any given moment 
there is a tendency for one type within a breed to predominate, 
partly owing to the economic circumstances of the moment; 
but economic factors are never stable. 
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At the moment there is a tendency for breeders, most of 
whose finances are already strained, to swing over to what¬ 
ever seems to be the type likely to leave the most immediate 
profit. Witness the swing to dairy cattle as the Milk Market¬ 
ing Boards became established: this movement will be 
foUowed by one in the reverse direction when beef becomes, 
relative to milk, more profitable. Artificial insemination 
will accentuate the swing of the pendulum. Certainly it will 
make it swing more quickly, but it will make it swing farther. 
And stock-breeding is not a mass production article, but, 
like the clock itself, must tick over steadily and evenly. 

No one acquainted with the history of any one of our 
breeds can deny that, at one time or another, the breeders 
were dominated by a craze and selected for qualities that 
were hardly economic. Take, for instance, the Ayrshire. If 
there had been artificial insemination forty years ago when 
the vessel type predominated, would we ever have had the 
Ayrshire cow as the economic rent-payer which we know her 
to be to-day f 

Again, if, nearly a hundred years ago, artificial insemina¬ 
tion had been available to the Shorthorn men, would Amos 
Cruickshank have been able to evolve the beef or Scotch type 
of Shorthorn f 

It is from horses that the effect of artificial insemination 
can be best estimated. In the Clydesdale, “ Dunure Foot¬ 
print ” left, at the pinnacle of his fame, about 250 foals each 
year. Undoubtedly he was a good stallion, but was it in the 
best interests of the breed that he was so widely used, with 
the result that now it is not possible within the breed to get 
an outcross to his blood ? 

No sire can be 100 per cent perfect. He may have perfect 
conformation and beget progeny of perfect conformation, as 
judged by existing standards. But he may also bo possessed 
of some harmful characteristic which will not become apparent 
till his progeny of the second or third generation are inter¬ 
bred. Remember that a proven sire selected for use for 
artificial insemination is likely to be himself succeeded, or 
even superseded, by one of his own sons rather than by 
a sire of any other line. His widespread use by artificial 
insemination gives such a sire an enormous advantage in this 
respect over sires not used for artificial insemination. 

Guarantee of Pedigree .—The question of guaranteeing the 
pedigree is another one that arises acutely for the pedigree 
breeder. Under present regulations it cannot be said of any 
breed that all its members and their agents are absolutely 
honest. My own experience leads to the belief that about 
5 per cent of all herd-book entries contain an error, frequently 
due to carelessness. We must therefore face the question 
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of to what extent the unscrupulous pedigree breeder could 
misuse artificial insemination. 

Adequate precautions must be taken by breed societies 
to ensure that the semen is collected and diluted under 
efficient supervision. It is recommended that this should 
be done by a veterinary surgeon. Likewise, in pedigree herds, 
insemination should be by veterinary surgeons. This leaves 
the only loophole open to the unscrupulous breeder of using 
his own bull on the cow just to “ mak’ siccar.” This could 
be overcome by insisting on double inseminations at a stated 
interval, together with a signed certificate from the owner 
(and also the cattleman ?) that no bull had had access to the 
cow. Thus this objection actually becomes an argument in 
favour of insemination, since matings in pedigree herds would 
be more accurately recorded and vouched for. 

Certainly, with such supervision, the cost of insemination 
is increased, but this would react to the benefit of the breed, 
since the practice would then be restricted to the best bulls. 
With a high price to pay for insemination, the owner of the 
female would rather get his money back than use his own 
inferior sire. It should also tend to prevent the domination 
of a breed by one family or type. Thus, curious as it may 
sound, it would probably be in the best interests of the 
pedigree breeds that, for the pedigree breeders, artificial 
insemination should be not too cheap. 

This, in turn, implies the maintenance of a fairly high fee 
to the owner of the bull whoso semen is used. Thus the 
value of a good bull would go up. Whether this would affect 
the price of yearling bulls is difficult to say, since only a few 
of the best would turn out as first-class proven sires. But it 
might stimulate it in the same way as the Argentine trade 
has stimulated the price paid for beef Shorthorns. 

Importance of the Progeny Test .—Obviously what is required 
is a better knowledge of the Progeny Test and how to assess 
it. At first sight this should be easily accomplished in a 
class of stock like dairy cattle where milk can be recorded. 
But after years of experience with the Progeny Test in dairy 
cattle, we are still far from reaching an assurance. It is diffi¬ 
cult to combat high-power salesmanship, especially when it 
twists science into its service. 

A breeder buys a yearling bull. He pays a good price for 
it. He has to justify that, to satisfy his own opinion of him¬ 
self—not to mention his wife’s. Consequently he pushes the 
daughters of that bull, and by so doing obtains, on the whole, 
quite outstanding records for the heifers. The bull is acclaimed 
as a proven sire. In another’s hands the bull does not leave 
daughters that are at all remarkable. But this subsequent 
owner of the bull has to wait at least three years before he 
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finds this out, and may have done his herd a lot of harm, 
or at any rate no good. He probably paid as high a price 
for the bull as the previous owner, who is now laughing up 
his sleeve. If I write bitterly it is because, “ once bitten, 
twice shy.” 

But this is by no means an insuperable difficulty. It 
demands common-sense, experience, and some research for 
its solution. 

Conclusion .—To sum up : so far as this country is concerned, 
artificial insemination is practicable, and has been proved to 
be so. In my opinion, however, we require more basal know¬ 
ledge of the technique, and particularly concerning the storage 
of the sperm. For what knowledge we have we owe a debt 
of gratitude to Dr Walton and his fellow-workers in Cambridge ; 
also to the Russian workers who have never hesitated in keeping 
us informed of their work, and whose example of the practical 
application has been of the greatest value to the rest of the 
world. 

Applied on a wide scale there are dangers in artificial 
insemination, due to possible over-standardisation of type 
and the diffusion of hereditary defects, which at present are 
improperly understood. These are probably counterbalanced 
already by the advantages, but to make full use of the advantages 
definitely demands further knowledge on how to evaluate 
a proven sire and how to test a sire for defects. (I can 
visualise it being ultimately necessary to mate a sire to 
females bearing defects in order to ascertain whether the 
sire is carrying them latent in his germplasm.) Adequate 
safeguards must be enforced to ensure that there is no trickery, 
either in the collection of the semen or in the insemination of 
the female. 

But to my mind the greatest immediate value lies with 
the use of artificial insemination in commercial herds, and 
particularly in small herds, where a distinct saving may be 
effected. The gelatine capsule for insemination requires little 
practice for its successful employment. For its use in this 
manner it will probably be necessary for the State to take 
over the work. Already large sums of money are spent on 
bull premium schemes. Part of this money might well be 
more profitably diverted to artificial insemination, and the 
quality of our commercial cattle could be improved. This 
is worthy of very serious consideration, for if we possess some 
of the best pedigree breeds in the world we also possess, 
amongst our ordinary run of animals, some of the worst 
commercial animals in the world. It is to be questioned 
whether the time is quite ripe for such a commercial appli¬ 
cation. On the whole, I incline to believe that we still require 
further knowledge concerning storage. When Dr Walton 
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provides us with that knowledge, then we should seriously 
consider going right ahead. 

The Highland and Agricultural Society is concerned in 
this matter, for, through its Show, it has been one of the 
principal agents for the improvement of the live stock of 
Scotland. It is in line with its past record that the Society 
should desire an understanding of this innovation, which 
may have profound repercussions on the live-stock industry 
of the country. 

In this article I have attempted to place both the pros and 
the cons before the members. In conclusion, I would plead 
that, so far as agriculture is concerned, any application of 
artificial insemination should be under adequate control, 
and that it is desirable that all breeds should adopt the same 
regulations in respect to it. My own view is that artificial 
insemination interlocks closely with the intentions which 
underlie the existing Government legislation for live-stock 
improvement, and that therefore its application in this 
direction should be in close co-operation with the official live¬ 
stock schemes already in existence. 

Undoubtedly artificial insemination opens up a vista of 
immense possibilities. But have not great claims been made 
for all innovations to our agriculture ? And have not many 
of these fallen into the limbo of forgotten tilings ? But some 
have been fundamental to the system of farming as wo know 
it to-day. I think artificial insemination will be fundamental 
to our agriculture of fifty years hence. It certainly will be 
used. IIow useful it will be only experience can determine. 
And experience is the arch on which we build the future. 
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Sheep have a history and Scotland lias a history, and the 
history of Sheep and Scotland are interwoven. They run 
back together to the times when an abbot, following a pro¬ 
cession of white-robed choristers, might wonder how the 
ewes were lambing on the abbey’s pastures, or a distressed 
Scottish Council, seeking a ransom for a too impetuous king, 
would seize on wool as the country’s principal source of easily 
realisable wealth. Much of this history of Scottish sheep 
has been told in the 4 Transactions of the Highland Society 9 ; 
indeed, these 4 Transactions ’ themselves form much of the 
original source of that history over the last hundred and 
fifty years. Yet, since history is history and farming is 
farming, and the main interest of the sheep-farmer lies not 
in the rent roll of abbeys but in the balance in his own bank¬ 
book, it would be beside the point to describe in detail how 
Scotland’s early wealth was found in wool and other products 
of a rugged soil and wind-swept seas; how its later wealth 
expanded in industry and its craftsmen’s skill; how industry 
has languished and the land decayed until there is danger 
of Scotland becoming a wilderness, undisturbed and silent 
save for the song of the whaups and the cry of a summer 
tourist surprised into exclamation by the finding of a living 
Scotsman, still inhabiting his native land, still versed in his 
native tongue. The present time is critical and the future 
more full of difficulty and danger than the past. The story 
of the modern bank-book must dominate the records of the 
ancient chartulary.' So that a modern flockmaster, pondering 
the history of his industry, must come to this first and main 
conclusion—that sheep-farming in Scotland once upon a time 
was a much more profitable occupation than it is to-day. 

The rapid spread of Blackface and Cheviot sheep throughout 
Scotland in the late eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries 
was due, in the main, to two things—Cumberland’s conquest 
of the Highlands, and the profit from sheep. The profit from 
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sheep was obviously of first importance, since had not sheep 
been abundantly profitable between 1745 and 1800, the 
destruction of feudalism north and west of the Highland line 
would have been followed by some other form of commercial 
exploitation. Sheep spread over Scotland because they paid 
very well. Sheep remain in Scotland because, at least until 
very recently and in most districts, they paid reasonably well. 
Should Scottish sheep cease to pay, then, in course of time 
and under any conceivable system of private enterprise, there 
will bo no sheep in Scotland. 

These facts are plain. They must be stated before giving 
more detailed consideration to the problems of Scottish sheep¬ 
farming as they exist to-day. To the statesman and economist 
it is of interest and importance to study the fluctuations and 
changes of Scotland’s sheep population. To the man who 
owns or handles sheep, the main questions at issue are what 
profit sheep are likely to leave, and whgtt scale of wages the 
industry is able to afford. The maintenance or expansion of 
the Scottish sheep industry, while it remains in the hands of 
private individuals who must make a living if they can, or 
sign a trust deed if they cannot, depends, and must always 
depend, upon making sheep-farming pay. A system of sheep 
husbandry may bo very productive and yet lose money. 
Such a system is useless to a sheep-farmer. Pedigreed rams 
could be bred at the top of Ben Nevis—at a cost. Who shall 
bear the cost ? It cannot be the Scottish farmer, who stands 
independent and alone between his family and the glen road. 
This view is stressed because in sheep-farming, as in other 
branches of agriculture, it is so much easier to increase pro¬ 
duction than to maintain profit or to minimise loss, so that 
if sheep are losing money, one sheep is most definitely better 
than two—for the man who owns them. 

Another fact which should be stated at the outset is that 
the Scottish sheep industry has a complex, although a well- 
organised structure. There is considerable division of enter¬ 
prise and of labour. Many men fatten lambs which others 
breed ; some breed lambs which others fatten ; while an 
increasing number fatten the lambs which they breed them¬ 
selves. It follows that some sections of the industry may 
be more profitable or less ruinous than others, even in the 
same year. What then is the nature and importance of this 
industry 7 What is its extent and what are its subdivisions ! 

There are over three million breeding ewes in Scotland, and 
from these ewes some three million lambs are bred each year. 
National expenditure makes three million seem a ridiculously 
small figure. Yet three million ewes is a quite considerable 
number of sheep. If arranged in single file they would stretch 
all along the road from Wick to London, and all the way back 
again. If ever they had to be slaughtered they would provide 
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each person in Scotland with one pound of mutton a week 
for the better part of a year. If ever wo are forced back to 
savagery, they would provide every adult Scotsman with a 
well-wooled sheepskin to keep out the cold. Three million 
ewes and their followers is a useful national asset, and a 
considerable source of real wealth. The money value of the 
industry’s produce varies in an amazing manner from year to 
year. In one year they may be valued at six million pounds. 
In the very next year at something less than four million 
pounds. Fortunately, the sheep are just the same. Where 
the millions of pounds have vanished to nobody quite knows. 

In the year 1935-36 the value of mutton and lamb produced 
in Scotland was calculated to be £5,740,000, and the value of 
wool grown to be £750,000. The calculated value of the wool 
is thus something between a seventh and an eighth of the 
value of mutton and lamb, one reason why sheep are increasing 
in the lowlands where lambs can be fed, and decreasing in 
the high hills where little but wool can bo grown. The value 
of mutton and lamb produced in Scotland is very roughly a 
third of the total value of the mutton and lamb'imports to 
the United Kingdom. It constitutes about 17 per cent of 
the total value of Scotland’s agricultural produce. Wool 
constitutes a further 1 per cent or so. That is to say, about 
one-fifth of all Scotland’s agricultural wealth lies in sheep. 
Moreover Scotland, as regards sheep, is an exporting country. 
Roughly, one-third of Scotland’s mutton and lamb is exported 
to England as store stock, sheep ready for slaughter, or as 
dead meat. 

Scotland’s sheep, far more than her cattle, are the true 
produce of Scotland’s soil. There is no import of store sheep 
comparable to the import of Irish store cattle, and imported 
feeding-stuffs are far less used in the sheep than in the beef 
or dairy industries. Indeed, sheep are a far greater source of 
national wealth than the mere statement that they constitute 
one-fifth of Scotland’s agricultural output can possibly convey. 
A hill lamb, a pig, twelve score of eggs, may each be worth a 
pound, but if the lamb has been reared on heather and moss, 
while the pig has grown fat and the hen laid eggs on a diet 
of imported grain, then surely the lamb has contributed more 
to the net agricultural income of Scotland. Indeed, the great 
importance of the sheep industry to Scotland lies in the 
fact that the sheep, particularly the hill sheep, is a real primary 
product, not merely converting one form of primary produce 
into another; and that it utilises the vast, infertile hill areas 
of Scotland—areas which otherwise could make no consider¬ 
able contribution to the feeding of a nation. For the beginning 
of Scottish sheep is in the hills. There lies the great nursery 
of sheep stock, the breeding ground from which, each autumn, 
the lambs and the cast ewes, the season’s produce and its 
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pensioners, come down to fill the plains. There are two 
breeds of sheep on the Scottish hills—the Blackface and the 
Cheviot. From the first flows the black line of Scottish 
sheep-breeding, from the second flows the white. 

The black line of Scottish sheep-breeding begins in the 
Blackface hill stocks of the least fertile, most elevated, the 
more heathery grazings of the Scottish hills. From these 
stocks come wether lambs, cast ewes, and the surplus of ewe 
lambs not required for stock, and all these sheep are Black¬ 
faces. Everything else along this black line of breeding is 
derived from this stock. 

On the less elevated, more fertile, heather-covered hills 
the stock of Blackface ewes is maintained by annual purchase 
of Blackface gimmers. All the ewes are crossed with the 
Border Leicester and the cross lambs are called Greyfaces. 
The Greyface ewe may be crossed with a Down ram, giving 
Down cross lambs, unused for breeding. The maintenance, 
character, and constitution of all sheep in this black line of 
breeding depend upon the Blackface stocks of the higher 
hills. Should these stocks decay, the whole black line will 
decay, and sheep of the Blackface breed or of its first and 
second crosses are the most numerous in Scotland. 

The white line of Scottish sheep-breeding begins in the 
Cheviot hill stocks of the Southern Borders and the farther 
north. There are the two kinds of Cheviot—the Border or 
south country Cheviot, and the north country Cheviot from 
Sutherland, Caithness, and parts of the adjoining counties. 
The white line begins in the less elevated, more fertile, more 
grassy hill grazings of Scotland. From these stocks come the 
wether lambs, the cast ewes, and the ewe lambs not required 
for maintaining stock, and all these sheep are Cheviots. 

The surplus Cheviot owe stock crossed with the Border 
Leicester gives the Half-bred, which as ewes, gimmers, ewe 
hoggs or lambs has been in great demand in England during 
recent years. The extension of grassland in England, which 
followed the depression in cattle and corn, required new 
stock for its profitable utilisation. There are many fine breeds 
of sheep native to England, breeds built up to fit in with the 
husbandry system of hurdles and arable land, but less suitable 
as grassland sheep than the Scottish Half-bred has proved 
itself to be. The Half-bred ewe, crossed with Down rams, 
gives Down cross lambs unused for breeding. 

The two lines of Scottish sheep-breeding, beginning in the 
hill stocks of Blackface or Cheviot, run parallel to one another. 
In both lines there is a first cross with the Border Leicester, 
a second cross with a Down ram, and the final end is the 
abattoir. The organisation is obviously sound. Particularly 
in the fact that it safeguards the constitution of the country’s 
sheep stocks, it is wholly admirable. Let us compare it, for 
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example, with the organisation of the poultry industry, 
which has proved so fragile to the onslaughts of disease. In 
Scottish sheep-breeding the foundation stocks are bred under 
the most rigorous conditions which sheep can survive. Breed¬ 
ing, apart from the production of pure-bred rams, is con¬ 
ducted under conditions where natural selection can wield its 
pruning-hook. There is a clear separation between stock 
kept for breeding and those primarily destined for early 
slaughter. The butcher’s ideal is aimed at, not by modifica¬ 
tion of the foundation breeding stock, but by repeated crossing, 
the final cross being rejected for further breeding. In poultry, 
on the contrary, until recently, the most intensive production 
methods were used in the rearing and management of breeding 
stock. There was no clear realisation that the management 
and feeding of breeding stock should be very much more 
rigorous, natural, and conservative than is necessary, or even 
sensible, in endeavouring to produce the maximum production 
from an animal which is to leave no descendants. The Scottish 
flockmaster has succeeded in avoiding such error, and, so far, 
has resisted every temptation, save one, to risk the con¬ 
stitution of his sheep. That one temptation lies in the use of 
bought-in tups. 

Now, bought-in tups serve many useful purposes. Their 
use avoids in-breeding, stabilises the character of (he breeds, 
maintains uniformity, encourages early maturity. But there 
is danger in the increasing tendency to pamper rams of the 
hill breeds intended (either themselves or their immediate 
male descendants) for ultimate use on hill grazings. For, while 
the ewes of a hill stock must retain their hardihood or else 
they die, the tups are usually bought in from flocks specialised 
for the production of rams. In the rearing and bringing out 
of such rams there seems to be a greater concentration on a 
gallant appearance at sale-time than on the fostering and 
retention of the special characters valuable in hill sheep. 
It is common knowledge that, in many of these pedigreed 
flocks of hill breeds, the sheep never climb a hill. Much is 
done to give the young rams a fine appearance in the sale 
ring. The ram lambs are housed during winter, clipped early, 
hand-fed. Some would even have it that they are bottle-fed. 
There is competition to produce an early maturing sheep, 
with the ewe’s milk merely one article of diet in a menu of 
meal, milk, cabbage, condiments, and cod liver oil. There 
seems a danger of sacrificing the inherited qualities of value 
to hill sheep—hardihood, economical feeding, milkiness rather 
than mutton—which a sire of hill sheep should carry with 
him on his Novembor adventures. It seems evident that the 
characters desirable in a Blackface or Cheviot ram intended 
for hill breeding are very different from those of the Border 
Leicester or Down rams, whose main function is to produce 
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good mutton or ewes for lowland pastures. In any case, the 
preparation of the young ram with a pail at his nose and 
a cow round the corner seems poor training for seeking 
shy brides among the heather and moss. But, of course, a 
hard winter will correct, at a cost, the damage that over-fine 
tups may do. , 

The maintenance of the character of hill sheep is the 
foundation of the Scottish sheep industry. Unfortunately, 
these hill stocks are especially vulnerable to periods of low 
sheep prices. There is no alternative or supplementary 
branch of farming that can hope to counterbalance a fall in 
the value of sheep. There is no chance of what is made on 
the swings paying for what is lost on the roundabouts, for 
everything is either on the roundabouts or on the swings. 
There is no possibility of employing mechanisation, reducing 
labour, or of increasing output to lower production costs. 

Yet these elevated grazings, carrying a stock of Blackface 
ewes with Blackface lambs, are of first importance. The 
importance of these stocks is twofold. In the first place, 
they are the main form of agricultural enterprise over a con¬ 
siderable area of mountainous Scotland. In the second place, 
they are the ultimate breeding source of the predominant 
lino of Scottish slieep-breeding. It is unfortunate, therefore, 
that a Blackface hill stock is less remunerative than some 
other branches of the industry, and that many stocks of this 
character are completely unremunerative and in danger of 
dispersal. There are several reasons why stocks of this type 
do not pay. Owing to the system by which hill stocks are 
usually taken over, the capital required is substantial, yet 
the production of such stocks is low and the value of lambs, 
cast ewes, and wool generally below that of other sheep. 
The large amount of capital sunk in a Blackface hill stock 
must, in many instances, make a satisfactory rate of interest 
impossible. Such stocks are usually i bound to the ground/ 
meaning that the entire breeding stock must be taken over 
at valuation from the out-going tenant, either by the in-going 
tenant, or failing such, by the proprietor. The difficulties 
and anomalies of this system have recently been considered 
by a Commission without any very drastic alterations being 
suggested in existing legislation. The extra value to be 
attached to a sheep stock because of hefting and acclimatisa¬ 
tion is undoubtedly difficult to assess. It would be absurd 
to argue that it surpasses the value of the sheep itself, yet 
in practice two good ewes could often be bought in the .open 
market for the price of one ewe taken over at the valuation 
of a bound stock. It must surprise a lowland farmer to learn 
that on the Scottish hills a small and under-nourished ewe 
with a single lean lamb may be reckoned to be worth five 
guineas or more. Probably it is fairly generally agreed that 
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the valuation of bound stocks has become somewhat inflated, 
the difficulty of remedy being that deflation would mean a 
serious loss of capital to sitting tenants. On the other hand, 
the present system has the important advantage of tending 
to stabilise the population of hill sheep. Were it not for 
the heavy loss involved in writing off acclimatisation value, 
it is certain that, in times of depression in the sheep industry, 
many more hill stocks would be dispersed. 

At the present time it is generally admitted that a Blackface 
hill stock is less profitable than certain other branches of the 
sheep industry, and that many stocks of this character are 
completely unremunerative. The general picture of a Black¬ 
face ewe stock in the less fertile areas of the West Highlands 
is that of low stocking, perhaps one ewe to three to five or more 
acres; low fertility, about 50-70 per cent of lambs weaned from 
every 100 ewes put to the tups; a high death-rate among 
ewes and hoggs, varying from 5-20 per cent, depending upon 
season ; and a low price for the saleable produce—viz., the 
wether lambs, the surplus ewe lambs, the cast ewes, and 
wool. On some grazings, owing to low fertility and high 
death-rate in the stock, there are insufficient ewe lambs of 
suitable class to keep up the numbers of the stock, and ewes 
have to be kept on which, on account of age or ill-health, 
would be better away. The following figures are taken from 
the records of two hirsels of an Argyllshire Blackface com¬ 
mercial stock, having no connection with any research institute 
or experimental work :—

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Several facts may bo deduced from these figures, which 
are probably fairly typical of many West Highland grazings. 
.In the first place, there is an indication of a reduction in 
carrying capacity of the pastures and a suggestion of an 
increasing mortality in the stock. Recently, and in many 
articles, especially that of Greig and King, 1 it has been shown 
that the sheep stocks of the Western Highlands have suffered 
a notable decline in numbers within the past half-century, 
and that this decline is not entirely explained by the virtual 
disappearance of adult wethers. Thus, in the fifty-year 
period previous to the year 1929, there was an estimated 
reduction of 17 £ per cent in the ewe stock of Argyllshire, in 
addition to a reduction of 61 per cent in other sheep over 
one year old. 

The records of this West Highland grazing also illustrate 
the slow rate of reproduction compared with that of sheep 
on better pastures. The highest figure is 72 lambs weaned 
from each 100 ewes put to the tup. The lowest figure is 51. 

The figures show the profound influence of annual variations 
in weather conditions as they affect the productivity of a hill 
sheep stock. In the year 1912, 72 lambs were weaned from 
each 100 ewes, and 7 per cent of the ewes and hoggs died. 
In the next year, 1913, the corresponding figures are 51 and 14. 
It is clear that, apart altogether from unpredictable variations 
in the sale value of produce, hill sheep-farming is something 
of a gamble, due to weather conditions alone. Moreover, it 
is obvious that where such wide variations in productivity 
may occur without any change of management, the very 
greatest caution and a long period of observation is necessary 
before attributing any change in production, whether for 
better or worse, to any particular change in management 
adopted. 

The next set of figures we shall consider are those for the 
year 1929-30 of the experimental sheep farm of Garrochoran 
in the Cowall district of Argyll. The figures are those of the 
whole farm for a complete year in which no experiments were 
conducted. The sheep were managed on customary com¬ 
mercial lines and not artificially fed :—

Such a result of a year’s working in which 44 lambs are 
weaned from each 100 ewes kept is a sufficient explanation of 
the difficulties of maintaining a sheep stock of this low grade.

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Even where all the ewe hoggs are retained, they are barely 
sufficient to replace cast ewes and casualties. The total gross 
income from Garrochoran in the same year was as follows:—

What is the reason for this low level of production ? The 
fault is not in the sheep themselves. Cast ewes from Garroch¬ 
oran, taken to the Duthie Stock Farm at Aberdeen and mated 
there with Blackface rams from Garrochoran, gave satisfactory 
production results, as the following figures show :—

These results were obtained without any artificial feeding of 
the ewes. They had no turnips or trough feed, and hay only 
during a few days of storm. Otherwise pasture was their 
only food. 

It is clear, therefore, that the low productivity of sheep on 
grazings such as Garrochoran is due to their environment 
and not to any inherited defect of the sheep themselves. 
Without further discussion of the figures it may be concluded 
that the low rate of production on grazings such as Garrochoran 
is a fault of the grazing, not of the sheep. Wherein does this 
fault in the grazing lie % 

One of the more immediately practical aspects of the 
experiments at Garrochoran was to discover whether the low 
rate of production and the high death-rate, both of ewes and 
lambs on West Highland grazings of this type, were due to a 
mineral deficiency of the pasture. The fact that mineral 
deficiency of pasture may cause a low rate of production and 
actual disease in stock grazing them has been amply demon¬ 
strated in many parts of the world. The possibility that 
disease and low productivity among sheep on the poorer 
class of West Highland grazing was due partially, or even 
mainly, to mineral deficiency of the pasture, therefore deserved 
full and careful examination. 

The plan and the earlier results of these experiments have 
been described already in detail in these 1 Transactions ’ (Orr 
and Fraser*). 

1 J. B. Orr and A. H. H. Fraser, 4 Transactions of the Highland and Agricultural

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It merely remains, therefore, to give a brief summary of 
the experiments and of their results over a period of six 
years. 

The analysis of the pasture at Garrochoran showed 
deficiencies of lime, phosphate, and chlorine in comparison 
with cultivated pasture. A mineral mixture was designed 
which, fed at the rate of 1 \ oz. per head per day, was estimated 
to increase the mineral intake of the sheep to the level of sheep 
grazing cultivated pasture. This mineral mixture, with the 
smallest possible addition of maize and bran added to induce 
the sheep to eat the minerals and of cod liver oil to supply* 
vitamin D., was fed to one large group of sheep. Maize was 
fed to a second large group; maize + minerals to a third group; 
no supplement of any kind to a fourth. For convenience 
sake these groups, which were kept entirely separate from 
each other throughout the experiment, are referred to as 
Hefts 1, 2, 3, and 4. For reference the supplements given to 
the four groups are summarised below in tabular form :—

This, the original plan of feeding, was adhered to during the 
four years 1930-34. Feeding was commenced after tupping 
and discontinued at lambing. In the following years the 
feeding of maize was discontinued because of its expense 
and because the production results from the maize-fed sheep 
offered no hopes of off-setting that expense. In the year 
1933-34, mineral mixture manufactured into cubes was fed 
to Hefts 2 and 3, Hefts 1 and 4 receiving no supplementary 
feeding. In the year 1934-35 Hefts 2 and 3 were again fed 
mineral cubes, and Heft 1 received dried grass, £ lb. per head 
per day, from after tupping until lambing. In the year 
1935-36, Hefts 2 and 3 received mineral cubes, Hefts 1 and 4 
again receiving no supplementary food. 

Summarising these data, it is seen that Hefts 2 and 3 
received a mineral mixture calculated to remedy the mineral 
deficiencies found by chemical analyses of the Garrochoran 
pastures for six successive winters. Heft 4 never received any 
supplementary feed during this same period, while Heft 1 
was fed first maize, then dried grass, and in other years no 
supplement of any kind. 

The main production results for the six-year period are 
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summarised in the table below, which gives the figures for 
the percentage death-rate of the ewes, the number of lambs 
bom and weaned from each hundred ewes, the average weight 
of lambs at weaning, and the average fleece weight of the 
milk ewes :—

The only possible conclusion that can be drawn from 
these figures is that the feeding of mineral supplements over 
a period of six years to the Garrochoran sheep had no effect 
upon their productivity. 

Naturally, during the course of the main experiments, 
several additional possibilities were explored in order to find, 
if possible, the reason for the low level of productivity at 
Garrochoran. The feeding of dried grass, \ lb. per head during 
winter, to Heft I group of ewes was expected to give encourag¬ 
ing results. On the contrary, the production of the ewes 
in Heft 1 during the season the ewes were fed dried grass was 
not appreciably better than in other years. Again, the possi¬ 
bility that vitamin A. was deficient in the dried-up, fibrous, 
winter pasture of Garrochoran was investigated, but the 
analysis of livers of Heft 4 ewes and lambs dying at Garrochoran 
gave no evidence of vitamin A. depletion. C.L.O. and other 
sources of vitamins were fed in addition to minerals. 

The question of one or more specific diseases being respon¬ 
sible for the high mortality and low fertility of this sheep 
stock was considered. But one of the reasons that Garrochoran 
was selected in the first place for these experiments was 
because inquiry suggested that specific diseases such as 
louping-ill were absent or unimportant. Observations through¬ 
out the experiment confirmed the results of these inquiries. 
Moreover, a veterinary officer attached to the Agricultural 
Besearch Council spent some time on the farm investigating the 
sheep diseases present there, and came to the same conclusion 
—namely, that the low productivity of the Garrochoran stock 
could not be attributed to the losses from any infective disease. 

What then is the true cause of the low productivity of West

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Highland grazings ? The experiments at Garrochoran and 
observations on the sheep there very strongly suggest that 
the general poverty of the pasture in late winter and early 
spring is the real difficulty that must bo faced. 

On grazings such as Garrochoran the ewes are in good 
condition in autumn. A Blackface ewe will then weigh 
about 90 lbs. Even by the time tupping commences in late 
November the ewes are falling back in condition. They are, 
in fact, mated when their weight has fallen to about 80 lbs. 
This is one very probable reason of the low fertility observed, 
since it is known that sheep are most prolific when mated 
in improving condition. Then, while the ewes are in lamb, 
between November and April, they are progressively losing 
weight. Thus a ewe weighing 90 lbs. in October may weigh 
only 60 lbs. when ready to lamb. After lambing she may 
weigh only 50 lbs. That is to say, a ewe on a grazing of this 
type will lose almost half her weight during winter and early 
spring. She comes to lactation when she is at her weakest. 
In view of the observed condition of these ewes at lambing¬ 
time, it is really remarkable, not that so many of them live, 
but that any of them survive. During summer and autumn 
the ewes gradually pick up again to their best condition in 
October. During summer they do reasonably well. In fact, 
the value of such grazings during summer is probably quite 
high, were the ewes in better condition at the end of winter 
to make use of them. The difference between the winter and 
summer value of the grazing on hills such as Garrochoran is 
obviously very great. A hill on which owes grow thin and 
perish of starvation during winter, in summer will enable the 
same ewes to grow fat again, their lambs to grow ; will carry 
not only the ewes and their lambs, but the returned ewe hoggs 
and a number of store cattle as well. Indeed, it may be 
doubted whether many West Highland grazings are fit to 
carry a ewe stock throughout the winter. 

In former times so much was not expected of the grazings, 
and that, too, when they were better than they are to-day. 
Garrochoran, at one time, was reputed namely for its wethers. 
When wethers were profitable and all grazings of this type 
carried either a wether stock or a running stock, partly ewe 
and partly wether, there was less asked of the grazing and 
less asked of the sheep. Land fit to carry mature stock may 
not have the fertility—may never have had the fertility— 
to supply the amount of protein, of minerals, of vitamins, for 
lactation and growth. Again, a wether sheep could lose half 
its weight during winter and yet improve through summer to 
be fat by autumn. That was all that was asked of a wether 
sheep. But a ewe on such grazings goes directly from winter 
starvation to summer lactation. She has only the brief two 
months , interval between the weaning of the lambs and the 
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arrival of winter in which to regain her strength and to 
replenish her frame, and she is subjected to the same annual 
ordeal for four or more successive years. It says much for 
the endurance of hill sheep that they survive. 

Then while the substitution of ewe stocks for running stocks 
and the demand for more early maturing sheep has increased 
the demands on the pastures, the pastures themselves have, 
suffered deterioration. The causes of that deterioration are 
more economic than biological. Take the question of bracken 
as one example. The spread of bracken is the result of 
depopulation of men and cattle and of the cost of labour. 
Bracken does not grow on the poorest, thinnest soils. It in¬ 
vades the better, deeper land, which is one of the worst features 
of its menace. Bracken is merely returning to the places 
from whence it was cleared once upon a time. Similarly the 
green, fertile patches and strips in the glens have been covered 
up by the heather and the bracken and the whins in the very 
places from whence it was cleared once upon a time. In 
fact, Highland sheep-farming fell heir to a certain heritage 
of the results of human labour which has been squandered 
in the last hundred years. There has been more exploitation 
than cultivation, and the flora of the hills invades the valleys 
all along the Highland line, a result which must be attributed 
to depletion, not of minerals but of men. 

The old Highland system of farming, where the uncultivated 
hill was an annexe to the cultivated valley, lasted for many 
hundreds of years. It was a system in which the valley was 
used for the provision of shelter and of winter food, the hills 
for summer grazing. In the winter the men and stock were 
in the valleys living—living poorly but still living—on the 
summer surplus the valleys produced. In summer the men 
and the stock migrated together to the shellings in the hill 
places where the butter and the cheese were made and a 
harvest gathered of the mountains’ summer abundance of 
natural'grazing. It was a system which in its essentials endured 
a thousand years. 

Highland sheep-farming, as we know it to-day, is less than 
two hundred years old. In the beginning it was the exploitation 
of cheaply rented sheep-clean land with the cultivated holdings 
of the Highlander cleared and thrown in as discount. Even 
at the beginning, thinking men knew that to turn the whole 
of the Highlands over to one class of stock, although imme¬ 
diately profitable, must end in damage to the Highlands and 
lofcs of profit in the stock. There were people of vision who 
pleaded for the retention of more men and more cattle, if 
only to keep the bracken down. But because of immediate 
profit the exploitation went on. The profits are dwindling, 
exploitation is at an end. Is there hope of a revival of a more 
balanced Highland agriculture ? 
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It is possible that the system of sheep-fanning, introduced 
to the Highlands from Southern Scotland less than two 
hundred years ago, was suitable enough when wethers were 
an important produce of the sheep stock, as they were until 
fifty years ago. It is more problematical whether that system 
is equally suitable to-day, when ewes and lambs are the only 
stock which can be kept with any hope of profit, or whether 
the system is the best which could be devised either for the 
grazings or for the sheep which they carry. The possibilities 
of profit arc insufficient meantime to induce flockmasters to 
risk capital in trying out new or forgotten systems of sheep 
husbandry. Nor are proprietors in a better position to do so. 
Nevertheless, the natural hill pastures of the Highlands are 
important as a source of food if only because of their vast 
extent. It is problematical whether, under existing conditions, 
the best use is being made of their potentialities. There is 
no doubt that sheep are eminently suited for exploiting such 
hill pastures. How best can the sheep be employed ? 

It is highly probable that, if adequate wintering could bo 
provided for them, sheep would do perfectly well on even 
the least fertile and least productive grazings. In most hill 
stocks the ewe hoggs are wintered away. In some the gimmers 
are wintered away. On the poorest grazing it might be best 
for the sheep if all the ewes were wintered away. The objection 
is cost. Flockmasters find the wintering, even of the ewe 
hoggs, a heavy financial burden. Sheep wintering is costly 
and difficult to obtain. In many districts sheep must travel 
far to find it. Could it not be provided nearer home t 

Within recent years suggestions for enhancing or retaining 
the fertility of hill pastures have been legion. Mineral licks, 
supplementary feeding, seeding, manuring, all have been 
suggested or tried. These methods have aimed at increasing 
the fertility of the hill rather than of linking the natural pro¬ 
ductivity of the hill to an enhanced fertility of the cultivated 
valley. Meanwhile, while these suggestions have been made 
or acted on, the marginal land where cultivation in the foot¬ 
hills grapples with the uncultivated grandeur of the mountains 
—there the struggle is being lost each year. While the talk 
has been of improving hill pasture, the real loss has been the 
extension of hill pasture down over marginal arable land. 
There is no doubt that any policy which encourages cultiva¬ 
tion, which, in Scotland at least, eventually means ploughing, 
would tend to arrest the deterioration of marginal land and, 
with it, the decrease in the area for wintering sheep. 

So far, the difficulties associated with West Highland 
Blackface hill stocks have been emphasised. This branch of 
the Scottish sheep industry is important, both because it is 
the foundation of the predominant line of sheep-breeding in 
Scotland and because of the extensive area of otherwise 
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agriculturally unexploited land which is devoted to it. Most 
of the other branches of the industry, except in the recurring 
periods of exceptionally low sheep prices, are in a better 
position. Cheviot hill stocks, because of a more limited 
supply and a wide demand for ewe stock from the Cheviot 
breed itself or from its crosses, are more prosperous, especially 
since the grazings they inhabit are in general more productive 
and the value of their wool distinctly higher. 

The lower heather hills where Greyface lambs are bred 
from Blackface ewes, because of greater productivity and 
higher sale value of the lambs, have also proved profitable 
in the majority of recent years. Low ground sheep-farming 
has followed extending grassland over many counties, and 
in most years it has paid. The sheep-feeder or wintering 
flockmaster has been at the mercy of price fluctuation. When 
sheep prices have fallen sharply between one autumn and 
the next, he has often lost money to the point of ruination. 
When sheep prices have risen he has, at times, done correspond¬ 
ingly well. In all these different branches of the industry the 
problem is less that of production, which is generally satis¬ 
factory, than of fluctuations of price which are unpredictable 
and of disease visitation misunderstood or uncontrolled. 
But much, of recent years, has been accomplished in the 
understanding and control of sheep disease. 

Sheep, like other animals, are the prey of numerous para¬ 
sites, visible, microscopic, or ultra-microscopic. The practice 
of sheep-dipping, primarily directed towards the control of 
sheep scab, is also of use and of increasing application in 
controlling tick infestation and resisting the blow-fly. While 
no dip is 100 per cent effective against all these pests, there 
can be no doubt that most dips give a considerable degree of 
protection. In a controlled experiment on the JDuthie Experi¬ 
mental Stock Farm of the Bowett Institute in which the 
effects of various dips were compared, the main result found 
was that dipping with any dip was unexpectedly efficacious 
compared with no dipping at all. This result was more obvious 
than the difference between different dips or methods of 
dipping or spraying. There is no doubt, however, that dips 
and methods of dipping are capable of improvement, and 
the partial success of the dips now available gives hopes of 
progress along these lines. The North of Scotland College of 
Agriculture is conducting several important researches on tho 
subject. 

If we turn up the old writings on sheep, say those of James 
Hogg, the Ettrick Shepherd, we find that braxy and louping- 
ill were causes of severe loss to the flockmasters of old. These 
diseases, still prevalent, can now be controlled. Very largely 
due to the brilliant researches on sheep diseases, conducted 
during recent years by the Moredun Institute of the Animal 
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Diseases Research Association, the cause of braxy is known 
and a preventive treatment available. Over 67,000 doses of 
braxy vaccine were issued from Moredun in the year 1937-38. 
The same Institute has proved louping-ill to be tick-borne, 
and issued over 120,000 doses of louping-ill vaccine in the 
year 1937-38 for its effective prevention. Moredun also issued 
72,000 doses of lamb dysentery serum in 1937-38 for the 
prevention of that severe disease of lambs. Scrapie has been 
shown to bo infectious and the first step thus taken for its 
control. 

With veterinary assistance to control braxy, louping-ill, 
lamb dysentery, and with the probability of future assistance 
to control scrapie, the modern Scottish flockmaster has an 
important advantage over the contemporaries of James Hogg, 
the Ettrick Shepherd. 

Research in this and other countries has shown that i pine,’ 
which title includes a variety of local* sheep diseases of an 
anaemic character, is duo to a soil deficiency of certain mineral 
elements, iron, copper, or cobalt. These pining diseases can 
be controlled by supplying the sheep with the deficient 
element, and, owing to the small amount of the elements 
required and the rapidly beneficial results from their adminis¬ 
tration, the remedy is not only effective but economical. 

Liver fluke, once a notable cause of 1 unsoundness’ of 
sheep grazings, can be controlled by carbon tetrachloride, a 
discovery we owe to research workers in North Wales. Sheep 
worms can be checked by copper sulphate, nicotine sulphate, 
and other drugs to some extent, and the knowledge of tho 
worms’ life-history can be used to minimise the damage they 
may do. Research has also shown an important connection 
between malnutrition and a heavy infestation with worms. 
As it is only a matter of a few decades since any serious atten¬ 
tion was given to research on sheep diseases, the progress 
made has been rapid and effective and the losses saved con¬ 
siderable. Even the control of liver fluke alone has probably 
saved as much money as has ever been spent in all types of 
research work connected with sheep. 

If research has been effective, and no unprejudiced person 
can deny its successes whilst admitting its failure, for it is 
in the nature of research that one may try not three but a 
thousand times before one succeeds—if research has been 
effective, why are the results not more patent in increased 
prosperity of the industry 1 For the industry as a whole is 
not so prosperous as it once was, although sheep have taken 
an unexpectedly long time to follow cattle and corn into 
the slough of agricultural despondency. The reason is that 
prices, particularly instability of prices, has checked pros¬ 
perity, and that a real improvement in the possibilities of 
production has been negatived for lack of financial inducement 
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for its adoption. It is the lesson of history that agricultural 
improvements follow prosperity, not depression. In this 
respect the Scottish sheep industry is simply one part of 
British agriculture. The necessity for aid is admitted. How 
best, and in what most practicable and fair way, can that 
aid be applied I It may bo worth making the suggestion 
(it is only a suggestion) that any subsidy or system of price 
insurance applied to sheep might be more simply and effectively 
based on the price of wool rather than that of mutton and 
lamb. Subsidy or price insurance based on wool might be 
easier from the point of view of administration, and would 
be of direct and effective assistance to those hill grazings 
where breeding stock and wool are the only products for 
sale. Moreover, the less fertile the grazing, and consequently 
the more requiring of assistance, the more important is the 
sale of wool relative to that of lambs. Thus, at the Duthie 
Experimental Stock Farm, an arable farm, the value of wool 
sold in the year 1931 was only 8 per cent of the value of lamb 
sold in the same year ; at Garrochoran, an infertile Argyllshire 
hill grazing, the corresponding figure was 78 per cent. Wool 
is thus, speaking relatively, a much more import ant item of 
revenue on a hill grazing than on an arable farm. Now, 
from the point of view of the Scottish sheep industry, the hill 
stocks, being the source of the country’s breeding sheep, 
require first consideration. From the national outlook the 
hill sheep stocks require most encouragement, since they utilise 
extensive tracts of country for which no other agricultural 
use can be found, while the advisability of encouraging sheep 
on arable ground is more debatable. Finally, from the 
economic standpoint, no regular branch of the Scottish sheep 
industry is more urgently in need of assistance than the high- 
lying Blackface stock. 

Sheep subsidy or price insurance through wool rather 
than through mutton and lamb appears to offer certain 
advantages in administration. The sale of wool is usually 
a direct and bulk transaction, very different from the irregular 
and dispersed sale of fat sheep. Payments might bo arranged 
through wool-brokers. Finally, wool is, on the whole, a more 
uniform product than mutton or lamb where quality is less 
easily assessed. 

In this review of the Scottish sheep industry no attempt 
at exhaustive treatment has been made. Certain aspects have 
been dealt with more fully than others because of their 
apparent urgency or importance. It is remarkable that the 
industry has so long survived the full severity of the depres¬ 
sion afflicting other branches of Scottish agriculture. One 
probable reason is that the great extension of grassland 
which resulted from the depression in corn and beef cattle 
resulted in a very active demand for sheep to stock the new 
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grasslands with the minimum outlay on capital and labour. 
Thus, while the sheep population of Scotland has been main¬ 
tained, there has been a sweeping change in its distribution. 
Sheep have followed receding cultivation down to the valleys, 
leaving the hills bare. They have followed the ploughmen 
and the farmers , sons to the very gates of our industrial towns. 

In seeking remedies or attempting reorganisation in agri¬ 
culture, one branch of the industry cannot well be separated 
from others without unbalancing the whole. Where State 
aid is granted, it must be applied in such a way as to preserve 
a balance advantageous to the State. This principle may be 
well exemplified from the example of Scotland’s sheep industry. 
It is not necessarily advantageous to the State that all branches 
of a complex industry be equally encouraged. In a balanced 
national agriculture the sheep has its place just as the plough 
has its place, and sheep should not graze where the plough 
should be driven. That is not to say that lowland sheep are 
incompatible with intensive and good farming. In sound 
cultivation the sheep has always had its place, and where 
cultivation is made profitable through a paying price for 
grain, then sheep, of the right kind and in the right propor¬ 
tion, will certainly follow. They may be breeding sheep or 
feeding sheep, but sheep there will be. 

Lowland sheep, used in the right way, may be essential to 
arable farming. CJsed in the wrong way they may bo a paltry 
substitute for it, grazing on grass laid hurriedly down while 
the plough lies idle, exploiting the soil’s legacy of fertility 
until the grass runs out and the sheep grow worm-ridden and 
diseased: a mere shamefaced shift of desperate men to stave 
off bankruptcy until the tide may turn. That is not J)he sheep¬ 
farming a State should encourage. It is a waste of land, a 
waste of men, a waste of stored fertility, and, in the final 
end, a waste of sheep. Any policy designed to make sheep 
profitable while cultivation is prejudiced by loss—any such 
policy which encourages immediate pastoral exploitation of 
the capital stored by age-old cultivation—is a policy which no 
State should encourage or subsidise, a policy no owner of 
sheep could defend. 

But sheep, except in times of unexampled agricultural 
depression, are unlikely to become the main source of agri¬ 
cultural income in most lowland areas. They will find their 
place in a balanced agriculture, possibly with its peak in 
animal products, but with its roots planted firmly in regularly 
tilled soil kept properly cultivated through a subsidy on grain. 
That lowland Scotland should become a sheep ranch,' with a 
couple of worm-infested sheep to a weed-ridden acre, is an 
unthinkable wastage of a country’s land. It is unlikely that 
any such form of sheep husbandry could receive a nation’s 
temporary aid or permanent consent. 
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The Scottish hills are the proper home for the bulk of 
Scotland’s breeding sheep. It is in the hills that they should 
be encouraged to remain and to multiply. The expenses of 
cultivating hill land are necessarily such that it should not be 
contemplated until such time as every acre of low ground and 
of the valleys and straths among the hills is in perfect cultiva¬ 
tion and in full production. The crops proper to the hills are 
the heather, the draw-moss, the hill grasses, and only through 
the mouths of breeding sheep or breeding cattle can they be 
brought to a modern utilisation for the production of human 
food. If the sheep industry of the hills should perish, then 
the potential human food of half Scotland will go to waste, 
and it is in the higher, more infertile hills that the danger 
of the industry’s decay exists. Since wool is of far greater 
relative value on the hills than in the lowlands, and since 
Blackface hill stocks are in greatest need of timely aid, wo 
again suggest that aid should be given to the Scottish sheep 
industry on a basis of wool rather than of mutton and lamb, 
that the aid should be greatest for wool of the hill breeds, 
and greatest of all for the wool of the Blackface breed— 
Scotland’s pioneer sheep. 

Every effort, every sensible device for the more efficient 
wintering of hill sheep—any system of management which 
might stem the tide of winter starvation without sacrifice 
of the hardy constitution of the breed—should be attempted 
and put to practical proof. Too much research is devoted 
to sticking in props to maintain decaying agricultural struc¬ 
tures ; too little to laying the foundation of new structures 
proof against the economic and political wind. More, better, 
and cheaper wintering for hill sheep is required, and such 
sheep wintering would already be provided were the straths 
and glens the cultivated homes of Highlandmen as they were 
in the past, rather than the desolate haunt of the marsh 
birds which we find them to-day. 
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In the struggle for existence insects are generally recognised 
as among man’s greatest competitors. They not only destroy 
his live stock and his crops, but menace the health of both 
men and animals. Insects, through their comparatively 
small size, great diversity of specialised characters, and 
ability to multiply rapidly, havo many advantages for survival 
as compared with mammals. Improvements in husbandry 
by man have presented a more favourable environment for 
many of those pests which parasitise plants and animals by 
supplying the necessary hosts and food required by them 
for the completion of their life-cycle. 

The problem of the menace and control of insect pests 
on animals has engaged the attention of the stock owner 
for centuries, although in Scotland the problem, while acute, 
is not nearly so serious as in warmer countries. There are 
no figures available to show what the total loss due to insect 
pests amounts to, but at certain seasons of the year the 
loss must be very great. 

The chief insect pests of stock in Britain are :— 

1. Simuliids or Black Flies and Gnats. 

2. Tabanids or Gad Flies, in which group wo have various 

species of Tab anus and Hcematopota pluvialis , the 

Grey Oleg. 

3. (Estrids or Bot Flies. The chief representatives of this 

group are— 

Hypoderma bovis and H. lineata , Warble Flies ; 

Oastrophilus intestinaMs , the Horse Bot Fly ; and 

Cephalomyia avis , the Sheep Nostril Fly. 

4. Musdd8. The chief members of this group are— 

Musca domestica , the House Fly ; 

Stomoooys calcitrans , the Stable or Storm Fly ; 

Oalliphora spp., the ‘ Blue-bottle 9 ; and 

Luoilia sericata , the i 2 3 4 Sheep Maggot Fly/ 
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5. Eippoboscids. Chief members are— 

Eippobosca equina , Horse Ked, and 

Melophagus ovinus , the Sheep Ked. 

6. Siphonaptera. Fleas— 

Pulex irritans , the Human Flea ; 

Gtenocephalus cani8 , Dog and Cat Flea ; and 

Ceratophyllus gallium, the Common Chicken Flea. 

7. Lice .—Two distinct groups of lice are found upon the 

domestic animals— 

(a) order Siphunculata, Sucking Lice ; 

(b) order Mallophaga, Biting Lice. 

Other Animal Pests, not Insects .—In addition to the above 
there are a large number of other pests of domestic animals 
which are not insects, though they are often popularly referred 
to as such. Among the more important of these are mites 
(Acarina), such as Scab Mites and Itch Mites, and ticks 
(Ixodoidea), such as the Sheep Tick and the Dog Tick. In 
this paper these non-insect pests are not dealt with. Those 
pests which are insects provide plenty of material to fill our 
space. 


Biological Notes. 

Simuliids, or Black Flies and Gnats, although present in 
Britain, are not of great importance. The eggs are laid upon 
water plants and rocks, and the larvaB and pupae live in 
running water. The adult females of some species are blood¬ 
suckers. 

The Tabanids are all blood-sucking flies. The males are 
inoffensive, but the females attack animals, piercing the 
skin with their mouth-parts to suck the blood. Gad Flies 
of the species Tabanus are of relatively large size and cause 
great irritation to both cattle and horses. The eggs are 
laid in masses on leaves and plants near water. The larvae 
are more or less aquatic, but towards maturity they live in 
damp soil or vegetation where they change into pupae. The 
flies are most abundant in June, July, and August. 

Hcematopota pluvialis, the importance of which has been 
described by Cameron [1], is commonly known as the British 
Cleg or Horse Fly, is smaller than Tabanus, and is a great 
pest to horses and cattle, and will also inflict a painful bite 
upon man. 

The (E8trid8 , or Bot Flies, are very widely distributed. 

Hypoderma bovis and E. lineata, the Warble Flies, are 
familiar to all cattle owners. Full descriptions of these flies 
by MacDougall [2] have appeared in a previous volume of the 
* Transactions.’ The eggs are laid at the base of the hair 
upon the legs and undersurface of the body, and the larvae

after hatching pierce the skin and migrate through the tissues, 
finally reaching the area underlying the skin on the back. 
About the middle of winter a small swelling arises through 
the presence of the larva. A small opening appears in the 
centre of the swelling through which the larva breathes. The 
swelling gradually enlarges until about the month of May 
the larvae emerge and fall to the ground, where they turn to 
pupae. After about seven weeks the flies hatch out. 

Gastrophilus intestinalis , the Horse Bot Fly, lays its eggs 
upon the coat of the animal, and the newly hatched larvaB, 
after gaining admittance to the mouth, migrate to the stomach, 
where they anchor themselves to the lining tissues. They 
remain in the alimentary tract from July or August until 
the following summer, when they pass out in the faeces and 
burrow into the soil to pupate. After 20-70 days as pupae 
the flies hatch out. 

Cephalomyia ovis , the Sheep Nostril Fly, lays living larvae 
in the nostrils of the sheep, and the larvae crawl up the nasal 
passages and lodge in the sinuses of the skull. They remain 
there until fully grown, when they are sneezed out and pupate 
in the ground. The flies hatch out from June onwards. 

The Muscids are one of the most common and widely spread 
families of insects in Britain. A great many of the flies found 
in houses are house flies ( Musca domestica). The House Fly 
lays its eggs, about 120 in a batch, in horse manure or occasion¬ 
ally in human or other excreta. The eggs hatch in twenty-four 
hours and the larva feeds for about four to five days, when 
it leaves the manure and crawls into a dry spot, where it 
pupates. After a pupal period of four to five days the adult 
fly hatches. 

The Stable Fly (Stomoxys calcitrans) resembles the House 
Fly, but it can readily bo distinguished from it by its piercing 
proboscis. It breeds in stable manure or in moist organic 
matter. The larvae hatch in two to three days and become 
fully grown in two to three weeks. The pupal stage lasts 
for nine to thirteen days. 

The Blue-bottle Flies, or Blow Flies ( Calliphora spp.), are 
widely distributed in Britain. They breed normally in 
carcases, but occasionally their larvae may be found in living 
tissues. During the summer they will t blow’ almost all 
kinds of animal tissues, and they have most extraordinary 
reproductive powers. Dead rabbits have been found blown 
five minutes after they have been killed. The eggs hatch 
in one to two days and the larvae feed for two to nineteen 
days. When fully grown the larvae leave the host and pupate 
in a dry sheltered position. After three to seven days in 
summer the fly emerges. 

The Sheep Blow-fly, or Green Bottle (Lucilia sericata), 
has been described in previous volumes of this journal [3]. 
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This fly is one of the worst pests with which the sheep owner 
has to contend. It lays its eggs upon the sheep, and after 
nine to seventy-two hours the larvae feed in the wool, but 
later in the season they invariably attack the living tissues 
of the sheep. The larva feeds for two to seven days, then 
leaves the host and burrows in the soil, where it pupates. 
After a pupal period of about fourteen days the adult fly 
hatches out. 

The Keds (Hippoboscidce) are specific to their hosts—i.e., 
each species lives on one class of animals only. The Horse 
Ked has wings which, however, are seldom used, the fly 
preferring to run between the hairs of the host. When horses 
are accustomed to them Horse Keds do not seem to cause 
much annoyance to their hosts, but newly infested horses 
are apt to become irritated. 

The Sheep Ked (Melophagus ovinus) is a wingless fly, and 
lives on the wool and skin of the sheep. 

Both species of keds do not lay eggs, but the egg hatches 
in the body of the female and the young insect is nourished 
and grows there. The fully grown maggot is laid upon the 
skin of the host and changes into a pupa in about ten hours. 
The flies hatch in nineteen to twenty-four days. The Sheep 
Ked may live for about twelve days away from its host. 
The adult keds are blood-sucking parasites. 

The Fleas ( Siphonaptera) are wingless insects which are 
purely parasitic and have mouth-parts adapted for piercing 
and sucking. Both sexes are blood-suckers. The eggs or nits 
are laid on the floor or bedding. The maggots which hatch 
from the eggs develop into nymphs, which in turn develop 
into adult fleas. Pulex irritans , the Human Flea, may 
frequently be found on dogs and cats, and occasionally on 
pigs and horses. Ctenocephalus canis , the Dog and Cat Flea, 
is also found on man. 

The lice are wingless insects which undergo direct develop¬ 
ment. The egg is laid on the body and glued on to a hair or 
feather. The young louse which hatches from the egg is 
identical with, although much smaller than, the adult. The 
young louse in its development undergoes several moults 
until it becomes an adult. The mouth-parts of the sucking 
lice are adapted for sucking only, while the biting lice cannot 
suck blood. Lice are specific to their host. 

On the horse we find one species of Sucking Louse called 
Hcematopinus asini , and two species of Biting Lice closely 
related to one another, Trichodectes equi and T . pilosus. 
The Sucking Lice are generally found at the base of the 
mane and tail, while the biting species are commonly found 
on the lower parts of the body. 

Three species of Sucking Lice—namely, Hcematopinus 
eurystemus, Solenoptes capillatus , and Sinognathus vituli — 
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and one species of Biting Louse, Trichodectes sealaris , occur 
on cattle. 

Two species of Sucking Lice— Hcematopinus ovillus on the 
body, and Linognathus pedalis on the foot—and one species 
of Biting Louse, Trichodectcs ovis , occur on sheep. 

Only one louse is found upon the pig— Hcematopinus suis — 
a very large species of Sucking Louse which causes intense 
irritation. 

Two species of lice occur on dogs and cats. Linognathus 
pileferus , a sucking louse, and Trichodectes canis , a biting 
louse. 

All the lice which affect poultry arc biting lice, six species 
being found—namely, Ooniocotes hologaster and G. abdominalis , 
both being fairly common ; Lipeurus variabilis and £. hetero- 
graphis , which are not very common ; Menopon pallidum , the 
common hen louse; and M. biseratum , not very common, 
but found on the head and anus of chickens. 


Importance of Pests to the Live Stock Owner. 

The various insect pests may cause both direct and indirect 
losses to the stock owner. In some cases it is the adult insect 
which causes loss, in others the damage may be due to larv© 
or grubs, while in some both adults and larvae may be harmful. 

The injuries caused by adult insects may be classified as 
follows :— 

1. Loss of blood by sucking flies. 

2. Irritation of stock which finally causes nervousness. 

3. Reduced vitality of stock. 

4. Reduction in the yield of milk. 

5. Injuries received as a result of bolting in trying to 

escape attack. 

6. Transmission of certain live stock diseases by blood¬ 
sucking flies. 

The larvae may cause losses by :— 

1. Myiasis, the wounding of the skin by maggots. 

2. Infestation of head sinuses (Sheep Nostril Fly). 

3. LarvaB in the stomach and intestines which interfere 

with normal digestion of the food (Bot Flies). 

4. Defective hides (Warble Fly). 

5. Transmission of certain diseases. 

In addition to the above the stock owner suffers a certain 
loss in the expense of treating his stock to combat the pests. 

It is a common sight in certain parts of the country during 
summer to see cattle and horses rushing about to try and 
rid themselves of flies. Live stock utilise many methods in 
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trying to keep themselves free from flies. Horses stand in 
positions to minimise the attack from flies, but when they 
are in harness they are unable to gain this protection. Many 
cases are known of horses bolting when drawing a reaper or 
binder, and serious results sucli as fatalities to workmen 
have occurred. Cattle stand in water or in the shade of trees 
constantly lashing their tails. The result of such fly attacks 
is that the stock cannot graze peacefully and are unable to 
eat sufficient food to produce the best results. In the U.S.A., 
Bishop [4] has stated that the milk yield of cows was reduced 
by 60 per cent through an outbreak of the Stable Fly. Sheep 
may rub their heads so violently at times against fencing 
posts or rocks to rid themselves of flies that they wound 
themselves. The loss of blood and the irritation caused by 
blood-sucking flies makes the animal thriftless. Fattening 
cattle may lose weight during the fly season through these 
causes. 

Some flies are known carriers of disease. The chief diseases 
which they may transmit are as follows :— 

Horse Flies may transmit Anthrax, Black quarter, and 
Enzootic jaundice of dogs. 

Stable Flies may spread Anthrax and Infectious Anaemia. 

House Flies may bo responsible for the spread of Typhoid 
Fever, Tuberculosis, Diphtheria, Gangrene, Dysentery, 
and Gonorrhoea. 

The damage done by the larvae of certain flies is very wide¬ 
spread. The Sheep Maggot Fly is one of the most serious 
pests with which the sheep farmer has to contend. A struck 
sheep, if left unattended, may be killed by maggots in a day. 
The Sheep Nostril Fly is another formidable pest of the sheep 
farmer. After the maggots reach the sinuses there is a nasal 
discharge. In severe infestations the sheep may fall, the 
jaws and neck become rigid, and on certain occasions the 
animal' may die. The larvae of the Bot Flies, which infest 
the stomach and alimentary tract of animals, causes them 
to be unthrifty, under-nourished, and subject to frequent 
attacks of colic. The Warble Fly is familiar to most cattle¬ 
men, and its ravages extend to nearly all parts of Britain. 
As many as 70 per cent of the cattle slaughtered for meat in 
certain places have been found to be infested with warbles, 
resulting in defective hides of reduced value. Lice may be 
very troublesome to the stock owner, making his animals 
restless and unthrifty, and in some cases causing them to 
lose hair. Young pigs have been known to die from lice 
infestation. Poultry particularly suffer great damage from 
lice, which cause severe irritation and in some cases such 
intense annoyance to setting hens that they forsake their 
nests. 
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Control of Pests. 

For the complete control of pests the attack must be 
concentrated upon the weaknesses in the defence of the 
particular pest. It is reasonably possible for certain pests 
to bo exterminated or to be reduced to negligible numbers 
by concerted action of stock owners. For example, it should 
be possible to obtain complete control of the Warble Fly, 
because the larvae can be destroyed while they are in the 
backs of cattle in late winter. If a determined effort was 
made by all stock owners on the lines suggested by the Ministry 
of Agriculture (Warble Fly, Dressing of Cattle Order, 1936), 
in a few years the pest would become a thing of the past. 
Bot Flies, infesting the intestinal regions of the horse, should 
also be controlled by concerted action during the early spring 
when the bots are still in the host. Any Veterinary Surgeon 
could give advice on the subject. 

For flies which breed in manure and refuse dumps the 
problem of control is much more difficult. It is not feasible 
to destroy their breeding-places, because it would entail 
destroying all manure on the farm. The methods employed 
at the present time to combat the attacks of these pests is 
to spray the affected animals with a parasiticidal drug or 
insecticide which kills or stupefies the fly as soon as it comes 
into contact with it. Pests such as lice which breed upon the 
animal may be readily controlled by the application of suitable 
insecticides at frequent intervals. 


Insecticides for Pest Control. 

Up to a few years ago there were few dependable insecticides 
available for treating stock, but recent research has placed 
in the hands of the pest control operator substances which 
have very high killing power on insects, and at the same 
time are harmless to warm-blooded animals. All these 
substances can be incorporated in sprays, washes, and smears 
which are perfectly safe to handle, and if used properly, 
have no harmful effects upon animals. Perhaps the dairy¬ 
man is the one who suffers most from flies, which cause 
annoyance to his men and animals as well as causing con¬ 
tamination of milking utensils and milk products. As it is 
not possible to destroy all the breeding-places of flies in the 
vicinity of a dairy farm, chemical methods of control should 
be adopted. 

Fly sprays for dairy use may be divided into two classes: 
(1) those which keep the flies off the cows while being milked, 
and (2) those which keep the flies off the cows for at least 
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a day. Sprays of the first class arc designed for the con¬ 
venience of the milker, while those of the second class benefit 
the animal as well as the dairyman. 

The best type of spray consists of an oily base in which 
are dissolved insecticidal and fly repellent materials. Sprays 
to keep flies off the cows while they are being milked consist 
of a refined readily volatile oily base with an odourless in¬ 
secticide dissolved in it. This type of spray is used principally 
in milk rooms and byres. The volatile oil soon evaporates 
and the absence of strong-smelling fly repellents minimises 
the danger of tainting milk or milk products. Because of 
the volatility of the oily base the effect of this type of spray 
is very short. 

For the second class a heavier and less volatile oily base 
is necessary in order to hold the active ingredients and protect 
them from breaking down. However, the oil must not be 
too heavy, otherwise injury to the cattle may result. The 
Oily Bases used for fly sprays arc generally highly refined 
mineral oils. 

For a spray to keep flies off cows for a short period only 
the oily base should consist of a highly refined kerosene. 
Ordinary burning paraffin was used in the early fly sprays, 
but this material leaves a rather unpleasant odour. Eecently 
one of the large oil companies has placed on the market in 
this country refined kerosene which is completely odourless. 
We have tested the oil in our laboratory and find it perfectly 
suitable for a fly spray base. It has a specific gravity of 
0*778, a viscosity of 36 Bedwood Ho. 1 at 100° F., and a 
distilling range of 370° F. to 500° F. This oil leaves no 
unpleasant residues behind. 

For sprays intended to keep flies off for at least a day a 
heavier type of oil is needed, but it is essential that it should 
be of a proper type, otherwise the skin of the animal may 
be blistered. Freeborn et al. [5] have made extensive studies 
upon the effect of oil residues upon cattle and found that 
an oil having a viscosity lower than 36 degrees Eedwood 
Ho. 1 at 100° F. is apt to burn the skin, while those above 
58 degrees Eedwood Ho. 1 also caused burning. A suitable 
oil for a spray of this second type should have the following 
characteristics : viscosity 40 to 55 degrees Eedwood Ho. 1 
at 100° F., unsulphonated residue at least 99 per cent. 

The unsulphonated residue should be as high as possible, 
because the presence of sulphonatable fractions in a mineral 
oil increases its tendency to burn the skin. If the boiling 
range is too high then the soil will be likely to accumulate 
on the coat of the animal, and with successive sprayings the 
layer of oil on the skin will increase until the pores are choked. 
Suitable oils to meet the above requirements can be easily 
obtained in this country.

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Insecticides .—Various materials are used, mixed with the 
oil, to kill or repel flies. In some sprays both killing and 
repelling substances are used. Contact insecticides which 
remain active for some time after application are excellent 
repellents for flies. The repellent action is derived from the 
toxic action of the insecticide. When a fly alights upon a 
surface covered with the insecticide the insect is unable to 
withstand the action of the substance on its feet. The most 
suitable insecticides for use in live stock sprays are :— 

1. Pyrethrum. 

2. Derris. 

3. Pine Oil. 

4. Certain synthetic organic insecticides. 

Pyrethrum .—Pyrethrum has been used as an insecticide 
since the middle of last century. The insecticide is prepared 
from the sun-dried flowers of the plant Pyrethrum cinerarice- 
folium , and was first used in the form of a fine powder. Un¬ 
fortunately, this powder lent itself to all kinds of adulteration, 
with the result that many samples had little or no insecticidal 
value. Until 1924 there were no means of estimating the 
value, but in that year Staudinger and Euzicka [6] published 
their work on the identification of the active principles con¬ 
tained in pyrethrum flowers, and in 1929 methods of analysis 
were evolved by which it became possible to assay pyrethrum 
and to produce an extract containing the active principles 
in known quantity. The active principles of pyrethrum are 
two very complex chemical compounds termed Pyrethrin 1 
and Pyrethrin 2. These substances belong to the chemical 
group known as esters, and like all members of this group 
are easily destroyed by compounds containing alkalies such 
as soap. They are also very readily destroyed by oxidation 
and by exposure to sunlight. When the flowers are stored 
they lose some of their toxicity by the active principles under¬ 
going decomposition. The powdered flowers lose about half 
their pyrethrin content when stored for a year. 

The percentage of pyrethrins in commercial flowers varies 
from 0-4 to 1*5 per cent, but samples of flowers from Kenya 
Colony have been found to contain as much as 2-5 per cent. 
Flower stalks contain practically none of the active principles, 
so that the presence of large amounts of stalk is a serious 
form of adulteration. 

Recently, extracts containing varying amounts of pyrethrins 
have been placed on the market. The extracted pyrethrins are 
more readily destroyed than those in the flowers, but Gnadinger 
[7] finds that when the pyrethrins are dissolved in mineral 
oils they keep well. 

The value of the pyrethrins lies in their great toxicity to 
insects and relative non-toxicity to warm-blooded animals. 
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A concentration of 6 parts of pyrethrins to 100,000 parts of 
water will kill greenflies, while a concentration of 1 part of 
pyrethrins to 1000 parts of mineral oil, applied as a fine spray, 
will stupefy and kill house flies. Despite their great toxicity 
to cold-blooded animals, there has not been any case reported 
of poisoning of warm-blooded animals through their use. 

A good sample of pyrethrum powder should contain from 
0*9 to 1 per cent total pyrethrins, while extracts in oil should 
contain from 5 per cent to 8 per cent. 

Derris .—Derris is a genus of tropical plants comprising 
about forty species, and the roots of some members of the 
family contain substances which are highly toxic to cold¬ 
blooded animals. Representatives of the genus Derris are 
found throughout the Tropics, especially in the Amazon 
Basin, the Malay Peninsula, and Borneo. The natives of 
these countries have used extracts from some of the plants 
for centuries for arrow poisons and fish poisons. The most 
important members of the family for insecticidal use are 
Derris elliptica , D . malaccensis , both of which are sold under 
the name of Derris ; Lonchocarpus nicou , commonly known 
as cub6 root, and Serjania leihalis or timbo root. 

The active ingredient in all these plants is Rotenone, a 
complex chemical compound, having the formula C 28 H 22 O e . 
The percentage of rotenone varies greatly in different samples 
of roots of the same species, some roots containing none of 
the toxic ingredients, while others have been found to contain 
as much as 13 per cent rotenone. As a rule, a good sample 
of derris should contain from 4 per cent to 6 per cent of 
rotenone. In a recent article Roark [8] compares the relative 
toxicity of derris with that of cuM, and finds derris con¬ 
taining the same percentage of rotenone as cubd to be slightly 
superior. The reason for this superiority is unknown, but 
Cahn et at. [9] report the presence of toxic substances other 
than rotenone in derris root. 

Rotenone is highly toxic to cold-blooded animals, but, 
unless injected into the blood-stream, has low toxicity to 
warm-blooded animals. Roark [10] has stated that rotenone 
is thirty times as toxic as lead arsenate to silkworms, fifteen 
times as toxic as nicotine to bean aphids, and twenty-five times 
as toxic as potassium cyanide to goldfish. It is quite harmless 
to birds and mammals when eaten. Buckingham [11] found 
that dogs could eat one grain per pound of body weight of 
pure rotenone without any noticeable effect. 

Derris on storage gradually loses some of its toxicity, the 
rate of decomposition depending upon the storage conditions. 
There are now supplies of derris root upon the market with a 
guaranteed rotenone content, and standard powders should 
always be purchased in preference to unknown samples. 

Pine Oils .—Pine oils are chiefly used in fly sprays as 
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repellents and as activators to increase the killing power of 
certain other insecticides. In dilute solutions, less than 
10 per cent, they have little killing power, but they possess 
the important property of increasing the fly-killing power of 
both pyrethrum and derris extracts. 

All the pine oils have a characteristic smell which appears 
to be distinctly unpleasant to flies. They also are of value 
in pyrethrum sprays, and Pearson states [12] they prolong the 
effective time of action of the pyrethrins by preventing 
deterioration both on storage and under the action of 
sunlight. 

The high-grade pine oils are much superior as fly repellents 
to the low-grade oils. The most suitable grade of pine oil we 
have found for fly sprays is oleum picis (rectified). 

Synthetic Organic Insecticides .—The use of synthetic organic 
insecticides is a comparatively recent’development, and their 
introduction is mainly due to research by American and 
German workers. Many of these substances are now widely 
used in the United States for sprays to destroy flies and to 
protect animals. They are used chiefly to increase the lethal 
action of pyrethrum and derris extracts, but certain of them 
may be used alone. 

Although a large number of synthetic organic chemicals 
have high insecticidal efficiency their use is governed by the 
cost of manufacture. The most important members of the 
group which are available in commercial quantities are (1) 
Beta butoxy beta thiocyanodiethyl ether, which is sold 
under the trade name of Lethane 384 ; (2) Alpha naphthyl 
isothiocyanate, a compound which was placed on the market 
in the United States in 1938 under the name of Kessocide 
95 [13] ; (3) Isobutylundecyleneamide, sold under the trade 
name of I.N. 930. This compound was placed on the market 
in 1938 [14]. Although all these compounds are at present 
on the market in the United States only the first named, 
Lethane 384, is available in quantity in Britain. It is likely 
that if they are found successful the others will become available 
in this country. 

The synthetic organic insecticides are not nearly so efficient 
as equal quantities of pyrethrum and derris extracts, but their 
cheaper cost allows them to be used in higher concentrations. 
They also have the advantage of being more stable to oxidation 
and sunlight, and may be stored for a considerable period 
without loss of toxicity. Another advantage is that they are 
definite chemical compounds of uniform composition, with 
definite and uniform insecticidal activity. They have the 
disadvantage of being more toxic to mammals than pyrethrum 
and derris, but when used at concentrations of less than 5 per 
cent, a large amount of the spray has to be absorbed before 
toxic effects are produced. 
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Application of Insecticides .—The form in which the insecti¬ 
cide is used depends upon the habits of the pest to be attacked. 
Where the attack of the pest is intermittent, as in the case 
of the blood-sucking flies, the insecticide must be deposited 
upon the coat of the animal to make conditions unfavourable 
for the fly to alight. This may be accomplished by applying 
the insecticide as a spray, or as a dust. The protection given 
in this way only lasts for a few hours, so that the protective 
measures require to be applied daily. 

When the adult insects live a parasitic life upon the host, 
as with keds, fleas, and lice, the insecticide may be applied 
as a wash, as a dust, or as an oily smear. When the attack 
is made , by the insect in its larval stage the insecticide is 
applied in the form of a wash, for instance to warble fly and 
maggot fly, or as a drench, as in the case of the larvae of bot 
flies living in the alimentary tract. 

Fly Sprays. 

(1) Composition. —Fly sprays consist of an insecticide 
dissolved in an oily base. To this solution there may be 
added various fly repellent substances, partly to increase 
the efficiency of the spray, and partly to mask the smell of 
the active constituents. The choice of the oily base depends 
upon the purpose for which the spray is to be used. For 
sprays which are to be used inside buildings to kill flies in 
milk-rooms and living-rooms, and to keep flies off cattle 
during milking, the oily base consists of a highly refined 
readily volatile oil. The function of the oil is merely to act 
as a carrier for the insecticide. In this class of spray there 
should be no odoriferous substance added, because the odour 
may be absorbed by the milk or milk products. The use of 
a heavy oil as a base for this purpose would increase the 
danger of the spray remaining on the walls and utensils 
where it would collect dust. 

A fly spray which we have tried at Aberdeen and found 
very satisfactory was made as follows : one pound of high-grade 
pyrethrum powder (containing 1 per cent pyrethrins) was 
mixed with one gallon of highly refined kerosene, and after 
being shaken at intervals was filtered after forty-eight hours 
through a piece of cotton cloth. This gave about three-quarters 
of a gallon of fly spray, which when sprayed in a byre with a 
mist type of sprayer stupefied all the flies present. A much 
easier and more economical method of making this type of 
spray is to dissolve a standard extract containing the toxic 
principles of pyrethrum in the oily base to form a solution 
containing 0*1 per cent pyrethrins. A cheaper spray which 
we have found very efficient consists of a refined kerosene 
solution containing 1 per cent of Kessocide 95 and 0*05 per 
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cent pyrethrins. This solution also stupefied all the flies 
present in a byre. Another spray with which we have obtained 
very good results consisted of a solution of the kerosene base 
with 2 per cent Lethane 384 and 0*05 per cent rotenone. A 
solution containing 3 per cent Lethane 384 in refined kerosene 
was also found very satisfactory and gave 100 per cent knock¬ 
down of flies. 

Concentrations below the above stated compositions always 
left a number of flies apparently unaffected. Some of the 
flies which were stupefied by the above sprays recovered later, 
so that in dairies and living-rooms all stupefied flies should 
be swept up and burnt. In all the above tests one ounce of the 
spray was used per 1000 cubic feet of space. 

For live stock sprays the oily base should be heavier than 
for fly sprays in order to hold the insecticidal materials upon 
the coat of the animal. The most suitable oil for this purpose 
is the heavier mineral oil described earlier in this paper. 
Many formulae for live stock sprays have been reported from 
time to time, and w© have tried the following, in each case 
mineral oil being used as a base :— 

1. 0*1 per cent pyrethrins after a formula of Gnadinger [7]. 

2. 0*1 per cent pyrethrins plus 10 per cent oleum pices 

(rect.), after a formula of Pearson [12]. 

3. 4 per cent Lethane 384, after a formula of Searles and 

Snyder [15]. 

All these sprays keep cows reasonably free from flies from 
after milking-time in the morning to after milking-time at 
night. The addition of oleum picis to the pyrethrins did not 
give any improvement over the solution of pyrethrins alone. 

(2) Application of Sprays .—The dangers arising from spray¬ 
ing animals with an oily base have often been reported. 
Freeborn [5] and his associates have shown that where \ 
to 1 pint of mineral oil is applied to a cow the efficiency of 
the thermo regulatory apparatus of the animal is reduced 
to a point where she loses control over her body temperature. 
In later experiments they applied much less, about 11 oz., 
and found np harmful results. 

Searles and Snyder [16] in their experiments show that 
the type of sprayer is very important. It must be capable 
of producing the spray as a fine mist which will wet uniformly 
a sheet of paper held at a distance of two and a half to three feet 
from the nozzle. If it produces visible droplets which fall 
before reaching the paper the spray is too coarse and may 
blister the skin of an animal. The spray should be uniformly 
applied along the flanks, neck, and legs of the animal. Usually 
1£ oz. of spray applied uniformly to the animal after milking 
in the morning is quite sufficient. If the spray is applied 
before milking there is danger of tainting the milk. 
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Experiments in America by Melvin [17] indicate that the 
risk of injury to cows from spraying is greatly affected by the 
air temperature. Sprays are much more likely to cause 
harmful effects when the temperature is above 80° F., a 
temperature which is common in the United States in summer, 
but is seldom experienced in Scotland. Below 80° F. harmful 
effects are seldom experienced when proper materials are 
used. If an improper type of oil is used in making a spray, 
or too much spray is used, it may cause the temperature of 
the cows to rise. A measurement of the rise of temperature 
after spraying appears sometimes to be used in the United 
States as a method of determining experimentally the suita¬ 
bility for use of commercial sprays. In experiments at 
Aberdeen with an oil spray containing pyrethrum and lethane 
the use of \\ oz. per cow caused no burning or any other 
harmful effect. 

Dusts. 

Dusts are not widely used as fly repellents at the present 
time, and before general recommendations concerning them 
can be given much more research work requires to be done. 
Cattle are sometimes dusted with pyrethrum powder, but it 
is rather costly as large quantities are required to cover an 
animal, and the repellent action only lasts a day. It has 
the advantage that an overdosage will not injure the animal, 
but for dairy cows it has the disadvantage that some of the 
dust may get into the milk. 

Dusting the animal to loll parasites living on the skin is 
very effective, and the most efficient dusts for this purpose 
are those containing pyrethrum or derris. The dusts are 
generally used to control fleas and lice, and when treating 
an animal for these pests the dusts should be shaken well 
into the hair or feathers, and repeated at weekly intervals 
until the animal is free from infestation. Dusts for this 
purpose consist of pyrethrum powder or derris powder alone 
or mixed with some inert material as a diluent. There are 
also dusts in which an extract of the active ingredients of 
pyrethrum or derris is absorbed in clay or diatomaceous 
earth. These are known as impregnated dusts. 

In addition to pyrethrum and derris, nicotine sulphate 
and sodium fluoride are used to control lice on poultry. 
Nicotine sulphate may be painted on the hen roosts, and the 
heat of the bird’s body volatilises the nicotine -which enters 
the atmosphere surrounding the bird and kills the lice. Where 
birds can be treated individually, sodium fluoride powder is 
the best treatment for lice. This powder should bo well 
dusted into the feathers. At the same time the interior of 
poultry-houses should be treated to kill the pests hiding in 
the crevices of the house. The house may be treated with 
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limewask or with one of the tar distillate washes used for 
the winter spraying of fruit trees. 

Bishop et al. [18] obtained an almost complete kill of lice 
by treating poultry-houses with one application of a dust 
containing 98 per cent kaolin and 2 per cent rotenone. 

Washes. 

Washes are chiefly used to control the parasites living in 
the hair or wool, or on the skin, or just beneath the 
surface of the skin. In some countries cattle and horses are 
dipped, but in Britain they are generally treated by the 
application of a wash. There is no general difference in 
nature and composition between dips and washes. There is 
merely a difference in method of application. 

A wash or dip consists of an insecticidal material dissolved 
or suspended in water, with the addition of some wetting 
agent such as soap. 

The composition of sheep dips for sheep scab is controlled 
by law in Britain, and recently the composition of the wash 
to treat cattle for warble flies has also been controlled. The 
control of the composition by law of these washes is to the 
great advantage of the stock owner in that the prescribed 
solutions have been thoroughly tried and proved completely 
effective when properly used. 

The statutory warble-fly wash may be used to advantage 
for treating other pests, especially lice and fleas on all stock 
and keds on horses. 

The addition of soap to a wash increases the wetting power 
of the solution, so that sufficient soap should always be 
present in the solution to insure that it wets the animal and, 
what is more important, immediately wets the pest. This 
wotting is not always obtained, because hard waters precipitate 
ordinary soaps from solution, with the result that where they 
are used the washes have very little wetting power and readily 
run off the animal. To overcome this difficulty either rain¬ 
water should be used or a sufficient amount of washing-soda 
should be dissolved in hard water before adding the soap 
mixture. A large excess of washing-soda is undesirable, and 
a rough test to estimate the amount of washing-soda required 
can be made by treating a pint of water with a known amount 
of washing-soda and testing the resulting wash for its wetting 
power. 

The comparative wetting power of washes or dips can be 
determined by the following method. Place some of the 
wash in a suitable vessel and lay gently a circular piece of 
unsized woollen felt cloth about one inch in diameter upon 
the surface of the liquid without wetting the upper side of 
the cloth, then note the time required for the cloth to become 
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completely wetted. The quicker the cloth becomes wetted 
the more satisfactory is the solution as a wash. If it takes 
more than fifteen minutes to wet the cloth, then the solution 
should be considered unsatisfactory. 

Smears. 

Smears are principally used for treating maggot infestations 
or for skin parasites of pigs. The maggot infestations of 
sheep are generally treated by smears. A smear introduced 
by one of us [19] for treating maggot fly infestation has 
given general satisfaction amongst the sheep farmers in the 
North of Scotland. Unfortunately, this material is rather 
expensive, and further work is proceeding to try and find a 
cheaper product. 

Smearing is also used as a preventative for the sheep nostril 
fly. Tar is principally used for this purpose and is smeared 
on the nostrils. 

To treat lice upon pigs the animals are generally treated 
with a mixture of sulphur and a vegetable oil such as linseed, 
or a mixture of equal parts of paraffin and lubricating oil. 
In a series of experiments conducted at Aberdeen the following 
substances were tried : (1) a mixture of sulphur and linseed 
oil; (2) a mixture of equal parts of paraffin and lubricating 
oil; (3) a water-white mineral oil having the following charac¬ 
teristics : specific gravity, 0-865 ; viscosity 13Q sec. Eedwood 1 
at 70° F. ; purity, 98 per cent. 

All these substances killed the lice, but the linseed oil 
mixture hardened and caused scurfing of the skin. It later 
underwent putrefaction, and during the summer attracted flies. 
The paraffin lubricating oil mixture scorched the skin and 
raised blisters, and it also made some of the hair come out. 
The mineral oil was much more satisfactory than the other 
two dressings. However, if it was not carefully applied it 
raised blisters, especially behind the ears, and also made 
parts of the skin very red. 

In another series of experiments the same white mineral 
oil as (3) above was used. When used alone it produced the 
same results as before, and during the summer the pigs were 
tormented with flies. When 90 parts of the mineral oil were 
mixed with 10 parts of crude brown wool grease the results 
were better and there was no blistering. When 90 parts 
of the mineral oil were mixed with 10 parts of oleum picis 
(rect.) there was blistering behind the ears, though the look 
of the skin was improved and this mixture kept off flies. 
When the mineral oil was mixed with 0-05 per cent of pyrethrins, 
lice were killed instantly, but there was reddening and blister¬ 
ing of the skin. The mixture which gave the best results 
of all was one containing 80 parts of the mineral oil mixed 
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with 10 parts of crude wool grease and 10 parts of oleum 
picis (rect.) and 0*05 per cent of pyrethrins. This dressing 
not only killed lice instantly, but it prevented their return 
for a fortnight. There was no sign of blistering and it imparted 
a fine bloom to the skin of the pigs. It also kept off flies. 

This dressing has been used for over a year on the pig herd 
at Craibstone, and not one case of burning has been reported. 
This dressing also acts as a fly repellent during the summer 
months.

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Methods of pasture improvement may be broadly considered 
as falling under four heads—viz. : (a) top dressing with lime 
and/or fertilisers ; ( b) top dressing accompanied by the sowing 
of grass and clover seeds ; (c) surface harrowing and top 
dressing with or without seeding ; ( d) ploughing, manuring, 
and seeding. 

Of the first method the classical example is the well-known 
Tree Field experiment at Cockle Park [1] where top dressing 
with basic slag resulted in a fourfold live-weight increase in 
mutton. This degree of success, however, has not been 
invariably achieved. For example, in a series of trials carried 
out under the auspices of the Highland and Agricultural 
Society over the period 1901-1911 [2] it was recorded that 
in no case was the improvement in productivity of the pastures, 
as measured by the live-weight increase of the sheep grazing 
them, comparable with that recorded from Cockle Park. 
Moreover, on the average, three or four years elapsed before 
sufficient effect was obtained to pay for the slag. These 
results were attributed to the dense sod of poor quality grass, 
which prevented the manures acting quickly and inhibited 
the rapid spread of clovers and fine grasses. 

The second method has been successfully practised on 
areas where the surface soil is sufficiently moist to permit 
of the successful establishment of the grass and clover seedlings 
from surface sowing. Perhaps the best-known example of 
improvement on these lines is provided by the work carried out 
by Mr Allan at Auchinleck, Minniegaff, Kirkcudbrightshire [3]. 

The third method includes mechanical treatment of the 
surface with a view to breaking up the surface mat and thus 
permitting the lime and manures to penetrate more thoroughly 
to the underlying soil and be more easily available to the 
plant roots. At the same time, the harrowing brings to the 
surface a certain amount of soil, and the opportunity can be 
taken of introducing the seeds of more useful grazing plants 
should these be lacking in the original sward. 

The method of ploughing and re-seeding is a much more 
thoroughgoing one than any of those described above. It 
aims at nothing less than the complete destruction of the 
existing herbage, and thus at the elimination of inferior 
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grazing species, and the sowing in their place of a mixture 
of plants of greater value, while at the same time by liming 
and manuring an attempt is made to bring the soil to a state 
of fertility in which the persistence of these superior species 
is possible. The well-known experimental work carried out 
by Professor Stapledon and his colleagues at the Cahn Hill 
station is a good example of this method [4]. 

In 1936 a series of experiments was initiated with a view 
to obtaining information on certain methods of renovation of 
poor pasture under the conditions prevailing in the area served 
by the Edinburgh and East of Scotland College of Agriculture. 

It was decided, in the first instance, to try the system of 
liming, manuring, and harrowing with or without seeding, 
since it was thought that if this method were successful it 
could be applied cheaply and quickly to much of the pasture 
land in the East of Scotland area, which is extremely rough 
and often too broken to be easily ploughed. 

For the purpose of tearing up old grassland, several makes 
of harrows are available, each having its own particular 
mode of action. For these experiments a rotary knife harrow, 
the 1 Hankmo,’ was purchased in Sweden, as an implement 
of this type seemed to offer certain advantages over the 
better-known British makes. 

The implement as used consisted of three units hitched 
together and pulled by a tractor. Each unit was made up 
of a frame to which were fixed three axles bearing a series of 
pointed steel knives. The axles were fixed to run at an angle 
to one another, an arrangement which resulted in a scissors-like 
action of the blades. Whenever possible, the harrows were 
weighted to obtain the maximum penetration of the knives. 

The plan of experiment was as follows: the surface 
vegetation was burned off where necessary ; lime was applied 
at a rate determined by chemical analysis of the soil; the 
land was cultivated with the i Hankmo * harrows ; phosphatic 
and potassic fertilisers were applied (a) to five acres in the 
form of potassic mineral phosphate, (b) to half an acre in the 
same form at double the rate, and ( c) to half an acre in the 
form of basic slag and potash manure salt at rates equivalent 
in phosphoric acid and potash to (a ); the ground was then 
recultivated and seeds were sown. 

The rates of application of lime varied, according to the 
soil analysis, from 15 to 25 cwt. per acre of ground lime 
(75 per cent CaO). The dressings of potassic mineral phosphate 
(single) varied from 6 to 10 cwt. per acre. The seeds*sown 
consisted of about 100 lb. per acre of cleanings ex perennial 
ryegrass + 4 lb. per acre of cleanings ex wild white clover 
and New Zealand white clover. The ryegrass cleanings 
contained approximately 40 per cent of Yorkshire fog and 
30 per cent perennial ryegrass.

The success of the harrowing operation varied from centre 
to centre according to the type of vegetation and soil. The 
work was most satisfactory on the non-grassy types of herbage. 
Thus, for example, very successful work was done at one 
centre where the vegetation was dominated by heather of a 
very short and stunted type of little grazing value, together 
with a certain amount of Nardus , Stoolbent (Juncus squarrosus ), 
and sedges. Other than the small amount of Nardus 
mentioned, grasses, even species of Agrostis and Festuca , 
were almost totally lacking in the vegetation at this centre. 
The soil was mainly organic and consisted of a peaty layer 
of an average depth of about six inches overlying a stiff 
boulder clay. Such conditions were suitable for the implement. 
The short heathery vegetation, combined with the friable, 
organic soil, prevented the harrows from becoming choked. 

On the grassy types of vegetation, however, where Agrostis , 
Nardus , or fine-leaved fescues were dominant, and in par¬ 
ticular where the soil was heavy and wet, the harrowing 
operation was much less successful. The harrows tended to 
become choked with long grass and wet soil which reduced 
the penetration of the knives. In some cases the knives on 
the back axle became so clogged that they failed to penetrate 
at all. The lack of a cleaning device on the 4 Hankmo 9 harrow 
undoubtedly limits its usefulness under such conditions. 

From the point of view of the preparation of a seed-bed 
for the grass seeds, the efficiency of the harrowing operation 
again depended on the type of soil and vegetation. On the 
non-grassy types, such as that described above, relatively 
satisfactory conditions for seed germination and establishment 
could be obtained. More bare ground was exposed, the dis¬ 
integration of the soil was more thorough, and the original 
herbage was slow to recover. Where the tearing up of the 
surface was not thorough, the * take 9 of seeds was much 
poorer, as was also the case on dry clods left on the surface 
after harrowing. A good supply of surface moisture is essential 
for the satisfactory establishment of seedlings, and this con¬ 
dition was satisfied at the centres of this type, which retained 
moisture in the surface layer during the spring. 

On the grassy types of herbage, on the other hand, it was 
much more difficult to prepare a seed-bed, partly because 
less bare ground was exposed in harrowing, but mainly because 
of the rapid recovery of the native vegetation. Even where 
seedlings became established, there was great danger of their 
being subsequently choked out by the vigorous growth of the 
original herbage. 

At the centres where a relatively successful 1 take ’ of 
seeds was secured, the plot treated with slag plus potash 
salt was superior to the others to which potassic mineral 
phosphate had been applied. This fact was particularly 
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noticeable at the non-grassy centre already described, and the 
difference between the plots has been maintained throughout 
the period of the trial up to the present time. The double 
dressing of potassic mineral phosphate was superior to the 
lighter dressing at this centre, but the difference was much 
less striking than that between the plots treated with slag 
and potassic mineral phosphate respectively. On the slag 
plot the old herbage has been almost entirely suppressed by 
the vigorous growth of the sown plants. Yorkshire fog in 
particular has become well established, together with white 
clover and a certain amount of perennial ryegrass, although 
the last named is not a conspicuous species. On the potassic 
mineral phosphate plots the sown species have not done quite 
so well, and more of the original vegetation has been able to 
survive. 

This difference between the effect of slag and that of mineral 
phosphate has not been observed at centres where no seeds 
have been sown or where the 1 take ’ of seeds has been poor. 

The effect of the lime and manures on the soil has been 
very marked at all centres. There has been considerable 
improvement in the lime status, and the values for 4 available * 
phosphoric acid and potash have been raised to what may be 
considered satisfactory levels. The most striking changes 
have been in the phosphoric acid values. The amount of 
4 available * phosphoric acid in the soil, as measured by 
laboratory methods, is approximately the same for the plots 
receiving the light dressing of potassic mineral phosphate 
and the equivalent dressing of slag, whilst the double dressing 
of potassic mineral phosphate produces a considerable increase 
over the other two. This fact appeared to be incompatible 
with the botanical observations recorded above, which showed 
slag to be superior to mineral phosphate, and accordingly 
vegetation samples were collected from some of the centres 
for chemical analysis. These showed that the values for 
silica-free ash and phosphoric acid were in the order 
slag + potash greater than double potassic mineral phosphate, 
and the latter in turn greater than single potassic mineral 
phosphate. Lime values showed little variation. This held 
for both the non-grassy pastures where young seeds were 
established and for the grassy pastures where the herbage 
consisted mainly of the original species. It would appear 
that the phosphoric acid in the slag is more readily available 
to the plants than that in the mineral phosphate, but such a 
hypothesis fails to explain the fact that in these experiments 
no visibly better response was obtained from the slag treatment 
than from the mineral phosphate treatment when applied to 
old grass. 

The results obtained from this series of experiments led to 
further work being undertaken in the following season. In 
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this second series a comparison was made between the effects 
of complete renovation by (1) ploughing, manuring, and 
seeding; (2) harrowing, manuring, and seeding, as already 
described; and (3) manuring alone. In these experiments 
attention was confined to Nardus —and Agrostis —dominated 
pastures, which had been found difficult to improve by the 
harrowing method. The experimental area was divided into 
three strips, one of which was ploughed, another harrowed, 
while the third received no mechanical treatment. These 
strips were crossed by the following manurial treatments: 
(a) lime alone; ( b) basic slag alone ; (c) lime + basic slag ; 
(d) lime + basic slag + 30 per cent potash manure salt. 
The rates of application were again determined according 
to the soil analysis, subject to the proviso that the maximum 
dressings did not in any case exceed 2 tons quicklime, or the 
equivalent, 10 cwt. high-grade slag, and 2 cwt. 30 per cent 
potash manure salt per acre. 

Ploughing was carried out in late winter, an endeavour 
being made to invert the furrow as completely as possible 
so as to bury the old herbage and prevent its growing again. 
The seed-bed was prepared by disc harrowing and roiling, 
and the seeds were sown in May without a nurse crop. The 
seeds mixture used was as follows :—

The results obtained on the harrowed plots fully confirmed 
the previous year’s findings. By the end of the year there 
was comparatively little difference in most cases between 
the harrowed and the uncultivated sections, while the ‘ take ’ 
of seeds was again poor. There was very little visible difference 
between the various manurial treatments on these sections. 

The ploughed section, however, stood out in marked contrast 
to the others, and, in addition, the results of the different 
manurial treatments were very obvious. The best result in 
terms of seed establishment was obtained where lime and 
slag were applied together, the addition of potash making 
no apparent difference. In each case the omission of lime 
resulted in a somewhat poorer establishment, while the 
omission of slag gave the poorest result of all. It is clear that 
phosphate deficiency was the most important limiting factor 
to the establishment of pasture in these cases, and it may be 
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questioned whether the dressings of lime applied were not 
heavier than necessary. 

As these experiments are still at an early stage, it would 
be unwise to draw too definite conclusions from the results 
obtained up to the present. It is, however, clear that excellent 
establishment of pasture can be secured by ploughing out old 
rough grassland and re-seeding immediately without putting 
the land through a rotation. Where the old sod is not com¬ 
pletely buried, there is a danger that some of the inferior 
herbage may recover. This occurred to a certain extent at 
all the centres, but more particularly where the ploughing had 
been such that the furrow slice was not completely inverted. 

As already noted, the results of the trials by the ploughing 
method have indicated that potash can be safely omitted, 
at least in the early stages of reclamation, and there are also 
indications that the dressings of lime might, in some cases at 
least, be reduced. 

Costs .—There are obvious difficulties in the way of accurate 
costing of this type of work. In the first place, the cost will 
vary according to whether the cultivation has to be done on 
contract or whether the farmer himself can undertake it. 
Again, the dressings of lime and fertiliser will vary considerably 
from place to place and a cost of universal applicability cannot 
be stated. The figures given below are based on the actual 
costs incurred in the experiments described in this paper.

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VOLES AND SHREWS. 

By R. STEWART MACDOUQALL, M.A., D.Sc., LL.D. 

This is really a continuation of my article on “ Eats and 
Mice ” in the Transactions of the Highland and Agricultural 
Society for 1938. An interested reader of the “ Eats and 
Mice ” article noted that among mice variations I had made 
no mention of the Foula Mouse, and asked for information. 


The Foula Mouse. 

In writ ing of the House Mouse 1 I named as varieties or sub¬ 
species the St Kilda Mouse and the Faroe Islands Mouse. 
I gave these as examples of how isolation with segregation can 
be an important factor in organic evolution, and I wrote :— 
“ That we should get a variety of mouse in a more or less 
distant island is not difficult to understand. Immigrant mice 
that reach the island may vary in the different environment 
and along a line that may prove in some way helpful. The 
island is circumscribed, and in a small area there is a greater 
chance of individuals with similar variations meeting and 
mating. In the course of time the advantageous variation 
may become accentuated sufficiently to end in individuals 
so differing from the original type or species as to justify 
their being ranked as sub-species or even species.” This 
principle of isolation and segregation in a changed environ¬ 
ment is illustrated in the ease of the Foula Mouse, now ranked 
as a sub-species of the Long-tailed Wood Mouse (Apodemus 
sylvaticus ). 

Some Long-tailed Wood Mice were carried by chance from 
the mainland to Fair Island, and breeding among themselves, 
and accommodating themselves to different surroundings, 
variation took place and a new variety developed—viz., the 
Fair Island Wood Mouse (Apodemus sylvaticus fridariensis). 
Some of these Fair Island Wood Mice were carried unawares, 
perhaps in a fishing-boat, to Foula, a precipitous island about 
twenty miles away from the mainland of Shetland. Isolated 
in a new environment of cliff and storm and rough pasturage, 
these mice showed variation, the end-result being the new

sub-species the Foula Mouse (Apodemus fridariensin thuleo). 1 
While agreeing in colour with the Fair Island Mouse, the 
Foula Mouse is smaller, but has a noticeably larger hind-foot. 2 

Of the making of new species or sub-species there seems no 
end. How busy the anatomist and systematic zoologist have 
been may be learned from the fact that, in seven years, to 
the Long-tailed Wood Mouse and its two forms, the St Kilda 
Mouse and the Faroe Islands Mouse, had been added dis¬ 
tinctly separated forms from Fair Island, Foula, Yell, Mull, 
Eum, Bute, and Cumbrae. 


Voles. 


Voles, like all other rodents or gnawers except hares and 
rabbits, have four front teeth or incisors, two in the upper 
jaw and two in the lower jaw ; these four front teeth are chisel- 
edged, and continue to grow throughout life from persistent 
living pulp at the base of each, while they wear away in front. 

Voles, rats, and mice separate themselves out from all 
other British rodents in having only three pairs of cheek 
teeth or molars in each jaw, and they constitute the family 
Muridm. This family is divided into two sub-families, here 
contrasted :— 


Sub-Fajvilly Microtince. 

The Voles. 

Body plumper. 

Muzzle blunter and rounder. 

Ears hidden in the fur (the Bank 
Vole is an exception). 

Tail shorter—never at the most 
more than half as long as head 
and body. 

Tail distinctly hairy. 

Cheek teeth rootless and persist 
in growth, except in the Bank 
Vole. 

The grinding surfaces of the cheek 
teeth 3 are flat, and show a 
pattern of series of triangles. 


Sub-Family Murinos . 

The true Rats and Mice. 

Not so heavy in build, and the 
body more slender. 

Muzzle more pointed. 

Ears more prominent. 

Tail longer, about as long or 
longer than the head and body. 

Tail not hairy. 

Cheek teeth with roots. 


The grinding surfaces of the cheek 
teeth are not smooth, but are 
raised into rounded tubercles.

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Lemmings. 

In the same sub-family and close to the voles come the 
lemmings, once found in Britain but now long extinct, although 
common in Scandinavia. The lemmings are borrowers. Like 
the voles they show periodically great increase in numbers. A 
migratory movement follows. Travelling by night and early 
morning, and persistently ever forward, they overcome such

barriers as mountains, rivers, and lakes. Thousands that 
have escaped their numerous bird and mammal enemies may 
succeed in reaching the seashore, and, swimming right out to 
sea, meet a watery grave. 


General Habits of Voles. 1 

Voles are small mammals not seeking the hospitality of 
man’s houses and buildings ; they are denizens of the open 
country—fields and gardens, nurseries and plantations. 

The Water Vole, more commonly but confusingly known as 
the Water Bat, lives in and near the banks of streams and 
ponds, sheltered by the overhanging vegetation. 

Voles are burrowing animals, making t runs 9 in the soil 
just below the surface. The runs may form a complex net¬ 
work running in all directions, or the passages may be tunnelled 
through rough grass and the jungle of the hedgerow and bank. 
There may be a common highway with a series of traverses. 
A number of entrance holes are present, and in relation to

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the burrows there will be found nests or nurseries or shelters. 
Colonies can be found with a number of individuals living 
near one another, for the vole is a gregarious animal. There 
is a family life, but no communal life. 

Voles are not hibernators, and can carry on quite actively 
though the fields be hidden in snow. They are vegetable 
feeders, and from the harm they can do to pasture, fruits, 
seeds, flowers, and in plantations to young trees and in forest 
nurseries and regeneration areas, are of importance for the 
farmer, gardener, and forester. 


Vole Species. 

Fossil remains show that Britain was once richer in vole 
species. We shall describe here the three recognised British 
species, at the same time naming others in their considered 
positions of relationship, leaving the systematic zoologist 
and anatomist to decide which of these have characters so 
different, from the typos as to justify their being raised to the 
full rank of true species. 


The British Voles. 

The three British voles important for the farmer, the 
gardener, the forester, and the applied zoologist are here 
contrasted :— 1

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Two varieties 1 of the Water Vole (Arvicola amphibius) are 
distinguished by the zoologist—viz., a slightly larger brown 
variety co mm on in England and the Lowlands of Scotland, 
and a darker or black variety, the Highland Water Vole of 
the Scottish Highlands. 

There is considerable variation in size and colour, and 
this on the Continent gave rise to considerable confusion, 
so that the Water Vole appeared under several different 
specific names. 

Two forms of the Field Vole (Microtus agrestis) have been 
distinguished in Britain—viz., a tawny-russet form (Microtus 
agrestis Jiirtus) of England and the Lowlands of Scotland, and 
a darker brown form (Microtus agrestis neglectus ), the Highland 
Field Vole, of the Scottish Highlands. 

But there arc other Microtus voles with claims to be sub¬ 
species or even separate species—for Example, the Orkney 
Vole, the Hebridean Vole (from islands of the Hebrides), the 
Islay Vole. 


The Orkney Vole. 

In the 4 Zoologist ’ for July 1904 J. G. Millais claimed as a 
species new to science, and not just a racial variety of Microtus 
agrestis , a vole he had found in Orkney, and named it Microtus 
orcadensis . Millais’s measurements of this vole are : head and 
body, inches; tail, 1} inch. The upper side is sandy- 
brown and the under side buff. Dr Eagle Clarke described 
the vole 2 and Mr Bobert Godfrey 3 gave an interesting account 
of it. 

The Orkney Vole, very easily trapped, has been found 
common enough in the mainland of Orkney, and forms of it 
have been taken on at least six of the neighbouring smaller 
islands. Points from Godfrey’s account may be quoted. 
Godfrey and H. Drummond paid an August visit to Stroinness, 
and on the Black Craig easily found the vole they had come to 
look for. The hill pasture of Black Craig consisted of wiry 
grasses interspersed with heather ( Calluna ), bell-heath (Erica), 
crowberry (Empetrum nigrum ), cotton-grass ( Eriophorum ). 
The runs of the vole were usually quite apparent to the eye, 
but on the better-clad parts of the hillside they were hidden 
in the dense vegetation. 44 Periodically the run would dis¬ 
appear in the soil, passing through a protruding turf or making 
a deliberate descent into the ground to provide a more secure 
shelter for the creature. The runs measured from 2 inches to

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2£ inches in diameter, a tritie broader than the transverse 
measurement across the vole’s face from whisker-tip to 
whisker-tip.” 

The drier parts of the hillside were the more densely popu¬ 
lated, but the voles were common enough on soft, marshy 
ground where peat-cutting had been practised for a long time. 
Two nests were found: one, somewhat oval in shape and 
composed entirely of tine hay, measured 8 inches by 5 ; the 
other, rounder, measured 5 inches across. Both nests were 
situated in carefully prepared cavities hollowed out by the 
voles in the peaty soil. 

The May Vole shows some differences from 31. ayrestis , but 
the true agrestis is also found in Islay. 

The Bank Vole (Evotomys ylareolm) has also varieties: 
the Skomer Bank Vole (E. skomeremix ), from the little island 
of Skomer off the coast of Pembroke; Alst on’s Bank Vole 
(E. aUteni) from Mull; and the Eaasay Bank Vole (E. erica) 
from the Eaasay Island. 


The Water Vole (Arvicola amphibius). 

The Water Vole can be told from its two fellows the Field 
Vole and the Bank Vole by size and by its heavier and clumsier 
build. It is found all over the mainland of England and 
Scotland. It is not found in Ireland. 

Description. — Upper surface brown or brown inter¬ 
spersed with black ; under surface greyish ; fur thick and 
long ; under fur close and woolly ; nose blunt ; eyes small; 
ears hidden in fur; the inner ear can be shut off from the 
external part of the ear against the entry of soil and water, 
an adaptation to an aquatic and burrowing life as also is the 
waterproof fur ; feet pinkish ; claws of forepaws (lingers) 
short; daws of hind-feet (toes) longer. The total length 
from nose to tip of tail may reach or exceed 8 inches. 

Habitat.—The banks of slow-flowing streams, ponds, 
canals, ditches, and dams, into which it burrows. But 
the Water Vole can be found at home in places aAvay from 
water. The fact that it has been found at home in fields, 
meadows, vegetable gardens, plantations away from water, 
led continental zoologists to reject the common name Water 
Vole as not appropriate. Gilbert White gives an example 
where a neighbour ploughing a dry chalky field at a con¬ 
siderable distance from water turned out a Water Vole 
from its burrow, and exposed a chamber that held a store 
of potatoes.

While both nocturnal and diurnal, the Water Vole is more 
commonly out in the evening and at night. 

A Swimmer. —Swims well and is a good diver; in quick 
swimming all four limbs are used, with head and forepart of 
body above water, but leisurely movement can be by the hind¬ 
legs alone ; it swims well enough also under water, which it 
does after diving on alarm, or when gnawing through water 
plants at their bases, or making for the below-water entrance

to its burrow. The need for air prevents it from being able 
to stay under water save for a short time. 

The Burrows. —The Water Vole burrows through the 
soil of the bank. The burrow may run straight for a while 
and then bend to lead to a shelter chamber, or it may be 
tortuous, embedded stones having to be dodged. Barrett- 
Hamilton describes a Y-shaped burrow with an excavated 
chamber at the end of each branch of the Y. 

The Nursery. —The nest in the underground chamber is 
made of fine plant material. The young may be seen* from 
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May onwards. At first the young are helpless. The mother 
has been seen carrying her young, of some size, one by one, 
as a cat does her kittens, from the place of alarm or danger 
to a place of safety. There are two or three litters in a year 
and from three to seven in a litter. 

Food. —The Water Vole is a vegetarian, with a consider¬ 
able range of food plants : the water plants of its immediate 
surroundings, especially the softer internal parts ; stalks may 
be gnawed through near their bases and carried to the surface, 
or allowed to float to the surface and then recovered; the 
roots of shrubs and trees ; in hard winter periods potatoes, 
turnips, mangolds ; and among its stores can be found seeds, 
nuts, acorns. 

In some of its feeding the Water Vole sits up on its haunches, 
holding the food material in its hands like a squirrel. 

The Water Vole is hardy ; it does not hibernate. Even 
if the stream or pond may be frozen over, the vole can be 
comfortable enough in a shelter-chamber, sometimes in a 
dug-out hollow under cover of tree-roots. Stored provision is 
at hand, and there are always tree-roots and the underground 
stem part to be barked. Here our vole is safe from some of 
its natural enemies : these tireless hunters the lithe weasel 
and the acrobatic stoat, the powerfully active amphibious 
otter, the grave owl so ready to pounce, the hovering 
kestrel, the patiently watching wading heron, the voracious 
pike. 

Sometimes unwillingly the vole comes out into the open, 
driven out. by winter floods that have turned the meadows into 
lakes, when the creature—a good digger—hollows out a 
temporary shelter-place on some sloping tree-clad hillside. 

Economic Importance. —“ The friendly vole,” “ peaceful 
and happy,” “ happy and harmless,” “ no one’s enemy ”— 
all such phrases scattered here and there in the literature 
indicate an attitude to our animal, different from the general 
estimate of the true rats. But the Water Vole is capable of 
a good deal of damage. Embankments may be undermined 
and ruined by its burrows and tunnelling. 

Osier-beds suffer. Here is a complaint in a letter that 
came to me some years ago from Lincolnshire. The estate 
had a small stream running through it. “ We are very much 
troubled here by Water Voles, working below r the surface of 
the osier-beds and cutting the osier sets clean off 3 or 4 inches 
below the surface, so that the sets instead of having 12 inches 
of stem below the surface to take root in the moist soil of the 
bed, they have only 2 or 3 inches to throw r out surface roots, 
and naturally they do not thrive. Instead of these sets being 
firm in the ground by their 12 inches of stem below the surface, 
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they are quite loose when touched. Older stocks have been 
attacked, but not to the same extent.” 

A general mode of attack on standing trees is for the smaller 
roots to be bitten through, and larger ones, as well as the 
portion of stem underground, gnawed and barked right into 
the cambium. This work is always underground, and the 
marks of the front chisel-edged teeth on the outermost youngest 
wood are plain to see. 

In the i Transactions of the Eoyal Scottish Arboricultural 
Society for 1908 ’ Mr Fred Moon gave some notes of damage 
by Water Voles in April and May in a plantation of five-year- 
old Scots Pine, Spruce, and Larch in Eoxburghshire. A burn 
flowed through the plantation. Over a score of Scots Pine 
and some Spruce and Larch had their smaller roots entirely 
eaten, while the larger roots and the underground part of 
the stem were stripped of their bark. Thd damage was noticed 
early, and traps were set. By August over forty Water Voles 
were caught. 

The Water Vole has more forest importance on the Con¬ 
tinent than in Britain. In different years, when in increased 
numbers, it has done considerable damage to young trees of 
various species, oaks especially suffering. 

Millais 1 quotes some evidence, on the authority of reliable 
observers, to show that the Water Vole is not strictly vege¬ 
tarian in diet, but that it sometimes takes small fish, fresh¬ 
water mussels, and aquatic insects. 


The Field Vole [Microtm agrrstis). 

The Field Vole appears in the books under various common 
names such as the Short-t ailed Field Vole, the Meadow Vole, 
the Meadow Mouse, the Grass Mouse; sometimes as the 
Brown Vole in contradistinction to the Bank Vole, which 
is also known as the Eed Vole. It is found over the 
greater part of Europe, is common in England and Scotland, 
but is not found in Ireland. It occurs up to an elevation 
of 2000 feet. 

Description. —The colour of the fur is variable. The 
upper surface is brown or dark brown or grey-brown ; the 
under surface is grey-white. The lighter colour of some and 
the darker colour of others can be associated with differences 
in the surroundings, colours harmonising for purpose of 
concealment. 

Earlier it has been stated that the cheek teeth of voles 
have their crowns showing a pattern of little triangles. The

skull of the Field Vole can be distinguished from all its neigh¬ 
bours—say, in the disgorged pellets of an owl—by the presence 
of an extra prism in the middle upper cheek teeth; there 
are five prisms in agrestis and only four in the Water Vole 
and the Bank Vole. The short tail—only one-third the 
length of head and body—is a feature. 

Habitat. —The Field Vole is a creature of rough pastures 
with coarse grasses, and of moorlands. When in great numbers

they may be found in other pastures and can be a pest in 
plantations. They make runs not much below the surface; 
these runs show every now and again above the surface. 
There are entrance holes, and shelter-places are present in 
the burrows. Concealed in the runs and in the rough grasses, 
the Field Vole does not press itself under notice, and this is 
one reason why, in spite of periodic plagues, there lias been 
little serious study and research regarding it, until the impor¬ 
tant pioneer work of Mr A. D. Middleton and his colleagues 
of the Oxford School. 
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Habits and Food. —The Field Vole is gregarious, but 
though many are found near one another there is no sign 
of co-operative life. It is active by night and by day, and 
there is no hibernation. Continued severe dry frost might 
thin their numbers, but the voles are active under snow. 

The normal food is grass, the succulent basal parts of the 
grasses among which it lives and hides, also young roots, 
the tender shoots of nursery forest trees, succulent leaves, 
bark, seeds, fallen acorns. Their appetite is good—a Field 
Yole may eat up to its own weight of green food in a day. 
This makes it difficult to keep these voles in confinement to 
watch their behaviour, or as laboratory animals. The Oxford

observational study of these Field Voles in the laboratory, 
to keep supplying so much fresh green food, including couch- 
grass and Yorkshire fog and rushes, and succeeded with 
added mangold, carrot, corn, hay. The daily ration per 
vole was :— 


10 grams finely cut grass. 

6 grams carrot or turnip. 

3 grams equal parts of wheat, oats, maize. 

Once a week 20 grams of hay was put into the cage and some 
of the old stuff pulled out. 

Reproduction. —The nest is made of dry grass and other 
herbage, cut and carried off with some fuss. 
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What could be better than Burns f— 

On turning up a Nest with the Plough. 

“ That wee bit heap o’ loaves an’ stibble, 
Has cost thee mony a weary nibble !

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The number of litters in a year and the number of young 
per litter depend on the conditions, favourable or unfavour¬ 
able. When food is abundant and temperature satisfactory 
the number in a litter is high, up to eight (in the vole plague 
of 1891-92 litters of ten were known), but the average is 
probably three to live. The female has eight teats. Drs 
Baker and Kansom, researching as to the possibilities of the 
Field Yole as a laboratory animal for pathological and phy¬ 
siological purposes, published some interesting details. They 
found the gestation period to be twenty-one days (outside 
it may, in natural conditions, be a little longer). A pregnant 
female may also be suckling young. A rutting period imme¬ 
diately followed a litter. The average number to a litter was 
four, though litters of eight were got. The females were 
peaceable, but, in the presence of females, males would fight 
to the death. 

The females are devoted mothers ; they'have been observed, 
when a nest with young has been accidentally exposed, 
carrying their young one by one to a place of safety. In 
Barrett-Hamilton and M. A. C. Hinton’s 6 History of British 
Mammals ’ it is stated that the male can be trusted with his 
own family, but is likely to devour the family of another. 


Economic Importance. 

Agriculture. —The runs and tunnels below the surface of 
the soil mean the cutting through of roots and underground 
stems of grasses and clovers. This, and the fact that grass 
leaves and the succulent bases of grass stems are their favourite 
food, result in a reduced hay yield and also some pasture 
destruction, even when the number of the voles is not exces¬ 
sive. In a plague year thousands of acres of pasture may be 
ruined. 

The impoverishment of pasture carries with it depreciation 
of stock ; this effect on ewes is seen at lambing time in weakly 
offspring. 

Forestry. —In nursery seed-beds and 6 breaks ’ and young 
plantations great damage can be done. “ Only a few plants 
left standing,” was the description in one letter to me. Tender 
roots and the shoots of two to four-year-old plants are eaten; 
sometimes the central axis is left standing up as a stick. 
Older plants and young plants are bitten through at ground 
level. In one of the Forest of Dean plagues many oak saplings 
were spoiled in this stage. Older plants up to ten years of 
age have the bark gnawed away at ground level and for a 
few inches above the surface. 
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In the following Table the work of the three species of vole 
in relation to the forester is described and compared :—

The work of Middleton, in association with the Forestry 
Commission, and the foresters engaged in the present great 
afforestation operations, have emphasised the importance of 
the Field Vole in forestry, and incidentally how changed 
conditions may favour one animal while disfavouring another. 
The afforestation work lias meant in some districts the removal 
of sheep and the fencing of the area to be planted. In absence 
of sheep along with protection against tin*, rabbit, the grasses 
have flourished, offering abundance of food for the vole. 
Warned of the danger, the forester can be ready with measures 
that may hold the voles in check before great mischief is done. 
Two to four-year-old pine, spruce, and larch have suffered, 
but broad-leaved species are also taken. Schlich, dealing 
with continental experience, names the hawthorn as a favourite 
for voles, two to four-year-old plants being quite spoiled, and 
the same author names hornbeam, beech, aspen, willow. 
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Vole Plagues. 

There are records of plagues of Field Mice all down the 
years, abroad and at home, and it is significant that the mouse 
in Egypt and the East is a symbol for pestilence. Students 
of Scripture will remember the destruction of Sennacherib’s 
army of 185,000 men reported in the Book of Kings, a defeat 
which saved Judah and the Egypt of that time. 

“ Like the leaves of tho forest when summer is green 
That host with their banners at sunset was seen, 

Like the leaves of the forest when autumn hath blown 
That host on the morrow lay withered and strewn. 

“ And the widows of Ashur are loud in their wail, 

And the idols are broke in the temples of Baal, 

And tho might of the Gentile unsmote by the sword 
Hath melted like snow in the glance of the Lord.” 

Herodotus 1 —not always too trustworthy—states that the 
Assyrians—their arrows spoiled and their bowstrings bitten 
through—owed their defeat to a great plague of Field Mice, 
whose hordes “ gnawed the quivers and the shield handles 
of the invaders, who precipitately fled.” Hczekiah and Isaiali 
hail the miraculous defeat as a fulfilment of prophecy, and the 
Egyptians praised their gods. 

In the United States of America voles or short-tailed mice, 
known in America as Meadow Mice, are numerous in species 
and races, and are the cause of great annual loss to farmer, 
orchardist, and forester. As in Europe, they periodically reach 
enormous numbers, and their ravages are in proportion. In 
one district of Nevada in the winters of 1906-08 they ruined 
the alfalfa crop over 18,000 acres, entailing a loss of a quarter 
of a million dollars. 2 

On the Continent of Europe there have been in the present 
century destructive vole plagues in Greece, Turkey, Italy, 
Bavaria, France. The plagues in Thessali (Greece) in the 
’eighties, in Bavaria in 1910, and in the eastern parts of 
France in 1912, when hordes of voles, 3 in all three cases, 
did enormous damage, furnished opportunity for trying out, 
on a large scale, one or other virus. Professor LoefHer, in 
Central Europe, had already experimented with and reported 
favourably on a bacillus (Bacillus typhi murium ), cultures 
having been made by him from bacteria found in mice suffering 
from a disease resembling typhoid fever. Loeffler, invited to

* The commonest and most destructive species of vole on the European Conti¬ 
nent is Microtu8 arvalis , nearly allied to our Microtus agrestis. 
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Greece, tested his bacilli on the Thessalian voles in the labora¬ 
tory, and they proved susceptible. Some success attended 
the use of the cultures of bacilli in the fields. 

As regards the plague of Field Mice in Bavaria in 1910, 
the authorities experimented with various remedial measures, 
and the Koyal Agricultural and Botanical Institute reported 
that the best fumigating agent was bisulphide of carbon, and 
the best direct poison was strychnine and barium carbonate. 
1 refer to these later. Eat virus—the culture of disease- 
causing bacilli—was also recommended, application to be in 
Spring, when the voles were least resistant to the disease, 
and when food being scarce the hungry voles were forced to 
eat the bacteria-treated baits ; the treatment also to be 
applied in Autumn after October. The applications should 
be in early morning or in the evening. Fine weather should 
be chosen, as rain may spoil the baits. 

It is interesting that the Bavarian authorities, after experi¬ 
ments in 1911 and 1912, gave it as their opinion that vole- 
infestation could be prevented from assuming the dimensions 
of a plague if there was general co-operation for systematic 
measures of eradication in Spring before seeding and in Autumn 
after harvest. 1 

In the vole plague in France 2 in 1912, £10,000 was voted 
to d<dray the cost of applying Danysz Virus, a preparation 
with the authority of the Pasteur Institute. Le Batin, another 
virus, was also tested, and as a result added to the list of useful 
remedies. A 70 per cent mortality of voles was the most 
favourable result, whereas it was estimated that to cope 
with the reproductive activity of the voles a 90 per cent 
kill was necessary. 

In connection with the work against the voles in France 
two statements were made—namely, that treatment on a 
wider scale led to the emigration of the voles ; and that there 
existed somewhere permanent breeding grounds where the 
voles could remain dormant, or in a balanced state, for a time, 
and from which they might spread on the return of conditions 
that favoured them. 

These*- two interesting statements need further exploration. 


Vole Plagues in Britain. 

In 1580-81 there was a plague of voles in Essex and Kent, 
in Essex again in 1648, and in Norfolk in 1715.

VOLES AND SHREWS. 


The following quaint statement is from Stowe’s 6 Chronicle ’ 1 : 
“ In the marshes of Danesby Hundred, in a place called Soutli- 
minster, in the county of Essex, there sodanlie appeared an 
infinite number of mice which overwhelming the whole earth 
in the said marshes, did sheare and gnaw the grass by the 
roots, spoyling and tainting the same with their venomous 
teeth in such sort that the cattell that grazed thereon were 
smitten with a murraine and died thereof, which vermin e 
by policie of man could not be destroyed, till at last it came 
to pass that there flocked together such a number of owles, 
as all the shire was able to yield, whereby the marsh-holders 
were slowly deliverd from the vexation of the said mice the 
like of this was also in Kent.” 

And as to Norfolk: “ Once, in about 6 or 7 years, Ililgay, 
of about 1000 acres is infested with an incredible number of 
field-mice, which like locusts would devour the corn of every 
kind. Invariably there followed a prodigious flight of Norway 2 
owles, and they tarry until the mice are entirely destroyed by 
them.” 

In 1813-14 the Forest of Dean, Gloucestershire, and the 
New Forest, Hampshire, suffered severely. Great numbers 
of five-year-old oak and chestnut were destroyed by being 
gnawed at ground-level. The statement is made that the 
pests climbed the hollies to a height of 6 feet and,stripped the 
branches ; but this climbing suggests not the Field Vole but 
the Bank Yole. The Long-tailed Wood Mouse (Apodemus 
sylvaticus) was also present with the voles. The figures offered 
are 98 per cent voles, 2 per cent Long-tailed Wood Mouse. 
In trap trenches that were dug as a remedial measure, 30,000 
voles were taken at Forest of Dean and 15,000 at the New 
Forest. 

The two worst vole plagues of the last half of the nine¬ 
teenth century were the 1874-76 plague and the devastation 
of 1890-92. In both, the Scottish Border hill pastures bore 
the brunt of the attack; but Cumberland, Westmorland, 
and parts of Yorkshire were also involved. The voles were 
in immense numbers, and great stretches of pasture were 
ruined. “ Children amused themselves by hunting the voles 
from morning till night.” “ The dogs devoured them until 
they were sick.” Many a blow was aimed at them with 
sticks by those walking over the fields—not always successful, 
for the Field Yole, though not the equal of the Bank Yole 
in agility, stands not on the order of its going when chased. 
A small spade would be surer than a walking-stick. 

One record tells how a farmer, cutting a four-acre field of

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corn, noticed the voles being driven inwards. When a small 
patch—20 feet by 5 feet—remained he obtained assistance, 
and, aided by three dogs, secured a bag of about 100 voles. 
An increased number of natural enemies, famine for the voles, 
and, in some areas, a continued frost in April and May, helped 
to end the plague. An accompaniment was harm to and death 
of stock. The pasturage on which the sheep depended in 
spring had been destroyed. “ The ground was strewed with 
dry grass blades, and the bogland on which the sheep depend 
in April and May had been eaten down to the roots.” A 
poor lambing season naturally followed, and there was loss 
by death among the hardy hill sheep. A sheep must needs 
be hardy to thrive even in good times on some of the higher 
bogland farms, with their moorland flora of coarse and wiry 
grasses like purple molinia and mat grass ; sedges such as 
Garex , Scirpus , and Eriophorum; and rushes of different 
kinds, of which Juncus squaroxus is a favourite. The young 
shoots of heather in Spring are also eaten. Sir Walter Elliott 
has described the conditions and also some of the happenings 
in a vole plague in a Communication to that repository of 
interesting things, the Berwickshire Naturalists’ (flub. He also 
brought the vole plague before the British Association. 


The Vole Plague in the South of Scotland in 1892 
and the Departmental Committee. 

The area of vole attack was chiefly the upland hill pastures 
in Roxburghshire, Dumfriesshire, and Kirkcudbrightshire. 
Selkirk and Lanark also experienced the vole visitation as 
part of an affected area sixty miles long by twelve miles to 
twenty miles in breadth. The main trouble was in the Border 
counties, where 80,000 to 90,000 acres of pasturage were 
affected, and at least a quarter of this quite ruined, increase 
in the number of voles had been commented on in 1889, 1890, 
and 1891, but the plague came to its peak in 1892, when the 
Field Vole swarmed over the infested pastures in millions. 
The Board of Agriculture had received warnings and com¬ 
plaints. Representations had been made by the Highland 
and Agricultural Society, and in January 1892 a letter was 
read from the Secretary of the Board acknowledging the com¬ 
munications from the Highland and Agricultural Society, 
thanking the Society for its offer of assistance, and stating 
the Board’s intention to make an inquiry. 1 In May 1892, on 
the motion of the Rev. John Gillespie, 2 a Committee was

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selected to give information and help to the Board of Agri¬ 
culture. The Board of Agriculture appointed a Departmental 
Committee on 22nd May 1892. This Committee issued its 
Report in 1893. 

The witnesses examined by the Committee gave evidence 
of the widespread havoc wrought by the voles. One tenant 
of 3000 acres, his men working witli dogs, destroyed 30,000 
voles in three months. Another on an area of 3000 acres 
estimated that 15,000 voles had been killed in a month. Still 
another with 4260 acres estimated his kill at 650 a day. 

As upland pasture became foul or exhausted the voles in 
search of food migrated to the lower pastures. Plantations 
suffered and the young shoots of heather were eaten. 

Effect on the Pasture .—The members of the Committee 
walking over the ground saw the grass, which at the end of 
June should have been in the full flush of verdure, lying in 
withered wisps, while the heather, useful in winter for the 
feeding of the stock, had also been damaged. 

Effects on the Stock. —The, sheep were in low condition in 
consequence of tin; deficiency of food. The ewes, greatly 
emaciated, suckled their lambs with difficulty. Deficiency in 
the crop of lambs. Deficiency in the quality of the lambs. 
Loss by death of both weakly ewes and lambs. There; was 
also the cost of extra labour and hand-feeding. 


Cause of tiie Plague. 

The Report of the Departmental Committee puts forward 
two reasons for the hordes of voles : the succession of favour¬ 
ing weather conditions, and the reduction of nat ural enemies 
of the vole :— 

1. Favouring weather brings with it luxuriant growth of 

grass and other herbage. Abundance of food is 
associated with greater fertility of the voles. A 
winter without continued hard frost means less 
mortality among the voles ; an abundant and healthy 
breeding stock of voles in a favouring spring means 
an earlier mating, followed in summer by more 
litters and an increased number of young to the 
litter. One of the witnesses spoke of the luxuriant 
roughness of the pasture fields as affording increased 
protective shelter to the voles from their enemies. 

2. The natural enemies of the vole are:—the fox, stoat, 

weasel, owls, the kestrel-hawk or windhover, buzzard, 
gulls, raven, carrion-crow, the hoodie or grey-backed 
crow, the rook. Not all of these are equally useful. 
Foxes cannot be protected and encouraged; the 
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Great Black-backed Gull is, and the Carrion Crow 
and the Hoodie in numbers can be, dangerous ; the 
raven is not very common. 

There should not be war against tin; stoat and the weasel 
(local conditions will settle the policy); the owls and the 
kestrel should be encouraged. Among owls the Short-eared 
Owl was a. winter immigrant, numbers crossing the North 
Sea to return home after the winter. Of its two places of resi¬ 
dence in the year for the migratory bird, home is always the 
place where it has its nest and rears its young. Great numbers 
of Short-eared Owls came to tin* Border counties during the 
Vole Plague and the immigrants remained. Not only did 
they stay but they nested, rearing two broods in the year 
and laying clutches of eggs considerably above the average. 
The increase in numbers of stoats and weasels is also notice¬ 
able when voles are in maximum number. Middleton writes, 1 
on the authority of Mr Fraser the Forest Officer: “ An 

interesting effect* of a vole plague was recorded from the 
Cowal district of Argyll, where voles reached a maximum 
in 1926 and stoats and weasels became very abundant as a 
consequence. In the spring of 1927 the voles suddenly dis¬ 
appeared ; then an army of stoats and weasels, left with 
nothing to eat, adopted the nearest alternative food supply, 
and indicted severe losses on all the poultry-keepers through¬ 
put that area in 1927.” I refer to such food-chains later under 
Balance, of Nature. While food, weather, and natural enemies 
have all a distinct, relation to plagues of voles, there is still 
something to find out, some secret not yet extorted from 
Nature. 


How Plagues End. 

Food failing from the ravages of the voles, these began to 
suffer from hunger. Many died. Others remaining fell away 
in reproductive activity ; the bird enemies were still numerous 
and competing for food, and Nature took a hand with epidemic, 
disease. There is disappointingly little accurate anti observed 
evidence as to the extent of disease among the voles in this 
Scottish plague. 

As regards weather in its influence on vole population, 
Middleton emphasises the nature of the winter. Cold winter 
weather, if the ground be snow-covered, does not necessarily 
disfavour the voles, for they can be comfortable enough under 
snow, but hard frost in absence of snow means mortality 
among the voles. Such winter frosts and frost in spring can 
serve as guides to likely numbers of voles.

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Control of Voles. 

Tlie reader is referred to last year’s ‘ Transactions ’ 1 for 
the general account of control of rats and mice. The materials 
used against rats and mice can serve also against voles, 
but with different modes of life the methods employed may 
be different. In the case of voles, exterminative and remedial 
measures are related to the number of the enemy and the 
nature of the ground affected. For example, while the digging 
of large holes or trenches with sloping sides, as pitfalls, as 
practised in the Forest of Dean plague, might be a practicable 
measure there (many thousands of voles were so trapped, 
and while awaiting destruction fought with and killed one 
another), this method could not be practised in a rough 
bogland hill farm in Roxburghshire. A« a witness before the 
Committee put it: “ How many holes would 1 need to dig, 
and what would be the cost of labour on my farm of some 
thousands of acres"? ” Not only the extent of the ground but 
its nature made this and such methods as trampling or rolling 
impracticable, although suitable in other places. 


Trapping. 

In a limited and circumscribed area such as gardens, lawns, 
&c., intensive trapping is a very helpful measure. Especially 
this should be practised against the Bank Vole. 


Fumigation or Gassing. 

An excellent fumigant is bisulphide of carbon. In the 
Bavarian plague in 1910 it was found satisfactory even with 
the rough and ready method of soaking pieces of sacking in 
the liquid and then pushing this into the runs with sticks. 
Now there is good fumigating apparatus for the purpose. 
But on a large scale the use of bisulphide of carbon is too 
expensive, and there is risk, to the careless or not knowledge¬ 
able worker, of explosion. To the expert worker there is 
really no risk. In my article on “ Eats and Mice ” 1 men¬ 
tioned as fumigants chlorine gas and sulphur dioxide and 
calcium cyanide:— 

“ Calcium cyanide is also excellent as a dust driven into the 
burrows. In tho presence of moisture (the moisture of the earth)

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a poisonous gas, hydrocyanic acid or prussic acid gas, is given off, 
and this asphyxiates the rats. In the use of calcium cyanide a quiet 
day or a wet one should be chosen so that the liberated gas does 
not disappear too quickly. One should not inhale the dust and, 
indeed, with all these poisonous gases care should be taken not to 
inhale them.” 

Where the ground is suitable for fumigation there remains 
this drawback in its use against voles : the number of entrance 
holes to the 4 runs ’ and the difficulty of closing them all. 
Further, many of the runs are open to the air above, and so 
cannot be fumigated. 


Poisoning. 

A direct poison like strychnine has been found very useful, 
but it dare not be scattered at large because of the risk to 
other animals. Besides, there is a Poison Law in Britain. 
In work against voles in gardens, lawns, seed-beds in the 
United States, the poison being screened under boards and 
in other ways to prevent the access of birds or other animals, 
the following was recommended. 1 Dissolve slowly A ounce 
of sulphate of strychnine in 1 pint of boiling water and pour 
it over as much oatmeal (2 pounds) as it will wet. Place a 
teaspoonful at the prepared protected places. 


Barium Carbonate. 

This poison had a good record in its use against voles in 
the plague in Bavaria. It is a mineral poison which has the 
great advantages of being cheap, tasteless, without smell, 
and only mildly poisonous. Though a mild poison, and, in 
the quantity to kill a rat, harmless to domestic animals and 
poultry, yet the baits should be so placed as to be out of reach 
of these. Poisoned baits should always be laid by a responsible 
person. 

The Ministry of Agriculture recommend the following 2 
barium carbonate baits :— 

1. Barium Carbonate powder . . I part by weight. 

Cheese grated (or minced kipper) . „ „ 

Dripping. 

Fine, oatmeal .... ,, ,, 

Melt the fat and mix it thoroughly with the dry 
ingredients to form a thick paste.

Rolled oats . . . .2 parts by weight. 

Dripping . . . . .1 part by weight. 

Prepare as in No. 1. In summer use rather less fat. 

3. Barium Carbonate powder . . 1 part by weight. 

Fino oatmeal . . . .2 parts by weight. 

Castor sugar . . . .1 part by weight. 

Rub all tho ingredients through a lino sieve and mix well. 

Iii using the above recipes the quantity to be used for each 
bait is one small teaspoonful for rats and half the quantity for 
mice. 

The bait can be laid wrapped in small twists of tissue paper. 


Viruses. 

Virus, in the sense used here, dilfers from an ordinary 
poison inasmuch as the virus is composed of living bacteria, 
cultures of which have been made from rats or mice or voles 
suffering from a specific bacterial disease. Bacteria of the 
culture are added to approved baits. When the baits are 
swallowed by the rat, mouse, or vole, the bacteria multiply 
and set up a disease of the animal’s alimentary canal, causing 
death after a short period of enfeeblement. The Dailysz 
Virus and the Liverpool Virus, Le Ratio, Lirffler’s bacillus, 
are samples. 

These viruses are the result of thought and specialised 
work in the laboratory ; they have scientific justification and 
have had some success, in spite of some disadvantages in 
labour and application and the risks of weather. They should 
not be used as the sole means of control, but as supplementing 
other measures. 


Repellents. 

Foresters and orchardists arc familiar with the use of 
washes to prevent animals gnawing the bark of trees, and for 
other purposes. Here is one recommended 1 for protection as 
a repellent to voles in winter: slake quicklime in water, and 
add copper sulphate till the colour is deep blue. This should 
be painted on the bark of young trees at ground level. The 
work should be done on a warm day in winter, for the repellent 
should dry on the bark and not freeze. The application 
should be liberal, and must be repeated when, in time, rain 
has cleaned the bark again. It is only on occasion that this 
individual treatment can be applied, but, using a spray-pump

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and a whitewash nozzle, some protection can be given to 
shrubbery. The same authority also mentions as useful a 
lime-sulphur solution in water. 

Concerted Measures. 

Plagues do not come like a thief in the night but may 
have small beginnings. But as the Apostle James says 
(although he was not speaking of voles) : “ Behold how great 
a matter a little lire kiDdleth.” One should attack in the 
beginning when the numbers are seen to be increasing and 
when concerted measures have a chance of success. It is 
too late when the voles have increased to hordes. The increase 
in numbers is gradual; a repetition of favourable summers, 
the absence of severe dry frosts, all should make the farmer 
suspicious of vole trouble. More certain knowledge of vole 
plague-cycles would also help. 

The Departmental Committee Report points out that any 
measures against the voles had been isolated. It is urged 
that there should be combined and concerted measures on 
the part of owner and occupier. 

Favourable times would be in early spring before the 
mating of the voles or in autumn after harvest. 


Epidemic Disease. 

Epidemic disease is one of Nature’s ways of bringing an 
animal plague to an end. We know of such outbreaks among 
rats and mice. There has never been the same definiteness 
as regards voles. Statements have been made, and there is 
nothing unlikely about them. There were lacking detailed 
reports of the examination of clinical material in the laboratory 
that connected the sickly voles with some specific disease. 
I have already stated that the Departmental Committee 
quote nothing certain oil this matter. 

Research on this subject was one of the aims of the Oxford 
University Rodent Investigation Committee. Following two 
maximum (not plague) years for voles, the voles w r ere noticed 
in certain districts to bo dropping off suddenly, and as cir¬ 
cumstantial evidence pointed to an epidemic disease, voles 
were caught and sent to the laboratory. On examination 
19 per cent (933 voles had been sent for examination) showed 
an infection with a minute parasite named Toxoplasma. The 
parasites were found in the brain as little collections of proto¬ 
plasm, 1 most commonly in the cerebral lobes of the brain. 

In laboratory experiments the disease was, by intra-cerebral

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inoculation, passed on to the Bank Yole, the Water Vole, the 
Guinea-pig, and the Rabbit. Not very much is known yet 
in the world of science of Toxoplasma, which meanwhile has 
been placed, waiting further study, in the parasitic Sporozoa 
section of the Protozoa, or animals composed of a single 
ceU. 

Toxoplasma has been found in other animals, but this 
case in the vole is the only one found in a wild animal in 
natural conditions in the open. 


Is there a Four-year Vole Cycle t 1 

The investigation into the numbers of British voles, financed 
by the old Empire Marketing Board, was under the direction 
of Mr Charles Elton, and had the courtesy of the Department 
of Zoology and Comparative Anatomy at Oxford. In con¬ 
nection with his research Mr Middleton did much hard spade 
work, in which the approving Forestry Commission, through 
its officers, gave valuable assistance. 

A four years’ cycle does not mean a plague every four 
years, but every four years the voles reach a maximum 
number and then fall off again. In special circumstances 
the maximum may reach the dimensions of a plague. 

In tabular and diagrammatic form Mr Middleton illustrates 
his evidence, and in a summary says :— 

‘ i As a result of an extensive intelligence system throughout 
Great Britain it has been found that past maximum years 
for the Field Yole show a regular periodicity of approximately 
four years. The causes of this cycle are not yet fully under¬ 
stood, but there is evidence that disease is the compelling 
mechanism in some instances and that climatic factors are also 
involved.” 

The theory will be tested by detailed observation of the 
voles as the years pass, and should the periodicity be 
proved, then anticipatory preventive and remedial measures 
can be arranged for and carried out. Just as they are, let us 
say, on the Continent of Europe with the insect known as 
the Cockchafer, and in the United States of America with 
that extraordinary insect the 17-year locust. 

The Cockchafer (Melolontha vulgaris) has in Central Europe 
a four years’ cycle (in the warmer parts of Europe a three- 
year cycle, in the colder parts extended to five years). The 
swarm years of the adults are known, and annihilative measures 
prepared beforehand.

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The 17-year Locust (Magicicada septemdecim ), which is not 
really a locust but a cousin of the Greenfly, has a life-cycle 
of seventeen years. The females, after pairing, lay their eggs 
in slits cut in twigs and branches of trees. From the egg 
hatches a six-legged form which leaves the tree and enters 
the soil, and spends the next seventeen years of its life there, 
feeding at the root’s expense. When ready for their last 
moult they leave the roots and come above the surface. 
A moult follows, and now the insect is adult and winged. 
Pairing follows and the beginning of a new cycle of seventeen 
years. 

The time of emergence is registered in the different States, 
and so destructive measures can be applied before the new 
brood has had time to do much harm. 


The Bank Vole (Evotomys glareolus). 

This vole also ranges over England and Scotland to almost 
the >iorth. It is absent from Ireland. 

Apart from its brighter colour and other external differ¬ 
ence (see earlier, on p. 85), it has other characteristics that 
distinguish it from the Field Vole (M. agrestis). For example, 
it is more active and agile, is an expert climber, and moves 
with quick confidence among the twigs and branches of trees 
and shrubs in hedgerows and plantations. Bather than the 
open moorland and upland pastures favoured by the Field 
Vole ( agrestis ), the Bank Vole frequents dry-clad hedge-banks 
and railway banks, sheltered situations bordering on planta¬ 
tions and woods, gardens with recesses and rockeries. 

Description .—Colour of upper surface reddish-brown or 
reddish chestnut-brown; the sides greyer, under surface 
wliitish-grey. 

The ears are very hairy and stand up out of the fur ; this 
and their being somewhat darker than the fur makes them 
conspicuous, an excellent distinguishing character from the 
Field Vole. 

The hands or forepaws have five fingers and there are five 
pads on the palm ; there are five toes and six pads on the sole. 
In case of necessity it runs well and can also swim. 

The tail is very hairy and half the length of the combined 
head and body. 

Habits .—The runs are partly above the surface; these 
runs or burrows may go in all directions, and at intervals 
enlarged chambers for shelter are found, sometimes in use as 
store-houses. The Bank Vole does not hibernate, but in very 
severe weather remains in shelter, eating from its stores and 
sleeping. Normally it is out and about, not only at night but 
in the daytime. The Bank Vole can run well, swims well 
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in case of necessity, ami as a juniper is an easy first compared 
with agrestis . 

Mr Rope, who kept some Bank Voles in confinement as 
pets, 1 writes kindly and with knowledge about them. Gener¬ 
ally peaceful, they sometimes became angry. Raising them¬ 
selves on their hind-legs, the angry voles fought to the accom¬ 
paniment of grinding teeth and a kind of grunting squeal. 
As a rule there was more noise and fuss than harm done. 
The Bank Vole, however, is cannibalistic, and a weakly vole

may be killed and devoured by a stronger one, the fur being 
left. 

Food .—The diet, which is chiefly vegetable, is a very 
varied one. 

Less harmful in the field than Microtus agrestis , grass not 
being its staple food, the Bank Vole can be troublesome in 
garden and orchard, and is no friend of the forester. ‘Bulbs 
and corms planted to give flowers in spring, garden peas, 
seeds, potatoes, turnips (in confinement they refused turnips 
and carrots), Brussels-sprouts, fallen acorns and chestnuts,

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hips, haws, berries (for which they climb), nuts, apples in 
store, and also some green herbage. 

With regard to nuts, Mr Douglas English, quoted by 
Millais, 1 tells of finding, along with several Bank Voles (several 
Bank Voles may be found in a common nest in winter-time), 
a store of ninety-three cob nuts. Mr English fed these nuts 
to three Bank Voles in confinement. He placed the nuts 
some distance away, and the voles, issuing from their cover, 
removed the nuts by gripping the more pointed end in their 
teeth, or carried them tucked under their chins, and some¬ 
times by rolling them in front of them. Some years ago I 
had a complaint from Hampshire of considerable loss of cob 
nuts in a small orchard of forty nut bushes. Bank Voles 
were caught in set traps, and owls were heard at night in the 
orchard. Mr Bope’s pet Bank Voles became expert fly¬ 
catchers. 

Forest Importance .—The Bank Vole is not a very serious 
enemy of the forester. It may gnaw the bark underground 
and up the stem to a height of 12 feet, and it bites oil' the 
buds of larch. It also takes berries and other fruits. When 
the Bank Vole eats the bark of thin stems and branches it 
does not gnaw the outermost youngest wood. No tooth 
marks are visible on this outermost wood. Sometimes the 
bark is gnawed away imperfectly, so that little islands, as it 
were, are left, and very careful looking with a hand-lens may 
reveal the marks of the incisor teeth as fine lines on the sides 
of the isolated uneaten parts. 

Reproduction .—The nest, typically underground, is made of 
interwoven dry grass, with the inside lined with carefully 
shredded and bitten-up herbage. Mating begins early ; there 
are several litters in the year, and young may be seen well 
into autumn. The number in a litter is four to eight. The 
Bank Vole makes a good mother. 


The Shrews. 

The late Sir Herbert Maxwell once asked, “ When is a 
mouse not a mouse f ” and he answered the question by 
saying, “ When it is a shrew! ” It would be less ambiguous 
if the name shrew or shrews were used alone instead of the 
terms Shrew Mouse or Shrew Mice. The word mouse carries 
with it harmful associations, whereas the shrew is, for the 
gardener and the farmer, not only a harmless but an actively 
useful animal. The shrew is not a gnawing mammal or 
rodent like the rats and mice and voles, but belongs to 
quite a different order of mammals—namely, the Inscctivora

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(see p. 116). Shrews have the following distinguishing 
characters:— 

1. A long-pointed snout with bristles on its sides, and very 

evident nostrils at the tip. 

2. The front teeth or incisors are not chisel-edged as they 

are in rat, mouse, vole. 

3. The two front incisors of the upper jaw—one on each 

side of the middle line—are recurved or hook-like, while 
the corresponding two in the lower jaw project straight 
forwards and have cutting or serrated edges. 

4. The teeth on the sides of the jaw have their crowns 

raised into cutting and grinding edges, that form a 
W-shaped pattern. 

5. There is no empty space between the front teeth and 

those behind (see specially the upper jaw) as in rat, 
mouse, and vole, but there are feetli all the way. 

6. The teeth number thirty-two or thirty, whereas no rat 

or mouse or vole has more than sixteen teeth. 

7. The tips of the teeth of British shrews are red or red- 

brown. 1 

<S. The shrew, especially in periods of excitement, gives oil* 
an unpleasant strong cheesy or musky odour, this 
emanating from a skin gland on each side of the animal 
between the fore and hind legs ; stiff hairs cover the 
gland. 


The Different Kinds of Siirew. 

There are three species in Britain, more or less common 
from the very North of Scotland to the South of England. 
Here is a key to those species, simplified, from Barrott- 
Hamilton and Hinton, 2 but sufficient for ordinary working 
purposes :— 

I. Colour, red-brown, or brown above and grey below; no 
fringes of stiff hairs on the feet; no keel to the tail ; teeth, 
thirty-two in number and red-brown at the tip. 

(a) Length of head and body, 2f inches ; tail, half as long 
as head and body ; hind foot, | inch and over in 
length—viz., the Common Shrew (Sorex araneus 
castaneus (or Sorex vulgaris in the older books). 

(ft) Length of head and body, 2 inches ; tail, more than 
half the length of head and body ; hind foot, less

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than i inch in length—viz., the Pygmy or Lesser 
Shrew (Sorex minutus). 

II. Length, about 3f inches; colour, slate-black above, 
white-grey below; feet fringed with stiff hairs; tail with a 
keel; teeth, thirty and red-brown at the tip—viz., the Water 
Shrew (Neomys fodiem or Crassopus fodiens). 


Tiie Common Shrew (Sorex araneus). 

The Common Shrew measures 2f inches from tip of snout 
to root of tail. The fur is soft and in colour brown or red-

brown; the shade varies with the age of the animal. The 
tail, which does not taper to a point, is covered with stiff 
hairs, and is half as long as the head and body. The snout, 
which is a marked feature of a shrew, has evident nostrils at 
its tip. There are five fingers and five toes, all clawed, but 
the claws are weak without modification for burrowing. The 
eyes are very small, the sense of smell is keen, and the snout 
bears sensitive hairs or whiskers. The teeth are thirty-two 
in number, ten on each side in the upper jaw and six on each 
side in the lower jaw. The Common Shrew is widely dis¬ 
tributed over the mainland of Great Britain from north to 
south and also the nearer islands. It is absent from Ireland. 
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Disposition and Habits. 

The shrew does not invite attention from the observer. 
Shy and sensitive it seeks cover, a creature of the under¬ 
growth, in hedge-banks and hedge-bottoms. Active in habit, 
the shrew seems always in a hurry and ever in a rage. Its 
note is a repeated highly pitched squeaking, whistling, or 
sibilant sound, not audible to everyone; but to those who can 
hear it, a characteristic sound of challenge and defiance from 
the hedgerow. Shrews are most pugnacious animals, fighting 
when they meet. In the open and with plenty of elbow-room 
no great harm may result, but it would be unwise to keep 
two together in confinement, as a fight to the death would 
follow, the cannibalistic victor making a meal of the 
vanquished. * 

The normal food of the Common Shrew consists of insects 
of the soil in all stages—adult, grub or caterpillar, and pupa— 
slugs, snails, slaters or woodlice, earthworm. The shrew has 
a voracious appetite, eating—when opportunity affords—its 
own weight in a day. Their rapid powers of digestion and 
their voracity mean that a considerable part of the shrew’s 
life is made up of hunting and feeding. Incidentally 
the providing of food in sufficient quantity is a problem 
that faces the student and observer who attempts to keep 
shrews in confinement. Miss Phyllis Kelway, beaten to 
get the normal food for her shrews from the soil owing to 
a prolonged drought, collected and offered a supply of 
whelks, which were taken, greedily. The same lady tells of 
the i frenzy ’ with which a shrew attacked a fat slug and the 
nervous annoyance it showed when its fingers stuck together 
with the slug’s exuded slime. Tn confinement the shrew 
showed itself not a wasteful feeder, for any food left over 
after a meal was carefully hidden away, to be recovered and 
devoured after a restful sleep. Shrews are also thirsty crea¬ 
tures. The Common Shrew, though a land animal, takes 
willingly to the water and swims well. The shrew is out and 
about by both day and night. While able to provide its own 
shelter, the shrew takes advantage of the burrows made by 
other animals, and has often been found in the burrows of 
the Field Yole. Though it may lie up in periods of severe 
winter weather, the shrew is not a hibernating animal, as is 
proved by trapping. Incidentally the shrew is easy to trap 
by any meat bait or by cheese. 

Breeding takes place from April or May onwards to the 
autumn. 

“ Fiona Macleod ” uses more than poetic licence in the verse:— 

“ The Shrew Mouse builds her windy nest 
And laughs amid the com,'* 
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for tho nest is composed of soft herbage—dried grass typically 
—placed in a cavity in the ground, in the open, or sheltered 
in a hedge-bank or under cover of the root of a tree. It is 
ball-shaped or, as Adams , 1 quoted by Barrett-Hamilton, 
describes it, cup-shaped with a roof. The young are born 
naked, blind, helpless. The number in a litter varies from 
three to eight. 


Mortality of the Shrew. 

A much observed and commented on feature in the round 
of life of the shrew is the large numbers of dead shrews found 
lying in the open, especially in autumn. The bodies of this 
ordinarily elusive creature are then plain to see. None of 
the reasons offered is absolutely convincing. Epidemic disease 
is blamed, but proof is lacking; failure of the food supply 
due to excessive competition ; that the shrews have been 
killed by animals which reject the shrew as food. The dog 
and the cat kill shrews, but as a rule leave the dead animal 
undevoured, repelled by the odorous gland. As regards the 
cat, folklore in vogue offers another explanation. 

Ten or twelve years ago a correspondent in 6 Country Life ’ 
recalled a traditional belief in some parts of Middle England. 
When a baby smiled in its sleep it was believed that the soul 
of the little one was on its way back to the Creator for in¬ 
struction. So that tho child be found in the same place on 
the soul’s return, the little one was not to be awakened. For 
speed and accuracy in its departure and return to its abode 
the soul took on the form of a shrew. This is why the eat 
refuses to eat the shrew. Should the laughing baby be 
awakened and bo moved away so that the soul on returning 
failed to find its home, the chiid grew up an idiot. 

Tho kestrel and the owl both capture the shrew for food. 
Perhaps the shrew lives too fast and its hold on life is poor, 
the complete span of life being a year or a little over. 

Folklore. 

The unknown is disliked and feared. Now the shrew, 
elusive, secretive, ill-observed, and not studied, has been the 
play of superstition all down the ages. Legend and very 
unnatural history and exaggerated belief have all associated 
the shrew with powers of evil. 

Aristotle wrote that it was “ dangerous to horses and other 
draught animals, producing boils ”; to the Romans the 
shrew was an augury of evil; down through the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries it was variously described as a

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“ venomous boast,” “ its bite was poisonous,” “ a ravening 
beast ” with “ a cruel inside ” ; “ it loveth no creature and 
no creature loveth it.” Eight into the eighteenth century 
the belief prevailed that lameness in an animal followed the 
touch of the shrew. If a shrew ran over an animal, the shrew- 
run animal might not recover from the ailment that followed. 
But Nature had provided a cure in the ash tree, once this tree 
after ceremonial rites had been transformed into a ‘ shrew ash.’ 
Such shrew-ash trees could be seen in Scotland and England 
not so very long ago. Many of our readers will know the oft- 
quoted account given by Gilbert White . 1 White writes of 
an ash tree that for long had been looked on with veneration 
“ as a shrew ash.” A shrew ash is an ash whose twigs or 
branches when gently applied to the limbs of cattle will 
immediately relieve the pain which a beast suffers from the 
running of a shrew over the part affected; for it is supposed 
that a shrew is so baneful and deleterious a creature that 
wherever it creeps over a beast, be it horse, cow, or sheep, the 
suffering animal is affected with cruel anguish and threatened 
with the loss of the use of the limb. Against this accident to 
which they were continually liable our provident forefathers 
always kept a shrew ash at hand, which when once medicated 
would maintain its virtue for ever. 

A shrew ash was made thus : into the body of the tree a 
deep hole was bored with an auger, and a poor devoted shrew 
was thrust in alive and plugged in. 

“ As for this tree the late Yicar burned it, regardless of the 
remonstrances of the bystanders, who interceded in vain for 
its preservation, urging its proven efficiency.” 

Another reputed cure for a shrew-run animal was to lead 
the affected boast through an arch formed by a branch from 
a briar or a bramble rooted at both ends. 


The Pygmy or Lesser Shrew (Sorex minutus). 

This happily named Tom Thumb of British mammals is 
common enough over Scotland and England as well as in 
some of the farther away islands. It is the only shrew found 
in Ireland. In general appearance and colour it resembles 
the Common Shrew, and doubtless has been often mistaken 
for the young of the Common Shrew. 

Apart from its smaller size one should note as characteristic 
of the Pygmy Shrew the hairy tail, two-thirds the length of 
head and body, and the narrower snout with an abundant 
whisker. Millais 2 gives as a helpful character the minuteness

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of the teeth other than the first incisors. In general habit 
and round of life this shrew resembles its big brother. 


The Water Shrew (Neomys or Crassopus fodiem). 

This is tho largest of our three shrews, measuring up to 
3| inches in length of head and body. It is very distinctly 
two-coloured, dark above and light below; the hands and

feet as well as the under-surface are white or grey-white; 
fur thick and silky; the snout thick and strong, of service in 
burrowing, and with a whisker of numerous black-and-white 
hairs. The ears are small, and the three lobes of the external 
ear can so fold as to prevent the entry to the inner ear of 
water when swimming or earth when burrowing. 

The Water Shrew has thirty teeth, nine on each side above 
and six on each side below. This is one less (a premolar) 
on each side above than the Common and Lesser Shrews. 

The hands and feet have fringes of stiff hairs. Along the 
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last two-thirds of the under-surface of the tail is a keel com¬ 
posed of two rows of stiff hairs. The long hairs of the hands 
and feet spread out when the animal is in the water, and 
these, along with the keeled tail, are of service in swimming. 
The Water Shrew is widely distributed over Britain. 


Harits and Round of Life. 

The Water Shrew is active both by night and by day. 
Adapted for an aquatic life, this species frequents quiet 
water rather than rapid streams—slow-moving streams, back¬ 
waters, burns, ditches, quarries. It swims well and quickly, 
using all four limbs, both on the surface and under water. 
Different observers have described its attractive silvery 
appearance as it swims under water. Qn entering the water 
innumerable tiny air bubbles become entangled in and sur¬ 
round the fur, “ the dark velvety coat turning to a silvery 
streak, glimmering as if beset with pearls.” Under water, 
and when it leaves the water, “ it is as dry as a duck.” 

The Water Shrew is also at home on land, the fringes of 
hairs remaining unspread as it walks or runs. Though pug¬ 
nacious and in diet carnivorous, Neomys fodiens is not so 
elusive as, and seems 4 gayer ’ than, the Common Shrew, 
though, if we really knew, the active restlessness of the latter 
may be partly due to joie de vivre. 

The food consists of different kinds of water insects, molluscs, 
and other small aquatic invertebrate animals. Small fish 
and young frogs are taken, and there is some evidence that 
salmon spawn can be part of the diet. The Water Shrew 
noses about among the stones and dead leaves at the bottom 
of the water, turning over the lighter material in its search for 
prey; but it can only stay for a very short time under water. 

This shrew makes burrows in the banks of the water it 
haunts. These burrows have entrances and exits, and in 
them at breeding-time the female constructs for her young 
a nest of moss and soft herbage. 

The Islay Shrew. 

A shrew to which the name Sorex grantii has been given 
is perhaps an island variety of the Common Shrew, from 
which it differs in the more marked contrast between the 
dark back and the light-coloured flanks. 


Where Shrews come in the World of Mammals. 

The shrews belong to the order Insectivora , a group of 
small mammals represented in Britain by the shrew, mole, 
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and hedgehog. With a small brain case, the brain is poor, 
with smooth cerebral hemispheres, indicating that the animals 
are not clever. Numerous teeth are in many cases difficult 
to separate out into the characteristic mammalian incisors, 
canines, premolars, and molars, but a helpful character is 
the raised tubercles of the molars or hind cheek teeth. The 
odoriferous gland is a character which, lateral in position in the 
shrews, is in other cases associated with the hind part of the 
alimentary canal. The shrew section of the order Insectivora 
has a wide distribution, and there is considerable diversity 
of habit. A number like our own and the European continental 
shrews live on the ground, among them the Tuscan shrew, 
which is the smallest of all mammals ; others are aquatic in 
habit. The Elephant or Jumping Shrews of South and East 
Africa have exaggerated snouts and long hind-legs, and the 
Tree Shrews of the East Indies are arboreal in habit. 


The Balance of Nature. 

The review of the 44 Rats and Mice ” in the 4 Transactions ’ 
of 1938, and now of Voles and Shrews, with its constant 
reference to environment, to adaptations to environment, 
to multiplication, to natural predacious enemies, and to 
man’s efforts at control, may fittingly close with some refer¬ 
ence to the Balance of Nature. It will be made clear that 
the farmer, the gardener, the forester should not be surprised 
that 4 pests ’ attack their crops. Their cultural operations 
provide the food material, and 44 Where the carcase is, there 
will the eagles be gathered together.” Constant watchfulness 
is the price the cultivator has to pay for his interference with 
the Balance of Nature. 

In Ceylon an obscure fungus was content to live on a weed 
plant of the coffee family. The planter introduced the coffee 
plant and planted great areas. The coffee plant made an 
easy-to-find and a more convenient and succulent host for the 
fungus, which in time ruined coffee growing in Ceylon. 

The Colorado Beetle eked out an existence in the West 
United States on a wild Solarium . The settler in time reached 
Colorado, taking his potatoes (Solarium tuberosum) with him. 
The beetle and its grub battened on the cultivated potato, 
travelled eastward on it, and in commerce accidentally 
reached Europe, where it seems to have got a grip, and to-day 
Britain refuses potatoes from France, the United States, and 
Canada. 

Where great stretches of land have been for a long time 
uninhabited or not interfered with by man, harmonic relations 
—a sort of equilibrium—come to be established between 
plant and plant, and animal and animal, and animal and 
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plant. Now and again, owing to some temporary exceptional 
change in the environment, a species may increase greatly 
beyond the average, but Nature by her own methods adjusts 
the balance. 

No animal and no plant lives to itself. There are all sorts 
of links and chains and connections, sometimes easy to see, 
sometimes more subtle. The animal world is dependent on 
the plant world. “ Plants are the producers, animals the 
consumers.” Green plants can manufacture food materials 
necessary for the animal which the animal cannot build up 
for itself. The vegetarian animal is eaten by the carnivorous 
animal, which in time goes the way of all flesh. Its complex 
body by the bacteria of putrefaction is resolved into simpler 
elements. The nitrite-making bacteria take their share of 
the work to be completed by the nitrate makers. The nitrates 
in solution enter the plant, and so the cycle continues. “ Dust 
to dust.” All flesh is grass. All fish, too, is ‘ grass,’ for the 
sea to some depth holds acres of green crops—minute green 
algae or diatoms—which manufacture in the presence of the 
sun’s energy tons of food material, on which the lowliest 
of animals feed, these in turn forming the prey of others. 

“ In piscatorial books we read 
That little fish on lesser feed. 

The little only make a dish 
To feed some other bigger fish.” 

The number, quality, and price of the fish in the markets 
in high Summer can have intimate relation to the amount 
of Spring sunshine over the sea. 

We have shown above how the cultural operations associated 
with afforestation may lead to a great increase in the vole 
population. Similarly, but on a smaller scale, we have what 
happened in North Wales, at Lake Vyrnwy, from which Liver¬ 
pool draws water. The Liverpool Corporation acquired the 
surrounding area and planted it with trees. The enclosed 
grasses grew luxuriantly, providing food for the voles and 
shelter from some of their natural enemies. In 1934, as 
recorded by Frances Pitt, the voles reached maximum 
numbers. The great part of the hillside was eaten bare. 
Then the hungry voles turned on the young trees. 

Then there is Darwin’s oft-quoted “ Cats and Clover.” 
The clover is dependent for seed production on the pollinating 
honey-seeking visits of some humble-bees.. Field mice destroy 
the humble-bee nests. Oats are the enemy of field mice. The 
linkage is Cats, Field Mice, Humble-bees, Clover. The more cats, 
the fewer field mice, the more humble-bees, the more clover. 

A farmer in the South of England rented part of a stream 
on which he grew watercress for the London market. But 
one year he lost three-quarters of his crop. But how and 
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why t The stream held trout and also the well-known grubs 
of the caddis-fly. The caddis grubs were vegetarian; trout 
love caddis grubs. A bird lover near-by had introduced some 
herons. The herons ate the trout in the stream. The trout 
were not there to eat the caddis grubs, and so the grubs ate 
the fanner’s watercress. Thus the introduction of a bird 
new to the area resulted in a chain of circumstances a link 
in which was the destruction of the farmer’s crop. Again, 
how difficult it seems to connect the antlers of a stag with 
the caterpillars of a moth ! But here is the linkage:—Nun 
Moth (Black Arches) in immense numbers—colossal egg- 
laying—A plague of caterpillars—Plentiful manuring from 
caterpillar excrement—Luxuriant forest undergrowth—Food 
of wild deer so abundant that antlers of stags shot in the 
year following the Nun devastation were the biggest on record 
for Bavaria. 

Here is an example quoted by Professor James Ritchie, 1 
whose attention was called to it by Dr O. H. Wild. On the 
slopes of the Pentland Hills not far from Edinburgh is a 
stretch of moorland known as the White Moss. In 1890 
this was a typical heather moor. In 1892-93 a few pairs of 
the Black-headed Gull nested there, and the gulls were pro¬ 
tected and encouraged by the proprietor, who used the earlier 
clutch of eggs as food for his pheasants. The later clutch 
was systematically allowed to hatch, with the result that by 
1897 there was a gullery numbering up to 2000 pairs. The 
vegetation gradually underwent a change. The heather dis¬ 
appeared and, owing to the abundant gull excreta and the 
puddling by the gulls’ feet, coarse grasses came, of which 
the neighbouring villagers took crops of hay. A rush (Juncus 
glomeratus ) began to get the upper hand, and weeds of cultiva¬ 
tion— e.g ., dockens—appeared. After fifteen years’ protection 
the proprietor, missing his grouse, withdrew his protection 
from the gulls, and villagers raided the gullery. By 1917 
the gulls were reduced to about 30 pairs in place of the earlier 
2000. The disappearance of the gulls was accompanied by a 
gradual reversion to the old state, the dockens and the rushes 
and the coarse grasses disappearing in this order of succession. 
Part that had become marshy dried, so that the visiting teal 
left. The heather showed again, and instead of a bag of three 
brace of grouse when the gullery was at its maximum seventy 
brace were shot. 

The interference of Man—not always Homo sapiens —has 
been tremendous. Man the hunter, the pioneer, the farmer, 
all down the years has been continuously making changes, 
cultivating waste ground, destroying forest, introducing

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new plants, exterminating some animals and encouraging 
others. In early historic times wolves were common enough 
in Britain, but there is no room in British farming of to-day for 
wolves and golden and other eagles, so the larger carnivorous 
animals and predaceous birds had to disappear. The smaller 
carnivorous animals remain in reduced numbers because of 
their relation to game preservation. But while larger species 
of mammal must disappear or be greatly reduced in numbers, 
smaller mammals may be spared and increased. How have 
rats and mice and voles and shrews fared t The rats and 
mice have become parasitic on civilisation, and oppose by 
great power of reproduction the attacks made on them. 
They also can multiply rapidly in favouring conditions of 
weather and food, but they are additionally protected by 
their burrowing habit, by their small size, and because, in 
spite of occasional vole plagues in Britain, they have not been 
seriously studied. We owe much in the last year or two— 
and we shall owe more—to the Oxford School of Zoologists for 
additions to our knowledge of the vole; while the Forestry 
Commission is on the alert because of the immense damage 
that can be done by the Field Vole to the new forest plantations 
in the great schemes of afforestation. 

The shrew has successfully survived the changes by its 
habit of concealment, its elusive ways, and perhaps by its 
not being palatable. The shrew, not claiming notice by any 
crop damage, is just overlooked and ignored. 

The farmer, the gardener, the forester must bo protected 
and destructive methods applied against their small mammal 
enemies, but a last reflection may be left to the naturalist— 
and applied zoologist and naturalist are not necessarily exclu¬ 
sive terms—in the words of the late Sir J. Arthur Thomson, 
who somewhere said with kindly heart and controlled imagina¬ 
tion : “ A mouse or two in its place is an addition to the 
interest of the field, or even in the house, and we can sleep 
without worrying at the potential volcano of vitality that they 
represent.” 
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THE DANISH AGBICULTUBAL EXHIBITION, 

1938. 

By Professor J. A. SCOTT WATSON, University of Oxford. 

The British farmer has been often told of the remarkable 
development of Danish farming, most of which has taken 
place since the eighties of last century. The Danes, however, 
place the beginnings of their agricultural progress a century 



earlier. Up till 1788 the old feudal system of land tenure 
and the old runrig system of farming prevailed throughout 
the country, and the farmer’s status was little better than 
serfdom. In that year the peasants were freed from their 
feudal services and the way was cleared for a long series of 
agricultural reforms. 

The Copenhagen Exhibition of 1938 was organised to 
celebrate the 150th anniversary of peasant emancipation. 
It was not only the most ambitious thing in the way of agri¬ 
cultural shows that Denmark had ever attempted, but was 
something more than a show in the ordinary sense. It was 
planned to illustrate a century and a half of progress in 
farming and rural life, and to give the visitor a complete 
picture of rural Denmark to-day—of its farming, forestry and 
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allied industries, of its system of education and research, its 
market organisation and its country life. The Exhibition 
was held in a roomy park on the outskirts of the city, was 
easily accessible, and was admirably planned for the con¬ 
venience of visitors. It was open for ten days, including 
two Sundays. 

The outstanding features in the Live Stock section were, 
as would have been expected, the Dairy Cattle and Pigs, and 
especially the sections for Eed Danish Cattle and Landrace 
Pigs. In the former there were 482 entries, and in the latter 
nearly as many. Five breeds of cattle were exhibited : the 
native Eed Danish and the black-and-white Jutland, the 
Shorthorn, Jersey, and the Friesian. 


Eed Danish Cattle. 

The Eed Danish breed is native to the Danish Islands, 
and is practically the only type to be seen in Zeeland and 
Funen. It has recently spread at the expense of the others, 
and now constitutes about 60 per cent of the whole cattle 
population of the country. 

Typical specimens of the breed are larger than average 
Ayrshires, but probably rather smaller than Dairy Shorthorns. 
The colour is solid dark red, with dingy tints on the face and 
with a dark slate-coloured muzzle. A good many of the 
ordinary farm cattle might bo described as rather ‘ shelly, 7 
but those exhibited at Copenhagen had plenty of depth and 
substance. Indeed, it seemed that the main points for which 
the judges looked were size of frame, depth and width of 
body, and other indications of t constitution. 7 Little attention 
seemed to be given to minor points of conformation, and a 
good many high awards were given to cattle with obvious 
faults, such as high tail-heads, slack loins, coarse horns, and, 
in the case of cows, udders whose shapes would have failed 
to please either a Dairy Shorthorn or an Ayrshire breeder. 

The classes (and this applied generally throughout the 
show) were not strictly competitive. No money prizes were 
offered, and the awards consisted of gold, silver, and bronze 
medals. The judges were apparently free to give what numbers 
of medals they chose, and in large classes it was not unusual 
for three or four gold and a similar number of silver and 
bronze medals to be awarded. The number of acting judges 
was always three, with one or two others as reserves.* 

The rules set out that no dairy cow could be shown unless 
she had been officially recorded for at least one full lactation 
(304 days), and each cow 7 s record was evaluated on a system 
of points. Firstly, the scale of points started at zero for a 
calculated annual yield of 180 kilos (about 400 lb.) of butter, 
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and one point was given for each additional 5 kilos. A cow 
giving an average of 280 kilos of butter per year would thus 
get 16 points for butter yield. For purposes of calculation 
an allowance of 20 kilos was made for the heifer lactation 
(provided that the heifer had calved before she was 2f years 
old), and one of 10 kilos for the second lactation. Additional 
points were given for the butter-fat percentage of the milk 
(as distinct from the total yield of butter), and still others in 
those cases where the cow had four or more lactation records. 

A typical catalogue entry gave the animal's name and 
herd-book number, and the names and numbers of the sire, 
dam, grandsires, and granddams. Then came a series of 
figures such as :— 

Mean 3 years (1934-37) 6323 4-65 331 (363) 

Y 39*3 points. 

These figures meant that the average yield for the three 
years had been 6323 kilos (about 14,000 ib.) of milk at 4*65 
per cent butter-fat, that the calculated average yield of butter 
was 331 kilos (740 lb.), and the highest yield in any lactation 
363 kilos (806 lb.). These figures gave a total of 39 # 3 points 
for production. The highest score in the old-cow class was 
64-1 points, for a yield of 1430 gallons at 5*61 per cent butter- 
fat ; the lowest scorer earned 14*4 points for an average yield 
of 869 gallons at 4*72 per cent fat. None of the cows shown 
had given milk with less than 4 per cent of fat. 

Apart from all this, the cows were judged as they stood— 
i.c., on their conformation, and those of sufficient merit were 
awarded medals. 

There was a similar system of double awards in the bull 
classes, one set of medals being given for conformation and 
another for pedigree. The judging on pedigree was based 
again on a system of points ; one number (out of a maximum 
of 24) was awarded for the butter yields of the dam and two 
granddams, and a further number, again out of a maximum 
of 24, for the conformation of the ancestors. The printed 
herd-book of the breed (which is, in fact, a kind of Advanced 
Eegistry for ‘ Elite' cattle) gives, for each beast, a score 
of points for conformation, and it was on these figures that 
the bull's score for 1 conformation pedigree' was calculated. 
For example, the particulars of the famous old bull illustrated 
in Fig. 10 were set out as below :— 

Dam’s averago yield 6 years . 16,180 lb. at 4-15 per cent. 

Dam’s dam’s „ 10 years . 12,190 lb. at 4*05 per cent. 

Sire’s dam’s „ 4 years . 11,100 lb. at 4*06 per cent. 

This series of records was sufficient to earn the maximum 
of 24 points for pedigree of performance; the points for 
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i conformation pedigree ’ were 23, so that the bull’s total 
pedigree points were 47 out of 48. 

Apart from the classes for individual animals, there were 
classes for groups of cows and groups of heifers respectively 
from particular herds ; and others for groups of cows and 
of heifers by particular sires. 

In the herd classes the number of animals to be exhibited 
depended on the size of the herd. The minimum number 
was three, but herds containing more than forty cows had

to show four, and those over eighty cows five. In each case 
the exhibitor could enter one or two additional cows as 
reserves. No less than twenty-six such groups of cows, 
besides seven groups of heifers, were exhibited, and the 
contest seemed to arouse more interest than any other in 
the show. 

Even more impressive, however, was the class of groups 
of cows by the same sire. Here the owner of the bull (with 
the owners of the progeny) was allowed to enter seven cows 
and was required to show five. Nine such groups paraded. 
The uniformly high yields in the better groups was very 
striking. For instance, the seven cows entered as progeny 
of Eske Brangstrup, which is one of the leading sires of the 
breed, had an overhead average yield of 1287 gallons with

4*34 per cent butter-fat; the lowest individual record in the 
group was 1251 gallons. 

An interesting point about the Red Danish exhibits as a 
whole was the extraordinary influence now being exerted on 
the breed by the two bulls, “ Hojager ” (2168) and “ Eske ” 
(2240), especially through their respective sons, “ Hojager 
Nakke ” (2400) and “ Eske Brangstrup ” (2456). For instance, 
there were thirty-five entries in the classes for aged and 
four-year-old bulls, and of these no fewer than twenty-nine

were sons or grandsons, in the direct male line, of one or other 
of the bulls named. 

The selection of bulls is based primarily on the milk records 
of their daughters, and the sons of proven sires are given, 
in turn, an opportunity to prove themselves. The record of 
“ Hojager,” for example, when thirty of his daughters had 
given yields that could be compared with those of their 
dams, was as follows :—

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The bull’s daughters had thus, on the average, yielded 
96 gallons of milk and 53 lb. of butter more than their dams. 
It is by such performances, and not by their looks, that the 
Danish breeder values a bull. 

It is obvious that the success of these two particular lines 
will presently raise the question of how far breeders shall go 
in the direction of inbreeding ; the leading herds seem already 
to be full of the one or the other strain of blood, but meantime 
the pedigrees show little evidence of close inbreeding. 


Other Breeds of Cattle. 

The other native breed, the Jutland, was at one time 
relatively more important than it is to-day, and seems to 
have been earlier improved than thd Red Danish. It is 
quite obviously a close relative of the Friesian, with the same 
colour pattern and general build. The horns arc rather 
larger and the general symmetry perhaps not so good as in 
the cattle of the Dutch Province of Friesland. Breeding 
has recently followed the same lines as in the Red Danish— 
that is to say, has been directed mainly to raising the milk 
yield, and particularly the butter-fat content of the milk. 
The average yield of cows entered in the ‘ Elite 9 Register 
in 1937 was 1124 gallons at 4*24 per cent, against figures of 
1184 and 4*32 per cent for the Red Danish. Moreover, the 
number of Red Danish cows reaching the required standard 
was fully six times as large as the number of Jutlanders. It 
is unnecessary to describe the show classification or the 
system of judging, which were the same as for the Red 
Danish. 

The two native breeds comprise about four-fifths of all the 
cattle in Denmark, and the only other of importance is the 
Shorthorn, which, with its crosses, is said to constitute 17 per 
cent of the total. Between 1860 and 1900 Denmark had a 
considerable export trade in fat cattle, especially from the 
western parts of Jutland where the farms were relatively 
large and where there are areas of good grazing land, chiefly 
reclaimed marshes. There were no native cattle with any 
pretensions to beef type, and therefore, from about 1865, 
considerable numbers of Shorthorns were imported. However, 
with the development of the Argentine chilled meat trade 
the export of beef and of fat cattle became much less profitable ; 
moreover, the division of large farms into smallholdings, and 
the development of the export trade in butter, have both told 
against beef production. 

The Shorthorns on show were of rather mixed type and 
breeding, the pedigrees often containing names of both 
Scotch beef and of South-country dairy animals. Most of 
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the cows had milk records, the yields running from about 
600 to over 1000 gallons. Evidently most of the breeders 
wore working on dual-purpose lines, but the policy had not 
always been the same. 

The Friesian and Jersey occupy very minor positions in 
Denmark, and the exhibits were in both cases small. The 
original idea in introducing the Jersey appears to have been 
to introduce into the Red Danish the capacity to produce 
richer milk. Cross-breeding experiments were carried out

with this object, but in the end it was decided that sounder 
progress would be made by selection within the native breed 
itself. - 


Horses. 

The largest exhibits in the horse section were of the two 
heavy draft breeds, the native Jutland and the Belgian. In 
both cases the ideal aimed at was a massive, heavy, short¬ 
legged type, and comparatively little emphasis was given to 
quality of bone or straightness of action. The Jutland breed 
was originally built up by the use of Shire blood on a founda¬ 
tion of the rather small native farm horses. The common 
colour is a kind of golden chestnut with a light-coloured mane 
and tail. The weight of some of the leading aged stallions 
was remarkable ; some must have exceeded a ton. 

The other breeds exhibited were the Friedrichsborg, a 
local type that owes a good deal to Yorkshire coach blood 
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and is something like a large and stoutly built hackney; a 
few thoroughbreds and American trotters; and finally, the 
very attractive little dun breed from West Norway, which 
has something the same characteristics as our own Highland 
Pony. 

The only point of special interest in the classification was 
the provision of special classes for the produce of stallions. 
The number shown might be four or more, made up of females 
only or of males and females both. 


Sheep. 

The recent developments in Danish Agriculture have tended 
towards the steady decline of sheep* farming, and sheep are 
now, in most districts, scarcely to be seen. Forty years ago 
the number was still over a million, but the present population 
is less than a fifth of this. The only breed provided with 
special classes was the Oxford Down. The other section 
included a few Leieesters, Cheviots, Shropsliires, and native 
Danish. 


Pigs. 


When Denmark decided to enter the export bacon market 
she possessed only her native Landrace pig, which seems to 
have had, at that time, no particular merit. She had two 
possible markets to exploit. On the one hand was Germany, 
where the demand was for a pig of 300-350 lb. live weight, 
with a heavy covering of fat; on the other was the British 
demand for a lean animal of about 200 lb. It was decided, 
wisely as it now appears, to aim primarily at the latter market, 
and to feed out only the coarser and fatter types of animals 
for sale to Germany. In recent years the German trade has 
fallen to very small dimensions. 

The idea which guided the early breeding policy was to 
develop the Landrace as a 6 mother ’ breed (emphasising 
prolificacy, milking capacity, and general nursing ability), 
and to use the Large White sire to get the necessary long and 
lean type of carcase. For many years the bulk of export 
bacon was obtained by this system of crossing. In more 
recent times the policy has changed] the present aim is to 
develop both breeds as bacon producers of all-round merit. 
The improvement of the Landrace has made rapid strides, 
and its popularity, relative to that of the Large White, is 
growing. The numbers of entries in the two sections (480 
Landrace as against 40 Large Whites) is a fair indication of 
the relative positions of the two breeds in the country. No 
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other breed of pig is to be found. Black pigs have long been 
refused by the bacon factories. 

Pig improvement is based partly on ordinary visual selection, 
partly on a system of litter recording, and partly again on a 
scheme of official litter testing. 

Each pig entry in the Exhibition catalogue was accompanied 
by a pedigree of prolificacy given in a form that is now familiar 
in British sale catalogues, e.g. :—

This means that the dam of the animal shown had produced 
seven litters of an average of 12*1 pigs, and that the average 
number reared to weaning age had been 9-5. The other 
figures give the corresponding information for the dam’s 
dam and sire’s dam respectively. 

The Danish breeder of pedigree pigs, if he is to do business, 
must not only have his litters recorded, but must also show 
results from a litter-testing station. He sends four pigs 
from one litter to an official station, and these are fed on a 
VOL. LI. i 
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standard ration. The food consumption and live-weight gains 
are accurately recorded, the animals are slaughtered when 
they reach bacon weight, and the carcases are measured and 
given marks for quality. The first of the litter-testing stations 
was started in 1907, and the published figures show that the 
efficiency of the Danish pig has considerably improved in 
the period that has since elapsed, though the rate of improve¬ 
ment is now becoming progressively slower. A statement of 
the average results for 1929-30 and 1933-34 may be quoted 
to indicate the rate of change :—

It will be seen that whereas the growth rate has been barely 
maintained, the food consumption, per pound of live-weight 
increase, has been slightly reduced and that the quality of 
carcase, whether judged by measurement or by grade, has 
notably improved. 

The examination of the pigs at the Exhibition could leave 
one in no doubt that the general standard of bacon quality 
was very high. Indeed, it seemed that the judging of some 
of the classes, by British methods, would have been an almost 
impossible task. For example, there were fifty-four entries 
in the yearling boar class, and there seemed to be almost 
nothing to choose between the best eight or ten. To place 
the best five or six in any real order of merit would have 
been far beyond the capacity of the writer. The Danish 
solution was, of course, to award the appropriate number of 
gold medals. The only doubt that was left in one’s mind, 
about the Danish pig, was whether the breeders are not 
sacrificing a little too much to the demands of the consumer. 
Length of body and fineness of shoulder and bone have been 
carried to an extreme which seems almost incompatible with 
normal constitution. Breeds have been ruined, before now, 
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by over-specialisation. Such notions, however, may reflect 
nothing more than the prejudices with which one has grown up. 


General Arrangement of the Live-Stock Exhibit. 

The general planning of the live-stock section left nothing 
to be desired. The cattle standings had open sparred fronts, 
so that one could see any animal from both ends. Evidently 
few of the animals had been pampered, for no use was made of

tarpaulins to give protection from the weather, and very few 
animals were kept rugged up diming the day. 

Stockmen were accommodated in a well-arranged camp, 
where they could sleep undisturbed and live in comfort and 
privacy. The sleeping tents are shown in Fig. 14. The 
messing and washing arrangements were excellent. The 
animals were not left unattended at night, for a certain number 
of men were always on duty. The parades were admirably 
organised, and a running commentary was broadcast by loud¬ 
speaker. Unfortunately the writer knew no Danish, and 
was none the wiser for the instruction provided; but the 
interest of the parades, to the uninformed Danish spectator, 
must have been greatly enhanced by the speaker’s description. 
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Some Other Features. 

All the Danish research stations (for cattle feeding, pig 
husbandry, plant breeding, &c.) had stands on the ground, 
and had assembled a great deal of educational material. 
The pig research station, for instance, had pens of pigs to 
illustrate experimental methods and to show the efEects of 
various nutritional deficiencies. The Herd-Book Society had 
great numbers of charts to illustrate the progress of the 
dairy industry through milk recording and the use of proven

sires. Indeed, everything had been done to bring the results 
of scientific and technical progress to the notice of the farmer. 

Two items of rather special interest may be referred to at 
some little length. The one was the exhibit of the Danish 
Heath Society and the other the Historical Pavilion. 

There is comparatively little town industry in Denmark 
to absorb the growing number of people. In the past there 
has been emigration on a large scale, notably to the United 
States, but this outlet has lately been much restricted. In 
all the areas of naturally good soil most of the larger estates 
have already been broken up into smallholdings. The only 
important means of providing for more people is thus to 
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reclaim waste land, of which there was, and still is, a con¬ 
siderable area in Jutland. The soil of Jutland heaths is a 
very poor light sand. In early times it was covered with 
pine forest, but unplanned exploitation and the neglect of 
replanting resulted in wide areas reverting to heath. The 
country is low-lying and the climate quite favourable to mixed 
farming, but the soil is by nature most uninviting to the 
farmer. 

In 1866 the Danish Heath Society was founded by Colonel 
E. M. Dalgas. It was a voluntary body supported by private 
subscription, and its object was to carry out experimental

and demonstration work in heathland reclamation. It soon 
won the confidence of the nation and was subsidised by the 
State. 

The primary necessity in the reclamation of most of the 
land was a supply of lime, and one of the first services of the 
Society was to survey the country for supplies of lime and 
marl. Fortunately largo and well-distributed deposits of 
marl were found, and cheap supplies have since been made 
available to the farmer. The large marl-pits are provided 
with modern excavating and loading plant, while the Govern¬ 
ment subsidises transport and gives loans to farmers, at low 
rates of interest, to enable them to meet the costs. 
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Improvement of arterial drainage has made possible the 
farming of much land that was formerly bog, and, where 
possible, irrigation schemes have been laid out to provide 
water meadows. 

Reclamation is steadily going forward and is now very 
carefully systematised. The whole country has been carefully 
soil-surveyed and a complete map distinguishes areas of 
potential farm land from others that are destined for afforesta¬ 
tion or are, in the present state of knowledge, not worth 
improvement. When a particular area comes in for actual 
reclamation a very detailed soil-survey is carried out in order 
to get a complete picture of the chemical deficiencies of the

soil. The lime requirement and the necessary applications 
of phosphate and potash are calculated. In many cases 
other deficiencies (e.g., of copper) are found and have to be 
made good. The land is now trench ploughed by tractor 
power, is marled, and dressed with the necessary fertilisers. 
Meanwhile, houses and farm buildings are erected and the 
settlers arrive. 

Even with all this assistance the settler requires a large 
endowment of courage and resource. Some of the new settle¬ 
ments that one may see on a journey across the country 
look anything but promising, the crops of rye, oats, and 
potatoes ranging from poor to wretched, and the pastures 
little better. But perseverence wins, as the older-settled 
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districts show. The keeping of a maximum head of stock, 
with the use of temporary leys and the purchase of a good 
deal of feeding-staffs, combined with the use of liberal dressings 
of fertilisers, gradually builds up the fertility of the soil until 
it can provide a decent living. The whole story was admirably 
set out, by means of large photographs, models, and charts, 
in the Society’s exhibit. 

The Historical Pavilion was planned to show the develop¬ 
ment of Danish farming over the period since the abolition 
of villeinage. There was a large collection of paintings 
illustrating old-time farming and village life. Among these 
were one of a herd of village cattle, mostly in the extremity 
of emaciation, being driven or supported out to the spring 
pasture ; of a similar herd being driven through a fire, which 
was the recognised insurance against rinderpest; of a parson 
collecting the tenth sheaf from his parishioners. There was 
a complete old farmhouse and farmstead, with farm tools 
and domestic utensils of the period ; and there was an ex¬ 
cellent collection of graphs and diagrams illustrating the 
jn*ogress of rural industry. An ancient village smithy had 
been removed complete to the showyard, and stood side by 
side with its modern counterpart, the latter equipped with 
electrically driven lathes, drills, and welding plant. 


Entertainment. 

Comparatively little was provided in the way of ring 
displays, but there was a large open-air theatre where enter¬ 
tainment was provided each afternoon and evening. Several 
orchestras took turns, and music alternated with historical 
plays and with dancing. The emphasis was on folk music, 
folk plays, and country dancing. The Exhibition was open 
each evening till 10.30, and, especially in the evening, many 
visitors were very glad to sit down and be amused. 
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INSECT AND OTHER PESTS OF 19:58.

Judged by the amount of publicity which it received in the 
Press and in journals, both scientific and popular, the Sheep 
Tick, Ixodes ricinus , probably attracted more attention in 
Scotland in 1938 than any other agricultural pest. On this 
account, and also because of the great importance of the 
tick problem on our pastoral farms, the Publications Com¬ 
mittee of the Society requested me to iifclude in the present 
article a brief account of the habits, life-history, and control 
of the tick. This I willingly consented to do, whilst realising 
that repetition of well-known facts is here only justified if 
it should serve to stress once more to the members of the 
Society the great capacity of the tick for the commission 
of damage to its hosts. Second only in importance to the 
Sheep Tick is the Heather Beetle (Lochmcea suturalis ), which 
was discussed in the i Transactions ’ of 1937. Since 1932 
the beetle has been the subject of deep concern to moor 
owners and gamekeepers-, but in 1938 it was definitely less 
numerous and less destructive than it had been in any year 
since 1934. On some moors on which it had previously been 
very abundant it appeared to be on the wane; there were 
others, however, on which it was reported as injurious for 
the first time. 

In last year’s 1 Transactions ’ a large and sudden outbreak 
of the Antler Moth {Charwas graminis) was recorded from the 
Midlands and South of Scotland. In 1938 the moth was 
conspicuous by its absence. A close watch was kept on the 
insect on its native hill-pastures from the time of the hatching 
of the caterpillars in March. From then until midsummer 
regular and systematic sampling of the caterpillar population 
in the field showed that there was a progressive dwindling 
of its numbers until in mid-June it became increasingly 
difficult to find even one caterpillar in localities where, during 
the same month of the previous year, they were so numerous 
as to create widespread consternation. 

Among insects injurious to forest and shade trees there 
were recorded four kinds of sawflies attacking and defoliating 
a ten-year-old shelter-belt of grey alder (Alnus incana) in 
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a forest reservation in Dumfriesshire. The species which was 
most abundant and most active in its depredations was 
Nematus pavidus. Of lesser importance were Croesus septen- 
trionalis , Camponiscus luridiventris , and Nematinus luteus. 
From Inverness-shire there came a report of still another 
sawfly. This time it was the well-known Pine Sawfiy (Diprion 
pini), which feeds on the needles of Scots pine. For several 
years I have observed its attacks on young plantations of 
Scots pine in Peeblesshire, where, however, its activities 
have fortunately been restricted. From Inverness-shire, too, 
an inquiry was sent concerning the large black aphis of spruce 
(Neoehmosis vanduzei ), a species which is now well established 
in Midlothian and appears to be extending its distribution. 

An interesting discovery was that of the gall generation of 
the Douglas Fir Adelges (Adelges cooleyi) in Ireland. Specimens 
of the gall, which I described in the ‘ Transactions ’ of 1936 
and 1937, were forwarded to me for examination by Dr J. 
Carroll, Lecturer in Agricultural Zoology, National University 
of Ireland, and this represents, so far as I am aware, the 
first record of its occurrence in Ireland. 

Still another forest insect which was brought to my attention 
was the Pine Resin-Gall Moth (Rhyaeionia (Evetria) resinella). 
In a small plantation near Edinburgh the prominent resin - 
galls for which the insect is responsible were found in November 
on almost every Scots pine. 

Inquiries concerning horticultural pests included the fringe¬ 
wing (Thrips fuscipennis ), attacking the foliage of apple 
trees ; the Tarnished Plant Bug (Lygus pratensis), injurious 
to the chrysanthemum ; the Carnation Tortrix Moth (Tortrix 
pronubana ), which is destructive to numerous glass-house 
plants, and the Grey Field Slug (Agriolimax agrestis j, normally 
a pest of the potato, but here recorded as causing considerable 
damage to turnip seedlings in a field of six acres at Mussel¬ 
burgh. Curiously, the damage was confined to a patch of 
about one acre in the centre of the field, where the seedlings 
were completely destroyed. A single application of the 
‘ bran-meta ’ bait reported in the ‘ Transactions ’ of last year 
was sufficient to quell the attack. 

The Root-Knot Eelworm (Heterodera marioni) was reported 
as injurious to tomatoes in a glass-house in Roxburghshire, 
and the common Cabbage Moth ( Mamestra brassiere ) was 
injurious in flower gardens, devouring and fouling the foliage 
and flowers of various herbaceous plants. 


The Sheep Tick (Ixodes ricinus). 


Introduction .—Modern interest in the economy of the 
Sheep Tick may be said to date from 1932, when MacLeod 
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and Gordon 1 demonstrated its long-suspected agency in the 
transmission of louping-ill or trembling of sheep, a disease 
due to a virus which affects the central nervous system. 
Later in 1933 these same authors 2 proved that the tick was 
also responsible for the carriage of another virus disease of 
sheep, which was named tick-borne fever. Long before this, 
it had been established that the tick was also the carrier 
of British red-water fever in cattle, the causative agent of 
which is a minute parasite {Babesia bovis) of the red blood- 
corpuscles. The story of the harmful relations of the tick 
to its hosts does not terminate with the enumeration of the 
aforesaid diseases. On infested sheep farms there is each 
year a considerable mortality among lambs due to pyaemia 
traceable to bacterial infection of the bite-punctures made 
by engorging ticks. Nor should the direct effect of heavy 
tick infestations be minimised. Numerous bite-punctures 
cannot do other than produce serious irritation to the 
host, which reveals itself in restlessness and culminates, 
if continued, in loss of condition and deterioration of the 
quality of the fleece in affected sheep. Indeed, it is difficult 
to imagine how any sheep on a tick-infested farm could well 
escape one or other of the several manifestations of disease 
for which the tick is directly or indirectly responsible. 

Host Animals .—In Britain the sheep is undoubtedly the 
most important of the domestic hosts of the Sheep Tick. 
Cattle and horses, which are often heavily infested, appear 
to be less seriously affected than sheep. Bogs, especially 
sheep dogs, are liable to -heavy infestation by I. ricinus , and 
care must be taken not to confuse it with one or other of its 
two relatives, which also occur on dogs—namely, I. canisuga 
and I. hexagonus. The former is especially common in certain 
districts, but is associated more with hunting dogs kept in 
kennels than with sheep dogs. 

Among wild hosts numerous birds and mammals have 
been recorded. As a rule, birds are parasitised only by the 
immature stages, larvae and nymphs, of the tick, whilst all 
stages, including the adult male and female, occur on mammals. 
Beer and hares are often heavily infested, and must therefore 
be considered significant in maintaining the population of 
ticks on moorland pastures, which they share with sheep. 
Grouse, too, are subject to heavy infestation, and it is not 
uncommon to find nestlings in which the head around the 
eyes is clustered with larvae and nymphs. The injurious

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effects on the chicks of such intense parasitism cannot bo 
gainsaid. Cases have been recorded where the unfortunate 
hosts have been so weakened as to succumb to the attack. 
Nevertheless, it would be imsafe to ascribe reduction in the 
size of grouse-bags, about which one hears so much nowadays, 
solely to the activities of the tick. The health of the grouse 
depends upon many factors, climatic and biological, and it 
would be unlikely for any single harmful agent to be uniformly 
operative at one time over the whole, range of the bird’s dis¬ 
tribution. Indeed, depletion of a grouse population is not 
necessarily the result of tick infestation, since it has been 
known to occur on moors with little or no history of ticks. 

Distribution .—As an economic pest the Sheep Tick extends 
from Wales to the Pentland Firth, where it is encountered 
on heather moors, upland grazings, and damp birch woods. 
It is particularly common in the hill-districts of the West 
of Scotland, the valleys and glens of the Grampian Mountains, 
Southern Uplands, Cheviot Hills, Pennine Chain, Yorkshire 
moors, and hills of North Wales. So far as Scotland is con¬ 
cerned, it has now been recorded from eighteen counties, 
in which, however, it is by no means evenly distributed, 
and is often found to be absent in districts which would 
appear to be entirely suitable for its support. Tnus it would 
seem to be absent from the Pentland, Moorfoot, Lammer- 
muir, and Ochil Hills, none of which is far distant from areas 
of heavy infestation in the Central Highlands or Southern 
Uplands. Again, in the north-east it is spread throughout 
Glen Dye, but the neighbouring glens of Clova, Prosen, Slice, 
and Ardle are apparently tick-free. Even more puzzling than 
its irregular territorial distribution is its patchy occurrence 
in individual valleys in which there exist farms with a tick- 
history extending over several decades, whilst other adjacent 
farms have meanwhile remained practically tick-free and 
una'ffected by tick-borne disease. Individual farms, again, 
may be far from being uniformly infested, since ticks are 
associated chiefly with damp areas, where the soil conditions 
are acid and the vegetation is coarse and rank. Thus ticks 
may be abundant on one hirsel of a farm and rare on another, 
according to the prevailing ground conditions and availability 
of hosts. Its absence from lowland arable farms on which 
rotation is practised is attributable not to lack of hosts, but 
possibly to unsuitable ground-conditions. Despite the fact 
that the tick is repeatedly introduced on such farms with 
sheep from hill-grazings, it nevertheless fails to persist, and 
this failure must somehow be associated with the regular 
cultivation of the soil in the growing of crops. 

Spread .—The question of the distribution of the tick cannot 
well be divorced from the problem of its spread. During the 
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present epidemic ticks are reported to have appeared in 
certain localities "where previously they were unknown, or, 
at least, had not been observed. In the absence of contrary 
evidence it seemed natural for sheep farmers and shepherds 
to conclude that the tick had been recently introduced with 
sheep carrying a stock of ticks acquired in infested areas 
elsewhere. Under conditions of modern rapid transport of 
live-stock the risk of introducing ticks into clean districts is 
a very real one indeed, and where the ground-conditions are 
such as to foster their persistence they may become firmly 
established, and gradually extend their boundaries. On the 
other hand, outbreaks or epidemics of ticks may be traceable 
not to introductions of the parasite from other areas, but to 
an increase of an already existing or indigenous population, 
of which the numbers may normally be so small as to render 
them readily overlooked. Not infrequently, too, where ticks 
and keds are both present in a flock, the former are mistaken 
for the latter by the casual observer, and thus neglected. 
To refer to the indigenous type of outbreak as exemplifying 
the spread of the tick would be entirely erroneous. All that 
has happened is that the tick has multiplied abnormally, 
and in so doing has not only become responsible for a greater 
degree of worry to its hosts, but also potentially more 
dangerous in spreading tick-borne diseases. Under these 
circumstances, the introduction of one or more sheep infected 
with louping-ill and tick-borne fever on a clean farm becomes 
a matter of serious import. Even although an infected flock 
acquires in time a certain measure of tolerance or acclimatis¬ 
ation, immunity to disease is always more or less relative and 
not absolute. 

In a recent article Lyle Stewart 1 concluded that in the 
North of England there is no evidence to indicate any general 
spread of the Sheep Tick to fresh territory. Similarly in the 
South of Scotland an inquiry, sponsored by the Sheep Diseases 
Sub-Committee of the Agricultural Eesearch Council, has 
shown that whilst there has been an increase of ticks on 
some farms, there has occurred no authenticated case of a 
recent invasion of localities hitherto tick-free. 

Life-history .—In its development from the egg, the Sheep 
Tick passes through three stages—the larva or seed-tick, the 
nymph, and the adult. The larva and nymph are sexually 
immature, and, whereas the larva has three pairs of legs, the 
adult has one more. In an unfed condition the tick is brown 
in colour, flat, and wafer-like. The replete larva is about the 
size of a pin-head, the nymph that of a match-head, and the 
adult female (Fig. 18 a) that of a pea. After the tick begins

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to suck the blood of its host, its colour changes from brown 
to black. Because of their minute size, discovery of the larva 
and nymph on the sheep requires careful search. Favourite 
sites of their attachment are the regions of the nostrils, lips, 
eyes, and ears, whilst the larva occurs also on the legs. The 
parts chosen by the adult female are the base of the ears, the 
neck, where the wool merges with the hair of the head, and 
the bare skin of the armpit and groin. The males (Fig. 18 n), 
which are about twice the size of the nymph and do not. 
become engorged, are found pairing with the females^both 
on and off the host. 

Tn the succession of its generations the Sheep Tick displays 
an irregularity which is the result of the chances that attend

the life-cycle of an organism which requires three distinct 
hosts for its completion. There is no clear-cut separation 
of the periods of development of the various stages, so that 
larvs 0 , nymphs, and adults may all occur together on or off the 
host during the various seasons of the year. The simultaneous 
occurrence of the various stages is primarily due to the random 
dropping of fed ticks wherever the host may wander and the 
indefiniteness of their stay upon the ground. Failing the 
passing of another host the tick relies upon its powers of 
resistance to starvation, which enable it to continue alive 
under suitable conditions of moisture and temperature for 
as long as a year or more. 

From what has been said it will have been gathered that 
there are two distinct phases in the life-cycle of the Sheep 
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Tick, free-living and parasitic, and each component stage, 
larva, nymph, or adult, represents a combination of both 
phases. In contrast to the prolonged free-living phase on 
the ground, which extends for months or even years, the total 
period of parasitic existence on the host is short, no more 
than two to three weeks, of which the larva spends from 
three to five days, the nymph four to six, and the adult female 
seven to eleven. 

In reviewing the changes which occur during the life-cycle 
it is convenient to start with the mated and engorged female, 
which drops from its host to the ground in spring, and spends 
there three to four weeks before beginning to lay eggs. Once 
begun, the process of egg-laying proceeds more or less con¬ 
tinuously until a cluster of 2000 to 3000 yellowish-brown eggs 
are deposited at the roots of grasses,^ rushes, or heather, as 
the case may be. Incubation of the eggs takes about nine to 
ten weeks in summer, whilst those laid in the autumn remain 
unhatched till the following spring. On hatching, the minute 
larvae remain close to the egg-cluster at first, but after some 
ten days they climb to the tips of leaves and await the passing 
of a host. Should the larva be successful in its quest, it makes 
its way through the hair or feathers of its host until it reaches 
the skin, and thrusts its mouth-parts beneath the surface. 
When replete with blood the larva drops to the ground, 
crawls into a crevice, and there remains inactive until the 
blood-meal is digested. After a variable period of weeks or 
months, depending on the season, the larva casts its skin 
and changes to the nymph. The latter passes through the 
same sequence of events as the larva ; the parasitic phase 
on the host is followed by a period of ten or more weeks on 
the ground, at the end of which the adult male or female 
(Fig. 19) emerges from the cast skin of the nymph, and in due 
course becomes attached to the third and final host. Here 
the sexes mate, thus completing the full cycle of development, 
which may take anything from eighteen months to two or 
three years. 

Seasonal Incidence .—On the majority of Scottish pastoral 
farms the season of greatest tick activity extends from the 
middle of March to the middle of May, when the mean average 
temperatures range from 40° to 60° F. During this period 
the ticks are roused from their winter dormancy by increasing 
warmth in the soil and attach themselves to their hosts. Their 
first appearance on the sheep depends on the mildness of the 
spring. In 1938 they were first noticed on Border farms during 
the first week of March, whereas during the previous year they 
did not become apparent until the third week of the same 
month. Once activity has commenced the numbers per sheep 
go on increasing until the middle or end of April, according

to tli© time when infestation first began. At its zenith the 
intensity, of the infestation may be as high as fifty or more 
adult female ticks per sheep. 1 At any time, however, during 
the spring period unseasonably low temperatures may cause 
a temporary drop in numbers. The regular annual decline 
occurs about the second week of May, and from the end of 
May to the beginning of August, during which the mean 
average temperatures are from 60° to 70° F., the number of 
adult female ticks per sheep falls to less than one. After 
clipping-time ticks are usually very scarce. Whilst the effect 
of temperature in controlling seasonal activity cannot be

denied, it must not be forgotten that, in spring, the surviving 
ground population of ticks has become conditioned by previous 
winter starvation, so that it is their whole aim to acquire a 
host and feed. When this desire has been satisfied, they 
abandon their hosts for the ground, disappearing from human 
observation whilst digestion, metamorphosis of immature 
stages, and oviposition of adult females proceed. 

In the North, West, and South of Scotland there may occur 
a slight increase of ticks on sheep in September and October. 
This autumnal infestation is slight compared to that of the

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spring, and during some years it is almost ^negligible. In 
1938 it was scarcely noticeable on Border sheep farms. 

In Scotland the methods of sheep husbandry are by no 
means uniform in all districts, and it is because of variations 
of the normal practice that deviations from the standard 
type of seasonal incidence described above are to be found. 
One such has been described by Hendrick, Moore, and Morison, 1 
in the Deeside area of Kincardineshire and Aberdeenshire. 
Here it is the practice to bring in the sheep for lambing from 
the hill-grazings, and keep them in the more sheltered fields 
of the low ground until April or May. No sooner are they 
retransferred to the hills after lambing than they become 
heavily infested with ticks. The intensity of infestation is 
said to increase progressively until July, when the average 
number of adult female ticks per .sheep amounts to about 
forty. There then follows a gradual decrease until November, 
when there is an average of less than one adult female tick 
per sheep. 

The reason for the belated infestation of sheep in the north¬ 
east would appear to be their late exposure to attack in May, 
as compared with that of the Border flocks which are kept on 
the hills during the lambing season, and are therefore present 
and subject to infestation as soon as ticks resume their activity 
in March. That it is not a question of postponed tick activity 
is shown by the observation of the aforesaid authors that 
ticks were found on hares in the same district during the 
first week of April. Thus the conclusion which the evidence, 
would seem to bear is .that the difference of seasonal incidence 
in the north-east and elsewhere is not so much due to divergence 
of habits of the tick as to the relative availability of hosts, 
when these are required. The persistence of tick attack on 
sheep until July in the Deeside area, upon which the authors 
also comment, would appear to be the natural corollary of 
the belated exposure of sheep on infested grazings. It is 
only to be expected that if there are insufficient hosts to satisfy 
the needs of a population of starved ticks until late spring, 
the latter will continue active until such time as they will 
have acquired hosts and satisfied their hunger. 

Although ticks are usually reduced to their lowest level on 
sheep during winter, that is not to say that animals on tick- 
infested pastures may not occasionally become infested with 
individuals of all stages, often, too,, in large numbers. Ticks 
lying dormant on the ground may be stirred to % activity by 
the warmth radiated from the body of a recumbent sheep 
and attach themselves. Deer appear to be particularly prone 
to attack during winter. In 1930-31 I had an opportunity 
to examine for parasites, during the period November to

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February, a series of red-deer hinds from Glen Dochart, 
Perthshire. All proved to be more or less infested, and 
in extreme cases the numbers ran into thousands. Actually 
deer appear to be liable to heavier infestation than sheep, 
and ticks appear to thrive more successfully on the former 
than on the latter. It is not uncommon to find on infested 
sheep, but not on deer, large numbers of engorged female 
ticks lying dead in the fleece, as if smothered by wool-grease. 

Tick Control .—The problem of control of the Sheep Tick 
is one that bristles with difficulties, which are attributable in 
part to the extent and nature of the infested territory, the 
great diversity of its hosts, both domestic and wild, its three- 
host habit, and its remarkable powers of resistance to starva¬ 
tion. In possessing a tick problem Britain is by no means 
unique. Other parts of the world, including Europe, Africa, 
Asia, Australia, and America, have similar problems, some 
very extensive, in which disease-carrying ticks cause 
tremendous losses to live-stock. Out of the experience of 
farmers and investigators abroad in dealing with their own 
problems, there have emerged certain methods of control 
which are applicable to the Sheep Tick in this country. In 
ascending order of importance they may be enumerated as 
follows :— 

1. Burning of infested pasture and moorland. 

2. Drainage and liming of marshy ground on which the 

Sheep Tick abounds. 

3. Starvation of the tick by removal of stock for a year or 

more from infested pasture. 

4. Dipping of infested live-stock with efficient acaricides. 

Whilst dipping is of considerable importance as a palliative, 
it is realised that it does not get at the root of the problem. 
Nevertheless, in the present state of our knowledge, it is the 
one which offers most protection to sheep. 

1. Burning .—This measure has for its aim the destruction 
of active hungry ticks present on the extremities of leaves 
and stems of herbage awaiting the passage of a host. For 
good results the vegetation should be dry enough to support 
a brisk, rapid fire at the time of maximum tick activity in 
the spring. The method has its limitations in that the burning 
is rarely so thorough as to affect the basal mat of inert dead 
material in which inactive ticks may find shelter and escape 
the fire unscathed. Even if conditions were ideal for burning 
it would be possible to deal with only a small part of a hill- 
farm each year. Thus it would take several years before 
results could be expected from this method. In itself burning 
is recognised as having a minor significance in reducing a

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tick population, but nevertheless may have some value when 
combined with other more effective methods. Quite apart 
from the question of ticks, burning has its uses in the improve¬ 
ment of the grazing value of hill-pastures, especially since the 
practice of grazing cattle along with sheep has fallen into 
disuse for economic reasons. Cattle contrived to keep down 
the coarser grasses that were neglected by sheep, and thus 
encouraged those of better quality desirable to the latter. 

On heather moors it is generally recognised that burning 
old heather at regular intervals serves to keep moorland 
pests such as the Heather Beetle under control. 1 Actually 
burning the heather is not effective in destroying the beetle 
directly, since moor-burning in Scotland is restricted by 
statute to a period of the year, October to April, when the 
beetle is dormant in the ground. Nevertheless, burning is 
effective by changing the character^ of the environment, 
chiefly in the reduction of sphagnum, so as to make it difficult 
for the beetle to breed. The same argument may apply to 
the tick, which also demands highly humid surroundings. 
For the latter, moor-burning would be most effective in March 
and April when the majority of ticks are active on the heather 
after their winter fast. 

2. Drainage and Liming .—It is a well recognised fact that 
ticks thrive best on the wet parts of a hill-pasture where the 
soil acidity is high. Associated with such acid soils there is 
always an inferior type of vegetation which consists chiefly 
of rushes and aquatic plants. In order to reduce the tick 
population in these damp areas it is first desirable to get rid of 
as much excess moisture as possible by surface drainage. 
The lowering of the water-table is soon reflected in a gradual 
improvement in the quality of the sward. Useless rushes 
are replaced by a superior type of herbage, such as fescues, 
which are more palatable and digestible. As a result, the 
land which is actually kept wet by a dense cover of rushes 
becomes progressively drier through the increased transpira¬ 
tion effected by their more valuable successors. The improve¬ 
ment thus begun is further strengthened by adoption of the 
method of treating deteriorated hill-pastures, practised and 
described by Hamilton, 2 and also reviewed by an anonymous 
writer 3 in a recent volume of the 6 Scottish Journal of Agri¬ 
culture. ’ The method is essentially that of Stapledon, 4 whose

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experiments on grassland improvement in Wales have earned 
him much renown. The basis of the treatment is neutralisation 
of soil acidity by the application of lime, with the addition 
of mineral phosphates and potash if these are required. The 
treated ground is now receptive to the introduction of wild 
white clover, which brings added fertility to the soil once it 
is established and enables better pasture plants to grow and 
thrive. Thus this type of amelioration of hill-grazings has 
two recommendations in its favour in that it would help to 
banish the tick by a radical change of its environment and 
to increase materially the returns derived from the sheep 
stock by improving the quality of the feeding. 

3. Starvation .—Ticks present on infested ground which are 
persistently deprived of hosts and so of the opportunity of 
acquiring a blood-meal must finally succumb to starvation, 
the penalty of an undue specialisation of diet. As an offset 
to the precariousness of an existence which is dependent 
upon the chance encounter of appropriate hosts, ticks have 
developed a resistance to starvation which enables them to 
maintain themselves alive and unfed for as long as two years. 
Thus in order to eradicate a tick population by the method of 
starvation the sheep stock would require to be evacuated 
from the infested ground and not returned for at least two 
years. Even after the elapse of two years there is no surety 
that the ground would be free of ticks, since, at any time during 
the interval, they might be introduced by sundry transient 
hosts such as birds and small mammals, which cannot be 
conveniently excluded. Although the process of deticking an 
infested farm would only be carried out one section at a 
time, it is almost certain under present conditions of sheep¬ 
farming that the average hill farmer could not afford to allow 
even part of his land to lie idle for as long as two years. 

Therefore it is evident that the method of starvation would 
not be sufficient in itself to cope satisfactorily with tick infesta¬ 
tions, since it has the serious faults of its defects—namely, 
reduction of the grazing ground and uncertain results due to 
uncontrollable host factors. These can, however, be dis¬ 
counted in some degree by adopting the recommendation of 
MacLeod 1 and combining the method of starvation with that- 
of dipping. 

The principle upon which the efficacy of the combined 
method depends is that of delayed stocking of an infested 
area in the spring followed by alternate stocking and destocking 
over a period of two or more years, during which the sheep 
are frequently and regularly dipped first in the spring and 
again in autumn, should this be necessary. By delayed

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stocking the starved condition of the ground population of 
ticks is aggravated, so that when sheep are finally introduced 
they serve as passive but effective traps for the collection 
and concentration of the parasites. In order to clear the 
sheep of their ticks, dipping is carried out four or five times 
at intervals of seven days, the minimum time permissible 
for dealing with the gorged adult females, which stay with 
the host for seven to eleven days. Actually, weekly dippings 
are insufficient, since the larvae and nymphs with shorter 
periods of attachment to the host than the females would 
largely contrive to escape. Therefore, in order to embrace 
all stages of the tick, the dipping would have to be repeated 
every three days. Since, however, this practice is precluded 
by reason of cost, as well as by the risk of endangering the 
health of the sheep in exposing it to poisonous dips at such 
brief intervals, recourse must be had tfo the longer interval of 
dipping of seven days. 

When dipping has been completed in spring the sheep are 
removed from the area, which is then left vacant during 
summer. If the ticks are active in the autumn the sheep 
may be returned to the ground for a short period and serial 
dipping repeated, after which the area is again closed to sheep 
until winter. It is then thrown open to the whole of the stock, 
with only slight risk of infestation, since the ticks will have 
entered hibernation and become dormant. 

4. Dijyping .—On the average hill farm dipping is the most 
practicable and economical of existing methods of tick control, 
and all others, including*the burning and draining of pasture 
and moor, as well as tick starvation, must at present be con¬ 
sidered merely as useful adjuncts to the main method. Even 
so, however, dipping cannot be regarded as other than a 
palliative of tick infestation. It does not pretend to treat the 
root of the evil. The operation of dipping is carried out in a 
concrete bath specially constructed for the purpose, and into it 
the sheep selected for treatment are introduced one at a time. 
Each animal should be retained in the dipping fluid for not 
less than half a minute, during which the head is submerged 
two or three times to ensure that the ticks adhering round 
the neck and face are properly wetted by the liquid. The 
efficacy of the dip depends upon its toxic qualities, which 
may not necessarily be immediate in their action. Indeed, 
dips so strong as to destroy ticks at once are ruled out because 
of the grave risk of their injuring the host animal’s skin. 
Experience has shown that with the majority of dips the 
margin of safety which separates their efficacy as acaricides 
or insecticides from their harmlessness to the living host is 
so slight that the smallest increase in their concentration 
might render them veritably injurious. 
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Of all the anti-tick dips which have been tried, the most 
effective are those which are composed of arsenic (present as 
sodium arsenite) mixed with carbolic acid. Arsenical acaricides, 
incorporating Stockholm tar and perhaps potash soap as 
further ingredients, have long been in use against ticks in vari¬ 
ous parts of the world, and have contributed to the eradica¬ 
tion of the Texas Fever Tick (Boophilus annulatus) of cattle 
in many parts of the southern United States, and the Blue 
Tick, also of cattle, in Africa and Australia. Success in the 
control of these ticks has been in large measure due to their 
possession of two characters in which they differ markedly 
from the Sheep Tick. In the first place, they are one-host 
ticks, passing the whole of their development apart from that 
of the egg on a single host; and secondly, they are practically 
confined to cattle. Alternative hosts, either wild or domestic, 
have not served greatly to involve the issue, as has been the 
case with the Sheep Tick. Eeeent advices, 1 however, show 
that in the campaign against the Texas Fever Tick in Florida 
legislation has been passed providing for the removal of deer 
from tick-infested game preserves. 

On the British market to-day farmers have the choice of 
several efficient anti-tick dips. In all cases instructions as 
to the dilution of the dip to give the required concentration 
in the bath are supplied by the manufacturer. At bath strength 
the percentage of arsenic averages about 0*2, and that of 
carbolic 0*3. In recent years derris has assumed prominence 
as an acaricide because of its rapid lethal action, and is 
included in certain proprietary dips along with either arsenic 
or carbolic or both. The percentage of derris in the bath is 
about 0*014 total extract. 

Whilst arsenic alone as an ingredient of dipping fluids is 
effective as an acaricide, it has been shown that its efficacy 
is increased when combined with carbolic acid, the toxicity 
of which to ticks is by itself only very slight. Although derris 
alone is quick in its action, it is not so satisfactory as combined 
arsenic-carbolic, which has greater lasting properties. 

One of the great difficulties with which manufacturers have 
had to contend in producing satisfactory anti-tick dips has 
been the relative impenetrability of the grease present in the 
fleece of the sheep. It is simply incapable of being satisfactorily 
wetted by ordinary water-soluble dips. To overcome this 
difficulty manufacturers have incorporated wool-grease in the 
dips, which can thus penetrate readily and quickly to the skin 
and there destroy the adherent ticks. 

As has already been suggested, dipping, to be effective, must 
be undertaken at the season or seasons of the year when the 
ticks display their greatest activity on the sheep. The increase 
of ticks which occurs in September and October is often so

slight as to bo practically negligible. It bears no comparison 
to the increase during the main tick season on a Border sheep 
farm, which extends from March to May and reaches a climax 
in the third week of April. Unfortunately, this period coincides 
with the time of lambing, which requires the whole attention ^ 
of the farm staff. Therefore, serial dipping at intervals of’ 
three days—the ideal for absolute protection—is out of the 
question, not only because of labour difficulties, but because 
of the prohibitive cost and risk of endangering the health 
of the stock. 

Actually, the arsenic-carbolic-grease dips retain their lethal 
properties for about two weeks after application, with 
the result that ticks which succeed in finding a host any 
time during this period succumb to the effects of the dip. 
During the third week after dipping the host again becomes 
infested with living ticks, and is again ready for dipping, 
before the adult female ticks become detached and drop to 
the ground. Thus during the period of heaviest infestation 
in the spring, which extends to three months, four dippings 
at intervals of three weeks will provide the stock with an 
ample degree of protection. On the basis of these considera¬ 
tions, Lyle Stewart 1 and MacLeod 2 * * * have recommended the 
adoption of the following schedule of dipping :— 

1. Eild stock three weeks before lambing. 

2. Entire flock a day or two before lambing begins. 

3. Unlambed ewes and eild stock three weeks after the 

beginning of lambing. Ewes with lambs at foot 
should also be dipped if possible. 

4. Entire stock six weeks after the beginning of lambing. 

The second and third of the above dippings are more 
important than the first and fourth, since the time of their 
accomplishment will generally be found to coincide with the 
climax of the infestation towards the end of April and beginning 
of May, and they would thus give protection when it was 
most required. 

Recent experiments made by Lyle Stewart 8 in Northumber¬ 
land suggest that derris powder applied as a dry dust to the 
fleeces of young lambs is an effective tick-deterrent with 
obvious advantages over dips in that it is less troublesome 
to apply and less likely to cause mis-mothering. 

General Considerations .—Consultation of the literature on 
the Sheep Tick shows that the efforts of investigators have

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been mainly directed to the study of the habits and behaviour 
of the tick relative to its hosts. The knowledge thus acquired 
has been supplemented by laboratory experiments, 1 in winch 
the reactions of the tick to such isolated factors as temperature 
and humidity have been tested. Whilst the results of such 
experiments provide an interesting index of the response 
of the tick to these same factors in nature, their value must 
not be overstated, since divorce of an animal from its natural 
environment is in itself likely to provoke abnormal reactions. 
Even in the laboratory the reaction of the tick to a single 
controlled factor such as temperature does not necessarily 
represent the measure of its response out-of-doors, where the 
effects of any one factor, say temperature, may be modified 
by those simultaneously exerted by other factors such as 
humidity and pressure. 

In view of the fact that the tick spends anything from one 
to two years on the ground, as against a mere two or three 
weeks on the host, it is surprising that more attention has 
not been paid by investigators to the factors of soil and 
vegetation as they concern the tick in nature. If the tick 
were not subject to some degree of restriction by limiting 
factors it would be reasonable to suppose that it would be 
universally and uniformly distributed on Scottish hill-pastures 
and lowland farms. On the contrary, its distribution is quite 
irregular. Lowland farms are practically exempt from infesta¬ 
tion even although they may be subject to recurrent invasion 
with the movement to their pastures of sheep from tick-infested 
hill-farms for wintering purposes. So far as hill-grazings are 
concerned disparity of infestation on neighbouring farms has 
long been recognised as a problem for which no satisfactory 
explanation is as yet forthcoming. The problem, too, is all the 
more perplexing since intermingling of the flocks of two such 
farms frequently occurs by trespass at gaps in march fences 
and also at roadsides. Even on the same farm different 
hirsels, hefts, and cuts of sheep may not be infested in the 
same degree. Since this lack of uniformity cannot be attributed 
to a variable susceptibility to infestation of the host, one 
must therefore look for the underlying cause of disparity in 
the variability of the factors that compose the environment 
of the Sheep Tick on the ground. 

The vexed question of the spread of the tick is not essentially 
different from that of its local distribution. Its introduction 
into new localities is entirely dependent on carriage by its 
hosts, which, under conditions of modern transport are 
conveyed long distances in such a comparatively short space 
of time that adherent ticks may arrive at the destination of 
the host before they are dropped. As to whether they will

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survive and persist in their new terrain will be determined 
by the suitability of the ground to which they are introduced 
and the density of the host population. Whilst the tick is 
suspected of having slowly extended its range in recent years 
in some districts, there is no evidence of such a spread having 
occurred in the Border counties of Scotland in the past few 
years. 

Speculation upon some of the outstanding outbreaks of 
pests in Scotland in recent years emphasises the fact that 
the most extensive and most frequent have been those 
associated with hill-pasture and moorland. Further specula¬ 
tion, too, reveals that each of the pests we have in mind 
thrives best on grazings or moorlands that are impoverished 
or have deteriorated. They are the Heather Beetle (Lochmcea 
suturalis ), Antler Moth (Charceas gram\nis), the Sheep Maggot 
Fly (Lucilia sericata ), and the Upland Pasture Beetle ( Dascillus 
cervinus). To these the Sheep Tick may also be added. So 
far as the Heather Beetle 1 is concerned, it is known to abound 
on marshy moors where sphagnum is plentiful and where 
rotational burning, draining, and liming is neglected. The 
Antler Moth, 2 again, flourishes on hill-pastures where the 
vegetation is rank and poor in quality, including such as 
moor-mat grass, tufted hair-grass, deer grass, molinia, and 
rushes, all of which are usually neglected by sheep. The 
Upland Pasture Beetle, 2 again, is attracted to pasture over¬ 
grown with moss. The case of the Sheep Maggot Fly is not 
quite so convincing as the others, but there are those who 
maintain that it has been indirectly encouraged by the invasion 
of bracken on sheep grazings. Finally, there is the Sheep 
Tick, which is always most abundant on marshy ground 
supporting a coarse and inferior type of vegetation. 

If then the outbreaks of these pests have done nothing else, 
they have served to attract attention to the impoverished 
condition of much of this country’s hill-grazings and the 
necessity for effecting their amelioration. The fact of deteriora¬ 
tion does not, of course, rest merely upon the evidence of 
repeated outbreaks of indigenous insect and other pests. At 
the best these can only serve as signs of an upset in the balance 
of the pastoral environment. What is even more convincing 
of deterioration is the reduced population of sheep which the 
impoverished hill-farms of to-day are capable of supporting 
compared with fifty years ago. 3 During all these years and 
many more, one crop of lambs after another has been reared 
and sold from these farms, and little has been done to maintain

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the standard of quality of the pastures. Their rehabilitation 
by improved methods of husbandry would not only serve to 
increase once more their stock-carrying capacity, but perhaps 
also offer a solution of the problem of the Sheep Tick and 
other pests of upland pastures. 

Just before this article was sent to press there appeared 
two interesting contributions bearing on the tick problem in 
the Ettrick Yalley, Selkirkshire. The first by R. Jopson 1 
presents facts and figures from which it is concluded that 
the practice of systematic dipping of sheep in 1937 materially 
reduced the tick population of a diseased farm as judged by 
a comparison of counts of ticks made on control sheep in 
1937 and 1938. This deduction is open to criticism, however, 
since the author does not take into account the possibility 
of other factors contributing to the reduction. The second 
article is one by Andrew Linton, 2 who has devoted considerable 
time and attention for many years to tick control on his 
farm in Selkirkshire. Indeed, there can be few farmers who 
have had more experience of the problem. Whilst Linton 
is of the opinion that the tick infestation of 1937 was no 
less than that of 1938—and in this opinion he appears to 
differ from Jopson—tick-borne disease and losses due thereto 
were appreciably less, indicating that intensity of tick infesta¬ 
tion is not necessarily correlated with degree of loss. In this 
regard, Linton suggests the operation of auxiliary climatic 
factors which may intensify the effects of disease due to ticks. 


Alder Sawflies. 

About the middle of September 1938 Mr J. Oliver, Divisional 
Officer, and Mr J. Hunter, Forester, Forestry Commission, 
drew my attention to an infestation of sawfly caterpillars 
then occurring in Groskine Forest, three miles north of Beat- 
tock, Dumfriesshire. The caterpillars were tentatively identi¬ 
fied as belonging to four distinct species, as follows: Cam- 
poniscus luridiventris (Fig. 20), Grcesus septentrionalis (Fig. 21), 
Nematus pavidus (Fig. 22), and Ncmatinus lateus. These 
identifications were kindly corroborated later by Mr R. B. 
Benson, Department of Entomology, British Museum (Natural 
History). 

The trees of grey alder (Alnus incana) on which the cater¬ 
pillars occurred stood fifteen to twenty feet high and had 
been planted ten years previously as a wind-break for the 
Norway and Sitka spruce composing the young woodland.

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It is fortunate that the caterpillars are active only late in 
the season, for, although they may completely defoliate the 
trees, risk of permanent injury to a plantation is slight, since 
the attack occurs at a time when the growth of the current 
year’s shoots is almost complete and the buds of next year 
have already set. At the worst, late summer defoliation 
can only mean a slight reduction of increment of attacked 
trees. 

In order to obtain a first-hand idea of the extent of the 
infestation I paid a visit to Greskine Forest in the third week 
of September, when the forester kindly showed me the

infested trees. I was very much struck by the bare appear¬ 
ance of certain of them that were almost completely stripped 
of their foliage, with clusters of caterpillars still clinging to 
the remnants of leaves and leaf-stalks. Of the four kinds 
of caterpillar present, that of N. pavidus was observed to be 
most abundant and its social habits most marked. In attack¬ 
ing a leaf it was seen to begin at the margin, whence it gradually 
devoured the blade until only the midrib and petiole were left. 
Since others work in a similar fashion, the disappearance of 
the leaf-blades brings the marauders together on the remaining 
midribs and leaf-stalks. All the time that they are feeding 
the caterpillars of A. pavidus and C. septentrionalis have a 
trick of rearing the hind part of the body in the air in a bold 
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curve, which is more emphasised in the latter. The cater¬ 
pillar of G. septentrionalis is particularly energetic. When 
disturbed it performs vigorous body movements, at the same

time protruding its ventral glands, from which there emanates 
a peculiar foetid odour. 

The caterpillar of ( 7 . luridiventris (Fig. 20) is quite distinct 
from the others because of its woodlouse-like shape and 
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appearance. The sides of its body are flat and extended. It 
adheres so closely to the under-surface of the leaf, which it 
resembles in colour, that it may be easily overlooked. Its 
presence is usually betrayed by the large holes which it 
gouges out of the middle of the leaf-blade. Another some¬ 
what compressed caterpillar is that of Nematinus luteus , in 
which the sides of the body also project. The compression 
and lateral extension of the segments are, however, less 
marked than in the caterpillar of G. luridiventris. In order to 
facilitate the identification of the four kinds of alder-sawfly 
caterpillars I have arranged in a table herewith the characters 
in which they are severally contrasted.

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With the possible exception of N. pavidus , in which there 
may be two, there is said to be but one generation of the 
alder sawflies in Scotland per year, and the caterpillars of 
all four occur in the period July to October. 

Fig. 23 is a photograph of the female of 0. septentrionalis , 
a black sawfly with red hind body, readily distinguished from 
the adults of the other three species by its enlarged hind¬ 
legs, in which the second last segment is expanded at the 
far end, and likewise the basal segment of the foot abnormally 
broad. These characters are clearly shown in the illustration 
below.

The Pine Resin-Gall Tortrtx (Rhyacionia resinella). 

Tho activities of this insect in a Scots pine plantation are 
readily recognisable by the greyish, rough-walled resin-galls 
that are securely fastened to the bases of last year’s shoots 
(Pig. 24), whereby we learn that they require two years to 
reach maturity, and that the life-history of the gall-maker 
is a biennial one. In October 1938 specimens of the galls, 
which are the size of a walnut when fully developed, were 
found to be present in considerable abundance in a small 
plantation near Edinburgh. Their construction by the 
caterpillar of R. resinella, which so manages its building 
operations that it is not engulfed by the resin-outflow, is of 
such biological interest as to be not unworthy of recounting 
here. 
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Distribution .—The Pine Besin-Gall Tortrix extends over 
the whole of Europe, from Britain to Eussia, and again from 
Lapland to Spain. In the British Isles it is unknown outside 
Scotland. 

Food-plant .—Scots pine.

Life-history .—The moth (Fig. 25) has a wing-expanse of 
about f inch. The fore-wings are dark brownish-black with 
transverse, shining, bluish-grey, wavy lines. Hind-wings are 
brownish-grey with a pale grey fringe. The moths begin to 
fly in May, and the flight period lasts for about two months. 
The eggs are laid in May and June, probably on the shoot 
below the terminal whorl of buds or on the sheaths of the 
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needles. According to Escherich, 1 the process of egg-laying 
has not been observed in the open, but has been noted in 
laboratory cages. The eggs are about 2 V inch broad, disc¬ 
shaped, pale-yellow, and scale-like. They adhere very closely 
to the substratum, and the upper side is slightly arched. 

The caterpillar hatches in two or three weeks. It has a 
large brown head and yellowish-brown body with small dark 
warts. Behind the head there is a pale brown shield. 

The newly hatched caterpillar takes up its abode immediately 
beneath the terminal whorl of buds, where by laborious and 
painstaking effort it proceeds to build for itself a hollow 
shelter. 

Construction of the resin-gall .—The materials that are 
employed in the building of the so-called gall are furnished 
in part by the caterpillar, and in part] by the twig on which

it feeds. Indeed, the very process of feeding serves to deter¬ 
mine the flow of resin, which is used both as stone and mortar 
by the builder. The other materials consist of silk and particles 
of excrement, which form, as it were, the skeleton on which 
the resinous superstructure is meticulously reared. The 
actual foundation is laid when the young caterpillar spins 
a small initial canopy of silk that is fastened to the shoot 
and a few adjacent needles. Beneath this silken roof it proceeds 
to feed by nibbling the tender bark of the shoot. In so doing 
it cuts through the delicate walls of the underlying resin 
canals. The result is an outflow of resin, which the larva 
transports in minute droplets by its mouth and deposits in 
the silken cover. The latter is thus strengthened and also 
waterproofed. By the time that winter has arrived the 
shelter has been enlarged to the size of a pea, and within the 
cavity the caterpillar spends the winter.

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In the spring the caterpillar resumes its building operations 
at a time when the resin-flow is most active. It begins by 
gnawing the bark and underlying tissues of a larger part of 
the twig. The quantity of resin now available is greater than 
it was in the previous autumn, not only because of the greater 
seasonal activity of the trees, but because a more extensive 
area of resin-canals is tapped by the caterpillar. The latter, 
however, proves that it is quite capable of dealing with the 
new situation, and no more resin is liberated than can well 
be dealt with at any one time. The shelter of last winter 
soon becomes too small to accommodate the increasing bulk 
of the growing larva, and so it sets about the building of an 
annexe, which is gradually extended until it reaches the 
size of a walnut. The plan of this definitive dwelling (Fig. 26) 
provides for a division of space according to the functions 
performed by the inhabitant. First there is a main chamber 
lined with silk in which the caterpillar carries on its building 
operations, rests, and moults. Then there is an accessory 
chamber, which is partly separated from the main chamber 
by an incomplete partition. In some galls there are two such 
accessory chambers, and always they are stored with pellets 
of excrement saturated with resin. Evidently, then, the 
accessory chambers have to do with feeding, and examination 
shows that they communicate with the surface of the twig, 
where the caterpillar finds its food, consisting of bark, plant 
cells, and wood. Towards the end of larval life another chamber 
is added, lined with silk as is the main chamber. Into this 
the caterpillar passes to undergo its final moult and pupate 
after its second period of hibernation. 

It will thus be seen that the resin-gall is not the result of 
a haphazard and uncontrolled outflow of resin from the surface 
of a twig injured by the larva in feeding. On the contrary, 
it is a complicated structure which could only arrive at its 
final form by being controlled during all the stages of its 
construction by an organism that is capable not only of 
regulating the flow of resin, but using it with skill in the erection 
of its home. In the process of its elaboration nothing appears 
to be wasted. Even the pellets of excreta are pressed into 
service. Lying in the accessory chambers, they become 
bathed with resin, which they readily absorb, and are then 
employed as building stones to reinforce the walls of the 
gall. 

Actually, the resin content of the gall is not so great as 
it would seem to he at first sight. If the resin be. dissolved 
by a suitable solvent, the gall will continue to retain its 
form, so long as it is kept in the solvent. Ono can judge 
from this just how much silk must be employed in 
laying the foundation of the walls. Should the gall be 
removed from the solvent it collapses at once to a shapeless 
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mass of excrement, which still, however, retains considerable 
bulk. 

Incidentally, an examination of the process of construction 
of the so-called gall shows that this is a misnomer. The 
domicile of JK. resinella is not a gall according to the accepted 
sense of the term—namely, a hypertrophy or out-growth of 
living plant tissues induced by a persistent and specific 
stimulus, insect or fungus, present in the affected tissues. 
Evidently, then, such a definition does not fit the structure 
which we have described, since it is not composed of the

tissues of the host plant, but merely of a by-product of these 
—namely, resinous exudate from the site of injury. 

Pupa .—The pupa is about \ inch long, almost black, and 
has encircling bands of spines on the hind segments of its 
body. The pupal period lasts for four weeks in May and 
June. 

The emergence of the adult moths has been described by 
Biisgen (1898), who is quoted by Escherich ( loc . cit., p. 299). 
The liberation of the moth is preceded by the protrusion of 
the pupa through the wall of the pupal chamber. Ordinarily,

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penetration of the hard resinous wall would be a difficult 
process, but is facilitated by its being softened by the warmth 
provided by the rays of the morning sun. The pupa pushes 
through the wall until it is almost wholly exposed. In this 
it is assisted by the segmental bands of backwardly directed 
spines. The pupal skin then splits down the back and the 
moth emerges in a quarter of an hour, leaving the empty 
skin projecting from the surface. The moth settles on a 
near-by needle and there remains until its wings unfold. 

Forest Relations .—By comparison with the Pine-Shoot 
Moth (Rhyacionia buoliana ), the capacity for damage of 
R. resinella is insignificant. For one thing, its attacks are 
not followed by irreparable damage to the leading shoots 
that is so frequently an accompaniment of injury due to 
R. buoliana , and aggravated as time passes. On the contrary, 
the buds of the shoots are not usually destroyed by R . resinella, 
but develop in normal fashion, so that the two-year-old gall 
is found attached to the shoot of the previous year and over¬ 
topped by the current year’s shoot. 

Generally only young Scots pines from six to ten years old 
and growing in poor and scanty soil are attacked by R. resinella. 
Galls are sometimes also found on the side branches of older 
trees. Barely is the leading shoot affected. Under unfavour¬ 
able climatic and poor soil conditions death of the buds may 
occur. Among Scots pine planted in dunes, R. resinella may 
become quite harmful, especially when it is accompanied by 
other pine-shoot Tortrices, such as R. turionana , R. buoliana, 
and R. duplana. 

The attack of R. resinella varies in intensity from year to 
year. In some years fresh galls can scarcely be found, whilst 
in others they may be very abundant. Climatic conditions 
and parasites no doubt play an important rdle in this fluctua¬ 
tion of R. resinella. 

Control. —The adoption of measures of control against 
R. resinella would be justified only in severe attacks and 
where unfavourable forest conditions prevailed. Even then 
they could consist only in the mechanical destruction of the 
galls, either by breaking them off or cutting the twigs beneath 
the galls. 

The multiplication of R. resinella is normally restricted by 
a host of natural enemies. Many galls are opened by wood¬ 
peckers, which devour the caterpillars, and there are-numerous 
parasitic insects which attack the earlier stages. On the 
Continent there have been recorded as parasites of R. resinella 
four species of tachinid flies, thirty species of ichneumonid 
wasps, four braconid wasps, three chalcids, and one procto- 
trypid. 
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Carnation Tortrix Moth (Tortrix pronubana). 

In September 1938 specimens of an interesting leaf-rolling 
caterpillar were sent to me for identification and report by 
Professor Sir D’Arcy Thompson of St Andrews University. 
It was said to be causing damage to the foliage of diverse 
plants in a glass-house at St Andrews. The moths were reared 
from the caterpillars, and they proved to be the Carnation 
Tortrix Moth. 

Distribution.—Tortrix pronubana appears to have been 
introduced into Britain from the Continent, and has gradually 
spread north from one glass-house to another. 

Food-plants .—The caterpillar feeds on carnations and various 
ornamental plants under glass. Out-of-doors it subsists on 
privet, laurel, ivy, and euonymus, and can live in the open 
all the year round in sheltered places. 

Life-history .—The moth (Fig. 27) has a wing-expanse of 
[; inch, and is conspicuous because of the bright orange colour 
of the hind-wings, which are relieved by a narrow' black 
border. The fore-wings are greyish-brown. During the day 
the moths remain inactive, and it is only in the evening, 
when the light begins to fade, that they begin to fly. 

The eggs are pale green, oval, and flat. They are laid in 
masses of anything up to 200, and the individual eggs slightly 
overlap each other. The masses are usually deposited on 
the upper sides of the leaves, but they are frequently found 
on the woodwork and glass of the house. Each mass is coated 
with a protective sticky secretion. The period of incubation 
is two to three weeks, according to temperature. As incubation 
proceeds the eggs darken, and the form of the larva developing 
within gradually becomes apparent. 

The caterpillar, on hatching, is pale yellowish-green with 
a dark-browm or black head. Although they are closely 
associated at hatching, the caterpillars are not gregarious 
in their habits, but soon distribute themselves widely over 
the food-plants. In the course of its development the cater¬ 
pillar passes through seven stages, moulting its skin six times. 
The full-grown caterpillar is | inch long, olive-green in colour 
and with the under side paler than the upper. The head is 
light yellowrish-brown with dark marks, and the shield of 
the prothorax just behind the head is yellowish-green with 
dark marks on its hind border. Pale bristles arising from 
small basal cones are sparsely scattered over the back and 
sides of the body. The development of the caterpillar is 
completed in two to three months. As a preliminary to 
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pupation it spins a dense silken web or cocoon among the 
leaves of the food plant and transforms to a chrysalis inside. 

The chrysalis , which is first brown, later deepens to black. 
It is about half an inch long. This stage lasts for two weeks, 
when the chrysalis tears open the web by vigorous movements 
of its body, and the moth emerges through a rent in the 
cocoon. 

Number of Generations .—In glass-houses there are two 
generations each year, a slowly developing winter one, and a 
more rapid summer. The two generations overlap each other, 
so that the mature caterpillars of the first generation frequently 
occur along with the young caterpillars of the second. The 
winter is passed in the caterpillar stage, and pupation occurs 
in the spring.

Symptoms of Attack .—The leaves at the tips of the shoots 
are rolled up or spuu together in bundles by the caterpillars. 

Damage .—The caterpillars destroy the tips of the shoots, 
and in large-leaved plants the tips of the leaves are rolled 
up and likewise destroyed. The flower buds of carnations 
are pierced and the caterpillars enter the buds and devour 
the interior. Petals of opening buds are perforated and the 
resulting flowers are thus defaced. 

Control. —1. In slight infestations egg-masses, larvae, and 
pupae should be sought for, removed by hand, and destroyed. 

2. Poison sprays such as lead arsenate, nicotine, derris, and 
pyrethrum are effective in killing the caterpillars before they 
become enclosed in their protective webs. The foliage of the 
plants should be thoroughly wetted above and below, and 
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the spray should penetrate the flowers and leaves at the ends 
of the shoots. 

3. Fumigation with nicotine and hydrocyanic acid gas has 
no effect on the caterpillars. On the other hand, tetrachlore* 
thane and carbon bisulphide are said by Miles 1 to be satis¬ 
factory controlling agents. 


Chrysanthemum Boot Maggot (Psila nigricornis). 

Every year since 1932 inquiries have been received during 
the winter months, December to February, of damage to 
the roots of chrysanthemum shoots and cuttings by the 
maggots of a fly. The queries have emanated chiefly from 
the owners of commercial glass-houses in the Midlands and 
South of Scotland, and the fly concerned has proved in all 
cases to be Psila nigricornis , a close relative of the notorious 
Carrot Fly (P. rosce ), which is everywhere so destructive to 
the roots of carrots and parsnips. Since the Chrysanthemum 
Boot. Maggot appears to be gradually extending the sphere 
of its activities in Scotland, it may not be inappropriate that 
attention should now be drawn to the type of injury for 
which it is responsible. 

Food-j)lants. —In addition to the chrysanthemum the 
maggot also feeds on lettuce, and we have a record of one 
infestation in January 1936 which involved the loss of thou¬ 
sands of seedling lettuce by reason of its attack. 

Distribution. —There can be little doubt but that the insect 
is fairly widely distributed in Britain, and that it has recently 
developed into a factor of considerable economic importance, 
because of the greater attention now being paid by nurserymen 
to the cultivation of chrysanthemums and lettuce under glass. 

Life-history. —Whilst the general plan of the life-cycle of 
the Chrysanthemum Boot Maggot is known, details still 
await investigation. In its broad outlines the scheme of the 
life-history is like that of the Carrot Fly, with the significant 
difference that P. nigricornis passes the winter indoors as an 
active maggot in the roots of its host plants, whilst P. rosce 
hibernates as a passive pupa in the soil. 

The adult flies (Fig. 28) are common in spring and the 
early part of the summer, when they may be found in numbers 
on various umbelliferous flowers out-of-doors. The fly is 
only about A inch long, bluish- or greenish-black, shiny, 
and sparsely invested with short pale hairs. Its head is 
reddish-orange, somewhat swollen, and the legs are pale

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yellow, as are likewise the veins of the wings. In the male 
the hind part of the body is composed of six evident segments. 
In the female there are five, to which, however, there are 
added three terminal tubular and telescopic segments, which 
are modified to form the retractile ovipositor. The wing- 
expanse of the fly is £ inch. On the whole, it is somewhat 
delicate and slender-bodied. 

The eggs are apparently laid in the soil near the plants. 
Further observations require to be made concerning the fly’s 
habit of egg-laying. 

The maggots are a pale yellowish-white, slender and 
cylindrical, tapering to either end, but more so at the head¬

than the tail-end. When full-grown the maggot is about $ 
inch long and : h inch broad. In pupating it may either remain 
in its root-burrow or abandon it for the soil. The pupal case 
or puparium is about £ inch long, reddish-brown, cylindrical, 
and flattened at the fore end. It lasts for five to six weeks. 
In glass-houses, as we have already noted, the larvae continue 
feeding during the winter, pupate in spring, and the adults 
emerge during April and May. 

Damage .—From the foregoing it will have been learned 
that the damage caused by P. nigricornis is created by the 
maggots, which bore into the roots. Their presence is revealed 
by superficial tunnels in the root-stock and bases of the 
stems. Every here and there a tunnel comes to the surface, 
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exposing a cream-coloured maggot. Whilst the effect of 
tunnelling on the health of the plant is serious enough, the 
condition is aggravated when the walls of the burrows dry and 
split, resulting in deep wounds in the roots. Thus the growth 
of new shoots is inhibited. So far as young chrysanthemum 
cuttings are concerned, the attack of the maggot is not 
confined to the roots, but extends into the bases of the stems, 
usually with disastrous results. 

According to Miles 1 there is reason to believe that lettuce 
is not a normal host-plant of P. nigricornis, since the maggot 
tends to wander from one plant to another in a row, instead 
of remaining with one plant until its development is com¬ 
pleted. Initial injury is inflicted by the maggot in the region 
of the collar, where it enters and bores into the roots, the 
interior of which is eaten away. As a result, the affected 
plant wilts and dies. It is not improbable that the attack 
of the maggot on lettuce in commercial glass-houses may be 
traceable to the existence of the pest in chrysanthemums, 
which may have preceded the lettuce in the beds. 

Control .—Treatment consists in the application of repellents 
to prevent the flies from laying their eggs in the soil of 
chrysanthemum beds. To this end naphthalene dust should 
be applied to the soil of the beds of cuttings at intervals during 
spring and summer. 

An alternative method is to treat the soil of beds in which 
an attack has developed with a weak solution of corrosive 
sublimate, 1 fluid oz. to 10 gallons of water, to kill the maggots. 

Beds intended for lettuce which have previously borne 
infested chrysanthemums could be treated with corrosive 
sublimate in weak solution before the crop is put in. 


The Tarnished Plant Bi g or Bishop Fly 
(Lygus pratensis ). 

This insect was reported as injuring chrysanthemums in 
Peeblesshire in August and September, buds and leaves being 
affected. The Tarnished Plant Bug is one of the capsid bugs 
and is related to the notorious Apple Capsid Bug ( Plesiocoris 
rugicollis), and to the Common Green Capsid Bug (Lygus 
pabulinus ), a pest of apple and small fruits. 

Distribution. —The Tarnished Plant Bug occurs both in 
Europe and America. 

Food-plants. —The insect draws upon a very wide range of

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plants for its food, including fruit trees and bushes. Among 
flowering plants it attacks chrysanthemums, dahlias, zinnias, 
carnations, and asters. The list of wild plants includes such 
as dock, nettle, groundsel, and fleabane. 

Life-history .—The adult bug (Fig. 29) is about £ inch long, 
pale yellowish-green and mottled with reddish-brown. It 
spends the winter in a dormant condition among rubbish, 
long herbage, and hedge-bottoms. In the spring it resumes 
its activity, and the eggs are laid in April and. May.

The egg is h inch long and iJ 0 inch broad. Its colour is 
creamy-white and its shape that of a flask. At the hind 
end it is bluntly rounded, whilst the fore end is obliquely 
truncate, slightly constricted, and provided with a well- 
marked rim. The eggs are inserted into the stems of the 
food-plants, and their positions are indicated by the scars 
made by the ovipositor of the female when laying. - 

The immature stages or nymphs are five in number, 
increasing progressively in size at each moult. When dis¬ 
turbed they display great activity and scurry about the 
leaves and shoots of the plant. Their colour varies from green 
to mottled brown with black spots on the thorax of the older 
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nymphs. The nymphs are wingless, but what they lose in 
power of flight is counterbalanced in some degree by the 
rapidity of their movements. The buds of the wings first 
appear in the nymph of the third stage, and gradually increase 
in size at each moult until they attain the dimensions of the 
adult bug. Transformation to the adult occurs from June 
onwards. 

Damage .—The Tarnished Plant Bug is a sucking insect 
which feeds on plant sap. This it extracts from punctures 
made in the plant tissues by its very delicate needle-like 
mouth-parts. Whilst feeding proceeds, the bug injects into 
the punctured plant a small quantity of saliva, the toxic 
properties of which serve to aggravate the mechanical injury 
caused by the mouth-parts. Greatest damage is done during 
August and September by the adult bugs, which have developed 
from the eggs laid in April and May. Attacked leaves are 
spotted and distorted, buds are rendered blind, shoots are 
stunted and malformed, and flowers discoloured and deformed. 

Control .—1. It is important that bugs in and around 
flower - borders should be discouraged. This is best con¬ 
trived by getting rid of weeds and quickly disposing of plant 
refuse, in which the adults hibernate. Hedge-bottoms should 
be kept tidy, and coarse herbage near borders should be 
cleared away. 

2. A nicotine spray or dust is effective in destroying the 
bugs on infested plants. The treatment must be repeated 
as often as is necessary in order to cope with winged adults, 
which recolonise cultivated flowering plants, coming from 
wild plants, fruit trees, and vegetables. 


* The Boot Knot Eelworm (Hcterodera marioni). 

This pest is closely related to that other well-known root 
eelworm, Eeterodera schaehtii , of the potato, beet, and numerous 
other host-plants. Unlike the latter, however, the Boot Knot 
Eelworm is not split into biological races according to 
host-plants, but appears to be entirely indiscriminate and 
non-selective in its food preferences, attacking all and sundry 
plants. New additions are continually being made to the 
catalogue of its hosts, which are now well in excess of 
800 and give one some idea of the catholicity of its tastes. 
In temperate regions the Boot Knot Eelworm is not con¬ 
sidered a serious pest of crops grown in the open, where, 
indeed, it has rarely been noted; in glass-houses, however, 
it is of considerable economic importance, especially where 
tomatoes and cucumbers are grown. The reason for our men- 
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tioning the Root Knot Eelworm in the present article was a 
case of severe damage to tomato transplants in a commercial 
glass-house in Roxburghshire, in which the whole stock was 
involved. The infestation was traced to soil containing the 
eelworm, which had been introduced from outside. 

Damage and Symptoms .—Diagnosis of root-knot rests upon 
the discovery of the spherical or elongated galls varying in 
size from a pinhead to a walnut and distributed all over the 
roots of affected plants (Fig. 30). As the infestation proceeds,

it becomes more intense, with the result that the root-system 
is badly distorted and misshapen by the multiplicity of galls. 
Some of these are abnormally large and are explained as due 
to the fusion of two or more adjacent ones. 

The growth of badly infested plants is appreciably retarded, 
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the leaves turn yellow and wilt, and young plants may succumb 
to the injury caused by the worms. When infested plants 
are provided with good conditions of cultivation the effects 
of eelworm attack are noticeably less severe, and the yield 
of a tomato crop that lias been well cared for may not be 
seriously decreased by the disease. Even so, affected plants 
usually turn pale green in colour, remain stunted, and tend 
to wilt should conditions become warm or dry. 

Symptoms due to eelworm attack are frequently aggravated 
by infections due to the secondary invasion of root-rot fungi, 
which are often responsible for the total destruction of the 
crop. 

Life-history .—The causative agent of root-knot is a minute 
worm, of which the female can just be seen by the naked eye 
when exposed in sections of the root-galls. In size the females 
are about to inch long and half as wide ; they are pear- 
shaped, shining white, and are known as cysts. The anterior 
end is slender and ends in a point at the mouth. The cysts 
are very prolific in reproduction, and the capacity of a single 
individual may be anything from 300 to 1200 eggs, laid at 
the rate of ten to fifteen per day. Instead of being retained 
within the cyst as in the Potato Eelworm the eggs are ex¬ 
truded and passed into a gelatinous mass, which adheres 
firmly to the after part of the cyst. The minute eggs are 
elliptical in shape and are coated with a layer of mucus, 
which soon turns brown. They remain enveloped by the 
gelatinous mass till they hatch. 

The infective stage is the first-stage larva, which makes its 
way to the exterior from the tissues of the galled roots in 
which the eggs are laid. In damp soil this larva can remain 
alive for some months without feeding. When it encounters 
a suitable host-plant it penetrates a root near the growing 
point and begins to feed on the root substance just beneath 
the surface. Some of the larvae, which hatch from eggs deeply 
embedded in the tissues of the galls, do not succeed in boring 
to the outside. Instead, they burrow into the galls more 
deeply and there initiate new centres of infestation. 

In its development to the adult the Boot Knot Eelworm 
passes through four stages, for which it requires a period of 
three to five weeks. Winter is spent in the egg-stage in the 
soil. 

Conditions Favourable to Root-knot. —Boot-knot is a disease 
which- is generally associated wdth light sandy soils and is 
less frequent in heavy clays. In commercial glass-houses the 
soil in made-up borders is usually light and open in texture, 
and this, together with prevailing high temperatures, favours 
the activities of the worm.

Control .—The measures employed to cope with attacks 
of the Boot Knot Eelworm are almost wholly preventive. 
Nothing can be done to eliminate root-knot from a growing 
crop, although its spread may be checked. The following 
methods are recommended for glass-houses :— 

1. Provision of good cultural conditions so that in the 
event of infestation the plants will be able to withstand 
attack. Plants should be well spaced to permit of each 
getting a maximum of light and air ; the soil should be ‘well 
worked and carefully manured. 

2. Bemoval of galled roots from borders and their destruction 
by burning. 

3. Bemoval of soil from borders and its replacement by 
clean composts free of the parasite, or 

4. Steam sterilisation of infested soil. This is the method 
which is most effective in dealing with root-knot in commercial 
glass-houses. The expense of the operation is heavy, but it 
does not require to be repeated more than once in four years. 

5. Treatment of soil with chemicals such as formaldehyde, 
cresylic acid, and calcium cyanide for the destruction of 
larvae and eggs liberated from disrupted galls. 

For further information on the uses and effects of these 
chemicals the reader is referred to the work of Goodey, 1 and 
Miles. 2 The former supplements his account of the various 
control measures by a detailed description of the process of 
partial sterilisation of soil by steam. 


The Cabbage Moth (Marnestra brassicm). 

. In recent years the caterpillar of the Cabbage Moth, one 
of the family of miller moths, has developed into a pest of 
considerable importance in flower gardens. Last summer it 
was even more prominent than usual in gardens in the South¬ 
east of Scotland. 

Distribution .—The insect is one of the commonest of our 
moths and is widely distributed throughout the British Isles 
and Europe. 

Food-plants .—The caterpillars are practically omnivorous 
and are not confined to cabbage nor even to crucifers. 
Included in their dietary are turnips, rape, lettuce, peas, and 
onions. In flower gardens they seem to be particularly 
attracted to calendula and dahlia, but are also partial to 
gladiolus, geranium, and lupin.

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Life-history .—The adult moth (Fig. 31) has a wing-expanse 
of about If inches, and its colour varies from ashen grey to 
almost black. The flying season of the moth extends from 
May to September, during which it lays its globular eggs on 
the leaves of its various food-plants. They hatch in ten to 
fourteen days.

The caterpillar (Fig. 32) varies from mottled green to brown. 
On the back of the full-grown caterpillar there are three light 
lines with slanting black marks in each segment. The under¬ 
surface is pale. Because of the prolonged season of egg-laying, 
caterpillars of all ages occur at the same time, between June 
and October. It requires about four to five weeks for the 
caterpillar to arrive at full growth, after which it drops to 
the ground and pupates in the soil. 
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There is usually only one generation per year, but a second 
of small proportions may be produced, which is responsible 
for the late recurring caterpillars in October. 

Damage .—In the flower garden the caterpillars create great 
havoc by nibbling the petals of llowors and fouling them 
with their excreta. They are particularly severe on gladiolus, 
calendula, and dahlia. In the disc flowers of the two last 
the caterpillar often begins operations at the outer circum¬ 
ference and trims the extremities of the petals uniformly all 
round, gradually working inwards to the centre. Ultimately

nothing is left but the central disc of the flowers. A damaged 
flower of a collarette dahlia which has been trimmed at the 
margin is shown in Fig. 33 alongside a normal uninjured 
flower of the same variety. The caterpillars are not content 
to feed on the flowers only, but attack and devour large 
pieces of the leaves, which are therefore badly holed and 
rendered unsightly. 

Control .—In the flower garden the caterpillars* may be 
destroyed by treating the infested plants with such dry 
contact insecticidal dusts as nicotine or nicotine sulphate, 
pyrethrum or derris.

INSTITUTE OF ANIMAL GENETICS. 

University of Edinburgh, West Mains Road. 

Cattle .—The work with dairy cattle at Shothead and 
Cockburn is proceeding and an analysis is being made of the 
accuracy of the Progeny Test as presently applied as a means 
for evaluating dairy bulls. Preliminary information points 
to the danger of making an assessment of the value of a 
bull based on the first lactation yields of his daughters. In 
some cases the yields of these daughters are unduly forced, 
with the result that the bull receives credit for more than he 
deserves. Accordingly, the subsequent use of such a bull 
in another herd may lead to disappointment. 

The work on the casein content, of milk has uncovered an 
extraordinary intercorrelation of milk yield, butter fat, and 
casein. Hitherto workers have agreed that there is a high 
correlation between milk and fat yield. Work at this Institute 
has shown an equally close connection between milk and 
casein yield, and likewise between fat and casein yield. Apply¬ 
ing a statistical examination to the results obtained, it is 
shown that if casein is held constant, the association between 
milk and fat yield is much less. Likewise if fat is held constant, 
the association between milk and casein is much less. The 
reason for the high correlations previously obtained is therefore 
due to triple correlations. Because fat is correlated with 
casein, and because casein shows a degree of correlation with 
milk yield, therefore the apparent correlation of milk with 
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fat yield is a high one. The deduction to be made points to 
the necessity for selection for fat and casein simultaneously 
with milk yield. 

Pigs .—Recent work with pigs has centred upon the problems 
of mortality and carcase quality. Since the death-rate among 
young pigs varies with birth weight, an attempt has been 
made to determine whether an hereditary basis for selection 
exists. Progress results indicate that birth weight is a fairly 
constant characteristic of sows which cannot readily be 
altered by raising the plane of nutrition above the minimum 
necessary to maintain sow weight. 

Mortality after the first few days is closely connected with 
milk production, which is also a strong hereditary character. 
Owing to the natural tendency of suckling pigs to suckle at 
particular nipples, variation in milk'production from nipple 
to nipple results in a lack of uniformity in the growth of litter 
mates. Undernourished pigs have a higher death-rate, and, 
being found most frequently to suckle the posterior nipples, 
attention lias been focussed on the desirability of emphasising 
in selection not only high milk production but uniformity in 
productivity of the udder from front to rear. 

Carcase quality appears to be influenced by both heredity 
and the rate of growth up to bacon weight. The present 
problem is to separate their effects so as to permit more 
effective selection of breeding animals. A study of the growth 
of complete litters up to bacon weight has revealed that the 
shape of the growth curve is not the same for all. Thus 
litters growing rapidly in the early stages of feeding may be 
distinguished from those with a low initial but high final 
growth rate. The correlation of these inequalities of growth 
rate with inequalities of carcase measurements is now 
proceeding. 

Poultry .—From a study of hatching weight and six-weeks 
weight of chickens it has been possible to estimate the variable 
effect of season on body size. It has been demonstrated that 
the succession of plumage types from hatching to maturity 
in the Brown Leghorn male is referable to the influence of the 
thyroid gland. Extirpation of the thyroid gland in females 
inhibited the development of the comb, but did not prevent 
the production of eggs. Mature hens, derived from eggs 
which had been injected with cestrone in an attempt to pro¬ 
duce sex reversal, persistently produced eggs without shell. 
This was due to the incomplete development of the oviduct. 
All these experimental females possessed two oviducts, and 
the two together were equivalent in weight to the single one 
of normal hens. The males from this experiment also show 
interesting features, and are being retained for further study.

Genetic experiments relating to the inheritance of phases of 
the reproductive cycle are being continued. 

Rabbits .—The breeding operations were somewhat seriously 
hampered during the late spring and early summer owing to 
the difficulty experienced in securing green food of a satis¬ 
factory variety. This was due to the exceptional climatic 
conditions which affected the growing of green stuff throughout 
Great Britain and resulted in surplus greens being absolutely 
unprocurable in Edinburgh. Bough grass grown at the 
Institute was used, which proved far from satisfactory and 
affected breeding results rather seriously. 

The work on the waved condition found in certain strains 
of Boxes has been brought a stage further, and the publication 
of a report on this is now being proceeded with. The theories 
postulated last year have been proved correct in this study. 

The possibility of increasing the area of saddle in Sable 
rabbits has been further investigated during the past year, 
but the results secured have been somewhat conflicting and 
a report on this matter must be held over for at least another 
winter. 

Ho evidence has been discovered, after fairly intensive 
collection of data and breeding experiments, that the disease 
affecting the limbs of rabbits, the Bex and Silver varieties 
especially, referred to in the report of 1935-36 shows any 
tendency to be inherited on mendelian lines. It is now believed 
to be a purely pathological matter, in some cases at least the 
manner of husbandry being largely responsible for its develop¬ 
ment in a stud. 

Preliminary breeding has commenced with a view to the 
investigation of the genetics of silvering of the two types 
found in the Argente and Silver varieties and of the tan or 
yellow found in the Tan and Belgian Hare varieties. 

Two new coat colours in Bexes have been produced—the 
Hyracks Bex and the Smoke Pearl Bex. Both these varieties 
would be of considerable value to the fur producer if true 
breeding strains can be produced. The possibility of this is 
to be further studied. 

Contact between the Institute and breeders throughout the 
British Empire continues to be close through the British 
Babbit Council. Periodically personal contact is made by 
attendance at rabbit shows and meetings of breeders. Many 
inquiries for advice are dealt with annually covering all 
branches of rabbit keeping, the greatest proportion being of a 
genetical or reproductive nature. Lectures on rabbit keeping, 
on the industry, and reports on the work of the Institute 
have been given to members of the British Babbit Council 
and others during the year, whilst a display of pelts has been 
shoVm, demonstrating the value of genetics in the production 
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of new fur varieties at the Cambridge meeting of the British 
Association, and is permanently on show in the rabbitry at 
the Institute where it has occasioned considerable interest on 
the part of visitors. 


ANIMAL DISEASES RESEARCH ASSOCIATION. 

Moredun Institute, Gilmerton, Midlothian. 

Louping-ill. —Louping-ill vaccine is now recognised generally 
as a highly effective means of preventing the disease. During 
the past year investigations have been carried out with the 
object of discovering whether a yaccine at once safe and 
effective could be prepared from virus obtained by artificial 
culture in the laboratory as distinct from that derived from 
sheep affected with the disease. The results of the investiga¬ 
tion have so far proved encouraging, and extensive com¬ 
parative tests of the 4 new type ’ and the 4 old type ’ vaccine 
are now in progress in the field. A large field experiment 
for the purpose of assessing the value of a hyper-immune 
serum in the prevention of louping-ill in lambs is also in 
progress. 

Braxy. —Braxy vaccine has been issued for several years 
as a 4 single dose vaccine 9 and continues to prove highly 
effective as a means .of controlling the disease. It should 
be noted, however, that on farms on which braxy is particu¬ 
larly virulent the vaccination may with advantage be repeated. 

Contagious Bovine Abortion. —Fundamental studies of 
Brucella abortus as it affects laboratory animals are being 
continued, and the Association is working on this problem 
in close collaboration with the Agricultural Research Council. 

White Scour in Calves .—The investigations carried out 
during the past two years have afforded evidence that calves 
born from cows whose colostrum is deficient in vitamin A are 
predisposed to white scour ; whereas calves receiving colostrum 
rich in vitamin A are relatively insusceptible to the disease. 
This year by means of an extensive series of controlled field 
experiments there is being tested the effect of feeding carotene- 
containing substances as a means of maintaining in stall-fed 
cows a high level of vitamin A and of so reducing the incidence 
of white scour in their calves. 


Scrapie .—Since there has been obtained evidence that 
scrapie is due to an infective agent, an experimental hirsel 
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has been purchased, and the nature of the cause of the disease 
and its location within the body of the sheep are now under 
active investigation. 

Pine .—The possible significance of cobalt deficiency in the 
causation of certain forms of pine in cattle and sheep con¬ 
tinues to be the subject of systematic study. 

Grass Sickness in Horses .—During 1938 the problem of 
grass sickness was again the subject of intensive and pro¬ 
longed investigation. With the collaboration of the Macaulay 
Institute for Soil Research and the North of Scotland College 
of Agriculture a systematic study of the soils and pastures 
of a large number of affected fields was carried out, and many 
inoculation and feeding experiments were performed with 
the object of discovering means whereby the disease could 
be transmitted to experimental horses. All these attempts 
proved negative. An exhaustive study of the blood con¬ 
stituents in affected horses was also carried out and a chemical 
investigation of affected pastures was made. The bacterio¬ 
logical studies of previous years were continued. Much valu 
able information has been obtained, but the nature of the 
disease remains undetermined. 


THE ROWETT RESEARCH INSTITUTE. 

Bucksburn, Aberdeen. 

Dried Grass .—Although the artificial drying of grass results 
in only slight changes in the chemical composition, the 
palatability is apparently much reduced. It has been found 
difficult to get bullocks or cows to consume more than 8-10 lb. 
per day of dried grass meal. In experiments a ration con¬ 
taining this amount was compared with one containing fresh 
grass of the same dry-matter content. The increase in the 
live weight of the bullocks and the milk yield of the cows 
was practically the same. Curiously enough, the cows on 
fresh grass lost considerably more weight than those on the 
dried material, 114 lb. to 39 lb. over an 84 day period. 

A group of bullocks fed cut fresh grass ad lib. consumed 
3-4 times the nutrients which they would eat in the form of 
dried grass. 

Pastures .—In association with the North of Scotland 
College of Agriculture an experiment is in progress to determine 
if, by controlled grazing and by conservation of grass for 
winter use, the stock-carrying capacity of marginal land 
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can be maintained and improved without the use of the 
plough. This experiment involves the making of grass silage 
in temporary wooden silos containing about twenty tons. 
The silage is fed on the experimental area so that all the 
manurial residues of the grass crop go straight back to the 
land. 

Health of Young Pigs .—Last year, different husbandry 
methods were used in the rearing of young pigs. The result 
of that experiment was that the pigs from sows tethered on 
fresh ground and in units of one, and the pigs from sows on 
the old-fashioned method of one to a croft, were approximately 
10 lb. or 33$ per cent heavier at weaning than the pigs from 
comparable sows grouped in a central piggery. There were 
no unhealthy pigs—to outward appearance—except at the 
central piggery. 

This experiment is being repeated on a larger scale, and a 
group has been added to study the nutritional aspect of the 
problem. 

Lamb Castration .—Previous experimental results and 
practical experience were confirmed by a trial with paired 
twins in that lambs castrated by the ‘ burdizzo ’ method grew 
faster than those castrated with the knife. There is no reason 
why there should be any ‘ rigs ’ with bloodless castration. 

Fowl Paralysis .—This research has been continued with 
the help of the Agricultural Research Council. The attack 
on the problem was directed along three main lines :— 

(1) Is an infectious agent concerned in the aetiology of the 

disease ? 

(2) Is fowl paralysis transmissible through the egg f 

(3) Can the disease be controlled by ordinary methods of 

isolation and hygiene i 

Ho definite answer was received to the first two questions. 
The success of that experiment depended on rearing a stock in 
complete isolation. The methods employed were apparently 
not effective, and the stock from which eggs were obtained 
itself developed the disease during the course of the experi¬ 
ment. The answer to the third question was that the 
disease could be controlled by methods of isolation and 
hygiene practicable on the ordinary farm. 

A new isolation technique is in operation at present and 
so far has proved more successful. The object of the present 
series of experiments is :— 

(1) To repeat the attempt to determine whether the disease 
is caused by an infectious agent, and, if so, how it is 
transmitted. 
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(2) To determine whether the incidence is greater where 

there is contact with diseased birds. 

(3) To see whether the system of husbandry affects the 

incidence of the disease. 

The relation between nutrition and mortality is also being 
studied in a large-scale experiment. 

Pregnancy Disorders in Sheep .—Studies were continued on 
the influence of nutrition on pregnancy disorders in sheep. 
The main result was that a condition resembling the condition 
commonly called pregnancy or twin disease of ewes could be 
produced experimentally by a calorie deficiency of the diet. 
Ketonaemia in particular, in ewes bearing twin lambs, could 
be produced by reducing the plane of nutrition of the ewes, 
and prevented or cured by raising the nutritional plane of 
the sheep. 


THE SCOTTISH PLANT BREEDING STATION. 

Craigs House, Corstoephine, Edinburgh. 

The work of the Plant Breeding Station involves experi¬ 
mentation on all the crop plants of major importance in 
Scottish agriculture. Each year it is customary to review 
in the i Transactions ’ one section of the work, and in this 
instance the subject-matter will be confined to potato breeding. 

In the review of 1935 reference was made to the possibility 
of improving potatoes by using as parents certain wild species 
indigenous to Central and South America. Many of these 
wild species possess valuable characters which are lacking 
in our commercial varieties, and although their potentialities 
have not been fully investigated, it has become apparent 
that much progress may be made by sound methods of 
breeding. The collection of wild species at the disposal of 
the Plant Breeding Station has been greatly increased, and 
now includes representatives of each of the diploid, triploid, 
tetraploid, pentaploid, and hexaploid chromosome groups. 
The species to which most attention has so far been directed 
are S. demissum (hexaploid), S. andigenum (tetraploid), and 
S. Bybinii (diploid). 

S. demissum is noted for its blight resistance and frost 
tolerance. It is a very poor cropper and is a member of the 
only chromosome group which is not represented among the 
native cultivated potatoes of Central and South America. 
However, hybrids produced by crossing it with our cultivated 
varieties are more prolific, and pronounced improvements are 
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readily effected by baek-crosBing. Selections from back- 
crossed progenies have given crops comparable in yield with 
commercial varieties. 

With the exception of 8. tuberosum, 8 . andigenum is the 
most prolific tuber-bearing species, and it probably possesses 
even greater varietal diversity than 8. tuberosum . Its tubers 
are usually of good size, and heavy yields are regularly obtained 
from the hybrids. 

8 . Rybinii is claimed to possess some resistance to virus 
diseases. It is invariably a very modest cropper and the rest 
period of the tubers is very short. The hybrids, however, are 
extremely vigorous and one (Kerr’s Pink x 8 . Rybinii) has 
given the highest yield from any single plant so far recorded 
at the Plant Breeding Station—viz., 18J lb. 

Breeding for blight resistance in potatoes has come to 
be regarded as a particularly promising line of research. 
Blight is perhaps the greatest scourge of the cultivated potato, 
and the production of varieties resistant to it and suitable for 
field cultivation should be of great value. Several wild species 
have proved to be completely resistant, of which 8 . demissum 
has been selected as the most promising parent variety. The 
method of breeding adopted is hybridisation with cultivated 
varieties followed by repeated back-crossing. Careful selection 
of the best resistant seedlings in each generation is necessary. 
In the first hybrid generations all the seedlings proved to be 
resistant to blight, while in second hybrid generations and 
in back-crosses from the first generations about 70 per cent 
of the seedlings were resistant. Further back-crossing resulted 
in a lower average proportion of resistant plants, but the 
range was wide, from 76 per cent down to 41 per cent, indicating 
that the proportion of resistant plants depended upon the 
hereditary constitution of the seedlings selected as parents. 
There appears to be no difficulty in retaining the quality of 
blight resistance, but it is important that the most resistant 
seedlings are selected as parents in each generation. Further 
evidence can be demonstrated by experiments initiated by 
the late Dr Wilson, St Andrews, in which blight resistance 
was carried from original wild species through seven generations 
of breeding. In the seventh generation over 40 per cent of 
the plants proved to be blight resistant. It is significant 
that a large number of them are now undergoing trials as 
economic types, and several have reached the advanced 
stages. The resistant parent of this generation attained a 
high standard of excellence and has out-yielded many, popular 
cultivated varieties in recent trials. 

In order to test the seedlings for blight resistance under 
controlled conditions, a greenhouse method has been evolved 
with satisfactory results. Plants obtained from seed tubers 
may bo grown in small pots for test purposes, but a more

expeditious method has been employed for dealing with 
seedlings raised from true seed. When about two inches 
high and growing in boxes, large numbers of seedlings are 
infected at one time. All the susceptible seedlings are killed 
off and the resistant survivors are then transplanted and 
grown to maturity. Thus the susceptible types are auto¬ 
matically eliminated at the outset and the number of seedlings 
greatly reduced. 

Some resistance to virus diseases is present in many 
cultivated varieties, and although the problem is very complex 
progress can be made by a judicious combination of types. 
Probably the best method of overcoming the leaf roll virus 
is the use of varieties which are least affectod by this virus 
in the field. Eesistance to the ‘ Y ' virus may be achieved 
by breeding with varieties which are tolerant to it— i.e. y are 
more or less carriers of the disease and are comparatively 
unaffected by its presence. On the other hand, protection 
against viruses ‘ A ’ and 1 X 9 is attainable by breeding from 
intolerant varieties. These varieties, such as Epicure and 
King Edward, never show mosaic diseases which are due to 
1 A 9 or ‘ X ’ in the field, and the expression “ field immune 
from viruses A and X ” is now applied to them. 

Further practical results from the breeding work have 
been achieved by the production of a new variety named 
‘Craigs Defiance 1 which was registered by the Department 
of Agriculture for Scotland in February 1939. One of its 
outstanding characteristics is that it is field immune from 
viruses ‘ A ’ and ‘ X 9 ; it is also immune from wart disease and 
is not seriously affected by blight. This new' variety, which 
is an early main crop bred from Epicure x Pepo, has proved 
to bo an excellent cropper. The official description of its 
botanical characters is as follows :— 

Maturity —Early maincrop. 

Tuber —Oval to long oval, flat; skin white ; flesh white ; 
eyes shallow ; sprouts pink. 

Foliage —Haulm medium height to tall, spreading; stems 
of average strength, branching freely, mottled light 
pink; wing waved ; leaf open, rigid, leaflets oval, 
pointed, terminal leaflet drooping, medium to dark 
green, dull on top but older leaflets fairly glossy; 
secondaries small, not numerous. 

Flower —Purple tipped white, not frequent; antheis 
orange ; flower stalk often arising v r ell down the stem ; 
buds pink. 
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THE WEST OF SCOTLAND AGRICULTURAL 
COLLEGE. 

(a) Milk Production Department. 

Commercial Milk in Calf Rearing .—Previous experimental 
work of recent years at other centres appeared to indicate 
that there was considerable risk of tuberculous infection 
attached to the use of commercial raw milk in calf feeding. 
As, however, the calves in these experiments had made poor 
progress, a factor which might be considered predisposing to 
infection, a trial was carried out at Auchincruive with calves 
from the College attested herd. The milk was obtained from 
an outside source, but was untreated in any way apart from 
bulking and primary cooling. 

Eleven bull calves were used for the trial and the calves 
were fed this commercial milk on the basis of 1 lb. milk to 
10 lb. live weight, with a maximum allowance of 15 lb. milk. 
Hay and concentrates were introduced into the ration from 
the time the calves readied three weeks of age. 

The calves were not subjected to the tuberculin test at 
birth, but were tested at approximately monthly intervals 
thereafter. There were no reactors for the first two tests, but 
the first reactor was obtained when calf No. 6 was seventy-nine 
days of age. Thereafter other four calves, Nos. 9, 1, 8, and 5 
reacted when 91, 111, 108, and 159 days of age respectively. 
In all these cases the calves were slaughtered and the test 
confirmed by post-mortem examination. The remaining six 
calves were retained until they had been subjected to seven 
tests—to none of which they showed any reaction. They were 
then slaughtered and very careful post-mortem examination 
revealed no evidence of tuberculosis. 

Composite samples of the daily supply of raw milk were 
examined weekly by the Bacteriology Department of the 
College. Of the eleven samples submitted eight gave positive 
reactions to the guinea-pig test. 

The live-weight progress recorded throughout the trial 
was very satisfactory. The average daily live-weight increase 
for all calves in the trial was 1*77 lb., whilst the average daily 
live-weight increase of the five which reacted to the tuberculin 
test (at the ages given above) was 1*65 lb. 

If, as is now generally accepted, there is a progressive loss 
of immunity, it is feasible to conclude that these ealves— 
owing to the considerable length of time the College herd 
has been tubercle-free—were particularly susceptible to the 
disease. 


The Register of Proven Dams .—The Register of Proven 
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Dams prepared from the Annual Reports of the Scottish Milk 
Records Association for the years 1917-34 inclusive has now 
been completed. Lists of these cows were prepared for 
publication in the Journals of the breeds concerned. In 
order to qualify for entry on the list of Proven Dams the 
standard accepted was that the cow must have had at least 
three high-yielding daughters ; each of these daughters giving 
as a heifer 224 lb. butter fat or 280 lb. butter fat as a cow in a 
lactation period not exceeding fifty-two weeks, with not more 
than fifteen months’ interval between calvings. 

A further condition was that the dam and her progeny were 
entered in a herd-book of the Breed Society concerned. 

It may be of more than passing interest to record that 
while a very high standard had been set for entry, many cows 
had five and six high-yielding daughters to their credit, and 
in one instance eight daughters were recorded. 

Variations in Fat Percentage .—Low testing morning milk 
is frequently a source of trouble for the milk producer. A 
large amount of data was collected by the late Advisory 
Officer on this subject. This data is now being tabulated and 
examined by statistical methods. 


(b) Milk Utilisation Department. 

Milk .—With the introduction of bonus payments for 
graded milks the increase in applications for licences by 
producers has resulted in numerous farm investigations into 
the sources of bacterial contamination on the farm. Difficulty 
in maintaining the coliform standards was reported by a 
number of licensed producers. The chief sources of coliform 
infection were found to be (a) faulty sterilisation of the milking 
machine rubbers ; ( b ) failure to sterilise the farm cooler 

properly ; (c) contaminated water supplies. 

Five hundred samples of milk from individual cows were 
examined during the year, following reports of flavour defects 
and certain manufacturing difficulties. In the case of one 
farm it was reported that the milk yield at the farm had fallen 
to one-third of the original normal level. In this case 90 per 
cent of the herd animals were producing milk abnormal in 
character and suggestive of mastitis infection. 

Cream .—A comprehensive investigation into the keeping 
qualities and composition of commercial cream is in progress. 
It has been determined that the proper selection of milk at 
the creamery and the use of sterile separators and other 
equipment, followed by adequate pasteurisation and thorough 
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cooling of the product, will result in the production of a 
cream with only a few hundred bacteria per millilitre. Such 
cream will develop little or no acidity and possesses remarkably 
good keeping properties. Retail creams have been found 
to contain very high bacterial numbers and possess keeping 
properties of very short duration. A general improvement 
in the standard of cream supplied by retail shops is a necessary 
preliminary to an increased demand by the consuming public. 

Ice Cream .—Preliminary investigation of the chemical and 
bacteriological quality of commercial ice creams has shown 
the need for greater supervision and regulation of this product. 
Commercial ice creams, in the majority of cases, are composed 
largely of non-dairy ingredients and contain a minimum of 
butter fat. The introduction of chemical standards and an 
increase in the use of milk and other dairy products would 
be to the benefit of the public and the dairy industry. Bacterio¬ 
logical examination has shown that many ice creams are much 
inferior to the standard of purity and cleanliness demanded 
by public health authorities in the milk supply. Included 
within the scope of this work is an investigation to determine 
the most suitable bacteriological medium and the optimum 
temperature of incubation to be used in the bacteriological 
examination of ice cream. 

Cheese .—A number of cheese defects of unusual character 
has been reported from several farm and factory sources. A 
large consignment of Scots Cheddar cheese from a factory 
was found to show the _ presence of large glistening holes, 
suggestive of the texture of Swiss cheese. The cheeses were 
perfectly normal in external appearance and exhibited the 
defect when cut for retail sale. The flavour in cheese over 
one year in age was mild and somewhat sweetish in character. 
Investigation suggested that the defect was due to the presence 
of an organism of the propionic acid type. 

Black discoloration of white and coloured cheese has been 
reported during the past year. The presence of black pin-head 
spots was found to indicate metallic impurities, and micro¬ 
chemical analysis demonstrated the iron content of the 
defective cheese to be many times that of normal cheese. 

Another form of blackening was found to be of bacterial 
origin, and attempts to isolate the causal organism and 
reproduce its effects are being continued. 

Serious deterioration in a processed spreading cheese made 
on a large scale by a Scottish firm, resulting in the liquefaction 
of the product and the production of offensive flavours, was 
found to be due to a heat-resistant organism which was not 
destroyed in the process of manufacture due to faulty tempera¬ 
ture control. 
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Butter .—Preliminary experiments show that the addition 
of oat flour extracts (of Scottish origin) to cream for butter¬ 
making can act as anti-oxidants in the butter, and that the 
keeping qualities of the butter may be greatly enhanced by the 
use of such extracts. 


THE HANNAH DAIRY RESEARCH INSTITUTE. 

Kirkhill, Ayr. 

Nutrition .—Investigations into the protein requirements of 
dairy cows have now been in progress at the Institute for a 
number of years, the work having been made possible by the 
erection of a special metabolism house capable of accom¬ 
modating three cows and constructed so as to enable accurate 
‘ balance ’ experiments to be undertaken. The investigations 
so far completed have shown (a) the superiority of the proteins 
of many home-produced feeding- stuiTs in comparison with 
imported oilseed products ; (b) the importance of the quality 
as distinct from the quantity of protein included in the ration ; 
and ( c) the possibility of reducing the existing protein standards 
for milk production, provided good quality proteins form the 
bulk of the production ration. 

Grass Conservation .—Two commercial grass driers have 
been under test on the Institute’s farm during the past three 
seasons, and much information has been accumulated regarding 
the costs of production and the practical difficulties involved 
in commercial grass drying. Preliminary trials have been 
carried out on a third drier during 1938. 

/Stock and Crop Husbandry .—Further work has been carried 
out on problems connected with the construction and equip¬ 
ment of cattle byres. In particular, a study has been made 
of the relative merits of different types of byre fittings, and 
attempts have been made to modify tubular fittings in order 
to overcome certain disadvantages which are associated with 
the latter. Field investigations have also been in progress 
with the object of studying methods by which the supply of 
home-produced feeding-stuffs might be increased. 

Contagious Bovine Abortion and Mastitis .—Further work 
has been undertaken on various problems connected with 
the field control of these two diseases. A new and relatively 
simple method of diagnosis of mastitis has been devised and 
published, and investigations have alse been made to determine 
the value of ehemo-therapeutic treatment. Arrangements 
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have been made for extending the mastitis control scheme to 
include a further ten to fifteen herds. The results of the three 
years’ experience with the contagious bovine abortion control 
scheme have been collected and analysed. 

The Bacteriological Control of Milk .—A novel series of 
experiments has been carried out in an attempt to assess the 
relative values of the plate count and the methylene blue 
reduction test for the routine examination of milk, the general 
plan being to alter artificially the hygienic conditions of 
production and to determine the relative ability of the two 
tests to measure such alterations. It appears from the results 
that the methylene blue reduction test is on the whole at least 
as reliable an indication of cleanliness and of the keeping 
quality of the milk as the plate count. 

Canned Milk Products .—Good progress has been made in an 
investigation designed to determine the effect of inert gas 
storage in preventing fat deterioration in full cream milk 
powders. In addition, a study has been made of the 
bacteriology of evaporated milk and canned cream, as well 
as of spray-dried milk, and it has been possible to determine 
the major sources of contamination of these products and the 
means by which such contamination can be overcome. 


MACAULAY INSTITUTE FOR SOIL RESEARCH. 

Craigiebuckler, Aberdeen. 

The work carried out at the Macaulay Institute for Soil 
Research can be divided into the following main groups : 
Soil Fertility Investigations and Advisory Work ; Soil Surveys 
and Geological Work ; Forest Soils ; Peat Soils ; Soil Drainage 
Investigation ; and Spectrographic Work. 

Soil Fertility Investigations and Advisory Work .—Information 
can be obtained from the Institute free of charge regarding 
the lime and manurial requirements of soils. During the 
year about 2300 samples of soil were examined and relative 
advisory reports issued. A large increase in the number of 
inquiries received has been caused by the Government’s 
schemes for subsidising lime and basic slag. 

The soil fertility investigations have been continued on 
the same general lines as hitherto. International co-operative 
work on the estimation of available phosphate and potash 
in the soil is being continued, and an account of results already 
obtained has been forwarded to Professor Mitscherlich. 
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Experiments are being conducted on the effect and residual 
value of lime, and some work on the problem of minor elements 
in soils and joint work on forest soils with the Forestry Com¬ 
mission are being carried out. 

Soil Surveys and Geological Work. —The field study of the 
soils of Kincardineshire has been completed. A period was 
spent in mapping and sampling an area in Perthshire and a 
report on the area drawn up. 

Further work on the reconnaissance soil survey in con¬ 
nection with the Land Utilisation Survey was carried out. 
A report on detailed soil and vegetation mapping in the Huntly 
area has been completed and is ready for publication, and 
a detailed survey of the soils of the Insch district has been 
started. 

A beginning has been made with the study of soil minerals 
by optical methods, and it is hoped to undertake work on the 
X-ray examination of clays. 

Peat Soils. —The land reclamation scheme which is being 
carried out for the Commissioner for the Special Areas in 
Lanarkshire has progressed satisfactorily during the past year. 
The sprifig was characterised by an exceptionally dry spell of 
weather which delayed sowing and gave rise to considerable 
extra work in connection with moorland fires. In the latter 
part of the summer also the weather slowed up operations 
considerably, and in many cases made the ground unworkable. 

On 250 acres of land to be fully reclaimed, drainage opera¬ 
tions, liming, manuring, and cultivation have been completed, 
and 221 acres have been sown or planted. On 300 acres which 
are being improved only, drainage has been completed and a 
considerable portion has been limed. 

Craibstone Lysimeters. —The study of the composition of the 
drainage waters from the soils of the Craibstone lysimeters 
was continued during the year. The crop for 1938 was pasture. 
Lysimeter No. 1 received no manurial treatment, Nos. 2 and 3 
4 cwt. sulphate of ammonia applied throughout the season. 
The pasture was cut, weighed, and analysed at suitable 
intervals throughout the year. The usual collection, measure¬ 
ment, and analyses of the drainage waters have been 
continued. 

Spectrographic Work. —The Lundegardh flame emission 
method of spectro-chemical analysis has been in use con¬ 
tinually during the past year, a total of about 8000 determina¬ 
tions having been made. 

Investigations by the spark method have been continued, 
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and it has proved its value in the identification of several 
constituents which would have escaped chemical recognition. 

Special Investigations .—A joint investigation with the 
Animal Diseases Eesearch Association and the North of 
Scotland College of Agriculture is being carried out with a 
view to finding out whether there is any relationship between 
soil properties and the incidence of grass sickness in horses. 
Soil samples are being submitted to a comprehensive examina¬ 
tion by spectrographic, chemical, and physical methods. 

The pasture investigations undertaken jointly with the 
Edinburgh and East of Scotland College of Agriculture on 
means of preventing the reversion of good pasture to poorer 
types have been continued. 

The special study of the relationship between the red and 
black soils of Hyderabad State, India, has been continued. 

Joint experiments with the Forestry Commission are being 
continued.

SCHEME OF OFFICIAL MILK RECORDS. 

Administration. 

In 1938, as in previous years, the scheme of official milk 
records was administered by the Association through local 
milk recording societies. The grant from the Treasury, 
obtained through the Department of Agriculture for Scotland, 
VOL.

was continued in 1938 on the same conditions as in the previous 
year. The amount authorised was £2800, compared with £2663 
for 1937. 

Grants were allocated to local societies on the following 
scale:— 

1. Societies testing at intervals of not more than twenty-one 
days:— 

(a) The hire of the necessary milk-testing appliances 

free of annual charge, the society to upkeep the 
apparatus in good condition. 

(b) An annual grant of 9s. 6d. per member towards the 

cost of surprise check tests. 

2. Societies testing at intervals of from twenty-two to 
twenty-eight days :— 

(a) The hire of the necessary milk-testing appliances 

free of annual charge, the society to upkeep the 
apparatus in good condition. 

(b) An annual grant of 8s. per member towards the cost 

of surprise check tests. 

During the latter part of 1937 and the earlier months of 
1938 every effort was made to obtain new members for local 
societies throughout the various dairying districts of Scotland, 
and 82 definite applications were received. But for various 
reasons, such as members disposing of their dairy herds or 
removing from their farms, &c., there were as usual a con¬ 
siderable number of resignations. 

All the local societies which operated in 1937 continued in 
1938. The Central and South Ayrshire Society, with six 
circuits, found it necessary owing to increase in membership 
to form a seventh circuit. The number of recorders’ circuits 
in 1938 was 44, one more than in the previous* year. The 
number of herds officially tested was 871, and the imrnber of 
cows officially tested 38,410, an increase of 36 herds and 861 
cows from the previous year, and the largest number of herds 
and of cows tested in the history of the Association.

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Definitions. 

The milk records compiled by the Association are records 
of the estimated quantity of milk produced by each cow in a 
separate lactation, and of the estimated percentage of milk fat 
contained in the milk . For convenience a gallon of milk is 
reckoned as 10 lb. A gallon of milk of average quality weighs 
almost exactly 10 J lb. The following further particulars 
concerning each record were also given wherever possible:— 

Name of cow, byre number, and herd-book number. 

Sire of cow and herd-book number of sire. 

Dam of cow and herd-book number of dam. 

Date of birth. 

Date of calving preceding opening of record. 

Number of weeks in milk. 

Date of calving after record closed. 

The following particulars of the preceding record were 
appended to each record, where available:— 

Date of calving preceding opening of record. 

Quantity of milk in gallons. 

Percentage of fat in milk. 

Number of weeks in milk. 

The milk yields were estimated in respect of quantity and 
milk-fat percentage from the results of systematic periodic 
tests by trained recorders approved by the Association. The 
recorders visited the farms for this purpose at intervals varying 
from twenty-one to twenty-eight days, and each day of visit 
was regarded as the middle day of the period covered by the 
test. 'Milk records estimated in this way approximate closely 
to the actual milk yields. 


Method of Recording—Official Records. 

A distinctive feature of milk recording in Scotland in 1938, 
as in previous years, was that the official records were entirely 
the work of trained official recorders. Recorders had previ¬ 
ously to undergo a special course of training in milk recording 
at the West of Scotland Agricultural College, or other approved 
College of Agriculture. Only candidates of good character 
and good general education were selected to attend these 
courses; and all recorders, before appointment, were approved 
by the Executive Committee of the Association. 

All dairy farmers taking advantage of the Association’s 
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scheme were arranged into Local Milk Recording Societies 
employing one or more recorders, the Executive Committee 
having the power to transfer members from one local society 
to another, in order to find accommodation for new applicants, 
and at the same time avoid overlapping of recorders’ circuits. 
Each local society applying to the Association for licence 
to conduct milk recording under the Association’s scheme 
signed the form containing the Association’s rules and regula¬ 
tions, and agreed to conform to these rules. The local society 
selected and appointed their recorder or recorders from the 
list of approved recorders obtained from the Association. 
Apparatus, chemicals, sheets, and books were selected and 
arranged for by the Association, all byre sheets and record 
books used by the recorders being supplied free of charge. 
Thus uniformity of method was, as far as possible, assured. 

The official recorder visited each herd at intervals of not 
more than twenty-eight days, or more usually from twenty 
to twenty-six days. He, or she, arrived at the farm in the 
afternoon, usually by means of a small pony and trap provided 
by the local society for the purpose, and was accommodated 
at the farm overnight. All cows giving milk in each herd, 
as far as was possible, were included in the records. Each 
cow was clearly distinguished in the byre by a stall number 
on the wall, immediately in front of and above the level of 
the cow, and registered animals were also indelibly tattooed 
on the ears with distinctive registered tattoo markings. The 
cows were milked in the same rotation, evening and morning, 
on the occasion of the recorder’s visit. The recorder weighed 
and sampled the milk of each cow in the evening, noting the 
time at which each cow was milked, and entered the results 
in the corresponding columns in the byre sheet, taking up a 
position in the byre as near to the milkers as possible, so as 
to have them in full view, and, as far as practicable, receiving 
the milk direct from the milker at the cow’s side. He again 
weighed and sampled the milk of each cow in a similar manner 
in the morning, and entered the results in the byre sheets. 
He then tested the mixed evening and morning proportionate 
sample for each cow by the Gerber method for percentage of 
milk fat. He entered in the byre sheet any unusual conditions 
likely to affect the milk yields. The recorder was required 
to see that all milk samples and byre sheets were securely 
locked up overnight or during his absence. From the daily 
results the recorder calculated and completed the byre sheets, 
multiplying the yields by the exact number of days which 
had elapsed since the last test, but so calculating throughout 
that each day of visit was regarded as the middle day of the 
period covered by the test. Special ready-reckoners were 
used to facilitate calculating and to ensure greater accuracy. 

The byre sheets were written out in duplicate. The principal 
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copies were posted at regular intervals to the office of the 
Association, and the second copies left with the respective 
members. The recorder transferred the results from the 
extended byre sheets to the milk recordjbook for the herd 
indelibly in ink, each cow being assigned a separate page, 
at the top of which full particulars of the cow were entered, 
including the indelible tattoo marks on the animal. 

The byre sheets were carefully revised and corrected in the 
Association’s office during the season, and a list of the necessary 
corrections sent to each recorder periodically to be entered in 
the record books. 

Visits of inspection were made to each recorder and to the 
members of local societies at the different farms periodically 
throughout the year by members of the Association’s staff, 
and reports thereon submitted to the Executive Committee. 
The Executive Committee reserved the right to withdraw 
approval of any recorder at any time, or to limit the period 
of service of any recorder with any particular society. Members 
of local societies refusing to observe any of the rules of the 
Association, or deemed to be guilty of conduct injurious to the 
true interests of milk recording, were liable to be temporarily 
or permanently suspended. 

Another distinctive feature was the surprise check tests, 
the records of each herd being checked in this way about two 
times throughout the year. The recorder was instructed, by 
a letter from the superintendent on a date unknown to recorder 
and owner of herd, to remain at the same farm another day 
and make another complete twenty-four hours’ test. The 
surprise test results were entered on special buff-coloured 
byre sheets, and in the record books in red ink immediately 
below the results of the regular test of the previous day. The 
buff byre sheets were posted to the Association’s office with 
the other sheets, and any abnormal differences were immedi¬ 
ately noted and were reported to the Executive Committee. 

As a result of this system of surprise check tests, each page 
of the 1938 milk record books contains entries in red, com¬ 
parison of which with the immediately preceding entries 
provides valuable evidence as to the genuineness of the milk 
records. 

In addition to the surprise check tests made by the recorder, 
a number of independent surprise tests were made by the 
Association’s staff in order to check the recorder’s work. A 
number of surprise re-tests of the milk samples already tested 
by the recorder were also carried out; for this purpose recorders 
were instructed to retain the milk samples each morning till 
ten o’olook. 

All records were closed at the end of December, the current 
lactations being carried forward to the new books of the 
following year. Finally, summary sheets were written out in 
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duplicate showing the total milk yield for each cow for the 
lactation or part lactation, with full particulars of the cow, 
dates of calving, &c. The principal copy of the summary 
sheet was posted to the Association's office with the record 
book, and the second copy left with the owner of the herd. 

Ail record books and summary sheetB were carefully revised, 
corrected in detail, and initialled in the Association’s office 
during the next few months, the record books being returned 
later to the respective members, and the summary sheets 
retained and bound for future reference. 

The milk records were next classified into three groups for 
cows and heifers respectively on the following basis. Experi¬ 
ence has confirmed the view that the most useful comparison 
is obtained by reckoning the yields in terms of pure butter fat. 
Such a comparison takes into consideration both the quantity 
and the quality of the milk. 

Cows with a milk record equivalent to not less than 280 lb. 
of butter fat, and heifers with a milk record equivalent to not 
less than 224 lb. of butter fat, were grouped into Class I. 
Cows and heifers with milk records of less than two-thirds of 
these amounts—viz., 186 and 149 lb. of butter fat respectively 
—were grouped into Class III. 

The following short table shows the corresponding values of 
these yields in fairly good milk of 3 6 per cent milk fat:—

KrAll cows and heifers with milk yields falling between these 
limits would come into Class II. Such animals naturally 
claim less attention than the good milkers or the obviously 
unprofitable animals. It should be noted, however, that 
Class II. would include a certain number of undassifiable 
yields, as there were a number of cases where, from various 
causes, the results of a whole normal lactation could not be 
obtained. 

It should be noted that while the above standards for 
classification of milk yields are the same as for 1934 onwards, 
they are higher than those formerly adopted, in the proportion 
of 280 lb. of butter fat for a Class I. cow to the former standard 
of 260 lb., the other standards bearing the same relation as 
formerly to the cow Class I. standard. This decision of the 
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Executive Committee brought the Class I. standard for cows 
and heifers respectively into line with those adopted since 
1924 for the Association’s Annual Begister of High-yielding 
Cows. This subject was dealt with more fully in the 1934 
report under “ General Beview.” 

The Association will shortly publish an annual report giving 
fuller details of the work of the Association and of each local 
milk recording society during 1938. This report will include 
tables showing for each farm the number of cows and heifers 
tested, and the number and percentage included in Classes I. 
and HI. respectively. Each herd is included under the 
respective local society, but is represented only by an alpha¬ 
betical letter, the owner being advised privately of the 
identity in the report of his own herd or herds. From these 
tables any member may see how his herd compares with other 
herdB in the same or any other district, and the improvement 
in his own herd compared with previous years. The report 
will also show in tabular form the percentage of Class I. and 
of Class HI. animals of all animals tested under the Associa¬ 
tion’s scheme during the year, and will thus afford a valuable 
indication of the progress in milk production generally in 
recorded herds. 

An important feature of the Association’s annual reports, 
from 1917 inclusive, is the register of good milking cows 
with the names and addresses of owners and full particulars 
of the milk records. This register includes only the records 
of animals with a milk yield equivalent to not less than 280 lb. 
of butter fat in the case of a cow, and 224 lb. of butter fat in 
the case of a heifer, and is further restricted to animals which 
completed their lactations before the end of the year and gave 
birth to another calf before 1st May 1939. Full particulars 
of each record are given, and all lists of records are submitted 
to the owners of the respective animals for revision before 
publication. The register is of great value to all interested in 
improved milk production and in the breeding and rearing 
of animals of the best milking strains, and is invaluable for 
reference. 

It should always be kept in mind when making a com¬ 
parison of cows in different herds or in different districts that 
the different methods of dairying practised have a considerable 
influence on the milk yields, and. that therefore milk yields 
alone do not necessarily indicate the true relative inherent or 
hereditary milking qualities of the animal. But the authen¬ 
ticated milk records compiled by the Association are of 
inestimable value to breeders and owners of dairy cows if 
properly interpreted. 
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Review of 1938— Official Becobds. 

Recording was carried on in 1938 by 44 local societies or 
circuits, comprising 871 members. The number of cows 
tested in 1938 was 38,410, compared with 37,549 in 1937, 
and was the largest number officially tested in the history of 
the Association. 

During the year 16 recorders, for various reasons, terminated 
their engagements. The Executive Committee, however, in 
the same period approved of 21 applicants for the position of 
milk recorder, and were able to recommend a sufficient number 
of qualified recorders. Four women recorders were employed 
in 1938 and 49 men recorders. In this connection the Com¬ 
mittee are indebted to the West of Scotland Agricultural 
College for giving special courses of instruction for milk 
recorders to meet the Association’s requirements. Two special 
courses were required in 1938, one in June and the other in 
December. Twenty-two selected candidates attended, and 20 
obtained the certificate. 

The Executive Committee purchased the supplies of milk¬ 
testing apparatus, sulphuric acid, and amylic alcohol for local 
societies, as in previous years. 

The system of surprise check tests, introduced in 1920, was 
continued in 1938. The total number of check tests made by 
recorders during the season was 1109. In no instance in 1938 
was the average milk yield for the herd more than 3 lb. milk 
daily less on the occasion of a check test as compared with 
the previous day. Only 5 herds showed an average of over 
2 lb. less. In addition to the surprise tests arranged for and 
carried out by the recorders, the assistant superintendent 
made 73 special check tests of different herds, including 47 
instances where the recorder’s milk samples were re-tested. 
The results in most instances agreed very closely in regard 
both to average milk yields and fat percentages with those of 
the recorders’ previous tests. Only 2 herds showed an average 
daily yield of over 2 lb. less on the occasion of a special check 
test, and only 2 herds had an average of over 2 lb. more. 
With regard to average fat percentages, only 3 herds showed 
an average fat percentage of over - 2 per cent lower, and 2 
herds an average of over -2 per cent higher. With the exception 
of 6 herds, the average fat percentages were all within *2 of 
those obtained by the recorders at the previous tests. , 

With regard to the general conditions for milk production 
in 1938, the weather throughout March was exceptionally 
warm and dry, with high winds prevailing in most districts. 
During April the outstanding feature was the continuance 
of the drought, which was more intense than in March. During 
the early days of May the weather remained dry and there 
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was some night frost; in consequence growth was almost 
at a standstill. The long drought broke about the ninth 
day of the month, and thereafter frequent rains greatly 
benefited all crops, although the weather was still too cold 
for rapid growth. Wet and stormy conditions prevailed in 
most districts throughout June. During July, unsettled 
weather was general; in most areas there was too much rain, 
and many fields of grain became badly laid. Pine warm 
weather prevailed during the first week of August, but during 
the rest of the month conditions were varied. Throughout 
September the weather was generally dull, wet, and unsettled. 
Crops became laid and suffered damage in many areas. 
Harvesting operations were delayed very considerably, and 
the work was exceptionally difficult. The weather in most 
parts of Scotland during October was exceptionally wet and 
stormy. In many districts the harvesting period is stated 
to have been the worst and most prolonged for thirty-five 
years, or even longer. 

Grasses and clovers were rather backward at the end of 
April owing to the absence of rain, and in some cases had 
suffered from night frosts. At the end of May, however, 
grass was looking vigorous and healthy in a number of areas ; 
but in backward districts crops were rather short and thin for 
the season. The cutting of hay was delayed by the inclement 
weather during June. Harvesting was protracted owing to 
wet weather; crops had been somewhat damaged by rains, 
and quality suffered. In almost every district yields were 
below those of an average year. Pastures were fresh and 
green and growing well by the end of March, while fodder 
was plentiful in almost every district. But during April 
pastures in most areas were affected by the drought and were 
becoming bare and in need of rain. During the earlier part of 
May grazing animals suffered from the shortage of grass and 
from cold nights. With a more plentiful growth of pasture 
later, however, dairy cattle improved, and generally main¬ 
tained satisfactory condition throughout the remainder of 
the grazing season. The sowing of turnips and swedes was 
generally well advanced by the end of May. But drought 
and frost retarded the germination of early sown fields, and 
in a few cases re-sowing was necessary. At the end of Sep¬ 
tember crops of turnips and swedes showed considerable 
variation; in some districts they were strong and healthy, 
while in others growth had been less vigorous. In most parts 
of the country the condition of crops was below normal. 

In the case of recorded herds, other conditions militated 
against a higher average milk yield. As in recent years, a 
considerable proportion of herds which had been recorded 
for a period of years were entirely dispersed, or for o + her 
reasons already referred to did not continue to be recorded, 
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while an unusually large number of “ new herds,” or herds 
tested for not more than three years, were included. The 
proportion of regular milk record herds was thereby corre¬ 
spondingly reduced. Also a considerable number of recorded 
herds were in process of being “ cleaned up ” with regard to 
tuberculosis.

Reviewing the results of the 44 circuits as a whole, we find 
that, classifying on the new higher standards, of the total of 
38,410 cows and heifers tested in 1938, excluding 1087 animals 
in herds tested during only a part of the season, and therefore 
not classified, 23,240 were included in Glass I. and 1253 in 
Glass HI. This is equivalent to 62 J per cent in Class I. and 
3J per cent in Class in. Thus, 62 J per cent of all the cows 
and heifers tested gave a milk yield equivalent to not less 
than 800 gallons containing 3‘5 per cent milk fat in the case 
of a cow and 640 gallons in the case of a heifer; while only 
31 per cent gave a milk yield equivalent to less than 531 
gallons containing 3'5 per cent milk fat in the case of a cow 
and 426 gallons in the case of a heifer. 

The following table shows a comparison of the average 
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results from 1914 to 1935 inclusive. For this comparison the 
milk records were classified on the lower standards adopted 
in previous years :—

The average standard attained in 1938 was undoubtedly 
lowered by the inclusion of the larger proportion of “ new 
herds,” and by other adverse conditions already referred to, 
yet it will be observed from the preceding table that the 
proportion of animals qualifying for inclusion in Class I. in 
1938 is only 2 per cent lower than that of 1936—namely, 
64 $ per cent, which, taking into consideration the higher 
standards now adopted, is the highest reached since the com¬ 
mencement of official milk recording thirty-five years ago. 

It will be observed also that when classified on the lower 
standards previously adopted the proportion of Class I. 
cows and heifers to the total animals tested increased from 
39$ per cent in 1914 to 75$ per cent in 1934, while the pro¬ 
portion of Class III., or obviously unprofitable, animals was 
reduced in the same period from 9 per cent to 1$ per cent. 
These figures indicate great improvement in recorded herds, 
yet do not represent the full extent of the progress made 
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since the introduction of milk recording in 1903. It is estimated 
that milk record herds generally are at the present time 
giving higher average yields than unrecorded herds to the 
extent of considerably over 200 gallons per cow per annum. 

Improvement from milk recording is not confined to herds 
officially recorded in 1938. A very much larger number have 
been tested and recorded for longer or shorter periods Bince 
the Association’s scheme of milk recording was introduced. 
And when we consider the spread or diffusion of the benefits 
arising directly or indirectly from milk recording, we find 
that these penetrate widely in various directions other than 
that of individual members of milk recording societies. For 
example, there is the effect on the remaining dairy herds 
of the country. The wide dissemination annually of milk 
record stock bulls and milk record cows for breeding purposes 
among untested herds alone must exercise an incalculable 
improving influence on a very large number of these herds. 
Such influence is increasing with the extension of the practice 
of using only milk record bulls in dairy herds. 

There is also the powerful educational influence and force 
of example permeating and leavening the whole mass of 
dairy farmers. If a census could be taken in this connection, 
it would probably be found that a considerable proportion of 
herd owners outside the membership of milk recording societies 
are in one way or another testing and recording the milk 
yields of their herds who would never have done so had 
systematic or official milk recording not been in operation. 
The same consideration applies to the more enlightened 
methods of selecting, breeding, and feeding on milk record 
lines which have been adopted in many herds not officially 
recorded. 

There is another direction in which advantage from milk 
recording is penetrating widely beyond the ranks of milk 
recording societies. Increased efficiency in the production of 
milk lowers the cost to the urban populations, and some 
portion of the return from milk recording is handed on beyond 
the actual milk producers. 

There remains a still wider aspect of the question. Large 
numbers of milk record bulls and young cows are exported 
annually, and go to maintain and improve the milking qualities 
of the dairy herds of the Empire. 

The Association’s activities are not confined to the official 
testing and recording of the individual milk yields, but are 
directed also to assisting the herd owners to improve their 
methods of production by means of the records obtained. 
The work is to some extent of an educative or advisory nature. 
Official recorders have to attend a course of instruction which 
includes the feeding and general management of the dairy 
herd, and are required to do all they can to interest and 
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advise members in this connection. The Association have 
prepared and issued to all members a concise practical guide 
to feeding of dairy cows, containing a table of fifteen selected 
food mixtures adapted to different conditions, and recorders 
and central staff take every opportunity of assisting members 
to follow the instructions given therein. 


Scheme of Private or Unofficial Milk Becords. 

The Association’s scheme of private or unofficial milk 
records, inaugurated in 1924, was continued in 1938 on the 
same lines as in previous years. The chief objects are to 
establish milk recording on a wider and more popular basis, 
and to induce a greater number ultimately to adopt the 
system of official authenticated milk records. 

Milk recording under this scheme was administered directly 
by the Association. The following inducements were offered 
to members:— 

(a) The hire of a set of appliances for testing purposes 

free of annual charge, the member to upkeep the 
apparatus in good condition. 

(b) Byre sheets and record books free of charge, with 

stamped addressed envelopes for return of byre 
sheets. 

(<?) All calculations in byre sheets and record books to be 
made in the Association’s office, and the sheets and 
record books to be returned to the herd owners duly 
extended and completed. 

(d) The total charge on members to be limited to an 
annual subscription to the Association at the rate 
of Is. per cow tested. 

Fifteen new members were enrolled for 1938. Five of the 
members were transferred to the scheme of official recording. 
The total membership for 1938 was 74, and the total number 
of cows included 1787. This new scheme of recording had 
at the end of 1938 been the means of obtaining for official 
recording 68 new members of a very desirable type, which is 
one of the objects for which it was promoted. 

There are several reasons why the membership under this 
scheme has not increased in recent years. The better milking 
herds are gradually transferred to official records. Further 
transfers have been arranged for season 1939. At the other 
extremity there are a considerable proportion of poor herds, 
the owners of which are evidently unduly discouraged by the 
low yields recorded, and apparently have not the mentality 
to appreciate the possibilities of effecting the much-needed 
improvement. Also, a number of members, after two or 
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three years’ experience, believe they can carry on recording 
on similar lines independently at smaller cost. 

This scheme of unofficial recording is serving a useful purpose. 
For reasons already given, its effect must not be measured 
merely by the number of herds included in any particular 
year; account must be taken of its educational influence 
and propaganda value. Thus a considerable proportion of 
the members who have withdrawn, and meantime severed 
their connection with the Association, have acquired the 
milk recording point of view, and ought ultimately to be found 
among members of milk recording societies. No fewer than 
443 herd owners have been initiated in milk recording through 
its operation. 

The following is a brief outline of the method of recording 
adopted:— 

All cows in the herd yielding milk must be included in the 
record. Each cow must be clearly distinguished in the byre 
by a stall number on the wall. On the occasion of a test the 
cows must be milked in the same rotation evening and morning, 
and care must be taken that the milk of each cow for twenty- 
four hours, and for twenty-four hours only, is included in the 
test. The owner, or his agent, is required to weigh the milk 
of each cow evening and next morning by means of the spring 
balance and pail provided, once every twenty-one to twenty- 
eight days, and to enter the results and other necessary 
particulars in the byre sheet provided by, the Association; 
and each byre sheet must be signed by the owner, or on his 
behalf, as correct in respect of all entries made. The byre 
sheet is sent by first post to the superintendent, and calculated 
and extended by the Association’s staff, and returned to the 
owner as soon as completed. A milk record book for each 
herd is written out in the Association’s office. The record 
books are closed at the end of the recording season as at 
30th November, and the results summarised and entered in 
special summary sheets. The record books and copies of 
the summary sheets, when completed and checked, are sent 
to the respective owners of the herds. 

It must, of course, be clearly understood that the milk 
records compiled under this scheme are purely unofficial 
unauthenticated records, and have no connection with the 
official authenticated milk records of the Association. But 
from letters received and opinions expressed by members, 
it is evident that very useful guidance may be obtained from 
the records. 


Prospects for 1939. 

Propaganda on an extensive scale is carried through each 
year. Applications for membership, or for further particulars, 
VOL. li. o 
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are invited through Press advertisements, articles, circular 
letters, broadcast talks, bills posted at auction marts, &o. 
All members of the Association, members of local milk recording 
societies, members under the scheme of unofficial records, and 
milk recorders are requested individually to assist in obtaining 
new members for either scheme in their respective districts, 
and to send to the superintendent the names and addresses 
of local dairy farmers likely to bo interested. In this way a 
comprehensive propaganda list of possible new members is 
compiled. To each address on this list are sent circular letters 
and propaganda literature giving particulars of both systems 
of recording and enumerating the advantages to be obtained, 
and a form of application. Following on the distribution of 
literature, personal viBits are made to most of the farms by 
the Association’s staff, and the herd owners are classified into 
three groups according to the degree of probability of their 
becoming members. Wherever any particular interest is 
shown, the visit is repeated until a definite decision is reached. 
By this method, continued over a number of years, dairy 
farmers who were formerly quite indifferent have been enrolled 
as new members. 

Similar efforts were made to obtain additional applications 
for membership of local societies in 1939. With the scheme of 
private or unofficial milk records in operation, it was possible 
to carry out propaganda work for both schemes simultaneously. 
The number of new members for official records for season 
1939 obtained to date is 96, and a considerable number of 
prospective new members for the year following have also 
been obtained. 

All the local societies of 1938 have continued. The Central 
and South Ayrshire Society, with seven circuits, found it 
necessary owing to increase in membership to form an eighth 
circuit. Also, the Dumfriesshire Society, with three circuits, 
had to form a fourth; and the Machars Society, with one 
circuit, a second. The number of recorders’ circuits in 1939 
is 47, three more than in the previous year. The total 
number of herds and of cows officially tested will also show 
increases. 

The Committee are in a position to recommend a sufficient 
number of qualified recorders. All vacancies at the be ginning 
of the year have been filled, and there remain a number of 
approved recorders on the waiting list. The Committee 
have arranged for supplies of sulphuric acid, amylic alcohol, 
and milk testing apparatus for local societies in 1939. 

With regard to unofficial records, 9 new members have been 
enrolled. Five of the members have been transferred to the 
scheme of official recording for season 1939, making a total 
of 73 transferred. The total membership for unofficial record¬ 
ing at present is 70, with approximately 1690 cows. 
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General Review. 

The Scottish official milk records are entirely the work of 
trained official recorders. This has been a feature of the 
system in Scotland since its commencement in 1903. A 
disinterested third party, specially selected and trained for 
the work, gives at once a stamp of authenticity to the records 
not to be obtained by any method where the herd owner, 
or any member of his staff, takes part in the recording. The 
valtfe attached to an official milk record as such will depend 
more upon the disinterestedness and efficiency of the recorder 
than upon any other factor. 

It is evident, therefore, that in any system of milk recording 
the recorder himself is of paramount importance. It should 
be fully realised by members of milk recording societies that 
the trained and efficient recorder is the greatest of assets to 
the cause of milk recording. They should value him in this 
light when he has been attracted to the dairying industry in 
this capacity. Without him fully authenticated milk records 
on any large scale would be unobtainable. 

The maintaining of the supply of qualified recorders has 
from the beginning continued to be a matter of considerable 
concern to the Executive Committee. The difficulty has no 
doubt been mainly due to the conditions peculiar to a milk 
recorder’s employment, such as the itinerant nature of the 
work, the lack of home life, the relatively small remuneration 
offered considering the standards required in general education 
and technical training, the time likely to be lost after training 
while waiting for an appointment, and the lack of prospect of 
advancement in the same line of work. 

In the earlier years of milk recording in Scotland, while 
the movement was still in its infancy, it was not possible to 
have recorders ready in advance to fill vacancies that might 
be created, or even to obtain milk recorders specially trained 
for this particular work. It was a case of advertising for 
applicants when a circuit of members had already been formed. 
Candidates were sought with ability to test mfik samples for 
fat percentage by the Gerber method, preference being given 
to those who had previously attended a dairy school course 
of instruction in general dairying. Proficiency in the many 
special duties of a milk recorder had to be gained in actual 
practice with a local milk recording society ; and in too many 
instances this proficiency had been not long acquired before 
the recorder was about to leave for other employment. In 
due course, however, as the demand for trained recorders 
increased, a more systematic method was adopted. Selected 
candidates went through a prescribed short course of training 
in the Dairy School, specially provided for the prospective 
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Tnilk recorder, and a “ waiting list ” of qualified recorders 
was obtained. Since 1914 a specially trained recorder, 
approved by the Executive Committee of the Association, 
has been ready for every vacancy which has occurred. No 
local milk recording society has had to postpone or suspend 
operations for lack of a recorder 5 even during the years of 
the Great War, when young women recorders were trained 
and employed with quite satisfactory results. It may be 
claimed also that the standards of training and proficiency 
in recorders generally have been considerably improved 
during this period. This may seem a matter for congratulation 
on the part of the Association. But difficulties have been, 
and are still being, encountered in this connection, some of 
which at least would appear to be avoidable. 

The Association have benefited in the past in this matter 
of the supply of milk recorders from prolonged periods of 
widespread unemployment. But there has also been, from 
the point of view of the Association, an excessive “ wastage ” 
of good recorders. And recently there has been difficulty 
in obtaining a sufficient number of suitable candidates for 
training. The intensive rearmament programme has 
apparently altered conditions in this respect. It has become 
all the more necessary therefore that the most should be made 
of the recorders available. The object of this review is to draw 
the closer attention of members generally to this subject, 
which is one of great importance in our scheme of official 
milk recording, in the hope that some of the difficulties experi¬ 
enced hitherto may be. obviated in the future. 

The considerations which probably more than any other 
influence most young men when deciding upon any particular 
line of work are rate of remuneration, nature and conditions 
of employment, and prospect of advancement. The duties 
required of a milk recorder are described in some detail in 
another section of this Report, under “ Method of Recording,” 
and are well known to members of milk recording societies. 
It should be noted that the nature of the work requires a 
young man of good character, of good general education, of 
more than average mental ability and with considerable 
technical training. There are also to be considered in this 
connection the unfavourable features in the conditions of 
employment of a milk recorder already referred to. The 
urge for less confining work as compared with office, workshop, 
or factory has probably some influence, but it is evident 
that we have to rely mainly upon rate of remuneration to 
attraot recruits of a suitable class. Board and accommodation 
are provided at the farms, and the cost of travelling between 
farms is, of course, defrayed by the local society. The cash 
remuneration for a beginner is usually 27s. 6 d. per week. 
Remuneration of experienced recorders varies considerably 
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in different localities, according to average size of herds, 
distances between members, and other local conditions. 
The more usual rates are 32s. 6d. per week for ordinary herds 
in typical dairying districts; 35s. for larger herds or on more 
widely scattered circuits; and 40s. in the still more widely 
separated dairy herds in the North of Scotland. When we 
take into account the circumstances already enumerated, 
and that the candidate has to train at his own expense with 
no definite assurance of employment after training, it does 
not appear that the remuneration offered is over generous. 
This has, of course, a direct influence in limiting the number 
of suitable applicants for training. 

A satisfactory standard of efficiency in recorders must be 
maintained, otherwise the official milk records would not 
be sufficiently reliable. The selection of applicants which is 
necessary to maintain this standard naturally also affects the 
number of candidates admitted for training. 

A special three weeks’ course of instruction for prospective 
milk recorders is held twice annually by the West of Scotland 
Agricultural College at Auchincruive—namely, in June and 
in December. The course has been designed to meet the 
Association’s requirements. The training, though short, is 
intensive. It includes practical experience in both byre and 
laboratory, and theoretical and practical instruction in all 
details of the duties of the official milk recorder. The fee 
for the course, payable to the College, is £2 ; and the selected 
candidate has also to meet the cost of his own board and 
lodging. The total cost to the student will generally amount 
to about £10. 

Each course is widely advertised in the Press by the 
Association ; and usually quite a large number of candidates 
of widely differing calibre make application. But it is in the 
interest of the applicants themselves and also of the Association 
that only those likely to come up to the required standard 
of attainment should attend; therefore only the selected 
candidates are admitted to the course. Previously, a few 
more of this standard than the number required by the Associa¬ 
tion could generally be obtained, but during last year the 
number of suitable applicants was barely sufficient to provide 
the reserve desired. Usually an appreciable percentage of 
the candidates in training fail to reach the standard of pro¬ 
ficiency required for the certificate of the College, so do not 
attain to the status of milk recorder. And those obtaining 
the College Certificate in Milk Recording have still to be 
approved by the Executive Committee of the Association 
before their names can be placed on the Association’s list of 
approved recorders for future vacancies. 

The candidate has still another hurdle to cross before he 
can begin as a milk recorder. He is not appointed to a circuit 
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by the Association direct. A few names from the head of 
the waiting list, with particulars of these candidates’ qualifica¬ 
tions and experience, are submitted to the local society having 
a vacancy for a recorder. From this abbreviated list the 
society select their own recorder. Thus, before an applicant 
for training can commence as a milk recorder he has to pass a 
fourfold test; a test by four separate parties. He has to be 
selected by the superintendent from among numerous appli¬ 
cants as suitable for training; he has to pass the College 
examinations; he has afterwards to be approved by the 
Executive Committee ; and he has to be selected by the local 
society from a number of approved recorders. Even then he 
begins merely on probation, usually for the first month, and 
is definitely appointed to the circuit only if his services have- 
proved satisfactory both to the members on the circuit and 
to the supervising officials of the Association. It will be readily 
agreed, therefore, that before an official milk recorder has 
been actually appointed to a circuit he has been well tested 
as to his ability and suitability for the post. This should 
be fully appreciated by all members on the recorder’s circuit 
in appraising the value of his services or the reliability of his 
recording. 

It should be mentioned also that a considerable proportion 
of the approved recorders obtain other employment while 
their names are still on the waiting list, and are no longer 
available for milk recording. 

The official milk recorder works under conditions of peculiar 
difficulty in several respects. Wo have already referred to 
the itinerant nature of his employment. This makes the 
work less congenial to many of them. There is the lack of 
home life, and in many instances of home comforts. It also 
limits his contacts with his own social circle. And anyone 
perusing carefully a print of the Association’s elaborate rules 
and regulations and instructions to milk recorders, consisting 
of no fewer than 46 articles, and taking into consideration 
that each herd owner on the recorder’s circuit is a member 
of the society employing him and also his host for the occasion 
of each test, will readily realise that the relationship between 
member and recorder is a particularly delicate one, easily 
capable of occasionally giving rise to disharmony. For 
example, the recorder may have on occasion to seek to enforce 
official regulations, or have to carry out official instructions, 
against the wishes of the member; and the recorder may 
require to be officially supported in his attitude. ‘Obviously, 
this may create a difficult position for the recorder at this 
particular farm. On the other hand, a member may find 
the milk fat percentages which the recorder has obtained 
from his herd to be somewhat lower than he desired or expected, 
and in consequence question the accuracy of the recorder’s 
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testing. In other words, occasionally a member is inclined 
to view the recorded results as a test of the recorder’s work 
rather than the recorder’s entries as a test of his cows. 

These are only two instances of a number of possible sources 
of friction. But they are sufficient to indicate that the nature 
of the milk recorder’s duties calls for a degree of tact and 
firmness, and a measure of forbearance, on the part of the 
recorder worthy of an older and more experienced man. 

There is also the social aspect. Cultural standards vary 
widely among members on a circuit, and also among approved 
recorders, and it is not usually possible to suit the recorder 
in this respect to all members on a circuit. Indeed, the ideal 
milk recorder would require to possess a combination of 
qualities seldom to be found in any one person. 

As already stated, the “ wastage ” in recorders, that is, 
the number of experienced recorders lost annually to milk 
recording, is disproportionately high. Among a certain 
section of members of milk recording societies the value to 
milk recording of a trained and conscientious recorder, and 
the difficulty of obtaining such, are evidently not sufficiently 
realised. One or two members on a circuit, who may have 
taken umbrage to a recorder without good cause, can make 
conditions irksome for the recorder. They may, for instance, 
exaggerate minor defects or delinquencies and raise complaints 
against the recorder on grounds quite apart from the real 
reason of their disaffection. In too many instances personal 
antipathies are allowed to outweigh the best interests of the 
society ; and appointments are given up by capable and 
reliable recorders under conditions less than fair to the 
recorder. 

On the other hand, with no prospect of any great advance¬ 
ment in the same line of work many recorders are all the more 
ready to relinquish their posts when any sort of unpleasantness 
arises, when they could be most usefully retained for a further 
period. Certainly, a number of the approved recorders turn 
out to be unsatisfactory, but the percentage is relatively 
small, and they are readily distinguished and recognised as 
such by their work and conduct, and need not be confused 
with the capable and reliable recorders. The great majority 
of recorders come to serve in this capacity to the best of their 
abilities, prepared to help the dairy farmer in his efforts to 
improve his dairy stock, and naturally expect to be regarded 
in this light by all members. 

Members of milk recording societies should show every 
consideration for the milk recorder, particularly in view of 
the peculiar difficulties of his position. If more encouragement 
generally were given to him, and the difficulty in filling his 
place more fully appreciated, some at least of the difficulties 
we have indicated would bo avoided. Members on a circuit 
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should not allow themselves to be unduly influenced against 
a recorder by the attitude of one or two disaffected members 
where the Association’s officials after adequate inspection 
and check-testing are satisfied with his actual recording 
work. The recorder who has been faithfully carrying out 
his recording duties naturally expects to have the general 
support of the members. Where a complaint by one or more 
members against a recorder has been brought to a local society 
the recorder should be invited to attend at the meeting to give 
his version of the cause of the complaint. Decision should 
rest mainly upon whether the actual recording has been done 
in a conscientious and reasonably efficient manner, a report 
on which may be obtained from the superintendent. Members 
should not be unduly exacting in other respects, and should 
not seek to dispense with a recorder’s services without good 
and sufficient reason, fully substantiated after hearing both 
sides in the dispute. 

In the choice of an occupation, the main considerations 
are generally the immediate remuneration, prospects, and 
nature and conditions of employment. If in the case of milk 
recording the two former are relatively unattractive and 
cannot be materially increased, it is all the more important 
that efforts should be made to improve the latter. Otherwise, 
the result might well be that we would be compelled to accept 
a class of recorders of less efficiency and to offer higher salaries 
to obtain them.

The number of samples received during 1938 was 203, of 
which 29 were fertilisers, 38 were feeding-stuffs, 22 were milks, 
55 were waters, 27 were examinations for poisons, and 32 
were miscellaneous samples.

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The average composition of the complete compound ferti¬ 
lisers analysed was found to be 3-96 per cent nitrogen, 7-26 per 
cent soluble phosphoric acid, 5*30 per cent insoluble phosphoric 
acid, and 9*76 per cent potash. The proportion of nitrogen 
varied from 0-32 to 614 per cent, soluble phosphoric acid 
varied from 4*73 to 9*09 per cent, insoluble phosphoric acid 
varied from 2 to 15*48 per cent, while the proportion of 
potash varied from 3*21 to 19*41 per cent. The following 
table (Table III.) shows the results of analyses of samples of 
compound fertilisers analysed during the year :—

A sample of composted manure contained 0*6 per cent of 
nitrogen, 0*5 per cent of phosphoric acid, and 0*4 per cent of 
potash. One of the samples of mixed fertiliser analysed was 
of unusual composition, containing 0*3 per cent of nitrogen, 
15*5 per cent of insoluble phosphoric acid, and 19*4 per cent 
of potash. It consisted chiefly of mineral phosphate and a 
concentrated potash fertiliser. A sample of a waste product 
was found to contain 5*2 per cent of nitrogen and was useful 
as a fertiliser only on account of its nitrogen content. A 
sample of a potato fertiliser was found to be rich in soluble 
phosphoric acid, containing 7*24 per cent as against the 
guarantee of 6*55 per cent. The proportions of caustic lime 
in ground lime varied from 55*3 to 83*6 per cent. The 
guarantees given for ground lime of Scottish origin vary 
from 60 to 70 per cent caustic lime. A sample analysed was 
found to contain 55 per cent caustic lime and was worth 
approximately 33s. per ton, compared with the price of a 
ground lime guaranteed to contain 60 per cent caustic lime. 
The fineness of grinding of two of the samples was found 
to be 47 per cent and 52 per cent respectively. I do not 
regard the fineness of grinding of lime as of great importance, 
except in special circumstances where rapid action is desired. 
Samples of limestone rock contained 57*9 to 98*3 per cent of 
calcium carbonate. A sample of waste lime was found to 
contain 53*6 per cent carbonate of lime and 4 per cent caustic 
lime. About 2 \ tons of this material contained approximately 
the same amount of lime as one ton of best quality ground 
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lime. Waste lime is a valuable form of lime fertiliser and 
should be used wherever possible. 


Feeding-Stuffs. 

Thirty-eight samples of feeding-stulfs were analysed during 
the year, including the usual compound cakes and meals, 
dairy meals, poultry meals, dried grass, and silage.

Great variation was found to exist in the proportions of 
nutritive constituents in meat and bone meal. The samples 
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analysed were found to be rich in albuminoids and phosphoric 
acid. The proportions of fibre in pig meals varied from 12 to 
14 per cent. I regard these figures as above the average for 
pig meal. A sample of linseed cake was found to be below 
the guarantee in oil to the extent of 3*3 per cent. This sample 
also contained an excessive amount of sand, 4 per cent being 
present. Other samples of linseed cake were examined for 
the proportions of prussic acid developed from the organic 
compound known as linamarin which liberates prussic acid 
under certain conditions. The proportions developed were 
very minute, and were found not to be in the least injurious 
or dangerous to the health of live stock. A sample of dry 
feed mixture contained 1 per cent of oil more than the amount 
guaranteed. This mixture was rather too rich in protein 
for use alone as a ration. A sample of bean meal was found 
to contain a small proportion of weed seeds which, however, 
proved to be quite innocuous. A sample of compound meal 
contained 2*9 per cent of calcium phosphate, indicating that, 
in addition to the nutritive constituents, phosphate had been 
added. A complete mineral analysis was made of two samples 
of unspecified ground seed. The proportion of albuminoids 
present in the samples of dried grass meal analysed varied 
from ir9 to 15 3 per cent. A sample of treacle meal was 
found to contain 55 per cent of soluble carbohydrates including 
32-6 per cent of sugars. The average proportion of soluble 
carbohydrates in treacle is about 64*6 per cent. Three samples 
of laying meal were analysed. The guarantee for albuminoids 
in each case was 18 per cent, and the results of analysis showed 
that two of the samples conformed to this guarantee. The 
third sample was found to contain 15*94 per cent of albu¬ 
minoids and was therefore slightly below the guarantee. An 
allowance of one-tenth is given so that this sample was only 
0*26 per cent below the guarantee after allowing for the limits 
of variation. 


Milks. 

Twenty-two samples of milk were analysed during the year. 
The number of samples found to be below the prescribed 
presumptive limits in butter-fat, or solids-not-fat, or both 
butter-fat and solids-not-fat, was five, as against fourteen 
last year. Two samples were found to be low in fat, two in 
solids-not-fat, and one in both butter-fat and solids-not-fat. 
The proportions of fat in the samples varied from 2*2 to 4*65 
per cent; while that of solids-not-fat varied from 7*98 to 
8*93 per cent. Eleven samples were analysed for both fat 
and solids-not-fat, while the other eleven samples were 
analysed for fat only. The following table (Table Y.) gives 
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the results of analyses of the eleven samples which were sent 
in for complete analysis :—

Waters. 

Of the fifty-five samples of water analysed, thirty-one were 
found to be suitable for domestic use, two were of doubtful 
quality, and fourteen of bad quality. Five samples were 
found to contain dissolved lead and were, therefore, unsuitable 
for domestic use. Several samples were examined for their 
action on piping. Two of the samples of bad quality also 
contained free lime (calcium hydroxide), one to the extent of 
106 parts per 100,000, or approximately 74 grains per gallon. 
It should be noted that waters containing appreciable calcium 
hydroxide in solution have a strong solvent action on lead. 
In treating waters for plumbo-solvency, calcium carbonate 
should be used. Calcium hydroxide should only be added 
in carefully controlled quantities. A sample was found to 
contain dissolved zinc which was probably derived from the 
action of the water on galvanised iron piping. Two samples 
were found to be surface water of bad quality and quite 
unsuitable for live stock. 


Poisons. 

Among the samples sent in for examination for poisons, 
eleven were samples of stomach contents. In three cases 
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lead was found in the stomachs and alimentary canals. 
Arsenic and copper were found to be the cause of death of a 
horse and bull respectively. Strychnine was found, in two 
cases, to be the cause of death of poultry. As I have repeatedly 
pointed out, it is now unlawful for a pharmacist to sell 
strychnine for the purpose of destroying rats or other vermin. 
During the year a pharmacist was fined for a contravention 
of the Poisons Act in selling strychnine for this purpose. He 
was unaware of the new law. I mention this in my Eeport 
for the purpose of warning farmers that it is illegal for a 
pharmacist to supply this very powerful poison for any purpose 
other than for medicinal use, and only then on production of 
a medical prescription. Other material sent in for examination 
for poisons included paint, American cloth, and grass. All 
contained lead in abundance. A number of samples of feeding- 
stuffs was examined for poisons with negative results. It is 
very desirable in mortality amongst live stock that organs 
of the animal as well as feoding-stuffs should be sent in for 
analysis. 


Miscellaneous. 

A sample of mare’s milk contained 2'7 per cent of fat and 
8 - 3 per cent of solids-not-fat. The proportion of butter-fat 
in mares’ milk varies from about 1 to 2'5 per cent and the 
proportion of solids-not-fat varies from about 8-7 to 10-4 
per cent. During the year I made an examination of a mineral 
for the presence or absence of cobalt. Cobalt chloride is used 
as a preventive and also a cure in a nutritional anaemia which 
occurs in sheep, known as Pine Disease. A very minute 
quantity of cobalt is sufficient to prevent the disease, and a 
s imil ar minute quantity is effective as a cure. A sample of 
detergent powder was found to consist of crystallised trisodium 
phosphate containing a small proportion of sodium carbonate. 
A sample of ice cream contained 4-6 per cent of butter-fat. 
An analysis was made of a sample of milk in order to determine 
the proportions of the various minerals present in the ash 
of the sample. The ash was found to contain 24-5 per cent 
of lime, 26-6 per cent of phosphoric acid, 27 per cent of potash, 
and 15-7 per cent of chlorine in the form of chlorides. A 
sample of cream was found to contain 55'9 per cent of fat 
and 4*19 per cent solids-not-fat. A sample of powder suspected 
to be of a poisonous character was found to contain lead 
chromate, lead sulphate, and other salts. The powder was, 
therefore, of a poisonous character, and if mixed with any 
foodstuff would be not only injurious to the health of live 
stock but if sufficient quantity was fed would prove fatal. 
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THE CEREAL AND OTHER CROPS OF 
SCOTLAND FOR 1938. 

The following comparison of the cereal and other crops of 1938 
with those of the previous year has been prepared by the 
Secretary of the Society from answers to queries sent to lead¬ 
ing agriculturists in different parts of the country. 

The queries issued by the Secretary were in the following 
terms;— 

1. What was the quantity, per imperial acre, and quality of 

grain and straw, as compared with last year, of the 
following crops ? The quantity of each crop to be 
stated in bushels or cwts. What quantity of seed is 
generally sown per acre ?—(1) Wheat, (2) Barley, 
(3) Oats. 

2. Did the harvest begin at the usual time, or did it begin 

before or after the usual time ? and if so, how long ? 

3. What was the quantity, per imperial acre, and quality of 

the hay crop, as compared with last year, both as re¬ 
gards ryegrass and clover respectively ? The quantity 
to be stated in tons and cwts. 

4. Was the meadow hay crop more or less productive than 

last year ? 

5. What was the yield of the potato crop, per imperial 

acre, as compared with last year ? The quantity 
to be stated in tons and cwts. Was there any 
disease ? and if so, to what extent, and when did it 
commence ? Were any new varieties planted, and 
- with what result ? 

6. What was the weight of the turnip crop, per imperial 

acre, and the quality, as compared with last year? 
The weight of the turnip crop to be stated in tons and 
cwts. How did the crop braird ? Was more than one 
sowing required ? and why ? 

7. Were the crops injured by insects ? State the kinds of 

insects. Was the damage greater or less than usual ? 

8. Were the crops injured by weeds ? State the kinds of 

weeds. Was the damage greater or less than usual ? 

9. Were the pastures during the season of average growth 

and quality with last year ? 

10. How did stock thrive on them ! 

11. Have cattle and sheep been free from disease ? 

12. What was the quality of the clip of wool, and was it over 

or under the average ? 
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From the answers received, the following notes and statistics 
have been compiled :— 

EDINBURGH DISTRICT. 

Mid-Lothian. Wheat —50 bushels per acre; most satisfactory 
cereal orop of the season; straw, 40 cwt. per acre; seed sown, 3} 
bushels per acre. Barley — 44 bushels per acre; quality of grain 
uneven, due to excessive drought when sown, causing a protracted 
harvest season ; straw, 20 cwt. per acre ; seed sown, 3 bushels per 
acre. OcUe —50 bushels per acre; quality of grain affected by pro¬ 
tracted harvest, especially in later districts; seed sown, 5 bushels 
per acre. Harvest —Began a little later than usual and very pro¬ 
tracted owing to excessive rain, especially in late districts. Hay — 
2 tons 6 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Very little grown; crop about 
same as previous year. Potatoes —6 tons per acre; very free from 
disease; potato lifting about usual time; pitting commenced end 
of September; labour not easily procured. Turnips —15 tons per 
acre; like all other crops suffered from severe drought; tubers in 
many instances not so healthy. Insects —Not much damage done. 
Weeds —Crops more free from weeds than usual. Pastures —Suffered 
from drought in early part of the season. Live Stock —Throve very 
well where land not overstocked, and were free from disease. Clip 
of Wool —Average and of good quality. 

West Lothian. Wheat —34 to 42 bushels per acre; grain and 
straw of good quality when harvested early; later crops suffered 
greatly owing to bad weather; seed sown, 4 bushels per acre broad¬ 
cast, 3 to 3J bushels per acre drilled. Barley —48 to 60 bushels per 
acre; when harvested early grain and straw of good quality; seed 
sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Oats —60 to 80 bushels per acre ; grain 
and straw of good quality when harvested before the break in the 
weather; seed sown, 6 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began about 
a week earlier than usual owing to an earlier seeding time and more 
of the earlier varieties of grain being sown. Hay —Full average 
crop; 40 to 50 cwts. per acre; quality mixed owing to weather. 
Meadow Hay —Not much grown. Potatoes —Earlies, 8 to 10 tons 
per aore; lates, 6 to 8 tons ware per acre; the riddle regulations 
imposed by the Potato Marketing Board would reduce by at least 
2 tons per acre the amount of ware; some disease on the heavier 
land; fairly clear on light land; no new varieties planted. Turnips — 
An average crop; 18 to 24 tons per acre; quality poor, certain varie¬ 
ties rotted in the ground after coming to maturity to the extent of 
30 per oent of the crop, while other varieties (the older ones) were 
very sound; orop brairded well; no resowing. Insects —Practically 
no damage done. Weeds —Owing to the dry spring most of the 
weeds were killed while preparing the land; practically no damage 
caused. Pastures —Suffered from drought in the spring, but recovered 
quickly from the end of May onwards; quality average. Live Stock — 
Throve well and were comparatively free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —Average ; fair quality. 

East Lothian (Upper). Wheat —Yield of grain rather under that 
of last year; 44 to 52 bushels per acre; both grain and straw in 
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many cases damaged by bad harvest weather ; seed sown, 3£ to 
4 bushels per acre. Barley —When crop brairded well in spring good 
yield of good quality, 46 to 52 bushels per acre; a considerable 
acreage, especially on the heavier soils, owing to the very dry spring, 
did not braird regularly, yield and quality being both affected ; 
yield, 40 to 44 bushels per acre, with much light grain ; straw, fully 
average; both grain and straw badly weathered ; seed sown, 3 to 
3£ bushels per acre. Oats — 60 to 68 bushels per acre; both grain 
and straw a good crop ; both, in many cases, badly damaged by 
bad weather; very few samples of grain fit for seed ; seed sown, 
4 to 5 bushels per acre. Harvest —Started a few days later than last 
year, but owing to the wot and mild weather dragged on in many 
casos till well into October; worst harvest for many years. Hay — 
Under average crop, 45 to 50 cwt. per acre, but mostly secured in 
good condition. Meadow Hay —Very little grown. Potatoes —A 
good average crop ; 8 to 10 tons per acre, but owing to the wet 
autumn lifted and stored in bad condition ; consequently, more 
broke in dressing; blight fairly prevalent in King Edwards, Scots, 
and Bannors, starting about middle of August; very little leaf-curl 
and virus disease ; some slight sprain. Turnips —A light and variable 
crop ; came to the hoe early, but grew very slowly all season; a 
good deal of fingcr-and-toe and dry-rot; crop well below average, 
12 to 14 tons per acre; no second sowing required; considerable 
quantities of mangold now taking the place of turnips. Insects — 
Very little damage done, except in a few cases amongst turnips. 
Weeds —Annual weeds again Very troublesome ; cleaning exjjensive 
and difficult owing to shortage of casual labour and to the wet season. 
Pastures —Very short in spring owing to abnormally dry weather, 
but after middle of May mado fully average growth. Live Stock — 
Cattle and sheep both grazed well and were free from disease. Clip 
of Wool —Averago. 

East Lotiiian (Lowor). Wheat — The yield was fairly good, but 
not equal to last year; average about 40 bushels per acre ; straw, 
about 36 cwt. per acre ; owing to a break in the weather much of it 
wont into the stack damp ; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Barley 
—On good, soft barley land the crop was very good, but owing to 
the serious spring drought many fields on the harder soil were very 
patchy, and both yield ami quality very variable; a good start was 
made with harvesting, but owing to deterioration in weather a 
considerable part of tho crop was secured in middling condition, 
being too damp to thresh ; early harvested crops were marketed at 
40s. per quarter and over, this price being about 10s. less than was 
obtained the previous year, but this soon fell to a much lower level, 
and owing to a general fall in price and the secondary quality a large 
proportion of the crop had to be sold at from 20s. to 35s. per quarter ; 
on the best barley land yields of 60 to 70 bushels per acre wore common; 
straw, about normal; seed sown, about 3 bushels per acre. Oats — 
Yield under average and the quality, chiefly duo to weather, dis¬ 
appointing ; owing to lack of a satisfactory market much less grown 
than in former years; yields similar to 1937. Harvest —A little 
later than usual and a fortnight later than the previous year ; good 
progress was made at the start, but the weather steadily deteriorated, 
and, while early farms got through not so badly, the later ones were

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caught and a considerable proportion of the crop was more or loss 
damaged ; it was not a good harvest on the whole for East Lothian, 
although it did not suffer nearly so badly as many districts. Hay — 
Considerably lighter than in the previous year, but a moderate crop 
was got in fair condition; yield, about 2£ tons per acre ; owing to 
lack of demand and the low price the acreage grown is inclined to 
contract. Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —The main crops 
were good ; after the drought broke the moist season favoured them, 
but it also favoured ‘ blight,’ and a good deal of spraying had to be 
undertaken as a preventative; wet weather at lifting time made 
the work very difficult; early potatoes, of which a considerable 
area is grown, were completely frosted down in May, but favourable 
growing conditions enabled them to recover and wondorfully good 
yields were obtained a little later than usual. Turnips —Were a very 
variable crop and below average, largely owing to the continued 
ravages of the turnip midge ; owing to this pest on some of the best 
farms, it is becoming hardly worth while attempting to grow this 
expensive crop ; mangels arc being more and more substituted for 
it, but the sunless season did not suit them too well last season. 
Insects —The chief trouble was the turnip midge; the ravages of 
this pest, which has been serious for several years, showed no signs 
of abating. Weeds —Were well killed down by the severe drought and 
prolonged spring, and but for the scarcity of labour they probably 
gave less trouble than usual. Pastures —Were very bare in spring 
and early summer, but later they were good and of average quality. 
Live Stock —Did moderately well, and cattle and sheep were free 
from disease. Clip of Wool —Average. Sugar Beet —Continued to 
be a crop of some importance in this district, but 1938 was about 
the worst since its initiation ; owing to drought the sowing and braird - 
ing were delayed ; rain in summer interrupted the difficult work of 
singling and cleaning ; a sunless autumn did not favour development, 
and wet weather at lifting time soured much of the crop for the time 
being at least; yields of 6 to 9 tons per acre were obtained, only 
about two-thirds of what is necessary to make sugar-beet growing 
worth while. 


BORDER DISTRICT. 

Berwickshire (Merse). Wheat — All wheats sown in good time 
were looking well by the beginning of the year, though the total 
acreage (7416) shows a drop of fully 700 acres from 1937 ; brairds 
looked well all spring under suitable conditions, ears appearing about 
the third week of June, and, while good, did not give promise of 
an over-average yield ; harvest was general by the middle of A ugust, 
and the crop mostly standing; leading was catchy as the weathor 
had broken down, but practically all wheats were secured without 
very much damage, though sprouting had begun before it was all 
secured; yields proved to be well above the average at 46 bushels 
per acre, quality average, natural weight 62 lb., with 28-30 cwt. 
straw; 3J-4 bushels per acre was a customary seeding. Barley — 
Showed an increase of 1600 acres. On light lands when ploughed 
early barley got a good seed-bed ; other fields were difficult to break 
down and brairds came most irregularly, some seed lying until 
heavy rain late in May. The crop filled out wonderfully, but harvest 
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time showed up too many green or blank patches. Ears appeared 
about 25th June and cutting general by 20th August. Most fields 
had to be cut one way, even though the crop was not badly down 
and there was less waste than usual. The earlier fields were secured 
in good order, but many later were badly weathered and sprouted, 
and a few wasted before the bulk of the crop was cleared, towards 
the end of October. Yields were above expectation at 44-50 bushels 
per acre, only fair quality, natural weight 64 lb.; straw, short 
at 23 cwt. per acre ; seeding, 2J-3 bushels per acre. Oats — 5 bushels 
per acre was the usual seeding, which got a good seed bed, though 
on some of the later ploughed leas it became very hard and trouble¬ 
some to secure a good tilth. Following a rather better range of prices 
in 1937, it was surprising to find a further drop in the acreage of 
almost 900 acres—the smallest total on record. Brairds coming away 
nicely promised well until checked by drought; but after the rains 
a good recovery was made and ears appeared early—before July. 
Harvest was general from the third week in August and cutting was 
not unduly difficult until September, when the crop was laid by 
rain, involving considerably more labour and time. Such fields 
became involved in a complete breakdown in the weather, resulting 
in a large proportion of the crop becoming more or less badly damaged, 
with quite a lot wasted before it could be got off the land. When 
secured in reasonable order yields were well above average, but 
varied very considerably owing to waste. Natural weight 41 £ lb. 
per bushel; straw, 28 cwt. per acre, much damaged as a fodder. 
Hvrvest —Commenced rather earlier than usual; became general about 
the middle of August; cutting proceeded satisfactorily without too 
much laid com until September, the first ten days of which were 
broken and work was held up ; a few fine days with good winds about 
the 12th saw most of the wheat and some barleys secured in good 
order. This was the only chance, however, as things dragged on until 
20th October with the stuff outlying getting worse every day and 
never in condition to lead. Probably more grain was completely 
spoiled this harvest than in any of the previous outstandingly bad 
ones in the last forty years. Hay —Owing to the dry spring and 
consequent shortage of help, fields intended for hay could not be 
cleared of stock so early as desirable; the crop was light, under 
30 cwt. per acre, well mixed with clover; the average showed a 
diminution of fully 1000 acres, somewhat surprising in view of the 
fact that old stocks had been heavily drawn upon tho previous year. 
With weather conditions unfavourable most of July, hay-making 
was neither easy nor satisfactory and there was considerable waste, 
besides loss of feeding values. Aftermaths made rapid growth and 
stood a lot of grazing. Meadow Hay —Conditions similar to those 
affecting the main crops prevailed, only rather worse, as the crop 
is taken later; the bulk was under average at 22 cwrt. per acre, while 
the acreage showed almost an equal shrinkage to that of ryegrass 
hay; quality poor. Potatoes —The crop got a fine start; land in 
good working order, growth was strong and healthy all summer 
and lifting time proved the crop to be above average, with good-sized 
tubers ; a lift of 8-10 tons per acre was general; lifting was difficult, 
labour scarce, and weather bad ; there was little disease, but as the 
crop was lifted and pitted in a wet state it did not keep well; little 
spraying done in the county. Turnips and Swedes —The acreage 
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shows a further reduotion to 14,257; against that may be placed 
an increased acreage of marrow stem kale and mangolds. Land 
worked well, with conditions favourable for cleaning. A fine seed 
bed was general, but brairds were slow to appear with the land so 
dry. A good soaking by the end of May set whole fields going at 
the same time ; growth was rapid and hoes kept over busy, as casual 
labour was scarce. Under such conditions fly did little damage 
and little resowing was required, though a night or two of hard frost 
made their mark. The crop promised well as shaws early filled the 
drills, but yellows lost colour too soon and have not bulked as 
promised; yield under 20 tons per acre, and did not keep well; 
swedes generally were a big sound crop of 30 tons per acre, well above 
the average of recent years. Insects —Except for a threatening of 
damage by the swede moth, from which plants recovered, nothing 
to report. Weeds —With the dry spring weeds were held in check, 
and com brairds got a good start; creeping thistles for some reason 
were not nearly so numerous or strong-growing in pasture fields. 
Pastures —Early pastures were good if bare, but got too bare by the 
end of May. Younger grasses came away then after the rains, but 
old pastures made little growth all summer, leaving a shortage of 
autumn meat; on the whole it was not a good grazing season. Live 
Stock —Throve only fairly well; too much cold and wet, often with 
frost at nights. There was a good fall of lambs, which met a wretched 
trade at sale time, showing a drop of 15s.-20s. and more on the 1937 
returns. Cattle left little for their grass ; both cattlo and sheep have 
been free from disease. Clip of Wool —Average. The trade in wool 
collapsed before much of the clip had been disposed of. Sugar Beet — 
Proved a disappointing crop, both in weight and percentage of sugar, 
while conditions at lifting time were very adverse, and tare was 
high. 

Each year brings its own problems and disappointments: 1938 
may be classed as one of the worst. 

Berwickshire (Lammermoor). Wheat — Again a fairly large 
acreage grown in this high district; most of the crop was harvested 
in fair condition, notwithstanding the bad weather conditions; 
yield per acre about the samp as last year. Barley —Not a large area 
grown; yield and quality only fair. Oats —The main white crop of 
the district; a large part of the crop badly laid and twisted ; where 
not laid the yield well up to average, but where laid much wasted 
and only small yield secured ; seed sown, 4 to 6 bushels per acre. 
Harvest-— Started about a week later than average, very protracted 
by bad weather; some fields so badly laid and damaged that they 
were hardly worth cutting at all. Hay —Average crop for yield, but 
quality in many cases poor due to wet weather during hay time; 
yield, say 35 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Also fair yield, but much 
spoiled by bad weather during hay harvest. Potatoes —A fairly large 
yield in most cases ; not much disease ; crop very difficult ta harvest 
due to sodden condition of the land ; considerable quantity spoiled 
by frost before lifting. Turnips —All over the district a fairly good 
crop ; well up to average yield, say 18-20 tons per acre ; crop brairded 
well; very little second sowing necessary. Insects —Crops fairly free 
from insect pests this year. Weeds —Annual weeds in turnips rather 
difficult to keep in check owing to wet weather; thistles in pasture 
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still very bad. Pastures —Were of full average growth during tho 
whole season; the quality, however, was not so good as last year, 
due to excessive wet. Stock —On the whole, throve well, though 
lambs on many farms had not the bloom or condition they usually 
have; no serious outbreak of disease this season in the district. 
Clip of Wool —Average. 

Roxburghshire. Wheat —Larger acreage grown ; where winter 
sown, in general shows a considerably increased yield when grown 
on suitable land ; where spring sown the yield was very indifferent 
and in many cases less than last year ; quality poor, and particularly 
so in the case of most spring-sown wheat. Barley — 40 to 44 bushels 
per acre ; yield on the whole turned out better than last year, except 
in the case of fields which did not braird until late on owing to the 
dry weather; quality on the whole was very inferior. Oats —Crop 
was good, yielded well where harvested before tho weather broke ; 
some later-ripening and lodged oats were almost entirely ruined by 
bad weather ; straw, good crop, quality poor. Harvest —Began about 
the middle of August, and was one of the worst, longest, and most 
expensive on record ; in a few cases com was still in the stook in 
November. Hay —Got a late start and finished under average for 
yield, with a considerable quantity badly got. Meadow Hay —A 
fair average crop of indifferent quality. Potatoes —On the whole the 
crop was good ; 8-12 tons per acre ; in the case of Kerr’s Pink 
variety, however, the rotum was very small, very few marketable 
potatoes being lifted in many cases; disease was under normal. 
Turnips —After a late start owing to dry weather finished a good 
crop ; brairded well after the middle of May ; very little resowing 
took place; a very considerable amount of damage was done by 
wood-pigeons to swedes, kale, and cabbage. Insects —Not much 
damage. Weeds —Not much damage. Pastures —Very bare up to 
time of rain coming in June ; after that they improved very rapidly 
and were good all the season after. Live Stock —Sheep, and in par¬ 
ticular lambs, did well; the lambing, both inbye and outbye, was 
one of the best on record ; cattle not quite so well summered. Disease 
normal, except with reference to grass sickness ; many more horses 
attacked than formerly. Clip of Wool —Good and of good quality, 
chiefly owing to a good winter and spring. 

Selkirkshire. Wheat —None grown. Barley —Very little grown. 
Oats —The drought in March made turnip land very difficult to 
plough, and a lot of extra work was needed to procure a good seed¬ 
bed, but sowing was generally completed in the county by the end 
of April; germination was rather irregular owing to the drought, 
but with the continual rain throughout the summer oats would have 
been the best crop in this district for years, if they could have been 
secured ; seed sown, 5 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began about 
the beginning of September in the lower districts and a fortnight 
later in the higher districts ; where harvested early the crop was 
secured in fairly good condition, but the majority of crops were 
badly laid by heavy rains and difficult to cut; with the continuous 
broken weather the harvest dragged on until December before it 
could be even put on the dykes ; some fields could not be cut; the 
harvest of 1938 may be put down as one of the worst on record. 
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Hay — A moderate crop, securod in very indifferent order, on account 
of the continuous broken weather. Meadow Hay — A moderate crop, 
securod in rather poor condition. Potatoes —Got too little sun and 
too much rain and were lifted in a very dirty condition; about 5 
tons per acre, with a greater percentage of small potatoes than usual. 
Turnips —Sowing was generally completed by the end of May; 
brairded well, and there was very little resowing; excessive rains 
and lack of sunshine caused a good deal of finger-and-toe and dry-rot; 
a very disappointing crop ; about 15 tons per acre. Insects —No 
damage caused. Weeds —No more damage than usual where suitable 
labour could be procured. Pastures —Average growth and quality. 
Live Stock —Did fairly well, and were free from disease. Clip of Wool— 
Average. 

Peeblesshire. Wheat — A very small acreage grown, but a very 
good crop. Barley —More grown than in the previous years, but 
still a very small acreage ; ripened rather irregularly, with yield 
of 36 to 42 bushels per acre. Oats —An exceptionally heavy crop 
and very difficult to cut; in some cases shearing and scything had 
to be resorted to, and it is quite evident from the growth in the 
fields that much grain was lost in the handling; on good land, where 
early harvested, from 48 to 64 bushels per acre; thin-skinned oats 
on poorer land, say, from 28 to 40 bushels per acre; straw, more 
plentiful than usual. Harvest —Began a few days later than usual, 
but proved to be one of the worst on record ; on several farms cutting 
was not completed; in odd cases stooks stood out for months, and 
on many farms part of the crop was given to the cattle unthrashed. 
Hay —On account of the exceptional drought in the spring ryegrass 
hay was a much lighter crop than usual, from 30 to 38 cwt. per acre ; 
secured, however, in quite good condition. Meadow Hay —Barely 
an average crop, but fairly well got in general, although in some of 
the hill districts less hay was secured than usual on account of the 
bad weather. Potatoes —Crop about an average; in many cases 
disease was prevalent, and the tubors have not kept well in the 
pits ; from 6 to 7 tons per acre, dressed ware. Turnips —Decidedly 
below an average crop for this district; brairded quickly, but in 
many cases more finger-and-toe appeared, and a kind of root fungus 
in swedes. Insects —No serious damage. Weeds —Where the ground 
was worked during the dry weather, land was unusually clean, but 
where the turnips were later-sown difficulty was experienced in 
weeding and in keeping the crop clean on account of the wet season- 
Pastures —With an early spring, pastures were exceptionally good. 
Live Stock —Grazed and throve well all summer; cattle and sheep 
were generally free from disease, but sheep in some cases, especially 
on foggage, suffered considerably from lameness and were difficult to 
cure. Clip of Wool —Quality quite good; crop slightly above the average, 
but in some cases clippings were unusually protracted on account 
of the weather. 


DUMFRIES DISTRICT. 

Dumfries (Annandale). Wheat —The acreage decreased and yield 
about average; grain, 42 bushels per acre; straw, about 30 cwt. 
per acre. Barley —A small quantity grown; but badly harvested 
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owing to being severely laid and bad weather for stacking; yield, 
35 bushels per acre ; straw, 20 cwt. per acre. Oats —Acreage about 
the same as last year; yield, 45 bushels per acre; straw, 30 cwt. 
per acre; crop very badly laid and cutting very difficult and pro¬ 
longed ; seed sown, about 5 bushels per acre potato oats ; 6 bushels 
per acre, thick-skinned varieties. Harvest —Began about 20th August 
and did not finish till well on in November, with quantities unsecured ; 
harvest about the worst on record ; where secured early the sample 
was of very good quality. Hay —Ryegrass, about 2 tons per acre; 
weather never very good, and much of the crop was not got in 
good condition ; cutting started first week in July. Meadow Hay — 
35 cwt. per acre; owing to prolonged bad weather was very 
badly got and a largo quantity was wasted by flooding after it was 
ricked. Potatoes —Yield about the same as last year; rather more 
disease; the crop did not keep well in pits owing to the wet con¬ 
dition of the land when they were lifted ; no new varieties planted. 
Turnips —Yield under average, about 6 tons per acre, owing to the 
sunless summer; brairded very well, but were very badly damaged 
by pigeons after singling. Insects —No great damage done. Weeds — 
No injury of a serious nature. Pastures —Average growth, but quality 
not so good, owing to excessive rainfall. Live Stock —Did not do so 
well as usual owing to the wet condition of the land, but were free 
from disease. Clip of Wool —About average. 

Dumfries (Nithsdale). Wheat — None grown. Barley — None 
grown. Oats —Very much later than last year ; cutting, owing to 
wet weather, lasted into October; very heavy crops wasted by a 
thunderstorm, followed, weeks after, by gales of wind and rain; 
acres wasted in stook and some never cut. Harvest —General by 
middle September in lower districts ; a week later on higher ground. 
Hay —Good average crop, well got where cutting started by the 12th 
of August. Meadow Hay —A good crop, heavier than last year, 
and well got, except in later districts. Potatoes —About 5 tons per 
acre ; quality good ; fairly free from disease. Turnips —About 12 
to 14 tons per acre ; brairded slowly ; much more dry-rot amongst 
swedes than last year. Insects —No injury caused. Weeds —Very 
prevalent owing to wet weather; in some cases they damaged the 
turnip crop to a great extent. Pastures —Good and early, but cold 
winds spoiled growth in June, when there was a shortage for cows. 
Live Stock —Throve well, but were not as good as last year ; cattle 
and sheep were free from disease. Clip of Wool —Good ; heavier 
than last year. 

Dumfries (Eskdale). Wheat —Nono grown. Barley —None grown. 
Oats —Mostly very heavy crop ; many were very badly laid and 
very difficult to out; crops which were got in good condition thrashed 
very well; about 36 bushels per acre ; but a large quantity was 
very badly got and grain and straw of very poor quality ; seed sown, 
about 5 bushels per acre. Harvest —Rather later than last year in 
commencing, and it was a very prolonged harvest. Hay —Ryegrass 
was only a fair crop ; lighter than last year; about 30 bushels per 
acre. Meadow Hay —Much lighter than last year, and not got in 
good condition; much of it very badly spoiled. Potatoes —Very 
poor crop, with a lot of small tubers ; the weather was very bad for 
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lifting, and potatoes very dirty; disease was not bad % no new 
varieties were planted. Turnips —Not a good crop; many yields 
were very small, and many very dirty with weeds, as there was no 
dry weather to get them cleaned ; brairded fairly well, but did 
not come on well afterwards. Insects —No damage by insects. 
Weeds —Wet weather caused trouble to the turnip crop from weed 
growth. Pastures —Average growth, but quality not so good on 
account of much wet weather. Live Stock— Not much better than 
expected ; cattle and sheep have been very free from disease. Clip 
of Wool —Over the average, both in weight and in quality. 

KmKcuDBRiGHTSHiRJS. Wheat —The small acreage grown was 
secured in good condition and thrashed out well. Barley —Very little 
grown. Oats —Again turned out a bulky crop on most farms, and 
the yield of grain about the average ; the crop was either a good one 
or really bad, according to the earliness or lateness of the farm. 
Harvest —Began at the usual timo in the middle of August and 
progressed favourably until the 16th September, when the weather 
broke and thore was not another chance to get grain in good order. 
Harvest lingered on into November, and lots of oats were fed to cattle 
in the wet sheaf, thrashed half wet, or put into heaps. The worst 
experience since 1907. Hay —Ryegrass was lighter owing to the dry 
spring, and 26 cwt. per acre crops were the rule ; early cut hay was 
damaged by weather. Meadow Hay —Suffered from the dry start; 
average about 30 cwt. per acre ; harvested in fine weather; quality 
first-class. Potatoes —Turned out a small crop, 6 tons per acre, and 
as they were grown wet, lifted wet, and pitted wot they were not 
likely to keep. Turnips —Seed was put in in a very dry furrow 
and did not braird until rain came in middle of May; there was a 
rush to get the plants hoed before they got too big and the weeds 
grew in the middle of the drills, necessitating much cleaning; the 
plants grew well, but turned out disappointing in the autumn ; yield 
below average, about 17 tons per aero. Insects —No insect troubles 
afflicted turnips, rapid growth of tho plant being the farmers’ worry. 
Weeds —No injury to any oxtont. Pastures —Very bare from mid- 
April to the end of May; then recovered and were good all season 
afterwards. Live Stock —Did well on pasture and were very free from 
disease. Clip of Wool —Slightly heavier in yield ; quality under the 
average. 

Wigtownshire. Wheal — Very little grown. Barley — Very little 
grown. Oats —Lea oats, 36 to 38 bushels per acre ; after green crop, 
42 to 44 bushels per acre ; seed sown, potato oats 6 to 6 bushels per 
acre broadcast, 3 to 4 bushels per acre drilled ; large varieties, 6 
to 7 bushels per acre ; good weather was generally experienced during 
sowing time, March being a mild month ; seed bed dry, and tho 
braird good, but progress was checked by the cold dry weather in 
May ; although the summer was somewhat sunless and damp, crops 
came on well; heavy thunder-rain laid a good deal of the crop before 
it could be cut; on later land both lea and oats after green crop 
suffered. Harvest —Started much about the same time as the previous 
year, on some farms rather earlier; before the heavy rains came a 
good deal was cut on early farms with binders, later only the manual 
could deal with the crop, and that with difficulty; on early farms 
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before the weather broke oats were stacked in good order; after 
that it was with the greatest difficulty that grain was got in, and 
even then it was in very poor condition; generally speaking, one 
of the worst harvests for many a long year. Hay —About 2 tons 
per acre. Owing to a good deal of wet weather the quality in many 
cases was moderate. Meadow Hay —About the same as last year; 
quality moderate. Potatoes —Early potatoes suffered badly from 
frost, growth being retarded ; a light crop was dug at the start, 
but the crop improved later ; 8 tons per acre ; Epicures chiefly were 
planted ; late potatoes did well for a while, but lifting was hindered 
by the rains in October and November; a proportion of the crop 
was spoiled by rain and night frost; 6 to 7 tons per acre. Turnips — 
12 to 16 tons per acre ; brairded well and, generally speaking, good 
weather was experienced for the thinning; later on damp weather 
caused weeds to spring up, and many fields got very dirty with 
runch and redshank; heavy rain in the autumn did not help the 
crop, and disease began to appear, also whiteworm was very preva¬ 
lent ; the promise of a good crop was not fulfilled. Insects —No 
injury to any great extent. Weeds —Dockens showed no signs of 
decreasing, and owing to a damp summer redshank was very prevalent 
in turnip fields ; weeds in pastures were well kopt under control. 
Pastures —Owing to a mild March pastures looked most promising, 
but a cold dry frosty spring spoiled their appearance, and in most 
cases, in spite of some improvement later, they were not up to average. 
Live Stock —Generally speaking, it was not a good year frr dairy cows 
for reasons stated above ; the weather in April and May was far too 
dry and cold ; grass sickness, navel ill, and hoven were experienced 
as usual, but the year was no worse than its predecessors for disease 
among horses, cattle, and sheep ; mastitis, the greatest enemy of 
the dairy farmer, is certainly not decreasing. Clip of Wool —Average 
in quantity and quality. 


GLASGOW DISTRICT. 

Ayrshire. Wheat —Grain, 40 bushels per acre ; straw, 25 cwt. 
per acre ; grain was of much poorer quality than last year and did 
not fill out to the same weight; straw, more plentiful but softer; 
seed sown, 2 to 3 bushels per acre. Barley —Practically none grown. 
Oats —Grain, 42 bushels (38 lb. per bushel) per acre ; straw, 22 cwt. 
per acre; grain, very light and much had very little kernel; much 
of the straw was very badly weathered. A considerable proportion 
of the oat harvest was so badly spoiled by wet weather that it was 
of no valuo, and much of what was stacked was in a most unsatis¬ 
factory state ; seed sown, 5 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —About 
a week later than it has been for two or three years; a few early 
lots were speedily secured in fair condition, but most of the stooks 
lay in the fields for weeks or months before they could be carted off. 
Hay —A good crop; about 30 cwt. per acre, but the most of it got 
too much weather before being saved. Meadow Hay —About the 
same as last year. Potatoes —Yield less than last year; about 5 
tons per acre; much damage done to early potatoes by frost in 
May, and the growth curtailed by blight about the third week of 
July; late potatoes, where grown, were lifted in a wet condition 
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and did not keep well in pits. Turnips —A very small crop of diseased 
roots, averaging about 10 tons per aore ; the crop wets slow in braird¬ 
ing on account of dry weather; dry-rot and soft-rot attacked the 
roots in the latter part of the season to such an extent that large 
quantities were never carted off the land. Insects —Eelworm still 
prevalent in potato crops, but owing to changes in the system of 
cropping, the damage was not so extensive. Weeds —Very prevalent 
in root crops, as weeding could not be effectively done owing to wet 
weather. Pastures —Fresh and abundant during the whole season. 
Live Stock —Generally did not make such good progress as usual, 
as long spells of wet weather without sunshine were against them; 
dysentery among shoep very widespread and inoculation against it 
essential with most hill stocks. Clip of Wool —Quantity was slightly 
under averago. 

Bute. Wheat — None grown. Barley — None grown. Oats —A 
good crop ; perhaps not so bulky in some places as in tho previous 
year. Harvest —Started about the usual time ; had a good cutting 
time, except on a few farms whero the start was delayed ; after this 
the weather broke and it rained for over two months nearly con¬ 
tinuously, making it one of the worst harvests on record ; a number 
of farmers in this island never got any of their crop in. Hay —Crop 
better than last year, and in most cases well got; two tons per acre. 
Meadow Hay —Very little grown ; was not so well got as last year. 
Potatoes —The early crop, Epicures, was not so good this year owing 
to frost; digging started 9th Juno, same time as last year; the late 
potatoes, Kerr’s Pink, not such a good crop as in 1937 ; quite a number 
of growers lost acres of potatoes by being caught by an early frost 
in the back-end. Turnips —Crop irregular; where good, from 20 
to 25 tons per acre ; more than usual disease, and, since tho early 
severe frost, the half have gone bad ; in some odd cases they are 
completely rotted away. Insects —No loss reported. Weeds —No 
damage. Pastures —Only fair; during the month of March every¬ 
thing seemed to make a too early start; the summor turned out a 
curious one, dry weather and cold at the wrong times, which left 
tho finish bare. Live Stock —Did fairly well; there has been no disease. 
Clip of Wool —Average bulk and of good quality. 

Arran. Wheat — None grown. Barley — None grown. Oats — 
Whole crop practically lost; such as was secured was of very inferior 
quality. Harvest —The worst on record ; cutting commenced at 
end of August on a few farms and finished early in September, but 
the great majority of the farmers were unable to make any progress ; 
a considerable quantity still lay out at the end of the year. Hay — 
About 2 tons per acre; some secured in excellent condition, but a 
large acreage very poor. Meadow Hay —Much the same as last year. 
Potatoes —6 to 7 tons per acre; quality good and little disease; 
Arran Peak and Pilot were in good demand. Turnips —Very good 
on many farms ; no resowing necessary. Insects —No damage caused. 
Weeds —No injury where properly handled. Pastures —Were good 
and the results of liming and slag were very noticeable. Live Stock — 
All stock did well and have been free from disease. Clip of Wool — 
Much the same and prices poor; many farmers still had two years’ 
wool on hand. 
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Lanarkshire (Upper Ward). Wheat —Only small quantities 
grown. Barley —None grown. Oats —30 to 60 bushels per acre; 
grain and straw very poor quality. Harvest —Commenced 6th Sep¬ 
tember, weather bad; very little com secured in good condition; 
the worst harvest for years. Hay —A good crop ; better than last 
year, but owing to wet weather very little secured in good order; 
35 to 50 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —A good crop, but was entirely 
wasted. Potatoes —5 to 8 tons per acre ; less than last year ; a good 
doal of disease commenced end of August; the worst potato-lifting 
time on record. Turnips —20 to 35 tons per acre; a good crop; 
brairded well; no resowing. Insects —No damage done. Weeds — 
Extra bad amongst potatoes and turnips ; very difficult to kill 
owing to wet weather ; usual annual weeds. Pastures —Good. Live 
Stock —Throve well; cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —A fair average. 

Lanarkshire (Middle and Lowor Wards). Wheat —Threshed well 
from 25 to 30 cwt. per acre, and 30 cwt. of straw; where the crop 
was harvested early the grain was in quite good condition, but in 
the later districts the sample of grain poor and the straw inferior; 
seed mostly English, 3 bushels per acre ; Scots seed, 3J to 4 bushels 
per acre. Barley —None grown. Oats —Crop similar to last year ; 
grain, 27 to 30 cwt. por acre ; straw, 25 to 30 cwt. per acre; in 
districts where the harvest was early grain was a nice sample and the 
straw good, but the reverse was the case in the later districts, where 
harvesting commenced after the weather had broken; in some 
districts acres of oats were left in the stook and quite an area uncut; 
this crop was useless and of no value whatsoever; seed, 6 to 6£ 
bushels por acre, according to variety. Harvest —Commenced in the 
earlier districts in the second week of August, and in the later districts 
in the first week in September; the dates were practically similar 
to last year. Hay —40 to 45 cwt. per acre ; quality good ; crop 
similar to last year. Meadow Hay— 45 to 50 cwt. per acre ; quality 
variable according to district. Potatoes —8 to 9 tons per acre ; similar 
yield to last year, but potatoes small in size ; disease appeared previous 
to lifting, even where spraying had been carried out two and three 
times during the season. Turnips —Generally smaller crop than 
last year, 15 to 26 tons per aore; the wet season affected the crop 
on the heavier land, and finger-and-toe was prevalent; brairded 
well and no resowing was required. Insects —The carrot fly did 
considerable damage in tho early part of the season; the other 
crops wero not affected by insect pests. Weeds —Owing to the wet 
weather both farm and market garden crops were polluted with 
weeds throughout the season, and, although additional labour was 
employed and extra cultivations carried out, it was impossible to 
destroy them owing to weather conditions ; season 1938 in this 
connection was the worst experienced by the present fanning com¬ 
munity. Pastures —The grazing season was a favourable one until 
the middle of September, but after that date pasturos disappeared 
quickly and stock had to be housed earlier than usual. Live Stock — 
Did well on the grass, especially where some concentrates were added ; 
cattle and sheep were free from disease, and maggot fly not so prevalent 
as last season. Clip of Wool —Was of fair quality and the yield up to 
the average; unfortunately, the market price ruling was a poor one. 
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Renfrewshire . Wheat —On heavier lands a crop rather above 
the average ; on lighter lands rather under average owing to winter 
frost and spring drought ; grain, lighter lands, 20 to 26 cwt. per 
acre; heavier lands, 30 to 35 cwt. per acre; straw, from 25 to 30 
cwt. per acre; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Barley —None 
grown. Oats —An excellent crop, above the average for both grain 
and straw; yield, 25 to 27 cwt. per acre for both grain and straw; 
seed sown, 5 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Commenced about 
third week of August, and a week later than last year, and on a 
few favoured farms finished about 15th September, but on the 
majority of farms it dragged on until the end of October and, indeed, 
on many higher farms it never finished at all, from 25 per cent to 
75 per cent of the crop being totally lost; the worst harvest in 
memory and nothing comparable to it for thirty-five years. Hay — 
An excellent crop for bulk, but somewhat soft in quality and difficult 
to cut owing to w r et weather in June ; yields, ryegrass 35 to 45 cwt. 
per acre ; Timothy now little grown ; crop secured in good condition, 
except on later farms where hay stacking had to be postponed on 
account of grain harvest. Meadow Hay —Not much grown; crop 
light and much difficulty in securing it. Potatoes —Yiolds rather less 
than previous year and inclined to be more variable due to early 
drought and later heavy rainfall; second earlies, 8J to 10J tons per 
acre,* later, mainly Kerr’s Pink, 9J to 11 tons per acre ; Golden 
Wonder, 7 to 9 tons per acre ; blight fairly prevalent in unsprayed 
crops, but more loss occasioned by wot weather at lifting time; 
no new varieties, but several second early growers tried out Arran 
Luxury as a substitute for British Queen ; the fonner proved as 
good quality as the latter, but an inferior cropper. Turnips —Yields 
variable due to weather conditions ; crop on the whole below average ; 
20 to 30 tons per aero ; no resowing reported. Insects —No damage 
to crops by insects, but crows and wood-pigeons an ever-present 
source of annoyance and destruction. Weeds —Injury less than usual 
as crops covered the ground before the weather broko ; not much 
labour available for hand hoeing, farmers having to bo content with 
the results of horse or tractor work. Pastures — Better in February 
than in May, due to spring drought, but later came away and provided 
sufficient keep until almost the end of the year. Live Stock —Throve 
moderately well, but in late spring suffered from cold weather, and 
in autumn from both cold and wet; no outbreaks of contagious 
diseases, and other troubles no more prevalent than usual. Clip of 
Wool —Average for quantity and quality. 

Argyllshire (Lochgilphead). Wheat —Practically none grown. 
Barley —None grown. Oats —An excellent crop which, if it could 
have been secured in good order, would probably have turned out 
about 30 to 35 bushels of grain per acre, and 20-25 cwt. of straw per 
acre; much of it, however, was lost or damaged by the weather; 
seed, 5 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began about a week later 
than usual. Hay —Hardly such a good crop as last year; about 
25 owt. per acre. Meadow Hay —About the same as last year, but 
very little was secured owing to the continuous wet weather after 
the middle of August. Potatoes —A fair crop and rather less than 
last year ; about 5 to 6 tons per acre ; great difficulty was experienced 
in lifting the crop owing to the water-logged state of the ground. 
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and there were reports of potatoes not keeping in the pits. Turnips 
—About the same as last year; 25 tons per acre; crop brairded 
well on the whole, and there was not much resowing. Insects — 
Crops not injured to any extent. Weeds —No serious damage caused. 
Pastures —Of average growth and quality. Live Stock —Did very 
well; cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of Wool —Average. 

Argyllshire: (Kintyre). Wheat —None grown. Barley —Very 
little now grown in district; bulked well; an average crop ; grain 
hardly such good quality as in previous year, but secured in quite 
good condition; yield about 18 to 20 cwt. per acre ; seed, about 
3J to 4 bushels per acre. Oats —A bulky crop as regards straw, 
yielding 25 to 30 cwt. per aero ; grain under normal due largely to 
shedding before tho crop was secured ; quality of grain and straw 
badly damaged by weatlioring ; colour poor; yield of grain varied 
largely ; crops secured oarlier up to 20 cwt. of grain; late crops 
badly damaged, down to 14 to 15 cwt. per acre; average about 
17 cwt. per acre; seed sown, about 5 bushels per acre. Harvest — 
Commenced 1st of August, but harvesting operations not general 
until 2nd and 3rd week of month ; completion of harvesting delayed 
long after usual period, and a few fields of crop never secured at all. 
Hay —24 to 40 cwt. per aero, with an average of about 30 to 33 cwt. 
per acre ; clover ingredient rather under normal; early crop secured 
n quite fair condition, but late cuts suffered some considerable 
damage by weathering. Meadow Hay —Crop on the whole not so 
productive as in preceding year ; from 20 to 32 cwt., averaging about 
25 to 28 cwt. per acre ; frequently badly weathered, and many crops 
deteriorated in the rick. Potatoes —On the whole bulked well for 
such a season and yields of 6 to 8 tons per acre recorded ; average 
about 7 tons ; quality not so good as in preceding year; blight 
appeared early, but did not do so much damage as expected ; Blaok- 
leg disease apparent on some crops ; lifting much delayed and many 
crops pitted in wet condition; much damage also done by frost after 
pitting on rather wet ground ; newer varieties tried, Dunbar Rover 
and Dunbar Standard. Turnips —(Generally inferior in bulk compared 
with last year ; variations very wide, scaling from 12 tons to 24 tons 
per acre ; average about 17 to 18 tons; quality not so good, and 
extensive damage done by severe frosts; brairded quite well generally, 
and very few instances of resowing recorded. Insects —A fair amount 
of root maggot and mud beetle activity in root crops ; finger-and-toe 
prominent in some fields; dry-rot, as usual, rather extensive, and 
raan disease severe in some crops of swodes ; wire-worm troublesome 
in several potato crops ; grain crops generally free from insect attack, 
but grub reported hurtful on a few farms. Weeds —Redshank, 
spurroy, and chickweed the most troublesome weeds, and some 
turnip crops practically smothered out on peaty land where wet 
conditions prevented adequate cultivations ; charlock not so prevalent 
as usual. Pastures —Clover not up to standard, but grass abundant 
though rather weedy; kept flush until late autumn, but too soft 
for quality. Live Stock —Cows milked well throughout the summer 
and up to mid-autumn, but fell away rather abruptly towards tho 
end of the grazing season; fat cattle barely maintained condition 
in the late autumn, due to soft condition of the herbage and to 
abnormally heavy rainfall in October-November; stock appeared 
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generally free from disease, and few cases of hoven reported; mastitis 
trouble in dairy herds lass than usual; tuberculin-testing of dairy 
herds gradually increasing, but results rather mixed; inoculation 
of sheep for prevention of trembling and braxy a growing practice, 
and some useful results obtained. Clip of Wool —About normal for 
crop and quality. 

Argyllshire (islands of Islay, Jura, and Colonsay). Wheat — 
None grown. Barley —None grown. Oats —Fair crop only, averaging 
42 bushels per acre, 41 lb. per bushel; straw was of good length; seed 
sown, usually 5 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began 1st Septemeber and 
ended 15th October, about a month later than usual; general yield 
was poor in quality and quantity; unusually wet and stormy weather 
made harvesting extremely difficult; on some farms crop could not 
be secured. Hay —Similar to last year; about 22 cwt. per acre for 
ryegrass, and about 32 cwt. per acre for clover. Meadow Hay — 
Similar to last year. Potatoes —Below last year’s yield, giving about 
6-7 tons per acre as against 8 tons ; lifting was difficult on account 
of wet weather; some roots only partly ripened, as they were washed 
clear of soil; no disease reported. Turnips —Similar to, or slightly 
better than, last year; 15J tons per acre ; crop brairded well, and 
one sowing was sufficient. Insects —No unduo damage caused. Weeds 
—Damage was about normal. Pastures —Compared favourably with 
last year, and lasted well. Live Stock —Throve, and remained in 
good condition ; cattle and sheep kept free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —Average. 


STIRLING DISTRICT. 

Dumbartonshire (Upper). Wheat —None grown. Barley —None 
grown. Oats —Quite a good crop. Harvest —Began about the usual 
time; those who were able to lead in before the 16th September got the 
crop in good order; where badly laid and leading-in delayed till after 
that date the crop was lost. Hay —Much the same as last year and 
well got. Meadow Hay-—A light crop ; fairly well got. Potatoes — 
Rather better than last year; about 6 tons per acre; no disease; 
no new varieties planted. Turnips —About 20 tons per acre ; much 
the same quality as last year; fairly good braird, no resowing. 
Insects —No damage recorded. Weeds —Turnips were very difficult 
to clean after being thinned ; yarr and redshank were most trouble¬ 
some. Pastures —In February and March grass was very good, but 
pastures were badly cut back in April and were never as good again 
as last year. Live Stock—Due to the sunless summer lambs 
did not feed well on the grass; cattle and sheep wore free from 
disease. Clip of Wool —Better, due to an extra good spell in early 
spring. 

Dumbartonshire (Lower). Wheat —An average crop; about 
42 bushels per acre ; straw, about 24 cwt. per acre ; the quality was 
mixed; early harvested crops were of good quality, but about 
one-third suffered severe damage from the unfavourable weather; 
seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Barley —None grown. Oats — 
Hardly up to average; about 43 bushels per aore; straw, 22 cwt. 
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per acre; a large proportion of the crop was damaged by the wet 
weather and much of the damaged grain was fed direct to stock, 
being unfit to put through the thresher. Harvest —Commenced about 
ten days later than usual and was a very protracted operation. 
Hay —Ryegrass and clover made average crops, and the quality was 
good ; yield, about 35 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Was rather 
bulkier than last year, but the quality was not so good. Potatoes — 
The yield per acre of both early and late varieties was not so good 
as last year; average, about 7£ tons per aero ; disease made its 
appearance in August, but was not serious. Turnips —Under average ; 
about 13 tons per acre ; quality was poor, being affected by finger- 
and-toe and mildew; brairded very well and no second sowing was 
necessary. Insects —Crops were singularly free from insect pests, 
and no damage to crops could be attributed to that cause. Weeds — 
Charlock was present in the oat crop, but not to any greater extent 
than usual ; wet weather greatly hindered the cleaning of the turnip 
crop, and redshank was prevalent on many fields. Pastures —Poor 
during the early grazing season, and did not last into the autumn 
so well as usual. Live Stock —Did not do so well on the pastures as 
usual, especially towards the end of the grazing season, on account 
of the excessive wet weather ; mastitis was very prevalent among 
dairy stock during August and September; sheep stocks were 
healthy. Clip of Wool —Rather better than average, and the quality 
was also good. 

Stirlingshire (West). Wheat —About 12 cwt. per acre ; straw 
plentiful, but quality of both poor; seed, about 4 bushels per acre. 
Barley —None grown. Oats —A heavy crop, but badly laid; owing 
to bad weather there was a big loss in harvesting ; grain, about 
12 cwt. per acre, straw plentiful, but both poor quality ; seed, about 
6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began about usual time, but very 
prolonged, and some of the crop a complete loss. Hay —Owing to 
spring drought a somewhat lighter crop than usual; 20-25 cw t. per 
acre ; quality fair. Meadow Hay —Less productive than last year 
and under average. Potatoes —A fair crop ; 6 to 8 tons per acre ; 
very bad weather for lifting ; little disease ; no new’ varieties grown. 
Turnips —Quite good crop ; about 18 tons per acre ; poorish braird 
owing to early dry weather, but no resowing required. Insects — 
No injury reported. Weeds —Turnip crop particularly difficult to 
keep clean owing to weather; redshank very common. Pastures — 
Grass very plentiful, but not of best quality. Live Stock —Did fairly 
well; constant wet weather a hindrance; cattle ami sheep were 
free from disease, but some grass-sickness in horses. Clip of Wool — 
Average in quality and amount. 

Stirlingshire (East). Wheat —About 38 bushels per acre; fair 
quality; straw, about 15 cwt. per acre. Barley —xYbout 30 bushels 
per acre; good crop; straw, about 16 cwt. per acre. Oats —Very 
good crop; about 50 bushels per acre; straw, about 18 cwt. per 
acre. Harvest —Began about the middle of August; some early 
farms had a good harvest, and others the worst that has been for 
very many years. Hay —Average crop ; ryegrass 30 cwd. per acre, 
and Timothy about 40 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Average crop. 
Potatoes —Fair crop ; usual varieties planted. Turnips —Good crop ; 
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fair quality; no second sowing. Insects —Nothing unusual in way 
of injury. Weeds —Nothing unusual. Pastures —Average growth and 
quality. Live Stock —Did fairly well; no disease reported. Clip 
of Wool —Rather more than average. 

Clackmannanshire. Wheat — Braird and crop were good ; 35 to 
40 bushels per acre ; straw, 25 to 30 cwt. per acre; the harvest, 
except whore it was early, was bad, owing to continual heavy rain ; 
seed sown, 4 bushels per acre. Barley —None grown. Oats —A good 
crop, with plenty of straw; ears well filled ; the harvest was the 
worst in living memory, and so much handling of the grain greatly 
reduced the quantity ; 30 to 35 bushels per acre ; an average weight, 
38 to 40 lb. per bushel. Harvest —Began about the usual time. 
Hay —Was a good crop, 35 to 40 cwt. per acre ; the quality much 
better than last year. Meadow Hay —Very little grown. Potatoes — 
Kerr’s Pink, 6 to 7 tons per acre ; Golden Wonder, 5 to 6 tons per 
acre ; some disease commenced in the pits after lifting ; some good 
crops of Arran Pilot have boon grown, 7 tons per acre, but the quality 
is not to be compared with Kerr’s Pink. Turnips —A good crop, 
20 to 30 tons per acre ; brairded well; only one sowing required ; 
finger-and-toe was present, also dry-rot, but where lime was applied 
the damage was not excessive. Insects —Very little damage caused 
by turnip fly. Weeds —Very little damage done. Pastures —Owing 
to ground frosts, were late in coming away, but, where they had 
been dressed with ground lime or basic slag, they rapidly improved. 
Live Stock —Did well. Cattle and sheep were free from disease. 
Clip of Wool —A fair average. 


PERTH DISTRICT. 

Perthshire (Central). Wheat — Acreage sown rather more than 
last year ; good yield ; 44 bushels per acre ; straw, 25 cwt. per acre. 
Barley —Very little grown. Oats —About the same acreage as last 
year ; yield good ; 48 to 50 bushols per acre, but on some fields which 
were badly laid a lot of grain was lost in the working ; straw, 20 to 
22 cwt. per acre. Harvest —Started on 22nd August, a few days 
later than last year; cutting was a very slow job, as the crop was 
so badly twisted; the crops cut early were got in fine condition, 
but the most were badly damaged ; very many acres still in stook 
or not cut at the end of the year. Hay —A good average crop ; 30 
cwt. per acre ; mostly well got in spite of much broken weather. 
Meadow Hay —A good crop, but mostly not well got. Potatoes —A 
good crop ; average the same as last year ; 8 tons per acre ; a little 
disease in some varieties; with the bad harvest, lifting was very 
prolonged and most were lifted in very bad condition. Turnips — 
A very good crop ; yellows, 20 to 25 tons per acre ; swedes, 22 to 26 
tons per acre; some disease among swedes ; yellows very sound; 
brairded well, no second sowing. Insects —No damage recorded. 
Weeds —Bad weather kept back second hoeing, and a lot of soft weeds 
came up. Pastures —Very good. Live Stock— plenty grass and 
did well. Cattle and sheep were very free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —Average. 
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Fifeshire (Middle and Eastern). Wheat —Good crop, both for 
grain and straw; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Barley — 
Very good crop ; 40 to 45 bushels per acre ; quality slightly spoiled 
by wet weather, and grain rather high-coloured ; not nearly so good 
as last year ; seed sown, 3£ bushels per acre. Oats —Very good crop ; 
yield very variable, from 40 to 56 bushels per acre ; some fields were 
very much laid before cutting ; seed sown, 4 to 6 bushels per acre. 
Harvest —Started at usual time, second week in August; owing 
to wet weather it was one of the? worst harvests for many years, 
and some of the late farms had a big lot of grain badly damaged. 
Hay —Was a good crop, though not so big as last year; about 3 
tons per acre. Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —A good crop, 
about 6 tons per acre, and in some cases more ; very little disease ; 
not many new varieties planted. Turnips —Crop and quality good ; 
25 to 30 tons per acre ; brairded well; no second sowing. Insects — 
No more than usual injury. Weeds —No more damage than usual. 
Pastures —Very good. Live Stock —Throve well. Cattle and sheep 
were free from disease. Clip of Wool —About average. 

Fifeshire (Western). Wheat — 30 to 36 bushels per acre ; adverse 
weather conditions reduced the yield of all grain ; straw of light 
weight; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Barley —What might 
have otherwise proved a good crop returned yields of 28 to 32 bushels 
per acre ; straw light, soft, and of little value ; seed sown, 3 to 4 
bushels per acre. Oats —Many varied reports from various districts ; 
average returns, 40 to 48 bushels per acre, and in some cases even 
less, the average weight per bushel being below standard ; straw 
very varied and in many cases having no feeding quality, and generally 
light in woight; seed sown, 5 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest — 
May be reckoned as the worst for many years ; started during the 
third week of August and was general by the end of the month, which 
was one week later than in 1937 ; it was seldom that a full day’s 
work could bo got, and the duration was double that of an ordinary 
year ; practically all the crops were more or less damaged, and in 
some cases the oat crop was not cut. Hay —Ryegrass hay was 
secured under adverse weather conditions, having to be turned more 
than once before ricking ; quality was not good, and crops lighter ; 
average, 40 to 50 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Was difficult to 
harvest in the late districts, much of the crop being damaged ; yields, 
30 to 40 cwt. per acre. Potatoes —Lighter crops compared with the 
previous year ; 5 to 6 tons per acre, and where land was wet the 
crop was very disappointing ; the continued wet weather caused 
much delay and a greater percentage was left in the ground at time 
of lifting ; one or two cases occurred where the crop was not secured 
before frost set in ; crops free from disease ; no new varieties planted. 
Turnips —Average crop, up to 25 tons per acre, but in many cases 
much less ; the seed was sown under ideal conditions, but at time of 
singling the wet weather had set in, causing extra work by hand¬ 
cleaning, as in many cases the land was too wet for horse work; 
no second sowing reported. Insects —Crops have been free from attack. 
Weeds —Apart from turnip crops on dirty land the crops were free 
from weeds. Pastures —Were ample for requirements, with con¬ 
tinual rain; the feeding properties were deficient. Live Stock — 
Throve well on the pastures, but were in leaner condition in the

autumn, due to cold weather conditions and poorer feeding. Cattle 
and sheep kept free from disease. Clip of Woolr— Quality and quantity 
average. 

Perthshire (Eastern). Wheat —Was a good crop with average 
acreage sown; about the same as last year; 36 to 42 bushels per 
acre ; seed, 4 to 5 bushels per acre ; samples inclined to be soft owing 
to bad weather conditions. Barley —An average crop, but not a big 
acreage, about the same as last year ; 40 to 42 bushels per acre ; 
seed, 3 to 4 bushels per acre ; samplos only moderate owing to bad 
weather during harvest. Oats —A very good crop, but on good land 
was very badly laid and twisted, which delayed harvesting; good 
samples very scarce ; average yield, 40 to 60 bushels per acre ; seed, 
4 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began at the beginning of August, 
but the weather was very broken, and in the later part of the district 
harvest began at the end of August; it was the worst harvost for 
over thirty years, and stooks were to be seen in the fields at the 
New Year. Hay —Crop was average ; not as good as last year; 
mostly ryegrass ; quality only moderate owing to broken weather ; 
yield, 30 to 40 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Not as good as last year 
and not well got. Potatoes —6 to 7 tons per acre ; about the samo 
as last year ; some disease in all varieties owing to wet season ; have 
not kept well in pits as some wore put in wet; no new varieties 
planted. Turnips —Swedes an average crop ; 30 to 36 tons per acre ; 
some little disease this year due to so much wet weather; yellows 
an average crop ; brairded well; no resowing. Insects —No damage 
reported. Weeds —Some in the green crop owing to wet season. 
Pastures —Grass came very early, but got bare by the end of May ; 
when the rain came the grass improvod, and kept good on to Martin¬ 
mas owing to the absence of frost. Live Stock —Throve well. Cattle 
and sheep kept free from disease. Clip of Wool —Average. 

Perthshire (Western). Wheat —Average crop of good quality; 
yield, 40 bushels per acre ; straw, 26 cwt. per acre ; secured in good 
order where early cut; damage by sprouting later in season ; seed, 
3J to 4 bushels per acre. Barley —Very little grown. Oats —Heavier 
crop than usual; yield, 45 to 55 bushels per acre; straw, good 
where secured early ; 20 to 25 cwt. per acre. Harvest —Commenced 
middle of August, but cutting delayed by showery weather ; weather 
broke 23rd September, and then followed the worst harvest on 
record ; some fields never cut, and many fields fed directly to cattle 
or carted to middens ; much damaged by sprouting, and stacked in 
poor condition. Hay —Timothy, average crop, 65 cwt. per acre, 
green cut; more than last year left for seed ; mostly secured in good 
condition ; ryegrass, light crop owing to dry spring ; secured in good 
condition. Meadow Hay —Average crop, fairly well got. Potatoes — 
Average crop, 6 to 8 tons per acre; many lifted in bad condition, 
and not keeping well in pits ; no new varieties. Turnips —Average 
crop ; 20 to 26 tons per acre ; more finger-and-toe ; irregular brairds ; 
some second sowing. Insects —No damage reported. Weeds —More 
troublesome than last year, especially in turnips; long in coming 
to the hoe. Pastures —Good quality; long grazing season owing to 
mild October and November. Live Stock —Throve well, and free 
from disease, except for several cases of abortion; no sheep scab; 
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maggots not troublesome. Clip of Wool —Average and of fair 
quality. 

Perthshire (Highland). Wheat — Not generally sown; only a 
few acres grown on suitable farms. Barley —Only small patches 
grown for stock; weight light. Oats —Crop average, notwithstand¬ 
ing exceptionally unfavourable weather conditions ; natural weight 
about 42 lb. per bushel, much lighter than usual; seed sown, 6 
bushels per acre on an average. Harvest —Began at the usual time, 
the end of August, but in very few cases was it completed until the 
end of October or later; both grain end straw suffered very much 
in consequence, and were inferior in quality. Hay —Crop average, 
and well secured; 25 cwt. per acre ; aftermath of clover light. 
Meadow Hay —Average as to quantity, and of good quality where 
secured early. Potatoes —A good crop secured under rather unfavour¬ 
able weather conditions ; about 6 to 7 tons per acre ; not much 
disease apparent; no new varieties planted to any extent. Turnips — 
A good crop ; about 18 tons per acre ; brairded well, and no second 
sowing. Insects —No damage done. Weeds —Very few, and where 
they appeared were easily dealt with. Pastures —Of average growth 
and quality. Live Stock —Throve well; free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —A good average quality; weather conditions fine during 
clipping season. 


ABERDEEN DISTRICT. 

Angus (Western). Wheat —30 bushels per acre ; grain and straw 
mostly good ; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre, drilled. Barley — 
36 bushels per acre ; grain and straw fair quality ; seed, 3 to 4 
bushels per acre, drilled. Oats —48 bushels per acre ; grain and straw 
fair quality ; seed, 5 to 6 bushels per acre, according to variety and 
district. Harvest —Began early, and weather was good for about a 
month, except for heavy showers which laid and twisted crops ; 
afterwards a lot of grain was ruined and some could not be harvested. 
Hay —About 2 tons per acre ; quality much the same as last year. 
Meadow Hay —Very little grown. Potatoes —7 to 8 tons per acre ; 
disease not so bad as last year; started about the beginning of 
September; spraying very little used. Turnips —18 tons per acre ; 
crop was very slow to braird, but came on well after rain and looked 
well till late in year, when a good lot went off ; no resowing. Insects — 
No more injury than usual. Weeds —Less damago than usual. 
Pastures —Average growth, but quality not so good as last year. 
Live Stock —Throvo very well and were free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —Averago. 

Angus (Eastern). Wheat —A good crop and should thresh 48 
bushels per acre on average land ; straw abundant and strong; 
the crop stood up well, and where it was well got in was satisfactory, 
but where caught by bad weather was badly sprouted and a poor 
sample ; crop generally well secured ; seed, 3£ to 4 bushels por acre. 
Barley —Looked well all summer, but went down badly where late 
sown; best fields threshing to 56 bushels per acre; quality not 
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quite up to average ; straw plentiful but soft; the demand and the 
prices were disappointing; seed, 3 to 3} bushels per acre. Oats — 
A good crop, average quite 64 bushels per acre, with crops of 88 to 100 
bushels quite general; straw and grain quite satisfactory where 
secured before the weather broke down ; land came into order early 
in March, and the crop was well established before the drought 
of May and June, and on the whole stood up well against the weather ; 
seed, 4 to 6 bushels per acre, according to variety. Harvest —Began 
rather earlier than usual, about 12th to 20th August, and, but for wet 
weather preventing a start, would have begun a week earlier ; it was 
then a race with the weather all the time, and in too many cases 
the weather beat the farmer, and the harvest was a long, weary 
business. Hay —Grew with a rush in the latter stages of growth 
and was too soft; el over came up and made the crop bulky, but 
the quality was not good ; it had not the smell good hay should 
have, and did not weigh to appearance, but was about 3 tons per 
acre. Meadow Hay —Very little grown, as the district is all arable 
land constantly cropped. Potatoes —About 30 to 40 cwt. per acre 
short of last year, but less waste; about tho same quantity 
of main crops raised for market, as there was little blight and 
big rough tubers were few; old varieties, such as King Edward, 
wore not a big crop ; new varieties, such as Arran Pilot, very heavy. 
Turnips —Swedes were a heavy crop generally, but did not have the 
feeding quality which they have in a warmer summer ; over 30 tons 
per acre was quite common, and tho averago crop about 25 to 26 
tons per acre ; brairded well and grew well all the year, and with the 
open winter were still growing in December. Insects —No damage 
to speak of was done. Weeds —After the rain in July and August 
all kinds of weeds grew very rapidly; with tho constant wet it was 
very difficult to overcome them, and many fields of potatoes and 
turnips had to be hand-puUed just before harvest began ; Charlock 
was the most injurious. Pastures —Were slower to grow in spring 
owing to drought, but did very well from mid-summer onwards, and 
were very abundant in late autumn. Live Stock —Throve quite well, 
but, being far too dear when bought in spring, diod bankrupt. Cattle 
and sheep were quite free from disease. Clip of Wool —Average 
clip of fair quality, but as the weather delayed clipping for a fortnight 
or three weeks, the delay may have increased the weight. 

Kincardineshire. Wheat — Crop looked quite as good as last 
year, but is not threshing out so well, and owing to tho bad weather 
during harvest much was wasted ; quality of grain and straw not 
as good as usual; average, 35 to 40 bushels per acre ; seed sown, 
3£ to 4J bushels per acre. Barley —Crop was heavy generally, but 
much deteriorated by the bad weather, being badly laid; quality 
of straw not so good as usual; threshed well, 40 to 60 bushels per 
acre according to variety ; seed sown, 3£ to 4 bushels per acre, depend¬ 
ing on variety. Oats —Crop was in general exceedingly heavy and 
was badly laid owing to the excessive wet weather; consequently 
there was a large amount of poor quality grain and straw ; mostly 
thick-skinned oats grown ; tlireshed 56 to 80 bushels per acre; 
seed sown, 5 to 8 bushels per acre. Harvest —Started about the middle 
of August, which is the average for this district, but was very pro¬ 
tracted and one of the worst in living memory ; a great deal of the 
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crop was discoloured and damaged by wet weather, oxcept in a belt 
up the coast. Hay —Was a good crop in some districts : 1 ton 15 ewt. 
to 3 tons per acre, but not secured in such good order as in 1937. 
Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —-Tho crop was, on the whole, 
short compared with last year ; disease started in the haulms, but 
there was not much in the tubers when lifted ; 5 to 8 tons per acre. 
Turnips —Very uneven ; yellows a disappointing crop at the coast 
side ; in the inland districts early sown Swedish turnips shot badly ; 
swedes quite good average crop in some parts, no doubt due to tho 
application of lime ; very little second sowing heard of ; average, 
20 to 25 tons per acre. Insects —Less damage than usual was done. 
Weeds —More prevalent on account of the weather, especially amongst 
turnips and potatoes. Pastures —Near tho coast were considered 
as of average quality ; grass away from the sea was abimdant, but 
was not of good quality, being always too wet. Live Stock —Did 
fairly well considering the season. Cattle and sheep were free from 
disease. Clip of Wool —About tho average. 

Aberdeenshire (Buchan). Wheat —None grown. Barley —Good 
crop ; 42 bushels per acre. Oats —Good crop ; 44 bushels per acre. 
Harvest — Commenced about 20th August; very long harvest, 
with a lot of wasto, owing to lying crops and bad weather. Hay — 
About 2 tons per acre ; crop not so heavy and not so good in quality 
as last year. Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —Good crop ; 
6 to 8 tons per acre, similar to last year ; no disease until the end 
of October, when some varieties began to go wrong. Turnips— 
Swedes, 14 to 18 tons per aero ; yellows, 10 to 15 tons per acre ; not 
a good crop ; kept badly ; brairded well. Bisects —No injury, except 
to turnips, which were badly eaten by maggots. Weeds —No damage 
caused. Pastures —Average growth and quality. Live Stock —Did 
well. Cattle and sheep were free from disease. Clip of Wool — 
Average. 

Aberdeenshire (Central). Wheat — 18 cwt. per acre, 54 lb. to 
56 lb. per bushel. Barley —18 cwt. per acre, 52 lb. to 55 lb. per 
bushel, with an average 53J lb. per bushel. Oats —19 cwt. per aero, 
ranging from 36 lb. to 46 lb. per bushel, with an average of about 
41 lb. per bushel. Harvest —Began at usual time, but was very 
protracted, and in some cases crops were badly laid and difficult to 
harvest, which caused tho quality to deteriorate. Hay —22 cwt. 
to 24 cwt. per acre—an increase on last year ; quality very varied 
and not so good as last year; this applies to both ryegrass and 
clover. Meadow Hay —Rather better than last year. Potatoes — 
5 tons to 7 tons per acre, as compared with 7 tons to 8 tons last year ; 
considerable disease reported, which commenced about the end of 
June ; no report of new varieties being planted. Turnips —12 tons to 
16 tons per acre, as compared with 12 tons to 14 tons per acre last 
year; brairded well; the crop generally was very varied, and disease 
rather prevalent; crop not expected to keep well. Insects —Crops, 
with the exception of turnips, not seriously injured. Weeds —No 
injury reported. Pastures —Well up to the average ; a slight increase 
if anything. Live Stock —Throve well. Cattle and sheep have 
generally been free from disease. Clip of Wool —About average; 
quality fair. 
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Aberdeenshire (Strathbogie). Wheat —Nono grown. Barley — 
Quantity grown more than last year; good crops ; yield, 36 to 48 
bushels per acre, weighing 55 lb. per bushel; 4 bushels per acre were 
sown ; crops badly laid in places, and turn-out suffered seriously in 
consequence. Oats —Over all, crops better than last year to start, 
but deteriorated later owing to weather conditions; harvesting 
only fair, but yield above average ; 50 bushels per acre, 43 lb. per 
bushel. Harvest —A very slow and mainly a bad harvest. Hay — 
No market; only grown for home consumption. Meadow Hay — 
None grown. Potatoes —Of good quality and in some cases yield 
above average ; no now varieties grown ; staple crops, Kerr’s Pink 
and Golden Wonder; quality above average. Turnips —In some 
parts crops not satisfactory and in others fair ; no resowing required ; 
some had troublo at the root with insects, and others worm-eaten. 
Insects —Not much trouble caused, apart from the disease in turnips. 
Weeds —No trouble experienced ; weather favourable for cleaning 
the land. Pastures —Abundant but late, and lasted well into the 
autumn. Live Stock —Did well on pastures. Cattle and shoep free 
from disease. Clip of Wool —Of good quality and quantity above 
average. General Remarks —An abnormally dry spring followed by 
a wet summer and a very indifferent autumn. Bad harvesting year. 
Crops badly laid and much hand-work had to be done. Com almost 
unsaleable. 

Banffshire (Lower). Wheat —About the same acreage sown as 
last year; yiold sjightly better; 45 to 48 bushels per acre ; seed 
sown, 4£ to 5 bushels per acre; natural weight, 58 to 60 lb. per bushel; 
straw, 25 to 26 cwt. per acre. Barley —A very good crop of excellent 
quality ; 48 to 50 bushels per acre, weighing over 56 lb. per bushel; 
straw, 20 to 22 cwt. per acre ; the crop was well harvested ; seed 
sown, 4 bushels per acre. Oats —A fine crop, but badly laid ; yield, 
from 50 to 54 bushels per acre ; natural weight, 42 to 43 lb. per 
bushel; straw, 25 to 28 cwt. per aero ; seed sown, 6 bushels per acre. 
Harvest —Began rather earlier than the usual time. Hay —30 to 35 
cwt. per acre, of good mixed quality. Meadow Hay —Practically 
none grown. Potatoes —Up to the average ; 7 to 8 tons per acre ; 
no new varieties planted; no disease reported. Turnips —Crop 
above the average ; about 20 tons per acre ; brairded well; no second 
sowing. Insects —The only damage reported was injury to turnip 
crop on some farms by the root-fly, but not quite so bad as last 
year. Weeds —No injury recorded. Pastures —Very good throughout 
the season. Live Stock-—All did fairly well. Cattle and sheep were 
free from disease, but many horses died from grass sickness. Clip of 
Wool —Up to average. 

Banffshire (Upper). Wheat —None grown. Barley —Rather an 
increased acreage, as distillers are dealing more in home barley. 
Oats —A bumper crop on the acreage cultivated; quality good; return 
up to 48 bushels per acre; weight, 42 to 44 lb. per bushel; seeding, 
generally, 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Began fully a fortnight 
later, about 12th September. Hay —About 2 tons per acre; better 
quality than last year, also heavier yield ; plenty clover. Meadow 
Hay —Used only as a substitute when the sown grasses get bare. 
Potatoes — Heavy crop, only grown for home use; no disease; 
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main crop, Kerr’s Pink. Turnips —Up to 12 tons per acre ; lighter 
yield than formerly owing to ‘ bolting * in autumn among the early 
sawings ; stiff brairding owing to cold weather, but no socond sowing 
required. Insects —The turnip beetle was again at work, but not so 
vigorously as last year. Weeds —Dry weather in May and June 
subdued most of the ordinary weeds. Pastures —-Very good all over ; 
kept up well throughout the summer. Live Stock —Cattle and sheep 
throve well and were free from disease; maggot fly scarcely as 
destructive as last year. Clip of Wool —Heavy, but very poor prices 
obtained. 


INVERNESS DISTRICT. 

Morayshire. Wheat —Average crop; 40 bushels per acre; 
quality fair; straw, 30 cwt. per acre; seed sown, 3J bushels per 
acre. Barley —Average crop ; some reports of poor yields on light 
land ; 36 bushels per acre ; quality good ; straw, 20 cwt. per acre ; 
quality good ; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Oats —Good crop ; 
48 bushels per acre ; quality good where well harvested ; some 
damaged in harvesting in the uplands ; straw, 23 cwt. per acre ; 
seed sown, 4 to 6 bushels per acre according to district and whether 
drilled or broadcast.- Harvest —Started a few days later than the 
previous year. Hay —Rather lighter than in 1937 ; lower Moray 
about 45 cwt. per acre; the uplands, 25 cwt. per acre ; quality good. 
Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —Rather lighter than last 
crop ; 5J tons por acre; disease no worse than usual; usual varieties 
grown, although some are trying Redskins to replace Kerr’s Pink. 
Turnips —A fair crop on the average, but very varied; brairded 
well; a lot of damage in some parts by rooks, pigeons, and rabbits ; 
bulbs rotted badly ; weed no worse than usual. Insects —Dry-rot 
or raan very bad. Pastures —Maintained a good growth through the 
season. Live Stock — Did well. Clip of Wool — Average, both 
weight and quality. 

Nairnshire. Wheat —Yield, about 40 bushels per acre ; seed sown, 
4 bushels per acre. Barley —Various yields ; 40 bushels per acre in 
some cases, and as low as 24 bushels per acre in others; 4 bushels 
per acre sown. Oats —56 to 64 bushels per acre ; 6 to 7 bushels per 
acre sown ; straw very plentiful in both oats and barley. Harvest — 
Began about usual time, but was very protracted and difficult owing 
to the long continuance of bad weather; the worst harvest since 
1927. Hay —Not so good as last year ; about 1 ton per acre. Meadow 
Hay —None grown. Potatoes —About 6 tons per acre ; some disease. 
Turnips —Not so good as last year; no second sowing ; brairded 
well, but some damage through wood-pigeons. Insects —No injury 
caused. Weeds —No injury reported. Pastures —Average. Live 
Stock —Throve well. Cattle and sheep were free from disease. Clip 
of Wool —About average. 

Inverness-shire (Skye). Wheat— None grown. Barley —None 
grown. Oats —A poor crop, except on lands where the soil was very 
dry, when they were quite as good fits usual, but the crop on the whole 
harvested in bad condition ; was the worst for many years. Harvest — 
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Commenced a week or 10 days later than in 1937, about 1st September. 
Hay —Neither tho quantity nor tho quality of the crop was as good 
as for 1937, and some of it not secured in good condition. Meadow 
Hay —The crop was less productive than in 1937, and a largo portion 
was lost owing to excessive and continuous rain. Potatoes —The crop 
was a very small ono, less than half the normal; quality quite good 
until disease set in during autumn, and this to a largo extent ruined 
the small crop ; wet weather interfered with lifting and pitting. 
Turnips —The area under turnips was small; brairding was satis¬ 
factory, but on tho whole it was a small and unsound crop. Insects — 
Damage just as usual; not considerable. Weeds —Damage greater 
than usual. Pastures —Were generally bare in summor ; later on, 
with the continuous cold and wet weather, were not so good as in 
1937 for grazing purposes. Live Stock —Generally, did not thrivo 
as well as in 1937, and suffered from the continuously cold and wet 
weather from September onwards. There was no more disease than 
usual, but there were some losses in cattle and sheep from April to 
June. Clip of Wool —Slightly under average ; prices disappointing, 
especially for Cheviot wool. 

Inverness-shibe (Lochaber). Wheat —None grown. Barley — 
None grown. Oats —Average crop ; seed sown, about 6 bushels 
per acre. Harvest —Started about the middle of August and a few 
crops were got in during the only two weeks dry ; most of the crop 
was secured very late in November, but owing to the continuous rain, 
stacks got damaged before being thatched, causing considerable damage, 
especially where the crop was stacked before being quite dry. Hay — 
About an average crop. Meadow Hay —Came away in July and 
August and would have been a good crop had there been weather 
to secure it in September, but owing to rain a great lot of it was not 
cut. Potatoes —Much under average and small, but quite healthy ; 
Kerr’s Pink and Golden Wonder were the principal varieties ; a 
few crops were not lifted until late November. Turnips —A very 
light crop, in many cases not worth lifting. Insects —Very few attacks 
owing to the cold and rain, but tho turnip crop suffered as usual. 
Weeds —Crops were badly injured, especially potatoes and turnips ; 
it was impossible to keep tho grubber going owing to rain. Pastures — 
Of average growth and quality. Live Stock —Did fairly well. Cattle 
and sheep were free from disease. Clip of Wool —Average. 

Ross-shire (Dingwall and Munlocliy). Wheat — More grown ; 
yield, 36 to 48 bushels per acre. Barley —More grown; crop badly 
lodged in most places and grain indifferent; yield, 30 to 44 bushels 
per acre. Oats —A great crop, but grain and straw deteriorated with 
prolonged bad harvest; yield varied according to how long it remained 
in the stook. Harvest —Longest and worst on record; some fields 
never cut, and stooks to be seen out at the New Year. Hay —Crop 
lighter than 1937 and quality not so good. Meadow Hay —None 
grown. Potatoes —Crop, generally, was the lightest for some years ; 
very little disease. Turnips —Yellows, 10 to 26 tons per acre ; swedes, 
15 to 30 tons per acre ; quality good ; crop brairded well; no resow¬ 
ing. Insects —No damage caused. Weeds —No damage reported. 
Pastures —Average growth. Live Stock —Throve well and kept free 
from disease. Clip of Wool —Average ; quality good. 
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Ross-shire (Tain, Cromarty, and Invergordon). Wheat —A big 
crop of straw, but owing to tho wet season did not thrash well ; 
averago slightly under 40 bushels per acre, even on reasonably good 
wheat land; 4 bushels per acre sown. Barley —Yield varied con¬ 
siderably owing to too much laid crop ; 40 to 04 bushels per acre ; 
certain farms which might be termed good barley land thrashed 
exceptionally well, 53 to 55 lb. per bushel; quality wonderfully good 
considering the harvest weather ; 3 to 4 bushels per acre sown. 
Oats —On good land very badly laid ; both grain and straw inferior 
to the usual; thrashing per acre very mixed, especially on heavy 
land ; 40 to 56 bushels per acre ; colour generally not good ; straw 
generally bad ; 4 to 8 bushels per aero sown, according to variety. 
Harvest —Began three to four weeks later than usual; weather very 
bad. Hay —Lightish crop ; quality fair. Meadow Hay —A better 
crop, but not imich grown. Potatoes —Lightish crop, 2 to 3 tons 
less per acre than last year; spraying was resorted to extensively ; 
King Edwards suffered in tonnage very badly ; not more than 
6 tons per acre, where there wero 10 tons last year. Turnips —More 
or less a disappointing crop ; swedes, 3 5 to 20 tons per acre ; yellows, 
15 to 18 tons per acre. Insects —Turnip maggot fly did very consider¬ 
able damage ; not so much finger-and-toe. Weeds —Lands fairly 
clean all over. Pastures —Generally grazed well. Live Stock — 
Cattle grazed well; lambs healthier than usual owing to early dosing. 
Clip of Wool —Good. 

Caithness-siiire. Wheat— -Not much grown ; crops average ; 
60 bushels per acre ; grain and straw', good quality ; seed sown, 
4 bushels per acre. Barley —Crops similar to last year ; yield, 40 to 
44 bushels per acre ; quality of grain and straw, average ; seed sown, 
4 bushels per acre. Oats--^ Crops were heavy, lodged, and difficult 
to cut; grain and straw of poor quality ; yield, 32 to 36 bushels per 
acre ; straw, 2 to 3 tons per acre ; seed sown, 4 to 7 bushels per acre. 
Harvest —Began at usual time ; cutting was general by the second 
week of September; harvest work was retarded by excessive rain. 
Hay —Crops were good, but partially damaged by unfavourable 
weather; averago quantity, 2 to 3 tons per acre. Meadow Hay — 
An average crop ; quality inferior to last year; much of it spoiled 
by rain. Potatoes —A poor crop ; tubers small; disease evident 
about tho first week of August; yield, 3 to 4 tons per acre ; no new 
varieties planted. Turnips —Not as good as last year in quantity or 
quality ; yield, 15 to 20 tons per acre ; crop brairded well; no resow¬ 
ing necessary. Insects —Practically no damage. Weeds —Prevalent 
in all crops ; charlock, spurry, sorrel; thistles abundant in pastures ; 
rather worse than usual. Pastures —Of average growth and quality. 
Live Stock —Throve well on pastures. Cattle and sheep were free from 
disease. Clip of Wool —Average, and of good quality. 

Orkney. Wheat —None grown. Barley —Grain, 30 to 34 bushels 
per acre ; straw, 25 to 30 cwt. per acre ; bushel weight, 45 to 50 lb. 
Oats —Grain, 40 to 55 bushels per acre according to weather influences ; 
straw, 30 to 32 cwt. per acre ; the crop would have been a record 
had it not been for the damage and loss of grain due to the very poor 
harvest weather; seeding, 4£ to 5$ bushels per acre. Harvest — 
Commenced about the usual time, towards the end of August, but was 
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very prolonged owing to bad weather. Hay —Well up to average ; 
30 to 40 cwt. per acre ; clover was fairly plentiful, and the crop was 
harvested under fairly good conditions. Meadow Hay —Moderately 
good, but not very important in this county. Potatoes — Under 
average in most districts ; yield, 4 to 7 tons per acre ; quality in many 
cases inferior, and blight quite common. Turnips —Yield varied 
from 20 to 30 tons per aero, but generally the roots were not so well 
developed as usual; brairded well, but heavy rains during the summer 
retarded growth ; the crop suffered considerable damage by unusually 
hard frosts in the month of December. Insects —No damage to report. 
Weeds —Charlock prevalent in many districts and especially in the 
island of Sanday. Pastures —Luxuriant in all districts. Live Stock — 
Did fairly well, but, due to the rather cold and wet summer, perhaps 
not quito so good as usual. Cattle and sheep were free from disease. 
Clip of Wool —About average, and quality good. 

Shetland. Wheat —None grown. 23ere —A satisfactory crop, 
with a very good yield of straw ; heavier than that of last year ; 
grain, slightly lower at 25 bushels per acre, of 51 lb. weight per 
bushel; good quality. Oats —Very poor crop; yield of straw, 
average, but quality poor ; quality of grain very poor; low yiold, 
30 bushels per acre of 35 to 40 lb. weight per bushel; in certain 
areas yield of grain was little more than half that of previous year. 
Harvest —Harvesting of here commenced rather later, first week of 
September ; oats at normal time, second week of September. Hay — 
Yield and quality well above average; clovers did well; yields of 
25 to 30 cwt. per acre obtained. Meadow Hay — Heavier yields 
obtained, up to 25 cwt. per aero. Potatoes —Yield better than last 
year, 4 to 7 tons per acre ; very little disease ; Redskin again gave 
very satisfactory results. Turnips —Showed improvement in yield 
over 1937 ; about 20 tons per acre; finger-and-toe not so prevalent; 
rather wet weather at sowing ; resowing necessary in one or two 
cases. Insects —Damage due to cabbage-root fly not so severe; 
no damage caused by turnip fly ; cabbage moth caterpillar has caused 
considerable injury in Sandness district. Weeds —Damage due to 
charlock, average. Pastures —Grass was more plentiful. Live 
Stock —Grazing stock did very well. Cattle and sheep were free 
from disease. Clip of Wool —Yield and quality of the wool, average ; 
demand was rather poorer, Is. 6d. per lb. white, Is. 9d. per lb. pure 
black Shetland, and 2s. per lb. for moorit. 
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THE WEATHER OF SCOTLAND IN 1938. 

By A. H. It. GOLDIE, D.Sc., F.R.S.E., Edinburgh. 


This report consists of (1) a general description of the weather 
from month to month, and (2) a selection of rainfall returns in 
which each county of Scotland is represented by one or more 
stations. Temperature readings, unless otherwise stated, are 
from the thermometers exposed in the regulation “ Stevenson 
Screen.” 


January. 

Eelatively fine quiet weather prevailed until the 5th, but 
from that date until the end of the month a series of depressions 
passing between Iceland and Scotland maintained very dis¬ 
turbed and unseasonably mild conditions. Gales occurred 
with great frequency, and winds from between north-west 
and south-west were of even more than usual frequency. 
The most severe gales were between the 21st and 25th. On 
the night of the 22nd to 23rd the wind in gusts reached ex¬ 
tremes of 88, 94, and 100 miles per hour respectively at 
Stornoway, Lerwick, and Kirkwall; and in the course of the 
month the wind at Stornoway averaged gale force or over 
during 123 hours. 

Mean temperature exceeded normal by from one to two 
degrees. The warmest days were from the 20th to the 24th, 
when day temperatures of 55° F. or more were frequently 
reached, the highest being 58° F. at Banff on the 23rd. The 
only cold days were in the early part of the month, the lowest 
screen temperatures being 14° F. at West Linton on the 11th 
and 15° F. at Balmoral on the 8th. Eather severe ground 
frosts occurred at the same time, temperature on the exposed 
ground falling to 11° F. at Balmoral on the 8th and at West 
Linton on the 11th, and to 12° F. at Peebles, 13° F. at Dal- 
whinnie, and 14° F. at Dunfermline also on the 11th. This 
was one of the few really cold spells of the year. 

Eaiiifall exceeded the normal in all districts, and in some 
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cases very substantially. As compared with normal, the 
central part of Scotland from Argyll and Renfrew to Fife 
and Angus had the greatest excess, the aggregates being 
about double the usual January totals. Over a large part 
of the country twenty-five or more days produced measurable 
rainfall. At Kinlochquoich the total amounted to 25-27 
inches. No severe snowstorms occurred, though snow in 
small quantities fell fairly widely between the 9th and 11th, 
and again between the 26th and 29th. 

The duration of sunshine was well above the January 
normal over the eastern part of Scotland, but in the west 
and north there was a considerable deficiency. 


February. 

Except during a cold spell in the middle of the month, 
February was mild and stormy, and in the northern part of 
the country a remarkable range of barometric pressure occurred. 

The mean temperature was from one to two degrees above 
the February normal. On the last day 60° F.—a temperature 
seldom reached in Scotland in February—was recorded on 
the Moray Firth coast at Banff, Forres, and Gordon Castle. 
In the coldest period, about the middle of the month, the 
lowest screen temperatures observed were 17° F. at Dal- 
whinnie on the 16th and at Braemar on the 21st; and on the 
exposed ground at Dalwhinnie temperature on the 16th and 
21st fell to 8° F., and at Leuchars on the 15th to 14° F. 

Along the western part of Scotland from the north coast 
southward, including most of Argyll, rainfall exceeded the 
normal. Over the rest of the country there was a deficiency 
and much of Angus, Fife, and the Lothians had only some 
30 per cent of the average fall. There was practically a 
drought in the south-west and in some places in the west 
from about the 13th to the 23rd, all the rain falling before 
or after these dates. The wettest time was on or around the 
3rd. Though snow lay on high ground during the month, 
only a little fell at lower levels and mainly in the cold period 
around the 10th to 14th, in small quantities. 

Except at a few places in the west and south-west sunshine 
was below normal, but the deficiencies were mostly not very 
great. 


March. 

The persistently high day temperatures of March 1938 
have no parallel in the statistics of British weather. 

The mean temperature for the country as a whole was 
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six and a half degrees above the normal. The highest tempera¬ 
ture recorded was 69° F. at Stonehaven on the 30th, 65° F. 
being reached on the same day at Aberdeen, Craibstone, and 
Arbroath. Shade temperatures of 60° F. or more were recorded 
at Forres on nine days. The coldest time was on the 22nd, 
when temperature fell to 21° F. at Braemar, 24° F. at Balmoral, 
and 25° F. at Logie Coldstone. Ground frosts were of 
infrequent occurrence for the time of year. 

In rainfall there were striking contrasts. In all western 
districts north of the Clyde the fall exceeded the normal, 
and in the wettest parts of Argyll and Inverness-shire it 
reached three times the normal. The total of 50*03 inches 
recorded at Loan is, so far as is known, the greatest monthly 
rainfall ever measured in Great Britain ; it is the equivalent 
of about two years’ rainfall in Edinburgh. 

On the other hand, in the East and South of Scotland there 
was a remarkable shortage, many places having less than 
half an inch. At Balmoral the total was 0*47 inch, and this, 
with the single exception of 0-23 inch in 1929, was the least 
recorded in any March since observations began in 1882. 
Even smaller totals were measured in East Lothian, 0*25 inch 
at Dunbar and 0*19 inch at East Fortune. Little snow fell 
during the month. 

Sunshine was specially deficient in the west, but Inverness 
and also some places on the east coast had an appreciable 
excess over normal. The North of Scotland had several gales 
of unusual severity, especially between the 2nd and 5th, 
when gusts up to 86 miles per hour were recorded at Lerwick, 
and between 16th and 19th, when 80 miles per hour was 
reached at Stornoway. 


April. 

The outstanding feature of April was the drought over 
considerable parts of Scotland and England. 

For the fourth month in succession the mean temperature 
was above normal. The average excess was 2° F., but the 
departures in individual places varied from about 3° F. in 
Angus and Perthshire to zero or even small negative amounts 
in the extreme west. At no time, however, was there un¬ 
seasonable warmth, the highest temperatures being only 
65° F. around the 12th. On the other hand, there were some 
very cold nights—namely, 20° F. at- Dalwhinnie on the 9th, 
21° F. at Braemar on the 10tli and 11th and at Wolfelee on 
the 17th, 22° F. at West Linton on the 10th and at Kilmarnock 
on the 18th. Ground frosts were very frequent and in the 
second week severe. The temperature on the exposed ground 
went down to 10° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 9th, and to 13° F. 
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at Dalwhinnie and Leuchars on the 10th, and at West Linton 
on the 17th. 

Over the whole of the British Isles April was remarkably 
dry. In a large area in the east and south the precipitation 
did not total one-tenth of an inch, and this scarcity, following 
upon an unusually dry March in the same districts, was 
particularly unfortunate. Expressed as a percentage of the 
normal for the month, the rainfall of April 1938 ranged from 
3 per cent to about 25 per cent in East and South Scotland, 
and from 30 per cent to about 80 per cent in areas to the 
north-west of the Caledonian Canal. For Scotland as a whole 
the average was 34 per cent of the April normal. Snow in 
small amounts fell at high level stations on some days, chiefly 
on the 3rd, 4th, 16th, and 17th. 

In northern and eastern districts sunshine totals were 
below normal, in southern and western districts the aggregates 
exceeded the normal. 


May. 

The month was cool, with frequent and rather severe 
night frosts. 

Over most of Scotland, and particularly in the west, tem¬ 
perature was below normal by about a degree. The highest 
temperatures were 71° F. at Arbroath on the 6th and 70° F. 
at Gordon Castle on the 12th. Some exceptionally low 
temperatures for the season of the year were recorded— 
18° F. at Braemar, 19° F. at Dalwhinnie, and 22° F. at Balmoral 
on the 2nd; and night temperatures under 30° F. were very 
numerous. The lowest amongst many unusually low tem¬ 
peratures on the exposed ground were 9° F. on the 1st and 
2nd, 11° F. on the 4th, and 12° F. on the 10th at Dalwhinnie, 
12° F. at Peebles, 14° F. at West Linton on the 5th. The 
drought began to break about the 6th in the north and the 
8th over most of Scotland, and it was two or three days 
later still before a complete change of type of weather occurred. 
At St Andrews there had been an absolute drought from 
30th March to 9th May, at Dumfries from 3rd April to 11th 
May. The remaining three weeks of May went a long way 
towards making good the deficiency of rain. By the end 
of the month almost every part of Scotland had received 
more than the normal supply for May, and places around 
the estuaries of the Tay and Forth something like double 
their normal amounts. In the extreme north-west and 
locally on the Ayrshire coast there remained a slight deficiency. 
Snow showers occurred on high ground between the 7th and 
9th ; and on the 19th and 29th there was fresh snow on the 
Cairngorms and on some other mountains above 2500 feet. 

In the east and south-east, in the centre and in the Hebrides, 
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sunshine totals were above normal; in Shetland, Orkney, and 
the north-east they were below normal. 


June. 

The exceptionally heavy rainfall and the frequent and 
severe gales at the beginning and towards the end of June 
were outstanding features, but beautifully fine warm weather 
prevailed from the 12th to the 17th. 

June in recent years had been a warm month in Scotland, 
but June 1938 was the coolest since 1931, judged on mean 
temperature. The warmest day was the 13th, when tempera¬ 
tures rose to 80° F. at Perth, and 78° F. at Carnoustie, Dundee, 
and Cupar. The 17th and 18th were also very warm days. 
There was a cool spell at the beginning of the month, with 
night temperatures of only about 40° F. over a wide area. 
In most places, however, the coldest time was on the 23rd, 
when 32° F. was registered at Dalwhinnie, 34° F. at Braemar, 
and 35° F. at Balmoral. 

Over the country as a whole, rainfall reached 201 per cent 
of the June average, and in some parts of Argyll and Inverness- 
shire actually about three times the normal. At Fort William 
it was the wettest June since 1877, and at Greenock the 
wettest since observations began there in 1879. Orkney also 
had a record rainfall, and at some places in the north and 
west there were only two or three days without rain. 

Sunshine in most districts was deficient, but the Paisley 
area, Inverness, and St Andrews had rather more than their 
usual amounts. 


July. 

July was unsettled, having a large number of days with 
rain and poor sunshine records, especially in the first fortnight, 
when temperature was also unseasonably low. 

Even though temperatures in the second half of the month 
were about normal, the average for the month as a whole 
was below normal everywhere except at a few places in the 
extreme north. In the south-western district the mean 
temperature was about 2° F. below the normal for the season. 
The warmest days, which were mostly between the 22nd 
and 25th, had lower temperatures than the extremes recorded 
in July in other years since 1922, the highest being only 75° F. 
In the cold period early in the month screen temperatures as 
low as 36° F. were reached at high level stations, and ground 
frost occurred on one or two nights. 

Bainfall in numerous cases was 50 per cent above normal, 
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and in some places in central districts 100 per cent over 
normal, but locally in East Lothian and in Lewis there was 
a slight deficiency. The wettest periods were around 7th 
to 8th and 26th to 30th ; less rain fell between the 14th and 
24th than at other times. 

Sunshine records very generally were deficient by from 
twenty to fifty hours, though at Kirkwall and at a few places 
in Ayrshire and Renfrewshire just over the usual July amounts 
were recorded. Thunderstorms were rather frequent on the 
8th in South-West Scotland and were widespread and in 
places severe on the 25th and 26th. On the last-mentioned 
date heavy rain caused flooding at Dingwall. 


August. 

Abundance of sunshine and generally deficient rainfall 
were characteristics of this month, which was the best of the 
summer of 1938. 

Around the Eirth of Forth and the Moray Firth mean 
temperatures were slightly below normal, but elsewhere they 
were above, the greatest excess—some 2° F. or a little more— 
being in Orkney and Shetland. The highest temperatures 
of the month and also of the year were 82° F. at Ardtornish 
and Kuthwell on the 10th, and at Forres and Kilmarnock on 
the 11th. The 10th, 11th, and 12th were everywhere very 
warm days, and in some cases night temperatures fell only 
to about 63° F. The coldest days were 21st, 22nd, and 31st. 

Over the country as a whole the total precipitation was 
about half the average, though as a result of thunderstorms 
a few places in the south and west registered rather more 
than their average. Thunderstorms were very frequent 
between the 5th and 12th, and one of unusual severity, 
accompanied by a waterspout and torrential rain, occurred 
in the Strathaven district on the 11th. On the afternoon of 
this day 5-11 inches of rain was measured at East Overton 
House; the serious flooding in the district resulted in wash-outs 
at two points on the railway in the vicinity of Strathaven 
and caused the derailment of a passenger train. Considerable 
flooding also occurred at the Empire Exhibition grounds in 
Bellahouston Park, Glasgow. 

The excess of sunshine was quite considerable in the north 
and west. Places in Orkney and Shetland set up new records 
and registered the largest aggregates in Great Britain— 
Lerwick had 229 hours and Baltasound 225 hours. The 
area round the Moray Firth was also specially favoured. 

A good deal of sea fog occurred on the east coast between 
the 3rd and 14th. 
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September. 

For the most part September was mild, dull, and rather 
wet. 

Except locally on the east coast temperature in the mean 
was above normal by some 2° F. The warmest period was 
from the 8th to 12th, 80° F. being recorded at Stonehaven 
on the 12th. The lowest temperatures reached were on the 
2nd—26° F. at Dalwhinnie, 28° F. at Braemar, and 30° F. 
at West Linton. At Dalwhinnie ground frost occurred on 
eleven nights. 

Rainfall was mostly above normal, and relatively the 
greatest excesses, up to 70 per cent above normal, were in 
Fife, Angus, and Aberdeenshire. One or two places in the 
north and west had, however, slight deficiencies. The wettest 
time was around the 16th, and the best part of the month 
about the 7th to 11th. Hail or sleet occurred on three days. 

Sunshine totals were mostly below normal by amounts of 
the order of twenty to thirty hours. 

Fog was widespread from the 26th to 28th, especially on 
the east coast and around the Firth of Clyde. 


October. 

Excessive rainfall over almost all Scotland and some gales 
of great violence were the notable features of October. 

On the 3rd to 4th a depression of unusual depth and intensity 
caused widespread damage with loss of life on both land and 
sea. In Wales at this time a gust of 104 miles per hour was 
registered. The depression of 6th to 7th was almost as deep, 
but fortunately was situated farther away from this country 
and the ordinary tracks of Atlantic shipping. That of 23rd 
to 24th was again very deep, and on the 31st there was a 
renewal of south-west gales. The month, even as compared 
with the normal for this season of the year, showed a great 
excess of south-westerly winds. 

Over a great part of the country temperature was above 
normal by about a degree and a half, and in Shetland and 
Orkney by more than 3° F. On the warmest day, the 13th, 
67° F. was reached at Dunbar and Liberton. The coldest 
period was about 26th to 29th, when the lowest night tempera¬ 
tures at high level stations fell to 26° F. or 27° F. 

Rainfall generally was excessive over practically the whole 
country, but at a few places along the north-east coast there 
was a slight deficiency. Taken as a whole, the country 
received 186 per cent of the October normal. At many places 
in the west and south-west rain fell on every day except the 
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1st, and totals for tlie month in excess of twenty inches were 
not uncommon. The wettest periods were from the 2nd to 
6th and the 13th to 16th. Snow fell on high ground on the 
26th and locally on several other days. 

Sunshine differed from the normal in most places by only 
small amounts, but North-East Scotland enjoyed an excess 
of fifteen to twenty hours. 

In the south and central districts fog was fairly widespread 
on the 23rd. 


November. 

The early part of this month was notable for abnormally 
high temperatures, and the whole month for a great excess 
of sooth and south-west winds, excessive rainfall and some 
gales of great violence. The chief gales were on the 1st and 
2nd in the extreme north, on the ilth to 13th and 17th to 
19th over most of the country, on the 23rd, 27th, and 28th 
in the west and north. At Stornoway 98 miles per hour was 
registered on the 18th, and in Wales the phenomenal wind 
speed of 108 miles per hour was reached on the 23rd. 

Temperature in the mean for the country exceeded the 
normal by some 4° F., making the month the mildest November 
since 1899, mild nights even more than mild days contributing 
to this result. From the 4th to 7th in various parts of Scotland 
and England the highest November temperatures were 
recorded since readings commenced; 65° F. was reached at 
Stonehaven and 64° F. at Aberdeen on the 4th, and 64° F. 
at Gordon Castle on the 6th. On the other hand, in a cold 
period around the 22nd somo rather low readings were recorded 
at high levels, notably 18° F. at Braemar and 21° F. at Balmoral 
and Perth. At the same time, temperature on the exposed 
ground went as low as 14° F. at Braemar. 

As in the previous month the excess of rainfall over the 
greater part of Scotland was remarkable, but there was a 
moderate deficiency in the north-eastern coastal districts. 
Some places in the west and south-west recorded 250 per 
cent of a normal November precipitation, and for Scotland 
as a whole the figure was 157 per cent. At numerous stations 
rain fell on every day; and only the 14th, 15th, and 23rd 
were without rain over any appreciable area. Slight snow 
fell on high ground on the 1st, 2nd, and between the 16th 
and 30th. The falls between the 22nd and 24th lay to a 
depth of four inches in Upper Deeside and Rothiemurchus. 
Thunder was reported rather frequently. 

Over the greater part of Scotland sunshine was very deficient, 
but at some places on the east side of the country the aggregates 
were slightly above the November normals. 
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December. 

Coming after a period of unseasonable warmth the severe 
wintry spell in the week preceding Christmas was a notable 
feature of the weather of December. 

In the first half of the month and in the last week tempera¬ 
tures were generally above normal for the season ; the spell 
of intensely cold weather—the coldest of the year 1938—set 
in on the 18th and persisted until Christmas day. Some very 
low temperatures were recorded in this period—1° F. at 
Braemar on the 22nd, 6° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 20th, 7° F. 
at Kettins on the 21st and 22nd, and 8° F. at Perth on the 
22nd. At Kettins during the day on the 21st the temperature 
did not rise above 18° F. On the exposed ground temperature 
fell to zero at Braemar on the 22nd, to 1° F. also at Braemar 
on the 20th and 21st, 2° F. at Carluke on the 21st, and 3° F. 
at Carluke and Balmoral on the 22nd. 

This was the driest of the winter months, and over the 
greater part of Scotland precipitation was below normal; 
but parts of the east coast and an area in west Argyll had 
totals slightly in excess of the normal. Between 17th and 
24th snow fell over the whole country, and in some places 
lay to a considerable depth ; many roads were blocked and 
traffic dislocated. 

Sunshine totals exceeded the normal in most parts of the 
country, but there were deficiencies at some inland places 
and in Shetland and Orkney. 


General Notes. 

The most notable features of the weather of the year 1938 
were: (1) the abundance of rainfall in January, June, July, 
October, and November, making the yeai in point of total 
rainfall approximate to the very wet years 1923 and 1928 ; 
(2) the drought conditions of April and early May ; (3) the 
remarkable contrasts in precipitation between west and east 
in March ; (4) the abnormal mildness of March and November, 
and the mainly mild character of the year as a whole.

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GENERAL SHOW AT DUMFRIES, 1938. 

The Society’s One hundred and seventh Show was hold 
at Dumfries on Tuesday, 21st June, and three following 
days. This was the thirteenth General Show to bo held at 
Dumfries. 

The Show was held at Rotcliell Park, whore the Shows 
were held in 1910, 1922, and 1930. This site, which was 
level, convenient of access, and extended to about 45 acres, 
was placed at the disposal of the Society through the public- 
spirited action of Provost William J. Kelly and the Town 
Council of Dumfries. In addition to the site, the Society 
secured fields immediately adjoining the Showground, which 
provided amplo space for the parking of cars. The Town 
Council of Dumfries gave a supply of water free of charge, 
and made arrangements whereby both gas and electricity 
were available on the Showground. The Provost, Town 
Council, and town officials did everything in their power to 
further the success of tho Show. 

With regard to entries of live stock, these were well main¬ 
tained. Cattle entries were practically the same as in the 
preceding year at Alloa, any decrease as compared with 
Dumfries in 3930 being accounted for by the fact that, on 
that occasion, there were classes for Red Polls, which had 
since been discontinued. Horses showed a slight increase 
in numbers compared with Alloa, and also with the figures 
for 1930. Sheep entries were considerably down, while Pigs, 
Goats, and Poultry showed satisfactory increases. The 
entries of Implements, Machinery, and Trade Exhibits were 
above the average, being slightly in excess of the record entry 
at Alloa in the preceding year. 

The Flower Show was on the same extensive scale as in 
preceding years. All the leading firms were again represented, 
and a most attractive exhibit was staged. There is no doubt 
that this feature of the Show is steadily growing in popularity 
with visitors. 

Musical Rides and Mounted Gymnastic Displays were 
given by the Royal Scots Greys on the Wednesday,

Thursday, and Friday. These were in addition to the usual 
Jumping Competitions, which again attracted a large 
entry. 

Their Royal Highnesses The Duke and Duchess of 
Gloucester honoured the Society by visiting the Show on 
Wednesday, the 22nd June. During the forenoon they paid 
visits to the Flower Show, Buttermaking Competitions, and 
exhibition of Agricultural Education and Research, besides 
witnessing a parade of Champion Cattle in the Main Square. 
His Royal Highness, as President of the Society, presided 
at the General Meeting of Members at 12 noon, during which 
time Her Royal Highness paid a visit to the Rural Industries 
and similar exhibits. After luncheon, Their Royal Highnesses 
proceeded to the Royal Box in the Grand Stand, where they 
viewed the Parade of Horses, the Musical Ride by the Royal 
Scots Greys, and part of the Jumping Competition, thereafter 
proceeding through the Live Stock Section to the Forestry 
Section, an inspection of which concluded their programme. 
Their Royal Highnesses took the greatest interest in everything 
they saw, and the cordial manner in which they were 
welcomed by the large crowd showed conclusively the high 
regard in which they are held by the agricultural community 
of Scotland. 

In a letter from Major Ronald Stanyforth, Comptroller 
to H.R.H. The Duke of Gloucester, to Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, 
Chairman of Directors, Major Stanyforth said: “ The Duke 
of Gloucester wishes me to write and tell you what great 
pleasure it has given him to be President of the Highland and 
Agricultural Society of Scotland this year, and to visit the 
Show at Dumfries. His Royal Highness wishes me to con¬ 
gratulate you and all those whose hard work made the Show 
such a success. Both the Duke and Duchess thoroughly 
enjoyed their day, and are grateful for the arrangements 
which were made for their comfort. They trust that the 
financial result will be satisfactory.” 

Although the weather during the Show was not so good as 
that experienced during the two preceding Shows, it was, 
on the whole, not unfavourable. Only on the Thursday 
did rain, which started about 11 a.m. and continued most 
of the afternoon, render conditions unpleasant. The total 
number of visitors who paid for admission during the four 
days was 56,043, which compared with 55,265 at the previous 
Show at Dumfries in 1930. 

The Directors are gratified to report that the Accounts 
show a credit balance of £614.

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Cattle. 

With an entry of 402, Cattle showed a slight decrease on 
the previous year’s figures and also on those of the Dumfries 
Show of 1930, when, however, an extra section (Red Polls) 
was included. 

In point of numbers the Shorthorns made a disappointing 
show, only 31 being entered. The Championship was awarded 
to Mr Duncan M. Stewart, Millhills, Crieff, for his yearling 
bull, “ Coldoch Royal Flush ” (Fig. 34), a dark roan of fine 
appearance, bred by Mr W. M‘Nair Snadden of The Coldoch, 
Blair Drummond, and got by “ Collynie Golden Disc,” 269,361, 
out of “ Coldoch Rosewood,” 143,325. The Champion, in 
addition to the President’s Medal, gained the Duthie Perpetual 
Challenge Cup, the Tweeddale Gold Medal, and the Shorthorn 
Society’s prize of £20. He was also one of the group of three 
Shorthorns to win for Mr Stewart the Silver Cup given by 
Mr W. M‘Nair Snadden, the two females being “ Millhills 
Paula ” and “ Crocus Queen 3rd,” both yearlings bred by 
exhibitor. The only animal exhibited in the Class for aged 
bulls, Mr R. S. MWilliam’s “ Aldsworth Royal Jubilee,” 
274,418, a dark roan three-year-old, bred by Mr W. Game, 
gained the reserve award. The Emilio R. Casares, Junior, 
Memorial Cup for the best junior yearling bull was won by 
Mr Albert James Marshall, Bridgebank, Stranraer, for his 
home-bred red bull “ Cruggleton Example.” The principal 
award for females, a £20 prize presented by the Shorthorn 
Society, went to Major William B. Robertson, Colton, Dun¬ 
fermline, the successful exhibit being “ Scotston Lavender 
Lass,” 191,842, a dark roan yearling heifer, the exhibitor 
also taking the Society’s Silver Medal as her breeder. 

As compared with recent years, the entries of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed were disappointing, the total reaching only 69, 
of which 32 were in the two classes for yearling heifers. The 
all-round standard was not exceptionally good. The Champion¬ 
ship and Reserve awards both fell to females. The former 
was secured by “ Betty Black of Ballintomb,” 107,702 (Fig. 35), 
exhibited by Lord Forteviot of Dupplin, Dupplin Castle, 
Perthshire, a three-year-old cow bred by Mr D. M. Allan, 
Ballintomb, Grantown-on-Spey, her sire being “ Permo of 
Kinermony,” 81,882, and dam “ Black Betty 2nd of Ballin¬ 
tomb,” 75,635. She was an outstanding leader in her class 
and has upheld the promise she showed as a prize-winner at 
Highland and other Shows, being of good size and excellent 
type. In addition to the President’s Champion Medal she 
also secured the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society’s Champion 
Gold Medal for the best breeding animal, the Harviestoun 
Challenge Cup, presented by Mr J. E. Kerr of Harviestoun 
for the best cow, and the Falconer L. Wallace Silver Cup for 
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the best female animal. The Beserve Champion was 
“ Euphorbia of Doonholm,” 100,122, a home-bred six-year-old 
cow shown by Colonel Norman Kennedy of Doonholm, Ayr. 
The Sefior Eduardo Estanguet Silver Cup for bulls was 
awarded to Messrs J. & A. Beddie’s “ Gaffer Despot,” 95,060, 
and the B allindall och Challenge Cup for the best male to 
Mr B. M. Beid’s “ Edmonton of Bleaton,” 90,678, a three- 
year-old of Messrs Marshall & Mitchell’s breeding. The 
Marquess of Zetland was successful in winning the Cup given 
by Mr J. E. Kerr of Harviestoun for the best group with 
“ Egloss of Sandyknowe,” 90,709, “ Aunita of Stonefold,” 
111,317, and “ Estrella of Aske,” 117,769. 

As usual at Dumfries Shows, the Galloways made a good 
appearance numerically, and there was keen competition in 
all classes. Mr T. W. Kennedy-Moffat, Tererran, Moniaive, 
carried off the Championship with an eight-year-old cow, 
“ Elsie 2nd of Scroggiehall,” 34,019 (Pig. 36). Of good size 
and strong Galloway character, she was making her first 
appearance at a Highland Show. Her breeder was the late 
Mr B. Shepley-Shepley of Troquhain, Balmaclellan, and she 
was sired by “ Excelsior of Castle Milk,” 15,884, from “ Dulcie 
2nd of Scroggiehall,” 28,803. She was also the winner of the 
Benfrewshire Perpetual Gold Challenge Cup for the best 
Galloway animal, and the Dr Gillespie Memorial Challenge 
Trophy confined to the breeding classes. The best of the 
males exhibited, “ Barmark Grenadier,” 20,471, the property 
of Messrs W. & A. B. Duncan, Newlands, Dumfries, gained 
the Beserve award, and also the Silver Challenge Cup pre¬ 
sented by the Galloway Cattle Society for the best animal of 
the sex opposite to that of the winner of the Dr Gillespie 
Memorial Trophy. 

Entries of Belted Galloways, 32, showed a decline on the 
number at last Dumfries Show, but were well up on the average 
for other districts, cattle being forward from places as far 
apart as London and Boss-shire. The previous year’s Champion, 
“ Mark Advocate,” 1085 B. (Fig. 37), a five-year-old bull, 
again secured the honour for the Nalc Co., Ltd., Gartmore, 
Perthshire. He was entered on this occasion as “Extra 
Stock,” and, shown in the best condition, fully lived up to 
the reputation he had made at the “ Highland ” and elsewhere. 
Mr Bobert Graham, Auchengassel, Twynholm, bred the bull, 
who was sired by “ Gartmore Herbert,” 477 B., out of “ Mark 
Soncie,” 221B. The same exhibitors took the Beserve ticket 
with a five-year-old cow, “ Gartmore Christian III.,” 3220 B., 
bred by themselves. The Knockbrex Challenge Cup for the 
best Belted Galloway animal went to the Champion, and the 
Ian Hamilton Silver Challenge Cup, for the best Belted Gallo¬ 
way of opposite sex to the Knockbrex Cup winner, to the 
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Reserve Champion, so that the Sale Co., Ltd., won all the 
principal awards. 

The classes for Highland Cattle did not fill well, but the 
exhibits displayed fine quality. Mr John 6. Morrison of 
Islay, Bridgend, Isle of Islay, gained a triple success in the 
Championship awards, the Supreme Champion, the Reserve 
Champion, and the winner of the Highland Cattle Society’s 
Perpetual Victory Challenge Cup for females, all being entered 
by him. The President’s Champion Medal was adjudged to 
the red three-year-old heifer, “ Ribhinn lie,” 10,991 (Fig. 38), 
bred by the exhibitor, the Bire and dam being, respectively, 
“ An Gille Siobhalt,” 3520, and “ Ribhinn Riabhach of Killean,” 
10,986. Combining fine style and pleasing movement with 
good development, she looked a worthy daughter of a famous 
sire. She was, of course, winner also of the Victory Challenge 
Cup for females. The Reserve Championship went to another 
Islay home-bred female, the two-year-old heifer “ Capleadh 
lie,” 11,127. Mr James P. Dalgleish of Barbreck, Lochgilp¬ 
head, led the field among the males with “ An-Ceatharnach 
of Barbreck,” 3840, a home-bred three-year-old red bull, 
which gained the Highland Cattle Society’s Victory Cup 
for bulls. 

Ayrshires, showing a marked increase over the number 
entered at Alloa and also at the last Dumfries Show, reached 
the 100 mark, all but two animals coming from “ Attested ” 
herds. Mr Robert Drummond, Bargower. Hurlford, Kilmar¬ 
nock, a young exhibitor showing for the first time at the 
“ Highland ” in his own name, gained the premier award for 
his two-year-old brown-and-white heifer “ Bargower Silver 
Bell 18th,” 79,272 (Fig. 39), bred by the late John N. Drum¬ 
mond, Bargower. She was the daughter of “ Meikle Kilmory 
Flashlight,” 34,194, and “ Bargower Silver Bell 15th,” and 
showed all the pleasing attributes of her breed and sex. The 
Championship seldom being won by so young an animal, 
her victory was all the more popular. Her other honours 
included the Edinburgh Corporation Perpetual Gold Challenge 
Cup, the Cowhill Champion Cup, and the Ayrshire Herd-Book 
Society’s Prize of £10. The Reserve Championship fell to 
Mr A. W. Montgomerie, Weatburn Farm, Cambuslang, his 
winning exhibit being a six-year-old white cow “ Braehead 
Gem,” 43,618, bred by Mr John Johnson, Braehead, Lugar. 
Mr Alexander Watson, Barboigh, Mauchline, gained the 
breed Society’s £10 prize for males with his three-year-old 
bull n Auchenbrain Baronet,” 36,746, whose breeder was 
Mr David Wallace, Auchenbrain, Mauchline. 

A very good all-round display was staged by the British 
Friesians, the numbers also being well up to the average of 
reoent shows and considerably in advance of the last Dumfries 
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event. An imported bull again appropriated the Champion¬ 
ship. He turned up in “ Herrington (imported 1936) Leo,” 
46,237 (Fig. 40), shown by Mr Albert Weightman, Middle 
Herrington Farm, Sunderland, and bred by Mr Arjan 
Wassenaar, Jelsum, Friesland, Holland, his sire being “ Feikje’s 
Bertus,” 21,663 F.B.S., and dam u Lucie 42nd,” 81,703 F.B.S. 
This three-year-old bull, Beserve at Alloa, 1037, took the 
ring in splendid condition and appeared to have improved in 
weight and appearance during the year, forming an excellent 
type for dairy breeding. He also received the award of the 
MacBobert Champion Silver Bell for the best British Friesian, 
and the Breed Society’s Champion Prize of £5 for the leading 
male. His exhibitor also won the Silver Challenge Cup for 
the best group of three animals, of which the Champion was 
one. Mr Thomas D. Allan, Parkhouse, Biggar, was the 
exhibitor of the Beserve Champion, a home-bred two-year-old 
cow, “ Parkhouse Sara 5th,” 204,400, which was also awarded 
the British Friesian Society’s Champion Prize for females. 

Horses. 

A very satisfactory number of entries was received for 
this section, an improvement being shown on the total for 
the preceding year. The quality all round occasioned marked 
approval. 

Clydesdale exhibitors again took ample advantage of the 
occasion of the Show, the numbers showing another advance 
on the previous year. The leading animal in the Stallions and 
Colts Classes was “ Stratliore Imperial,” 23,239 (Fig. 41), 
a two-year-old bay colt, shown by Mr Alexander Clark, 
Strathore House, Thornton, Fife. He was bred by Mr George 
M. Beck, Fremington, Brougham, Penrith, and was sired by 
“ Woodbank Majestic,” 21,393, out of u Lane Lady Luck,” 
61,884. The Champion, which won the Cawdor Cup at Alloa, 
made a fine appearance, his size, style, and substance being 
greatly admired. The Beserve Championship was awarded 
to Messrs G. & J. Campbell, Gartness, by Balfron, for a yearling 
bay colt, bred by Mr Thomas Bobertson, Townhead, Annbank, 
which also won the Cawdor Cup, for which the Champion was 
ineligible as being the winner at Alloa. 

From a particularly good collection of Geldings, “ The 
Sergeant-Major ” (Fig. 42), a magnificent brown four-year-old, 
won for Sir Kenneth S. Anderson, Bt., The Yair, Galashiels, 
the President’s Champion Medal and The James Clark Silver 
Challenge Cup. His breeder was Mr Charles Walls, Collairnie, 
Fife, and he was sired by “ The Baillie,” 21,930. The Cumber¬ 
land exhibitors, Messrs Greig, Housenrigg, Brayton, Aspatria, 
took the reserve award for “ Sir James,” bred by Messrs 
F. & C. Elliot, Nisbethill, Duns. 
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Mr Alexander Murdoch, East Hallside, Cambuslang, gained 
his sixth Championship for females by winning with “ Titania ” 
(Fig. 43), a brown three - year - old filly, by " Grenadier,” 
21,496, out of “ Westraw Tee,” 56,995, bred by Mr James 
Brown, Westraw, Thankerton. She was shown in the best 
of form, and her size, strength, and freedom of movement 
evoked admiration. Along with the President’s Medal went 
the Paisley Perpetual Gold Challenge Cup and the Cawdor 
Cup for best mare or filly. The reserve ticket was adjudged 
to “ Craigie Moss Rose,” exhibited by Mr James Kilpatrick, 
Oraigie Mains, Kilmarnock. 

Not quite so many Hunters were forward as usual, and 
the quality might have been improved upon. Two ladies 
succeeded in obtaining the Championship and Reserve awards, 
the former being secured for Mrs J. Percival Agnew, Broad- 
meadows, Kilmarnock, with her ten-year-old liver-chestnut 
gelding “ John o’ Gaunt ” (Fig. 44), whose breeder and 
pedigree is unknown, and the latter by “ Television II.,” 
2223, a two-year-old brown gelding, for Miss Thomson Currie, 
Clatto, Cupar, Fife. The Championship carried with it the 
Dumfries Centenary Silver Challenge Cup and the Dundee 
Citizens’ Perpetual Silver Challenge Cup. The Hunters’ 
Improvement, &c., Society’s Gold Medal for the best filly went 
to Miss H. M. Duguid, Manar, Inverurie, for 11 Belinda II.” 

There was a very satisfactory entry of 30 competitors in 
the section for Highland and Western Island Ponies, and 
they made an excellent appearance. The Department of 
Agriculture for Scotland, 29 St Andrew Square, Edinburgh, 
won the President’s Champion Medal, the Kinmonth Perpetual 
Challenge Quaich, and the Special Prize of £8 given by the 
Highland Pony Society for the best female. Their successful 
exhibit was “ Fiona of Knocknagael,” 7299 (Fig. 45), a dun 
yetd mare with black points, rising four years, whose beautiful 
appearance was everywhere commented upon. She was of 
the^'exhibitors’ own breeding, sire “ Fender Laddie,” 977, 
dam “ Faillie Mist,” 5514, and had the distinction of winning 
at her first Show. The Reserve Championship and the High¬ 
land Pony Society Prize of £8 for the leading male entry was 
awarded to Mr T. G. Wilson, Carbeth Horae Farm, Balfron 
Station, for “ Monarch,” 2127, a two-year-old dun colt. 

Shetland Ponies came up to the average entry, with a 
total of 27, well distributed over most of the classes, and, 
with many fine specimens of the breed on show, made their 
customary appeal to popular interest. After having occupied 
the Reserve position to Mr J. E. Kerr’s “ Harviestoun Pixie ” 
for the last three Shows, “ Birk of Manar,” 1301 (Fig. 46), a 
seven-year-old black stallion, shown as “ Extra Stock,” the 
property of Mr Alexander Davidson, Mundurno, Bridge of 
Don, won the premier award. He was bred by Miss H. M. 
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Duguid, Manar, Inverurie, sire “ Rambler of Maryfield,” 
1279, out of “ Brindy,” 3518, and made a distinguished and 
popular appearance as he led the parade of his breed. Mrs 
E. M. Dick of Transy, Dunfermline, exhibited the Reserve 
Champion, “ Bergastor of Transy,” a black four-year-old 
stallion, bred by the late Mr William Mungall of Transy, 
and she also obtained the Perpetual Silver Challenge Cup for 
the Best Group of three Shetland Ponies, as well as the Shetland 
Pony Stud-Book Society’s Medal for the leading pony of the 
sex opposite to that of the Champion. 

In the Hackneys in Harness classes Mr and Mrs Walter 
Briggs, Linden Hall, Borwick, Carnforth, Lancs., repeated 
their Alloa success in winning the President’s Champion 
Medal, on this occasion with their four-year-old mare “ Albin 
Lady Mna,’727,230 (Fig. 47), bred by the Exhibitors. They 
also took Reserve place with “ Barcroft Belle,” 26,769, which 
was Champion at Alloa. 

There were also classes for Riding Ponies and Hill Ponies, 
shown in saddle, which brought out good entries, and along 
with their youthful riders made a very favourable impression. 
A class for light van-horses in harness was only moderately 
well supported. 

Among the Jumpers the competition was as keen as ever, 
and the interest in the contests well maintained. Mr Joseph 
Taylor, Moss Hall, Stretton, Warrington, won the Champion 
Prize of £10 for points in the Open Classes with his gelding 
" Praters.” 


Sheep, Goats, Pigs, &c. 

A falling-off in the number of sheep entries was largely 
accounted for by the small entry of Border Leicesters. Black¬ 
face, Cheviot, and Suffolk were strong classes, and many 
fine exhibits were shown. Mr Matthew G. Hamilton, Woolfords, 
Cobbinshaw, was very successful in the Blackface Classes, 
and his ram “ King’s Champion ” took the President’s Medal 
for the second year in succession. Goats produced the largest 
entry for some years and made a particularly good appearance 
over all. With an additional class, for the Essex breed, the 
entries of Pigs showed an advance, with the Large Whites, 
as usual, predominating. The winner of the Championship 
in this section was an exhibitor from Yorkshire, Mr Wyndham 
T. Vint, Wroot, Doncaster. Illustrations of the President’s 
Medal winners for Sheep, Goats, and Pigs will be found in 
Figs. 48 to 56. 

The interest in the Poultry section was well maintained, 
the number of entrants being 536, only a very few short of the 
total at Alloa and an advance on the last Dumfries Show. 
The general quality of the birds was outstanding, particularly 
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in the Old English Game varieties. Messrs W. Binnie & Son, 
Garth House, Denny, secured the Champion Silver Salver, 
given by the late Lord Dewar, as their own property by 
winning it for the third year in succession. Dairy Produce, 
Honey, and Rural Industries all showed welcome signs of 
improvement in numbers, and afforded keen enjoyment to 
many visitors. 

The shoeing-smiths were also forward in increased force, 
and provided active competition in both the Shoeing and 
Shoe-making classes, their workmanship, according to the 
judges’ reports, exhibiting marked skill. 

There was an even larger entry than at Alloa of competitors 
in the Live Stock Judging Competition, the individual con¬ 
testants numbering 182. The Renfrewshire Young Farmers’ 
Club (Team A.) with 250 points, repeating their Alloa success, 
won the ‘ Glasgow Herald ’ Challenge Cup for team com¬ 
petition. The competitor with the highest individual score 
was Mr David Y. Stewart, Jun., Drumlochy, Blackford, 
Perthshire, who gained the Gold Medal given by Messrs George 
Outram & Co., Ltd., Glasgow, with 64 points. 

The Buttermaking Competitions were again a popular 
feature, and attracted about the usual number of competitors, 
whose dexterity was greatly admired by many interested 
onlookers. 

The Forestry Section claimed attention from a goodly 
number of competitors and spectators, and the Flower Show, 
with its beautifully laid-out stands and rock-gardens, was to 
many one of the chief attractions of the Show.

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It was also reported that the Judges of Border Leicester Sheep would be 
Mr William Faulaer, Oakbank, Longtown, Cumberland, and Mr Robert W. Bell, 
Fruithill, Hillsborough, County Down. 

Heavy Vehicles in Showyard .—The Secretary reported that the Sub-Committee 
appointed in November had had an interview with Mr John Ballantyne, Chief 
Officer, and Mr W. Yeaman, Commercial Manager for Scotland of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company, with regard to the provision of lorries 
with pneumatic tyres for use in the Showyard. A reply had been received from 
the Commercial Manager, dated 7th March, in which it was stated that close 
consideration had been given to the matter, but that it would not be practicable 
for the Railway Companies to adopt the suggestion. The Company had experi¬ 
mented and were still experimenting with horse-drawn lorries fitted with pneumatic 
tyros, but for the general work on which these vehicles were normally engaged 
pneumatic tyres had not proved suitable. 

Hedge-Cutting Competitions .—The Secretary reported that a satisfactory entry 
had been received for the Hedge-Cutting Competitions in Dumfriesshire. There 
were 17 entries in Class 1, 4 in Class 2, 9 in Class 3, and 3 in Class 4. It was 
proposed that the Judge should commence his inspection on Monday, 11th April. 

Tomato and Egg Competitions .—A letter was submitted from tho Department 
of Agriculture for Scotland, requesting permission to hold Tomato and Egg 
Competitions in an Annexe to their Pavilion at* the Show, in conjunction with 
a display of Scottish National Mark Products. 

It was decided that the roquest be granted. 


Edinburgh Show, 1939. 

It was decided that the dato of the Show at Edinburgh in 1939 be fixed for 
the 20th to 23rd June inclusive. 


The Scottish Agricultural Organisation Society , Ltd. 

A Minute of Meeting of Science Committee, dated 0th April, was submitted 
and approved. 

The Minute stated that, in accordance with the remit from the Board at last 
Meeting, tho Committee had considered the letter from the Scottish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, Ltd., with accompanying Statement submitted by that 
body to the Import Duties Advisory Committee, regarding Supplies of Super¬ 
phosphate of Lime to the North Eastern Agricultural Co-operative Society, Ltd., 
Aberdeen. 

After careful consideration, tho Committoo had unanimously decided that 
the matter was one between the Scottish Agricultural Ind.istries, Ltd., and the 
North Eastern Agricultural Co-operative Society, Ltd., and recommended that 
no action be taken by the Directors on tho lines suggested. 


Importation of Pedigree Animals Act , 1925. 

Tho Secretary reported the receipt of a letter, dated 24th March, from the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, with regard to a proposed importation 
of four Merino Sheep from Australia. These sheep wore from the Tootra 
Stud, whose Registered Flock Number was 183. The Stud was registered with 
the Westorn Australian Merino Stud Sheep Breeders* Association, Inc. In 
accordance with the terms of the above Act, the Society was asked to give its 
views as to whother the Flock Book in which the animals were registered should 
bo recognised. 

As the matter was urgent, the shoep being intended for the Empire Exhibition 
in Glasgow, ho had consulted with the Chairman of Directors, and had written 
to the Ministry, on behalf of the Directors, stating that they were of opinion 
that the Flock Book should be recognised for the purposes of the Importation 
of Pedigree Animals Act. 

The Directors approved of the action taken. 


Finance . 

A Minute of Meeting of Committee, dated 8th April, was submitted and approved. 
The Minute dealt with tho following matters :— 

Bums Mausoleum .—It was recommended that a grant of £10 be given towards 
the cost of restorations in the Burns Mausoleum, Dumfries. 
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Glasgow Veterinary College .—It was recommended that the grant of £100 to 
the Glasgow Veterinary College, which had been given for the past eight years, 
be renewed for the current year.

The late Marquess of Ailsa. 

Before proceeding with tho business of the Meeting, tho Chairman referred, 
with deep regret, to tho loss sustained by the Society through the death of the 
Marquess of Ailsa. The Marquess of Ailsa, ho said, was a Member of tho Society 
for over fifty-five years, and filled the office of Vice-President on three occasions 
—in 1897, 1913, and 1925. In the County of Ayr, whero his oxtensivo estates 
wore situated, he took a prominent part in public affairs, and held many offices, 
including that of Lord-Lieutenant of the County. As a landowner ho took a 
deep interost in Agriculture and in Afforestation, and he was held in high esteem 
by his numerous tenantry. 

A Minuto of regret- and sympathy was submitted and adopted, the Members 

S ’esent upstanding, and the Secretary was instructed to forward a copy to the 
owager Marchioness and family of the deceased. 


Dumfries Show. 

Hedge-Cutting Competitions. —The results of the Hedge-Cutting Competitions in 
Dumfriesshire were submitted, and their publication authorised. 

In forwarding the results, Major J. G. G. Rea, the Judge, stated that the 
standard attained was on tho whole a high one. Tho work in Class 1 was especially 
good, and competition was keen, there being 17 entries. Some of those who 
did not obtain prizes did very meritorious work. There wero fewer entries in 
the Clauses open to Farmers and Farm Workers, but the men had evidently taken 
great interest, and both the Cut and Laid, and Switched Hedges, were well done. 

Tho Sectary was authorised to issue cheques in payment of tho prizes 
awarded. 

Royal Scots Oreys. — A letter was read from the Adjutant of the Royal Scots 
Greys stating that- tho question of road transport had been considered from every 
point of view, but it was considered that, it would not be possiblo nor practicnblo. 
The period of transit would be too long, and tho resulting fatigue to men and 
horses would be such that the Commanding Officer would not bo prepared to 
agree to this mode of transport. 

Army Information Bureau .—A letter was submitted from the Headquarters 
Scottish Command requesting a small space for a marquee at the Show to be 
used as an Army Information Bureau. It was decided that this request be granted. 

Meteorological Demonstration .—A letter was submitted from the Department 
of Agriculture for Scotland regretting that, owing to the pressure of other work, 
the Meteorological Office would be unable to arrange for a demonstration at 
the Show. 
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Radio Coach .—A lotter was submitted from Messrs George^ Outram & Co., 
Ltd., again offering the services of the Bulletin-Alexander Radio Coach at the 
Show. It was decided that this offer be accepted. 


Animal Diseases Research Association. 

An application from the Animal Diseases Research Association for a renewal 
for the current year of the grant of £200, which had been given for the past twelve 
years, was submittod, and it was agreed that the grant bo renewed. 

Glasgow Veterinary College. 

On tho motion of the Chairman, it was unanimously agreed to confirm the 
proposed grant of £100 for the curront year to the Glasgow Veterinary College. 


Judging of Clydesdales. 

In view of (ho decision in Novomber last that in fyture four Judges be appointed 
to act in tho Clydosdalo Section, thoso to be allocated to Iho Stallion, Mare, and 
Gelding Classes by ballot, the method of balloting was considered, and if was 
agreed as follows : — 

Tho ballot shall be conducted by the Chairman of Directors, who, on tho 
morning of the judging day, shall draw tho names of two of the four Judges to 
act in the Stallion Classes and two to act in tho Mare Classes. In the afternoon 
prior to judging of Goldings, he shall again draw two of the four names, those 
drawn to act as Judges in tho Gelding Classes. 

In tho event of the two Judges of any Class of Stallions or Mares failing to 
agroo, the Principal Steward of Horses shall ballot tho names of the two Judges 
ot tho opposite sox, and the Judge whoso name is drawn shall act as Umpire for 
that Class. Tn the case of Geldings, the Chairman of Directors shall ballot tho 
names of (lie two Judges not ongagod, and tho ono whose name is drawn shall 
remain with tho Attending Member within the judging ring throughout tho 
judging, and act as Umpire if required.

Dumfries Show, 1938. 

Royal Visit .—A draft programme of the arrangements for tho visit of Their 
Royal Highnesses The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester to tho Show on Wednesday, 
22nd June, was submitted by the Chairman, and generally approvod. 

The following small Committee was appointed to carry through tho arrange¬

Showyard Arrangements. —It was remitted to lhe following Special Committee 
to visit and inspect the Showyard, and discuss with the Society’s Officials tho 
various arrangements within tho Showyard : Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, Colonel 
F. J. Carruthers of Dormont, Mr James Wyllie, Mr Alexander Murdoch, and 
Provost W. J. Kelly, Dumfries. 

Judge of Clydesdales. —Mr James Pickon, Torrs Farm, Kirkcudbright, was 
appointed to act as ono of the Judges of Clydesdales, in place of Mr Walter A. 
Aitkonhead, Haining Valley, Linlithgow, who had intimated his inability to act 
through illness. 

Live Stock Judging Competition. —The Secretary leported that 191 entries 
had boon received for the Live Stock Judging Competition, as compared with 161 
last year. In viow of the increased number, it would not lie possible to issue 
tho results of the Competition until 6.30 f.m. on the day on which tho Competition 
took placo. This was agreed to. 

Stock Attendants in Judging Rings. —The Secretary reported that, at a Meeting 
of Members for tho appointment of a Director in the Border District, ho had been 
asked to communicate to the Directors a representation that a Rule be adopted 
to the effect that one Attendant only should accompany an animal into the 
Judging Ring.

A lettor was submitted from the Secretary of tho Scottish National Union 
of Allotment Holders, explaining that, on account of some confusion, 16 medals 
had been allocated this year, instead of 15, which was the number granted by 
this Society. 

It was agreed, under the circumstances, to grant an extra medal for tho current 
season. 


Show of 1940. 

A lettor, dated 5th May, from tho Town Clerk of Inverness was read, extending 
a very cordial invitation to tho Society to hold tho Show there in 1940. The 
site at The Bught Park would again bo available, together with any other addi¬ 
tional reasonable facilities which might be required. The Council had further 
agreed that a portion of a hedge on the south side of the Park should be removed, 
and also that the hollow in the field next Ballifeary House should be tilled in as 
desired. 

Tho Chairman expressed the thanks of the Directors to the Town Council 
of Inverness for their invitation, and for their readiness to carry out the w'ork 
which the Society had indicated would be necessary to make the ground suit¬ 
able.

Gold Medals for Long Service.

44 That winners of Gold Medals for long service, within the twelve months 
preceding the Show, be given the option of having the Medals presented 
Dy the President at the Meeting of Members in the Showyard.” 
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In submitting the Motion, Lord Rowallan said he did not suppose the general 
publio had any conception of the number who qualified each year for these medals. 
He thought there could be no finer advertisement for agriculture than to have 
these medal winners brought forward to receive the honour which was their due, 
at the Meeting of Members in the Showyard. 

Mr Alexander Murdoch seconded. 

The Secretary pointed out that these medals were really a part of the Society’s 
scheme of District Grants, and that they were usually presented through Local 
Agricultural Socioties. Practically all the medals for the past year had already 
been presented. He thought a better plan would be that adopted at the Dundee 
Show—to invito all the Long Service Gold Medallists in the Show District to the 
Show, where they could be reviewed by the President and entertained to luncheon.

Science. 

A Minute of Mooting of Scienco Committee, dated 1st June, was submitted and 
approved.

Prices of Feeding-Stuffs. —A Meeting had been held, along with representatives 
of tho Trade, to consider the prices of Feoding-Stuffs as at that date. A Schedule 
of these prices was adjusted, and it was proposed that it be printed and issued 
as formerly. 

Table of Residual Values of Feeding-Stuffs and Fertilisers. —Tho Committee had 
given further consideration to tho differences between the Table of Residual 
Values issued by the Society and that issued by tho Department of Agriculture 
for Scotland. They had unanimously decided to recommend that, where these 
differences occurred, tho Society’s Table be brought into accordance with the 
Table issued by the Department. Dr Tocher and the Secretary were instructed 
to see that this was given effect to in the volume of 4 Transactions * for next year.

Dumfries Show , 1938. 

Their Iloyal Highnesses The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester .— A letter to Sir 
Joshua Ross-Taylor, Chairman of Directors, from Major Ronald Stanyforth, 
Comptroller to His Royal Highness The Duke of Gloucester, was submitted, 
in which ho said: “The Duke of Gloucester wishos me to write and tell you 
what groat pleasure it has given him to be President of the Highland and Agri¬ 
cultural Society of Scotland this year, and to visit tho Show at Dumfries. His 
Royal Highness wishes me to congratulate you and all those whose hard work made 
the Show such a success. Both the Duke and Duchess thoroughly enjoyed their 
day, and are grateful for the arrangements which were mado for their comfort. 
They trust that the financial result will be satisfactory.” 

Accounts .—The Earl of Home, K.T., Treasurer, reported that a Summary of 
the Accounts of tho Dumfries Show had that day been submitted to the Finance 
Committee. These Accounts showed a probablo credit balance of about £618.

Edinburgh Show, 1939. 

Judges .—The following were appointed a Selection Committee to draw up 
Panels of .fudges for consideration at next Meeting : Mr .J. W. Alexander, Major

Judge of Hacks .—On a request from the British Show Ha- k Association, it 
was decided to appoint a separate Judgo for Hacks. 

It was further docidcd that this Judgo should also undertako the judging of 
tho Riding Pony Classes. 

Forage Committee .—The following Committee was appointed to mako arrange¬ 
ments for the supply of Forage, and report to the Board : Mr John W. Prentice 
{Convener), Mr William Allison, Mr Thomas Clark, Mr J. E. B. Cowper, Mr Peter 
W. Crawford, Mr J. E. Kerr, Mr James M‘Larcn, Mr Matthew Matlior, Mr William 
Moiklom, Mr James Paton, Mr T. Mercer Sharp, Major R. W. Sharpe, Mr James 
Wyllie. 

Show Contracts .-—Tho Secretary pointed out that it would not be necessary 
to appoint a Show Contracts Committoo, as tho contract for timber had already 
been arranged. 

Hotel Accommodation and Catering in Showyard .—It was remitted to the 
Chairman of tlio Board, tho Convener of the Shows Committoo, tho Convenor 
of tho Local Committoo, tho Steward of Catering, together with Mr Alexander 
Murdoch and tho Secretary, to mako tho necessary arrangements. 

British Women's Temperance Association .—It was agreed to grant tho Edin¬ 
burgh and Lothians District Union of the British Women's Temperance Associa¬ 
tion a freo silo for ail unlicensed Catering Stand. 

Forestry Exhibition .—It was agreed that up to 100 ft. of shedding bo granted 
to the Royal Scottish Forestry Society for an Exhibition of Timber, and also 
a grant of £40 towards tho expenses of the Exhibition. 

Educational Exhibit .—On an application by the Edinburgh and East of Scotland 
College of Agriculture, it was decided to grant a freo stand for an Educational 
and Roseurch Exhibit, tho stand to be arranged according to a Sketch Plan 
submitted. In addition to tho freo stand, tho Society would also provide tables 
and shelving, as may be required within tho stand, up to a cost of £50 for tho 
work entailed. 

Special Prizes .—A large number of special prizes were accepted, and votes of 
thanks accorded to the donors. 


Show of 1940. 

A Report of the Sites Committee was submitted and approved. 

Tho Report stated that the Committeo had met at Inverness on 14th July, 
and inspected the ground at Bught Park, being accompaniod by Provost Mac- 
kenzio, Bailie Noble, Convener of the Parks Committeo, and Mr Angus, Super¬ 
intendent of Parks. The site was practically that which was used in *932. It 
was level and covered with a good turf, and there was now a permanent Grand 
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Stand, with other accommodation behind, whioh would be suitable for a part 
at least of the Grand Stand accommodation required by the Society. The Town 
Council had agreed to remove a portion of the hedge on the south side of the 
Park, and they had also agreed to fill up the hollow in the field next Ballifeary 
House. This latter work was well advanced at the time of the Committee’s visit. 

With regard to water, the Committee requested that a 3-inch or 4-inch branch 
pipe be led from Ballifeary Road into the site, and also that three l£-inch con¬ 
nections, from an existing main on the road to Bught House, be extended across 
the road into the ground—all as shown on a plan which was handed to the Town’s 
representatives. The Town Council had since intimated that these requests 
would be complied with. 

The Committee were assured that electricity would be available from tho 
overhead cables on the new road next tho River Ness, probably two connections 
being required, and that the Gas Department would lead supplies to Exhibitors 
and hire appliances in the usual manner. 

The offer of the site included a field, on the west side of the road to Bught 
House, which would be suitable for parking cars. Other fields would also be 
available if required, and the Town Council had agreed to impose a condition 
on the Grazing Tenants of theso parks, that none of these should be used as 
parking places for carB during tho Show. 

It would probably be found that the most suitable position for the Main 
Entrance on this occasion would be on the new road next tho River Noss, and 
the Town Council had agrcod to carry out certain work necessary to givo suit¬ 
able access at that point. 

Tho Committee reported that they considered the site in evory way suitable 
for the Show, and they recommended that tho offer by tho Town Council of 
Inverness be accepted. 


Mastitis in Dairy Cows. 

A letter was submitted from tho Agricultural Research Council, in which it 
was Htated that they had recently had under consideration tho question of an 
extension of tho present programme of research on mastitis in dairy cows, and 
the noed, in view of the wide incidence of tho diseaso and tho losses which it 
caused, for intensifying and broadening research work. The letter referred to 
work at present being done at the Royal Veterinary College, London, the Morodun 
Institute of the Animal Diseases Research Association, tho Hannah Dairy 
Research Institute, the Edinburgh and East of Scotland College of Agriculture, 
and tho West of Scotland Agricultural College, Glasgow, and outlined tho addi¬ 
tional work which would be undertaken at those Institutions. In addition to 
the laboratory investigations, there would be undertaken a large-scale controlled 
field trial with sulphanilamido, entailing the treatment of about 500 cows in 
England and Scotland. Tho scheme proposed covered a period of three years, 
and the Agricultural Research Council had in view that the total cost of the field 
trials and half the cost of the other work would bo provided from Government 
sources. The Society were asked to give oarly and sympathetic consideration 
to the proposal that they should make a contribution towards the remaining cost 
of the programme of research outlined in the lettor. 

It was decided that the letter be remitted to tho Finance Committeo for con¬ 
sideration and report. 


Rothamsted Experimental Station. 

A letter was submitted from Sir E. John Russell, Director of the Rothamsted 
Experimental Station, with regard to tho Centenary of the Station, which occurs 
in 1943. It was proposod to celebrate the event by putting tho buildings (includ¬ 
ing laboratories and farm buildings) and equipment in full order, and also adding 
something to the Endowment to ensure upkeep of fabric. For this purpose a 
sum of £125,000 would be required, and stops were being taken to collect this 
amount. The letter proceeded to inquire if the Society would be prepared to 
take part. 

It was decided that the letter be remitted to the Finance Committee for con¬ 
sideration and report. 


Demonstration Centre at Cupar, Fife . 

On the motion of the Treasurer, the Earl of Home, K.T., the proposed grant 
of £100 towards the Capital Expenditure in connection with the establishment 
of an Agricultural and Horticultural Demonstration Centre at Cupar, Fife, was 
confirmed. 
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Colouring of Sheep , 

A letter was submitted from Mr W. Macdonald, Estate Office, Rock, Alnwick, 
on bohalf of a number of Flockmasters in Scotland, Northern England, and 
Northern Ireland, stating that they had certain proposals to make which might 
help towards a oompromiso in the dispute between this Society and the Border 
Leicester Society on the question of the Colouring of Sheep. They desired that 
a deputation of their number bo received to discuss the matter. 

It was unanimously decided that the deputation be received, the time suggested 
being the Tuesday preceding the next Board Meeting. 

Considerable discussion followed as to whether the deputation should bo 
received by a Committee or by the whole Board. Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, 
seconded by Mr Thomas Templeton, moved that the deputation bo received 
by a Committee. Mr W. I. Elliot, seconded by Mr Thomas Clark, moved as 
an amendment, that the deputation be received by the whole Board. On a vote 
being taken, 22 voted for the amendment, and 23 for the motion. The motion 
that the deputation be received by a Committee was accordingly declared carried. 

The Committee was then appointed as follows : Mr J. W. Alexander, Major 
R. F. Brebner, Mr Ian M. Campbell, Mr William I. Elliot, Mr James R. Lumsden, 
Mr James M‘Daren, Mr Alexander Murdoch, Mr James Paton, The Master of 
Polwarfch, Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, Mr G. B. Shields, Mr Thomas Templeton, 
Dr J. F. Tocher, with the Chairman, Treasurer, and Honorary Secretary, ex ojjiciis. 


Grass Sickness in Horses. 

A letter was submitted from the N.F.U. and Chamber of Agriculture, in which 
it was stated that, at a recent Meeting of the Council of that body, it was resolved 
to approach the Society and suggest the offering of a money prize of a sufficiently 
substantial amount to induce Scientists of the highest standing to como forward 
and investigate the cause of Grass Sickness in Horses, in the hope of finding a 
remedy therefor. 

On the motion of Colonel F. J. Carruthors, seconded by Sir Joshua Ross- 
Taylor, it was unanimously decided to adhere to the former derision with regard 
to a similar proposal. That decision was to the effect that the Society should 
continue to support the Institution which was engaged in the investigation of 
Grass Sickness, and which was most capablo of carrying out such an Investigation 
—viz., the Animal Diseases Research Association. 

The proposal to offer a money prize was accordingly not entertained. 


Education. National Diploma in Dairying. 

Colonel F. J. Carruthers of Dormont, Convener of the Education Committee, 
submitted the following Report on the Examination for the National Diploma 
in Dairying held at Reading and Auchincruivo in September :— 

“ The Forty-third Annual Examination for the National Diploma in Dairying 
took place during September at the Dairy School for Scotland, Auchineruive, 
Ayr, for Scottish students, and at tho University and British Dairy Institute, 
Reading, for English and Welsh students. 

“ At the Auchineruive centre, 49 candidates presented themselvos—36 candi¬ 
dates for all subjects, 12 for re-examination in certain subjects in which they 
had previously failed, and one for Part I. of the Examination. 34 candidates 
obtained the Diploma—1 with Honours. 

*' At the Reading centre, 100 candidates presented themselves—60 candidates 
for all subjects, 29 for re-examination in certain subjects, 3 for Part II., and 
2 for Part I. of the Examination. 75 candidates obtained the Diploma. 

“ The names of the successful candidates would be published in the next 
volume of 4 Transactions.* 

“ Of those candidates who failed, 10 at Auchineruive and 16 at Reading failed 
in not more than three subjects, and these would be permitted to reappear for 
the subjects in which they failed at the corresponding Examination in 1939.**

His unfailing courtesy, his 
high sense of justice, and his consideration for others rendered him respected 
and osfceemed by all with whom he came in contact.

Edinburgh Show , 1939. 

A Report of the Shows Committee, dated 1st November, which had been printed 
and circulated, was submitted, considered in detail, and, after slight emendation, 
approved. 

The Report dealt in the usual way with the classes to be provided at the Show, 
the allocation of the Society’s Gold, and Silver Cups, and other routine matters, 
and, in addition, made the following recommendations :— 
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Rule 46.—It was agreed to recommend that this rule be altered to read as 
follows:— 

“In Poultry the aged birds must have been hatched previous to, and 
cockerels and pullets on or after, 1st November of the year preceding the 
Show.** 

Rule 106.—It was agreed to recommend that tho last sentence of this rule be 
deleted and the following be substituted therefor :— 

“ The space in the Motion Yard is limited in extent, and is intended mainly 
for exhibits in motion. The Society reserves the right to refuso ontries in 
this section whore it considers that the proposed exhibits are not suitablo 
for inclusion in tho section.” 

Prize Money for Cattle Claeses. —It was decided to remit, to the following Sub- 
Committee to consider the prize money offered in the Cattlo Classes, and report : 
Colonel P. J. Carruthors ; Mr John E. B. Cowper ; Mr James Durno : Mr J. E. 
Kerr ; Mr John W. Prentice ; Mr Francis W. Walker ; and Mr T. G. Wilson. 

National Poultry Judging Competition. —A letter was submitted from the 
Organising Secretary of the Scottish Association of Young Farmers’ Clubs, for¬ 
warding Draft Proposals for a National Poultry Judging Competition to be held 
at this Society’s Annual Show. The objocts of the Competition were to train 
young farmers in tho art of judging poultry, in self-expre^ion, and in tho proper 
methods of handling poultry. Competitors should bo Members of a Club affiliated 
to the Scottish Association of Young Farmers’ Club3, bo under 26 years of ago 
at tho date of tho Competition, and bo entered as members of a Team. A Team 
would consist of three Competitors and a Reserve, and one Team only could 
be entcrod from each Agricultural College County Poultry Instructress’s Area. 

It was agreed to approve generally of the proposal, the details being left for 
future adjustment. Tho prize money suggested was as follows* Individual 
prizes—£3, £2, £1, 10s. Team prizes - £5 and 3 Medium Silver Medals, nnd £2 
and 3 Medium Bronze Medals. 

Dentition Pest for Pigs. —On a representation from the National Pig-Breeders’ 
Association, it was docided to rocommond that a Dentition Test he introduced 
for pigs born in tho year of the Show, the test, to be applied by a qualified Inspector, 
in accordance with accopted standards. 

Large White Pigs. —A request by tho National Pig-Breeders’ Association, that 
two Judges be appointed to act together for Largo White Pigs, was not entertained. 

Extra Stock. —A request by tho National Pig-Breeders’ Association, that the 
regulations with regard to “ Extra Stock ” do not apply to Pigs, was not enter - 
tainod. 

Horse in Van or Light Lorry. —On tho suggestion of Mr Alexander Murdoch, 
it was agreed that these horses be judged on Wednesday forenoon at 11.30, being 
the time formerly occupied by tho judging of Hackneys. They would take part 
in the Afternoon Parado on Wednesday, and might also bo brought back for 
parade on Thursday. 

A Minute of Mooting of Shows Committee, dated 30th November, was sub¬ 
mitted and approved. 

The Minute dealt with the following matters :— 

Prize Money for Cattle Classes. —On tho Report of tho Sub-Committee appointed 
at last Meeting, it was docided to recommend that tho amount, of prize monoy 
offered from the Society’s own funds, in tho Ayrshire Section, be increased by 
£28, and, in tho British Friesian Section, by £32. Tho allocation of these increases 
would be shown in the proof of tho Prize List when that was submitted for 
approval. 

Rural Industries. —It was recommonded that, in place of the Class for Shep¬ 
herd’s Crook, Hand-made, there be introduced fhreo Classes as follows: (1) 
Shephord’s Crook, with horn handle, Hand-made : (2) Shepherd’s Crook, in 
one pieco, Hand-inado ; (3) Walking-stick, Hand-made ; with prize money £2, 
£1, and 10s. in each Class. 

Poultry Judging Competition .—Draft Conditions for the proposed National 
Poultry Judging Competition wore submitted in proof. 

It was recommended that Mr R. M. Chambers, B.Sc., Secretary of the Scottish 
Association of Young Farmers’ Clubs, Perth, be appointed to act as Superintendent 
of the Competition. . . 

Dentition Test for Pigs. —In view of the decision to impose a Dentition Test 
for Pigs born in the year of the Show, it was recommended that the following 
clause be added to Rule 36: “ Pigs bom in the year of the Show shall bo subject 
to a Dentition Test, tho test to be applied by a qualified Inspector, in accordance 
with accopted standards.” 
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Musical Rids by Life Guards .—Particulars were submitted regarding the cost 
of securing the services of the Band and a detachment of The Life Guards to 
give a Musical Ride at the Show. From these, it appeared that the total cost, 
including transport, would be in the neighbourhood of £1000. Inquiries had 
been made regarding the Royal Corps of Signals, but they were not in a position 
to accept an engagement on account of a Northern Command Tattoo at Leeds. 

It was accomingly recommended that negotiations for securing the services 
of The Life Guards be proceeded with. It was pointed out that, to All in the 
programme at the Show, it might be necessary to secure some other attractions, 
such as a Sheep Dog Demonstration, and possibly a Physical Training.Display Team. 

Convener of Local Committee .—On the motion of Mr John E. B. Cowper, 
seconded by Mr George Grant, it was unanimously agreed that Major R. F. 
Brebner, The Leuchold, Dalmeny House, Edinburgh, be appointed Convener 
of the Local Committee of Management. 

Appointment of Judges .—The Secretary reported that, at a Meeting of the 
Board in Committee on 29th November, Judges had been appointed for the 
various Classes of Stock. These were being communicated with, and, after 
replies were received, the List of Judges would bo published in the Press. 

Special Prizes .—A number of Special Prizes were accepted, and votes of thanks 
accorded to the donors. 


Colouring of Sheep. 

A Report by the Special Committee appointed at last Mooting wbb submitted. 

The Report stated that the Special Committee had met a deputation repre¬ 
senting Flockmasters in Scotlana, Northern England, and Northern Ireland on 
29th November. The proposals put forward by the deputation were embodied 
in a Memorandum, the main provision of which was that the Society should 
agree to the use of a light Bloom Dip which would be capable of being washed 
off immediately, or which would fade naturally in the course of a month or two. 
It was indicated that Dip Manufacturers had stated that such a dip could now 
be produced. 

The Memorandum submitted by the deputation was being circulated to the 
members of the Special Committee for full consideration at a future Meeting. 


West of Scotland Agricultural College. 

An application from the West, of Scotland Agricultural College for a grant 
towards the Building Fund of tho College was submitted, and remitted to the 
Finance Committee for consideration and report. 


Inspection of Crowing Crops of Potatoes. 

A letter was submitted from the Department of Agriculture for Scotland, 
inviting tho Society to appoint representatives to attend a Conference on 1st 
December in connection with the Department’s Scheme for Inspection of Growing 
Crops of Potatoes. 

It was decided that Mr John E. B. Cowper and Mr G. Bertram Shields be asked 
to represent the Society at the proposed Conference. 


Eradication of Bracken. 

A letter was submitted from the National Farmers’ Union and Chamber of 
Agriculture, inviting the 8ociety to appoint representatives to a Conference on 
the subject of Eradication of Bracken to be held on 1st December. 

It was decided that Mr J. W. Alexander, M.V.O., of Newton, bo asked to 
represent the Society at the Conference. 


Finance. 

A Minute of Meeting of Committee, dated 30th November, was read and approved. 
The Minute dealt with the following matters :— 

Royal (Dick) Veterinary College .—In accordance with the remit from the Board, 
the Committee had considered the application by the Royal (Dick) Veterinary 
College for a further grant towards the Building Extension Fund. In this con¬ 
nection the Committee had met a deputation from the Veterinary College consist- 
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ing of Sir Thomas Hudson Beare, Chairman, and Colonel Sir Arthur Olver, 
Principal of the College. 

After oareful consideration the Committee had decided to recommend that 
a further grant of £500 be given, but that it be intimated to the College that this 
was the limit of the Society's contribution to the whole Extension Scheme. 

Mastitis in Dairy Cows. —The application from the Agricultural Research 
Council for a contribution towards the cost of a proposed programme of research 
upon Mastitis was submitted, but it was decided tnat consideration be deferred 
until the February Meeting.

The late Mr Robert Macmillan of Holm of Dalqnhairn. 

Before proceeding with the business of the Meeting, the Chairman referred, 
with deepest regret, to the death, since last Meeting, of a former colleague on 
the Board—Mr Robert Macmillan of Holm of Dalquhairn, Woodlea, Moniaive.

Veterinary Inspector. —Professor Arthur Gofton, F.R.C.V.S., Edinburgh, was 
appointed Veterinary Inspector for the Show, on tho usual conditions. 

Rule 42.—A letter was submitted from the Ayrshiro Cattle Herd Book Society, 
forwarding, for consideration, copy of the foliowing Resolution passed by tho 
Council of that Society : “ That the Highland and Agricultural Society be asked 
to make a Rule that, all cows or heifers in milk bo milked out at. 9 p.m. on tho 
evening previous to judging, and that milking out in the ring bo dono away with 
entirely.” 

On the motion of Mr A. W. Montgomerie, Westburn, Cambuslang, sooonded 
by Mr James Clark, Windlaw, Carmunnock, it was unanimously decided that 
Rule 42 should stand in so far as it required that animals in milk, in tho Ayrshiro 
Classes, must be milked out. in tho ring. It was, however, doeidod that tho require¬ 
ment that all animals in milk of the Dairy Breeds bo milked dry on tho evening 
previous to the opening of the Show be amended so that this milking take place 
at 8 p.m. instead of 6 p.m. as formerly. 

Horse-Shoeing Competition. —The Secretary reported that tho Local Branch 
of the National Master Farriers’ and Blacksmiths’ Association had agreed to 
co-operate in the Horse-Shoeing Competition. Tho following were appointed 
a Committee of Management Directors —Mr John E. B. Cowper, Mr Peter W. 
Crawford, and Mr G. Bertram Shields ; Local Blacksmiths : Mr William Gillespie, 
High Street, Portobello ; Mr William M'Dougall, Gorgie, Edinburgh ; and Mr 
T. Blair, Currie, Secretary of the Local Association. 

It was further decided that the following be invited to act as Judges along 
with the Society’s Veterinary Inspector: Mr Peter Story, Stichill, Kelso, and 
Mr William Stephen, Turriff, Aberdeenshire. 

Essex Pigs. —A letter was submitted from tho Essex Pig Society, suggesting 
that, if only three classes were to bo provided, these should bo as follows :—

The suggestion of the Breed Society was adopted. 

Hackneys in Harness. —On a request from tho President of tho Hackney Horse 
Society, it was decided to provide two classes for Hackneys in Harness, these 
classes to be the same as those provided at Alloa in 1937. 

Cawdor Cups. —A letter was submitted from the Clydesdale Horse Society, 
stating that the Council of that Society had appointed Professor John R. M‘Call, 
M.R.C.V.S., Glasgow, to act as Veterinary Inspector for the Cawdor Cups. 

Poultry. —Correspondence was submitted with Mr W. Binnie, of Messrs W. 
Binnie & Son, Garth House, Denny, who, last year, won outright tho Champion 
Challenge Silver Salver given by the late Lord Dewar for the Best exhibit in 
the Poultry Section. Mr Binnie had decided to re-offer this Salvor as a Perpetual 
Championship Trophy. 

It was decided that a Silver Medal be awarded to the winner each year as a 
memento of winning the Trophy. 

It was further decided, on the suggestion of Mr Binnie, that a Championship 
Medal be offered for the best Bantam. 

Highland Pony Section .—A request by the Highland Pony Society, that the 
Directors consider the question of increasing the prize money in that section, 
was deferred for consideration by the Shows Committee in November. 
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Old-Time Implements. —A letter was submitted from Mr James A. Reid, Airdrie, 
suggesting that, alongside of the Implement display, a section might be devoted 
to Old-Time Implements. 

Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, Steward of Implements, pointed out the difficulty 
there would be in securing a comprehensive collection of such Implements, as 
most of the more interesting of these wore housed in Museums. It was, how¬ 
ever, decided to leave it to the Implement Committee to deal further with the 
proposal if they considered it to be practicable. 

Special Prizes .—A number of Special Prizes woro accepted, and votos of thanks 
accorded to the donors. 

Colouring of Sheep. 

A Minute of Meeting of Special Committee, datod 4th January, was submitted 
and approved. 

The Minute stated that, after careful consideration of the Memorandum sub¬ 
mitted by the deputation representing Flockmastors in Scotland, Northom 
England, and Northern Ireland, and subsequent correspondence with the Secretary 
of the deputation, the Committee decided to recommend as follows : that Rule 
44 be retained in its present form in the Show Regulations, but that the following 
Note bo added thereto :— 

Note .—During 1939 Sheep shall not bo disqualified under this Rule on 
account of their being shown with a light bloom colour, no traces of 
which shall come off on the hands or clothes of Judges or other persons 
handling the sheep, and which colour shall bo capablo of being scoured out 
or will fade naturally in the course of a few months. 

This recommendation was arrived at by the Cominittoo with a view to allow¬ 
ing timo to ascertain the minimum degree of colour which would bo satisfactory 
to Exhibitors, and for experiment to determine the nature of the colouring agent 
most suitable for the purpose in view. 

It was,also decided to recommend that the following Sub-Committee bo 
appointed to moot with representatives of Sheep Brood Societies, with a view 
to discussing the shade of colouring which should bo regarded as permissible, 
and the nature of the colouring agent, to ho used : Mr Jamos M‘Laron, Sir Joshua 
Ross-Taylor, Major R. F. Brobner, and Mr W. I. Elliot, with tho Chairman, 
Treasurer, and Honorary Secretary, ex officiis. 

It was further decided that the Spocial Committee should meet at the sheep 
pens in tho Showyard with a view to observing the effect of tho relaxation of the 
Rule above proposed. 


Medals for Tractor Ploughing. 

A Minute of Meeting of Shows Sub-Cominitteo, dated 4th January, was sub¬ 
mitted and approved. 

The Minuto stated that, in accordance with the remit from the Shows Com¬ 
mittee* the Sub-Committee appointed on 30th November had considered the 
proposal that tho Society offer Medals for Tractor Ploughing Competitions. 

After consideration, the Sub-Committee had decided to rocommend that 
nothing be done at the prosent time, but that a Committee be appointed by 
the Shows Committee to consider tho wholo question of Awards for Ploughing 
Competitions. 


Classification of Seed Potatoes. 

A letter was submitted from the Department cf Agriculture for Scotland 
with reference to a proposed alteration of tho Seeds (Scotland) (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1936, whereby, instead of the present Class I., Seed Potatoes 
grown in Scotland, there should, in future, be two classes, as follows:— 

Class I. (Scotch) to apply to stocks certified under the Deportment’s 
Inspection Scheme. 

Class II. (Scotch) to apply to uncertified stocks. 

It was decided to approve generally of the proposed amendment of tho 
Regulations. 


National Poultry Council. 

A letter was submitted from the Secretary of the National Poultry Council, 
London, in which a request was made for financial support to the work carried 
out by the National Poultry Diploma Examination Board.

The late Mr Alexander Munro of Leanach. 

Before proceeding with the business of the Meeting, the Chairman referred, 
with very deep regret, to the death of a former member of the Board, Mr Alex¬ 
ander Munro of Leanach, Inverness. Mr Munro, he said, was one of the best- 
known farmers in the North of Scotland, and was a member of the Society for 
over thirty years. He first joined the Board m 1923 as an Extraordinary 
Director, and thereafter, from 1927 to 1932, he Berved continuously on the Board, 
acting as Convener of the Shows Committee during the latter year, when the 
Show was held in Inverness. 

Mr Munro was widoly known as a Breeder and Judge of British Friesian Cattle, 
being one of the first members, and at one time President, of the British Friesian 
Cattle Society. His farming activities were by no means confined to British 
Friesian Cattle, but included Dairying and Sheep Farming on a large scale. 

In the public life of the North he took a prominent part, being actively associ¬ 
ated with many public bodies in Inverness-shire. He devoted much of nis time 
and abilities to tne work of the County Council of Inverness, of which he was 
Vice-Convener. 

It could truly be said that he never spared himself in the service of the com- 
munity, and his charm of manner, helpful disposition, and sound judgment made 
him loved and esteemed by all with whom he came in contact. 

A Minute of regret and sympathy was submitted and adopted, the members 
present upstanding, and the Secretary was instructed to forward a copy to the 
widow and family of the deceased. 
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The late Protestor Robert Wallace, M.A., LL.D., 

University of Edinburgh. 

The Chairman also referred, with deep regret, to the death of Professor Robert 
Wallace, who for thirty-seven years, from 1885 to 1922, filled with distinction 
the Chair of Agriculture in the University of Edinburgh. Professor Wallace, he 
said, was a pioneer in the cause of Agricultural Education, and the Degree of 
B.Sc. in Agriculture, which was established by the University in 1886 as a result 
of his efforts, was one of the first Degrees in Agriculture to be instituted in this 
country. His advice on matters of Agricultural Education was widoly sought, 
not only in this country, but in many countries throughout the world. 

He was for sixty years a member of the Society, having been elected a Free 
Life Member in 1878 on passing the Examination for the Society's Diploma in 
Agriculture. On the occasion of the 150th Anniversary of the foundation of the 
Society in 1934, it was decided, in recognition of his valuable services in the 
cause of Agriculture and Agricultural Education, to add his name to the Roll 
of Honorary Members of the Society.

Edinburgh Show , 1939. 

Catering .—A Minute of Meeting of Catering Committee, held on 1st March, 
was submitted and approved. 

The Minute recommended that there be two licensed Catering Stands on this 
occasion, instead of three, which was the number last year. The size of theso 
Stands would be increased so as to provide soating accommodation in each for 
800 persons, or 1600 in all. The Stands would be in the hands of the following :— 

Royal Athenreum, Ltd., Union Street, Aberdeen. 

Messrs Westcon, Ltd., 41 Mill Street, Ayr. 

A suggestion by the Caterers that, on the Tuesday and Wednesday, a first-class 
luncheon at 5s., in addition to the present luncheon at 4s., be provided, was 
agreed to. 

An Unlicensed Refreshment Bar would be provided between the Members* 
and Lady Members* Pavilions, with access from Doth of these buildings. 

The question as to which of the Caterers should undertake the catering in the 
Directors’ Private Luncheon Room, and in the Members’ Pavilion, was loft for 
future settlement. 

The catering for the Press would, as formerly, be in the hands of Messrs Westcon, 
Ltd. 

It was also recommended that a Tea Pavilion be provided in tho centre of 
the Flower Show Enolosuro. The question as to whether this should be in the 
hands of one of the Licensed Caterers, or given to an Edinburgh firm, was also 
loft for future decision. The Edinburgh firm in question was to have a Snack 
Bar (Unlicensed) in another part of the Showground. 

The condition that only home-fed meat shall be supplied in the Catering Stands 
was again imposed on all the Caterers. 

Lorry Horses .—It was reported that Mr Robert Dalziel, Rue, Auldgirth, 
Dumfriesshire, had agreed to act as Judge of Lorry Horses on tho Friday of 
the Show. 

Life Guards .—The Secretary submitted an estimate by the London Midland 
and Scottish Railway Company for the transport of the detachment of men 
and horses of tho Life Guards from London to Edinburgh and back, the amount 
being £475, 10s. 6d. It was agreed that this estimate be accepted. 

Sheep Dog Demonstrations .—A letter was submitted from Mr J. M. Wilson, 
Whitehope, Innerleithon, expressing his willingness to give Sheep Dog Demonstra¬ 
tions on the Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday—five Demonstrations in all— 
tor an inclusive fee of £25. It was decided that this offer be accepted. 

Scottish Bee-Keepers' Association .—A letter was submitted from the Scottish 
Bee-Keepers’ Association, containing an offer of a Silver Cup, value £10, to be 
known as the “ Empire Exhibition Perpetual Challenge Cup, to be awarded to 
the competitor gaining most points in the Honey and Wax Classes. The winner 
each year will receive a Silver Replica as a memento of winning the Cup. 

It was decided that the Cup be accepted, and that the Soottish Bee-Keepers’ 
Association be thanked for their generous offer. 


Colouring of Sheep . 

The following Minute of Meeting, dated 31st January, of the Special Committee 
appointed on 4th January, was submitted. 

The Minute reported that the Special Committee had met with representatives 
of the Society of Border Leicester Sheep Breeders on 31st January, when a full 
disoussion took place with regard to the application of the addendum to Rule 44, 
which permitted of a light bloom colour being used on the occasion of the 1939 
Show. Various suggestions were then considered, and it was eventually arranged 
that the representatives of the Border Leicester Society should again consult 
their Council and Exhibitors, after which a further Meeting with this Society's 
Committee would be arranged. 
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The Special Committee also met with representatives of the Cheviot Sheep 
Society and the Blackface Sheep Breeders* Association, when the representatives 
of these Societies expressed satisfaction with the provision made in the addendum 
to Rule 44 above referred to. 

On 28th February a letter was received from the Secretary of the Society 
of Border Leicester Sheep Breeders, agreeing to the appointment of a Joint 
Committee of three members each from that Society ana the Highland Society 
to examine the sheep prior to judging, and disqualify any exhibits which the 
Committee considered were “ ridiculously ” coloured. (The proposal for the 
appointment of a Joint Committee was put forward by this Society's representatives 
at the Joint Meeting above referred to.) It was also agreed that spraying of 
sheep on the Showground be prohibited. 

Tho Meeting agreed to the appointment of a Joint Committee, on the lines 
indioatod, ana decided that the Society’s three representatives bo nominated at 
next Meeting. The view was expressed that the Chairman of the Joint Committee 
should be one of this Society’s representatives. 


Seventh International Congress of Genetics. 

A communication was submitted from the Organising Committee of the Seventh 
International Congress of Genetics to be held in Edinburgh from 23rd to 30tli 
August 1939, inviting the Society to appoint a delegate, or delegates, to the Congress.

Dumfries Show t 1938. 

Mr James Wyllio, Tinwald Downs, Dumfries, Convener of the Shows Com¬ 
mittee, reported that the arrangements for the forthcoming Show at Dumfries, 
on 21st Juno and three following days, had made rapid progress in view of the 
dry weather experienced until recently, and most of the Showyard buildingB 
were practically complete. The area covered by the Showyard proper was about 
45 acres, while another 42 acres immediately adjoining was available for the 
parking of cars. There were two parking fields, one on oach side of the Showground. 
Access to the Show would be obtained from the larger of these by the main entrance, 
which immediately adjoined, and from the smaller parking field, on the other side, 
a subsidiary entrance would give admittance to the Show. 

As previously reported, the site was at Rotchell Park, where the Shows had 
been hold on several former occasions. The site was an excellent one, and most 
convenient of access. Being rectangular in shape, with a level surface, it had 
been possible to adopt a layout which made the fullest use of the space, while 
in no way detracting from the attractive appearance of the Showyard as a whole. 
This site had been placed at the disposal of the Society through the action of 
Provost William J. Kelly and the Town Council of Dumfries. The Town Council 
had also givon a free supply of water, and was doing everything in its power to 
further the success of the Show. 

With regard to entries of live stock, these were well maintained. Cattle entries 
were practically tho same as last year, any docrease as compared with Dumfries 
in 1930 being accounted for by the fact that, at the last Dumfries Slum, there 
wore classes for Red Polls, which had since beon discontinued. Horses showed 
a slight incroaso in numbers over last year, and compared favourably with the 
figures for 1930. Sheep entries were considerably down, while Pigs, Goats, and 
Poultry showed satisfactory increases. Tho entries of Implements, Machinery, 
and Trade Exhibits were above tho average, being practically the same as the 
record entry at Alloa last year. The Flower Show would bo on the same extensive 
scale, all the leading firms having applied for stands, and a large and comprehensive 
display was assured. 

Besides Parades of Prize Stock and Jumping Competitions, there would be the 
usual additional attractive features of recent Shows. Perhaps special mention 
should be made of the displays to be given by the Royal Scots Greys, who would 
give Musical Rides and Mounted Gymnastic Displays on the Wednesday and 
Thursday afternoons and evenings, and on the Friday afternoon. 

Their Royal Highnesses The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester would visit the 
Show on Wednesday, 22nd June. His Royal Highness, as President for the 
year, would preside at the Meeting of Members in the Showyard at 12 noon on 
Wednesday, the 22nd. Visits of inspection would be paid by Their Royal High¬ 
nesses to various exhibits in the Snowyard in the course of the day. It was 
confidently expected that the people of Scotland would show their appreciation 
of this Royal visit by attending in large numbers, and thus offering Their Royal 
Highnesses a royal welcome. 

As the Show was a month earlier than on the occasion of the last Dumfries 
Show, there was a good prospect of its being favoured with fine weather, and, 
should that be so, there was every reason to hope that the Show at Dumfries 
would be one of the most successful held in that district. 
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Edinburgh Show, 1930. 

Mr John E. B. Cowper, Gogar House, Corstorphine, Vice-Convener of the 
Shows Committee, reported that arrangements were proceeding for the Show 
to be held at Edinburgh in 1939. The Corporation of Edinburgh had placed at 
the disposal of the Society a site at Saughton, extending in all to approximately 
81 acres, whereof about 55 acres might be utilised as Showground, and the remainder 
for car parking purposes. Besides the site, the Corporation were providing a supply 
of water free of charge, and making arrangements for services of water, gas, and 
electricity on the Showground. 

The President and Office-bearers for the year had just been eleeted, and the 
actual work of preparation for the Show would commence soon after the conclusion 
of the Show at Dumfries. 


Show of 1940. 

Mr Ian M. Campbell, Bal Blair, Invershin, reported that at the Annual Meeting 
in January 1938 it was resolved that, provided a suitable site were available ana 
satisfactory financial and other arrangements coujd be made, the Society’s Show 
of 1940 be hold in the Inverness Show Division. The Town Council of Inverness 
had extended a cordial invitation to the Society to hold the Show at the Buglit 
Park, being the site on which it was held in 1932. A Committee would shortly 
proceed to visit the ground pud discuss certain improvements which the Town 
Council propose to carry out with a view to enhancing its suitability for tlio 
Show. The Secretary had had a communication from the Town Clerk of Inverness 
in which the Town Council had undertaken, as far as compatible with the situation, 
to meet the views of the Society in the way of making the site suitable for the 
Show. 


Agricultural Education . 

Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, Chairman of Directors, reported on the 39th Annual 
Examination held at Leeds from 4th to 13th April for the National Diploma in 
Agriculture. 221 candidates presented themselves for examination. 50 candidates 
were from Scotland. As a result of the Examination, 73 Diplomas were awarded, 
1 with Honours. Of the 221 candidates, 10 appeared for all the subjects, and 
8 of these obtained the Diploma. 104 had passed certain subjects previously and 
were completing the Exammation this year, and of tlieso 65 obtained the Diploma. 
The remaining 107 presented themselves for groups of three, four, or fivo subjects, 
and of these, 42 passed in the subjects for which they appeared and wore entitled 
to appear for the remaining subjects in 1939 or 1940. 


Science . 

Report by Chemist. 

Dr J. F. Tocher, Consulting Chemist to the Society, submitted a report on the 
work done in his department during the past six months. The substance of Dr 
Tocher’s report appears on pp. 217-222 of this volume. 

Dr Tocher then referred to a new Food and Drugs Bill which had been introduced 
in Parliament recently, and which, if it became law, was to be made applicable 
only to England. Sections 18 to 24 embodied regulations bearing on dairies and 
the quality of milk. It was rather difficult to understand why the Bill had not 
been made applicable to Scotland, as the present Food and Drugs Act was applic¬ 
able to the wnole of Great Britain. It might be that a Bill was in preparation 
which would be applicable only to Scotland. He drew the attention of members 
of the Society to Section 21 of the Bill, because the presumption of adulteration 
of milk was to be retained. This was contrary to the general opinion expressed 
by various Departmental Committees. The presumptive limits were not specified 
in the Bill. It was left to “ the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries to determine 
what deficiency in any of the normal constituents of milk, gr what proportion of 
water, in a sample shall for the purposes of this Act raise a presumption, until 
the contrary is proved, that the article sampled is not genuine milk.” 

The Scottish Interdepartmental Committee on Milk in 1922, after a prolonged 
investigation extending over eight months, recommended to the Secretary for 
Scotland that the law should be amended to provide for legal minimum limits 
for butter fat and solids-not-fat, instead of the present presumptive limits. At 
present the seller, if charged with an offence and if he held that he was innocent. 
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had to prove in Court or otherwise that neither he nor hie employees tampered 
with the milk in any wav. This he had to do in order to rebut the presumption 
that he was guilty of selling adulterated milk. In other words, he stood guilty 
of the offence until he proved his innocence. The Departmental Committee 
recommended that the legal minimum limits should be 3 per cent for butter 
fat and 8*5 per cent for eolids-not-fat. If this recommendation became law the 
seller could not plead that the milk he sold was genuine milk if charged with 
selling milk containing less than the legal minimum limits. If, however, the 
milk was proved to be below the legal limits for the constituents, the seller 
instead of being charged with a criminal offence would come under a civil liability 
for the offenoe. The objeot of the civil claim would be to discriminate between 
the seller of poor genuine milk and the seller who fraudulently adulterates his 
milk. The seller against whom adulteration had been proved would be charged 
with a criminal offenoe and he would be punished in the Criminal Courts. This 
amendment would enable local authorities to discriminate between the seller of 
poor genuine milk and the seller who adulterates his milk either by adding water, 
removing butter fat, or by any other means. 

Dr Tocher also referred to the proposal on foot to institute compulsory pasteurisa¬ 
tion of all milk sold to the public. He recently made on effort to ascertain the 
exact proposals which were to be embodied in the Bill, which was to apply both 
to England and to Scotland. He had interviewed various officials in Government 
Departments and also those interested in milk production in Great Britain. 
Pasteurisation was a very knotty problem, involving, as it did, commercial interests 
as well as the interests of the consumers of inilk. The British Medical Association 
and large distributing companies were in favour of compulsory pasteurisation. 
It would appear that if compulsory pasteurisation were instituted by law it 
would probably mean the elimination of small distributors and small producers. 
He haa undertaken to prepare a small booklet or brochure stating the case for 
and against compulsory pasteurisation. The brochure would contain the opinions 
of most leading authontes and of those commercially interested. Due to the 
enterprise and activity of dairy farmers throughout the country the number of 
disease-free herds was now increasing very rapidly. Now that the veterinary 
officials of local authorities were under the control of the Ministry, the cleaning 
up of herds, which should follow from the action of the veterinary officers, would 
probably mean an early large increase in the number of disease-free herds both 
in England and Scotland. 


Vote of Thanks . 

Major R. W. Sharpe of The Park, Earlston, in moving a hearty vote of thanks 
to Colonel Carruthers for presiding, said they were indebted to him for vory much 
more than being their Chairman that day. For many years Colonel Carruthers 
had been a pillar of strength to the Society. Ho was one of their Vice-Presidents 
and Honorary Secretary ; indeed, he was in every office open to a Director; 
and during all these busy years he had been arduous in his labours for the good of 
the Society. The position now held by the Society was largely duo to the work put 
in by Colonel CarrutherB on their behalf, and he was sure he expressed the hope 
of everyone that for many years he would be able to give them his sound advice. 

Colonel Carruthers, in reply, said he would like to take the opportunity of 
thanking them for having appointed him as one of the Vice-Presidents this year. 
He regarded it as a very great honour and he appreciated it very highly. As 
Major Sharpe had said, he had always tried to do his best for the Society, and 
he would continue to do so. 


MEETING OF MEMBERS HELD IN THE SHOWYARD, 
DUMFRIES, 22nd JUNE 1938. 

His Royal Highness The Duke or Gloucester, K.G., K.T., 
President of the Sooiety, in the Chair. 

His Royal Highness The Duke of Gloucester, in opening the proceedings, said :— 
My Lords, Ladies, and Gentlemen, —I much appreciate the honour you 
have done me in making me your President for the year, and the Duchess of 
Gloucester and I are delighted to have this opportunity of visiting the Highland 
Show in Dumfries. 
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The Society can point to a proud record of over a hundred yearB’ service to 
Agriculture in Scotland, and it lias, throughout its career, taken a special interest 
in agricultural education and research. Among many other useful activities 
it encourages through local societies the improvement of Live stock and the practice 
of agriculture in the various districts, awarding in this connection money premiums 
and medals to the value of over £1000 a year. 

This fine show of Scottish live stock indicates very clearly the predominant 
place that live stock production occupies in the agriculture of Scotland, and 
the interest and skill of our farmers in developing that branch of the industry 
to the highest pitch of perfection. Proof of their success may be found in the 
eagerness with which, for many years, agriculturalists in other countries have 
come to buy breeding stock in Scotland, and have expressed, in the most satis* 
factory way, their appreciation of its high qualities. More recently, remarkable 
evidence of their superiority is afforded by tne records of bonus payments under 
the Live Stock Industry Act. I understand that from the beginning of the scheme 
the proportion of fat cattle which qualified in Scotland for the higher rate of 
subsidy was 70 per cent, as c ompared with the United Kingdom average of 40 
per cent, while at present the Scottish figure is actually as high as about 88 per 
cent. That is certainly a very notable achievement, and one which, I am glad 
to think, carries with it a substantial pecuniary reward. The sheep farmer, though 
he may find comfort in a happier past history, is at the moment in a less fortunate 
position, and I trust that his trade in mutton and wool may speedily improve. 
Such improvement would moan much to Scotland’s agriculture as a whole, for 
the sheep is a very important animal in Scotland—how important may be judged 
from the fact that the sheop population outnumbers the human population, and 
there are only two other countries in the world—Australia and New Zealand— 
erf which the same can bo said. 

I have mentioned cattle and sheep. The Clydesdale horse is another instanco 
of the Scotman’s natural aptitude for breeding fine animals. Most people, I think, 
are, like myself, lovers of good horses, and it is not without a tinge of regret that 
one sees the horse giving way, sometimes gradually, sometimes Hwiftly, to the 
internal combustion engine. That is happening in agriculture as in other fields 
of activity. Scientific progress and economic pressure render tho process in¬ 
evitable, up to a point at any rate. And if testimony to this were needed, it is 
here in the splendid display of engines and implements of all kinds which your 
Society has assembled, and in the great interest shown by farmers in these 
mechanical developments. 

Agriculture, in these later years, has gone through many difficulties—not only 
in Scotland, but in most parts of-the world. Various methods have been adoptod 
of trying to overcome these difficulties ; but we must all recognise that, no matter 
what help tho farmer may desire and receive, his ultimate success must depend 
largely on his own initiative, energy, and resource, and his willingness to listen, 
with an open but no doubt critical mind, to what the scientist, the ongmeer, and 
the economist have to say to him. These qualities are not lacking in tho Scottish 
farmer, and your Society, throughout its long history, has done much to encourage 
their development and to open the way to further progress of both a technical 
and a practical kind. 

It only remains for me to congratulate the Directors of tho Highland and 
Agricultural Society of Scotland on their efforts, and to wish tho Society all 
success and prosperity in the years to come. 

I will now call on Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor to propose a vote of thanks to the 
Provost, Magistrates, and Town Council of Dumfries. 


Votes of Thanks. 

Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, Mungoswalls, Duns, Chairman of Directors, said ho 
had the pleasing duty of proposing, as they had heard, a cordial vote of thanks 
to Provost Kelly, the Magistrates, and the Town Council of Dumfries. He would 
like also to add the officials of the Town Council. They had been most helpful 
and had given the Society all assistance in the initial preparation for the Show. 
He thought they would agree with him when he said they had a delightful ground. 
They were enjoying good weather. The Provost had no control over the weather, 
but they owed him a very deep gratitude for what he had done in helping to 
raise funds to give them that very fine site. That was a very generous donation 
towards the success of the Show. Accordingly he proposed this formal resolution : 
“ That a cordial vote of thanks be accorded to the Provost, Magistrates, and 
Town Council of Dumfries for the excellent site provided for the Snow, the free 
supply of water, and their co-operation and assistance in all matters tending to 
promote the success of the Show.*' 
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Major R. W. Sharpe of The Park, Earlston, in seconding, said he did not require 
to add anything to what had been said by Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor with regard 
to the excellent arrangements which had been made for the Show and the very 
beautiful site they had. They all realised that these things could not be done 
without the hearty co-operation of the Town Council. 

The motion was heartily adopted. 

Provost Kelly, in acknowledging, said that on behalf of tho citizens of Dumfries 
he had to express pleasure that the Highland Society had come to the town. 
Although not an agriculturist he realised the importance of the industry and tho 
benefits that could be derived by a community from agriculture. Tho Highland 
Society in the past had done very great service. The only thing he did not like 
was the suggestion that the Show should be confined to one centre. Ho thought 
the whole of Scotland should participate in a Show such as they wero seeing 
that day. He felt proud of the position he held, and more than proud that His 
Royal Highness ana the Duchess should have come to Dumfries. The inhabitants 
of Dumfries much appreciated the work of the Highland Society, and ho might 
say that personally he had received every courtesy from the Directors. He 
wished the Show every success. 

Mr John E. B. Cowper, Gogar House, Corstorphine, Edinburgh, in proposing 
a vote of thanks to Colonel F. J. Carruthers of Dormont, Convenor, and the 
members of the Local Committee of Management, said the function of the Com¬ 
mittee was to make the arrangements for carrying on the exhibition. Tho 
Committee, ho would like to say, on this occasion had given groat satisfaction 
by the arrangements that had been made. The Committee was presided over 
by Colonel Carruthers, and to the Highland Society and its members tho name of 
Colonel Carruthers was a name to be conjured with. He could assure them that 
there was no one in the Highland Society who took more interest and was of 
more value as a Director than Colonel Carruthers. He would like to take the 
opportunity, on behalf of the Directors and the members, of thanking Colonel 
Carruthers for what he had done for the Society, and to express tho hope that the 
efforts he had put forward had not impaired his health. If they looked at tho 
Colonel, however, they would see that he was a hundred per cent better than he 
was this time last year. He hoped that Colonel Carruthers would continue his 
efforts to further the interests of the Society of which they wero all so proud. 
He formally moved a vote of thanks to Colonel Carruthers and tho members of 
the Local Committee of Management for the efficient and successful manner in 
which they had carried out the arrangements for the Show. 

Mr J. W. Prentice, Craigrie Farm, Clackmannan, seconded, and the motion 
was cordially adopted. 

Colonel Carruthers, in reply, said he had to thank those present, and especially 
Mr Cowper, on behalf of the Local Committee, for their vote of thanks. He 
would also like to thank Mr Cowper for his very kind references to what he had 
been able to do. As they knew, the duties of the Local Committee were in the 
main confined to the first day, when the principal classes were judged. That 
was a very arduous day for a great many of the attending members. He took 
no credit whatever for that. He was simply the Chairman of the Committee, 
and he had to leave it to the Committee to carry out their duties. He was round 
every one of the judging rings the previous day, and he knew that the Committee 
were all doing their work most efficiently. It was perhaps an anomalous position 
for him to be in, but he really thought the vote of thanks was very thoroughly 
deserved. He was not referring to himself. He had really done less than anyone 
else, and had only been a sort of figurehead. He thanked Mr Cowper very much 
indeed for his good wishes. He was a great deal better now, and ho hoped it was 
not going to be his last Show. 

Mr Alexander Murdoch, East Hallside, Cambuslang, said the resolution which 
he had been asked to propose was in the following terms: “ That the Society 
express its appreciation of the satisfactory arrangements made by the Railway 
and the Road Transport Companies for the expeditious transport of stock, im¬ 
plements, and visitors to the Show.** He had been asked on several occasions 
to propose this vote of thanks, and he observed it had been framed in a slightly 
different way—the road transport companies had been included. He had 
been in contact with all the principal exnibitors of stock, implements, &c., and 
so far he had not heard a single complaint of the manner in which the transport 
companies had performed their work. But for the railway and transport com¬ 
panies it would be impossible for the Highland Society to carry on its Show, 
because it would not be able without them to have the stock and implements 
brought there in time. 

Captain Ian S. Robertson, Linkwood, Elgin, in seconding, said he would like 
to endorse Mr Murdoch’s remarks as to the good services rondered by the railway 
and transport companies, but at the same time he did not think they should be

too oomplaoent in these days. He oame from the North of Scotland, and it might 
interest some of them to know that the railway service by some trains from Elgin 
to Edinburgh was no faster than it was thirty years ago. Having got that little 
shot in, he had to say, however, that he did appreciate the co-operation of the 
railway companies. 

The motion was nnanimouslypassed. 

Mr John Ballantyne, Chief Officer for Scotland of the L.M.S. Railway Company, 
in acknowledging the vote of thanks, said that was a somewhat notable day so 
far as the railway companies were concerned, because they were getting thanks. 
They were thoroughly accustomed to oriticism, and he appreciated the helpful 
criticism of Captain Robertson, because ho dared say there was a good deal in 
what he had said. In theso days of speed they should be speeding up. They 
appreciated very much the resolution which had been passed to the railway com¬ 
panies and the road transport undertakings. As the railway companies were 
now probably the largest road transport undertakings in the kingdom, they went 
both ways and faced both ways. They thanked them heartily for the resolution. 

The Earl of Home, m proposing of a vote of thanks to the Royal President, 
said he would like to express their most grateful thanks to His Royal Highness 
for having been so kind as to be their President this year, for honouring the Show 
with his presence, and for the very interesting and encouraging words he had 
spoken to them. They were very grateful to His Royal Highness for bringing 
with him Her Royal Highness The Duchess of Gloucester. The Duchess had 
won all their hearts north of the Tweed, and she had now won all the hearts of 
their brothers and sisters across the Border. 

The motion was enthusiastically oarried. 


ANNIVERSARY GENERAL MEETING, 4th JANUARY 1039. 

The Earl of Rosebery, D.S.O., M.C., President of the Society, in the Chair. 

Annual Report. 

Mr James Durno, Crichie, Inverurie, Chairman of Directors, in moving the 
adoption of the Annual Report by the Directors of the Society, copies of which 
had been circulated, said they were very fortunate indeed to have Lord Rosebery 
as President of the Society during the ensuing year. It showed the happy relations 
which had always existed, between the House of Rosebery and the Society. They 
were also very fortunate in having for Vice-Prosidents Lord Elphinstone, Lord 
Polwarth, Sir J. Don Wauchope, and Lord Provost Steele, Edinburgh. It was a 
matter of great interest to note that fifty years ago Lord Polwarth (whom they 
welcomed that day) became a Director of the Society in the year that his father 
was President. 

Mr Durno then referred briefly to the various items in the Report. The Accounts, 
he said, showed quite a satisfactory balance. The Dumfries Show was, he thought, 
a great success m every way. They were unfortunate in the weather, but the 
presence of Their Royal Highnesses The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester made 
the Show an unqualified success. He thought also they had to record their deepest 
thanks to Colonel Carruthers and Mr James Wyllie, who acted as Convener of the 
Local Committee and Convener of the Shows Committee respectively. They 
did a great deal of work, and it was due to them in no small degree that the Dumfries 
Show was such a success. 

In regard to the colouring of sheep, he thought that satisfactory arrangements 
had been come to whereby the exhibits of Border Leicester and other sheep 
would be a great credit to all at the forthcoming Edinburgh Show. 

During the year fourteen gold medals had been awarded to farm workers for 
long service, ranging from forty-five to sixty-two years* service on one farm or 
with one employer or his family. That, he thought, was very creditable indeed. 

Major R. F. Brebner, The Leuchold, Dalmeny, who seconded the adoption 
of the Report, said that Mr Durno had covered most of the Report in his remarks, 
but he had left one item—the Edinburgh Show of this year—on which be would 
like to say a word or two. The arrangements for the Show were well forward; 
as a matter of fact work had actually begun on the Showground. He was rather 
disappointed to find the other day that they had taken down the only timber 
on the Showground—about half a dozen specimens of not particularly good trees— 
but the Master of Works had informed him that the site would probably be used 
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for building in the future and that the tree# had not much longer to live. It 
was a most excellent site for the Show, and, with the arrangements they had 
made for the entertainment of the public other than those particularly interested 
in the agricultural part, he thought that, given good weather, they should have a 
very fine Show indeed. At the last Edinburgh Show they were very unfortunate 
in that the animals could not be brought because of foot-and-inouth disease 
restrictions. 

One item which would attract the Edinburgh people, apart from the live stock, 
would be the presence of the Life Guards, who would give performances at the 
Show. As they had never been in Edinburgh or Scotland before, it would be 
an unique occasion and an opportunity to the public to show their appreciation 
of what the Highland Society did to entertain them apart from the exhibits of 
stock. 

Mr Dumo, he said, had touched on the question of colouring sheep. They 
were all relieved to think that that matter was approaching settlement. Apart 
from the colouring of show sheep, he thought flock-masters should roally con¬ 
sider the question of discoloration and destruction of wool. There was no doubt 
there was a very considerable loss every year through wool being coloured, and 
he thought tho action of the Directors of the Highland Society might ultimately 
lead to a great deal of good. 

The Report was adopted. 

Election of Members. 

The Secretary submitted a list of 148 candidates for election to membership. 
These were balloted for and duly elected. 

Annual Accounts and Special Grants. 

Colonel F. J. Carruthers of Dormont, Honorary Secretary, in the absence of 
the Treasurer, the Earl of Home, K.T., submitted the Accounts of the Society 
for the year ended 30th November 1938. Receipts for the year, he said, excluding 
recoipts in respect of Life Subscriptions, amounted to £27,505, 13s. 5d. Receipts 
from Life Subscriptions were £908, 16s., or £312, 18s. less than in tho previous 
year. 4 Payments, including Special Grants of £472, 2s., amounted to £27,789, Is. 7d. 
During the year £362, lls. lid. was exponded in connection with the Chemical 
Department, and, after deduction of Entry Feos, &c., £139, 13s. Id. on Agricultural 
Education. Expenditure in respect of Grants to Local Societies, and the cost 
of medals for district competitions and certificates and medals for Long Service, 
amounted to £929, 9s. It would bo observed, he said, that tho balance of Receipts 
over Payments for tho year amounted to £625, 7s. lQd., but had the receipts from 
Life Subscriptions, £908, 16s., been treated as Capital, there would have beon a 
deficit on tho year's working of £283, 8s. 2d. 

He thought it right to point out that the value of the General Funds of the 
Society at 30th November 1938 showed a decrease of £8353, as compared with 
the value at 30th November 1937, due to depreciation in the market value of the 
Society's investments. 

He moved the adoption of tho Accounts and the approval of the following 
special grants recommended by the Board of Directors : (a) £500 to tho Royal 
(Dick) Veterinary College, being a further grant towards the cost of extension 
o f the buildings of the College ; (5) £100 to the Scottish Agricultural Organisation 
Society for the year 1939; (c) £100 towards the Capital Expenditure in connection 
with the establishment of an Agricultural ana Horticultural Demonstration 
Centre at Cupar, Fife; ( d) £10 to the Scottish Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

Mr Alexander Murdoch, East Hallside, Cambuslang, in seconding, said ho would 
like to emphasise what he had said on former occasions, that the whole of the 
ordinary revenue of tho Society was being spent every year and they were not 
hoarding up money. If they looked at the last page of the Accounts they would 
find they had enoroaohed on the Life Members^ Subscriptions to the extent of 
£283. Strictly speaking, Life Members* Subscriptions should be put to capital. 

The Accounts were adopted and the Spocial Grants approved. 


Argyll Naval Fund. 

Mr James Lumsden of Arden submitted a Report on the Argyll Naval Fund 
for the past year. The income for the year 1938, he said, amounted to £329, 6s. 7d., 
whilst expenditure was £347, 5s. 9a., comprising grants of £40 each to eight 
Naval Cadets, £20 to one Naval Cadet, and £7, 5s. 9d. in respect of advertising 
charges. 
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Grants to Local Societies . 

Mr John E. B. Cowper, Gogar House, Corstorphine, Convener of the Shows 
Committee, submitted the Report on Grants to Local Societies, and the Report 
was approved. 


Show of 1941. 

Mr James Paton, Kirknoss, Gleneraig, moved: “That, provided a suitable 
site is available, and satisfactory financial and other arrangements can be made, 
the Society’s Show of 1941 be held in the Porth Show Division.” 

Mr John D. Allan, Culthill Implement Works, Murthly, seconded, and the 
motion was adopted. 


Chemist's Report. 

Dr J. F. Tocher, Consulting Chemist to the Society, submitted a Report on 
the work done in his department during the past half-year. The substance of 
the Report appears on pp. 217-222 of this volume. 


Vote of Thanks. 

Sir Joshua Ross-Taylor, Mungoswalls, Duns, in proposing a vote of thanks to 
Lord Rosebery for presiding, said that in accepting office as President for the 
ensuing year His Lordship was following in the footsteps of his illustrious father, 
who was President of the Society from 1915 to 1919. The Show of 1919 was the 
first held after the war, and it was one of the most successful Shows tho Society 
over held. He was certain that the Show of 1939, under the Presidency of Lord 
Rosebery, would be equally successful. As Directors they would all be pleased 
to see exhibits from Lord Rosebery, who had Aberdeen-Angus cattlo at Dalmcny 
and Blackface shoop on tho Moorfoots, leading their respective sections. 

Lord Rosebery, m reply, said he considered it not only a pleasure but also 
an honour to bo President of the Society. His family had always been interested 
in agriculture. He trusted that this year’s Show would bo a successful one. 
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GENERAL NOTICE. 


Tu Highland Society was instituted in the year 1784, «uad incorporated by 
Royal Charter in 1787. Tts operation was at first limited to matters ooimeoted 
with the improvement of the Highlands of Scotland; but the supervision of 
certain departments, proper to that part of the country, having been subsequently 
committed to special Boards of Management, several of the earlier objeote con¬ 
templated by tne Society were abandoned, while the progress of agrioultture led 
to the adoption of others of a more general character. The exertions of the Society 
were thus early extended to the whole of Scotland, and have since been continu¬ 
ously directed to the promotion of the soienoe and practice of agrioulture in all 
its branches. 

In aooordance with this more enlarged sphere of aotion, the original title of the 
Society was altered, under a Royal Charter, in 1884, to Tan Highland and 
Aobioultubal Society of Scotland. 

The Society avoids questions of political controversy, but in other publio matters 
of practical concern to agriculture it seeks to guard and promote, by every means 
in its power, the welfare of all interested in the agrioulture of Scotland. 

Among the more important measures which have been effected by the Society 


1. Agricultural Meetings and General Shows of Stock, Implements, Ac., held 
in the principal towns of Scotland, at wliioh exhibitors from all parts of Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland, and Eire (Irish Free State) are allowed to compete. 

2. A system of District Shows instituted for the purpose of improving the breeds 
of Stook moot suitable for different ports of the country, and of aiding and direct¬ 
ing the efforts of Local Agricultural Societies and Associations. 

8 . A sohome of Awards to Farm Workers for long and approved service in 
Scotland. 

4. The encouragement of Agricultural Education, under powers conferred by a 
supplementary Royal Charter, granted in 1850, and authorising +bo Society to 
grant Diplomas to Students of Agrioulture ; and by giving grants in aid of educa¬ 
tion in Agriculture and allied sciences. In 1900 the Society discontinued its own 
Examination, and instituted Jointly with the Royal Agricultural Society of Eng¬ 
land an Examination for a National Diploma in Agrioulture. 

5. The Institution of an Examination for a National Diploma in Dairying, 
Jointly with the Royal Agricultural Society of England and the British Dairy 
Farmers’ Association. 

6. The institution of an Examination in Forestry for First and Second Glass 
Certificates. Terminated in 1995 in aooordance with arrangements made with 
the Royal Scottish Forestry Society. 

7. The advancement of the Veterinary Art, by conferring Certificates on Students 
who have passed through a prescribed curriculum, and who are found, by public 
examination, qualified to practise. Terminated in 1881 in accordance with arrange¬ 
ments made with the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

8. The appointment of a Chemist for tho purpose of promoting the application 
of sciefice to agriculture. 

9. The establishment of a Botanical Department. 

10. The appointment of an Entomologist to advise members regarding insect 
pests, Ac. 

11. The annual publication of the 1 Transactions/ comprehending papers by 
Bolocted writers. Prise Reports, and reports of experiments, also an abstract of 
the business at Board and General Meetings, and other communications. 

12. The management of a fund left by John, 5th Duke of Argyll (the original 
President of the Society), to assist young natives of the Highlands who enter His 
Majesty’s Navy. 


CONSTITUTION AND MANAGEMENT. 

The general business of Tub Highland and Agbkjultdbal Sogzstt on 
Scotland is conducted under the sanction and oontrol of the Royal Charters, 
re f er r ed to above, which authorise the enactment of Bye-Laws. 

The Offioe-Bearers consist of a President, Four Vice-Presidents. Thirty-two 
Ordinary and Twenty Extraordinary Directors/a Treasurer, an Honorary and an 
Acting Secretary, an Auditor, and other Officers. 

The Supplementary Charter of 1856 provides for the appointment of a Council 
on Education, consisting of Sixteen Member*—Nine nominated by the Charter 
and Seven elected by the Society.

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MEETINGS. 

General Meetings.—By the Charter the Sooiety must hold two 
General Meetings eaoh year, and, under ordinary oiroumstancee, 
they are held in the months of January and June, for the election 
of Members and other business. Twenty a quorum. 

By a resolution of the General Meeting held on 15th January 
1879, a General Meeting of Members is held in the Showyard on the 
occasion of the Annual Show. In 1939 it will be held at Edinburgh, 
on the Wednesday of the Show, at an hour to be announced in 
the Programme of the Show. 

With reference to motions at General Meetings, Bye-Law No. 19 
provides that—“ At General Meetings of the Society no motion or 
proposal (except of mere form or courtesy) shall be submitted or 
entertained for immediate deoision unless notice thereof has been 
given two weeks previously to the Board of Directors, without preju¬ 
dice, however, to the competency of a motion or proposal, of which 
due notice has not been given, being remitted to the Directors for 
consideration, and thereafter being disposed of at a future General 
Meeting.” 

Directors* Meetings.—The Board of Directors meet (except when 
otherwise arranged) on the first Wednesday of eaoh month from 
November to June, inclusive, at 1.30 P.M., and occasionally as 
business may require, on a requisition by three Directors to the 
Secretary, or on intimation by him. Seven a quorum.

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NATIONAL DIPLOMA IN AGRICULTURE 

By a Supplementary Charter under the Great Seal, granted in 
1858, the Society is empowered to grant Diplomas. 

From 1858 to 1899 the Society held an annual Examination for 
Certificate and Diploma in Agriculture. In 1873 the Free Life 
Membership of the Society was granted to winners of the Diploma. 
In 1882 permission was given to holders of the Diploma to append 
the letters F.H.A.S. to their names. These arrangements terminated 
in 1899. 

In 1898 it was resolved by the Royal Agricultural Society of 
England and the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland to 
discontinue the independent Examinations in Agriculture held by 
the two Societies, and to institute in their stead a Joint-Examination 
for a National Diploma in Agriculture (N.D.A.). This Examina¬ 
tion is now conducted under the management of “The National 
Agricultural Examination Board ” appointed by the two Societies. 
The first Joint Examination was held in 1900. 


REGULATIONS FOR EXAMINATION IN THE 
SCIENCE AND PRACTICE OF AGRICULTURE 

1. The Societies may hold conjointly, under the management of 
the National Agricultural Examination Board appointed by them, 
an Annual Examination in the Science and Practice of Agriculture, 
at a convenient centre. 

2. Candidates who pass the Examination will receive the National 
Diploma in Agriculture—the Diploma to be distinguished shortly by 
the letters “ N.D.A.” 

3. The Examination will be conducted by means of written 
papers and oral examinations. 

4. In order to be eligible to sit for the Board's Examination in 
Agriculture, a candidate must— 

(a) Present a certificate from a recognised Agricultural 
College that his attainments in the subjects of General Botany , 
Geology, General Chemistry , Physics , and Mechanics , as attested 
by class and other examinations, are, in the opinion of the 
authorities of the College, suoh as to justify his admission to the 
Board's Examination; or 

(b) Produce evidence that he has passed the 1st B.So. or the 
Intermediate Examination in Science of a British University; or 

(c) Present a School Certificate awarded by a British 
University Examination Board, and produce evidence that 
he has continued his study of science for at least a year and 
has obtained a certificate in Physics, Chemistry and Botany 
at the Higher Certificate Examination of a British University 
Examination Board; or 

$8(d) Present a Leaving Certificate in Science (including 
Chemistry and Botany) of the Scottish Education Department. 



NATIONAL DIPLOMA IN AGRICULTURE. 
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5. In the case of students who satisfy the Board that they have not 
had the facilities for obtaining the foregoing certificates, the Board 
will be prepared to consider evidence of equivalent attainment. 
[Applications under this rule must be lodged three months before the 
date of the annual examination.] 

0. Before sitting for the Practical Agriculture and Farm 
Machinery and Implements papers, all candidates must produce 
evidence of possessing a practical knowledge of Agriculture obtained 
by residence on a farm in the British Isles for a period or 
periods (not more than two) covering a complete year of farming 
operations . 

7. Candidates will have the option of taking the whole of the follow¬ 
ing nine papers at one time, or of sitting for a group of any three, 
four, or five in the first year and the remaining subjects (at one 
examination) within the next two years :—

Agricultural Society of England, the Highland and Agricultural 
Society of Scotland, and the British Dairy Farmers’ Association. 


REGULATIONS FOR EXAMINATION IN THE 
SCIENCE AND PRACTICE OF DAIRYING 

1. The Societies may hold annually in England and in Scotland, 
under the management of the National Dairy Examination Board 
appointed by them, one or more examinations for the National 
Diploma in the Science and Practice of Dairying; the Diploma to 
be distinguished shortly by the letters ‘ N.D.D.’ 

2 . The Examinations will bo held on dates and at places from 
time to time appointed and duly announced. 

3. Forms of Entry for the Examination in England may be 
obtained from “ The Secretary, Royal Agricultural Society of Eng¬ 
land, 16 Bedford Square, London, W.0.1,” and must be returned 
to him duly filled up, with the entry fee, on or before Thursday, 
20th July 1939. 

4. Forms of Entry for the Examination in Scotland may be 
obtained from “ The Secretary, Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland, 8 Eglinton Crescent, Edinburgh 12,” and must be returned 
to him duly filled up, with the entry fee, on or before Saturday, 
29th July 1939. 

5. Any candidate may enter for the Examination either in Eng¬ 
land or Scotland, but not in both, and a candidate who has once 
taken part in an Examination in England cannot enter for an 
Examination in Scotland, or vice versa . An exception may be made 
in favour of a candidate reappearing under Regulation 11 (3) provided 
special application is made at the time of entry . 

6. As a preliminary to the acceptance of any application for per¬ 
mission to enter for the Examination, a candidate must produce:— 

(1) A certificate testifying that he or she has attended a Diploma 
Course in the subjects of the Examination covering two 
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academic years at an approved Dairy Training Institution 
and has satisfied the authorities of the Institution of his 
or her fitness for admission to the Examination. This 
period shall include six session months’ instruction (con¬ 
sisting of not more than two periods) in practical dairy 
work. 

(2) Evidence that he or she has spent at least six months in 
not more than two periods on an approved Dairy farm 
and taken part in the work, both in the dairy and on the 
land. This period must not run concurrently with the six 
months’ practical training referred to in subsection 1. 

A Dairy Farm to be approved must have not fewer than 
fifteen cows kept in daily milking . 

7. A candidate who has already taken a Degree in Agriculture 
of a British University, or a Diploma in Agriculture recognised by 
the National Dairy Examination Board, will be allowed to enter 
for the National Diploma in Dairying Examination after one year’s 
subsequent training at an approved Dairy Training Institution, 
providing that such course includes at least six months’ training in 
practical dairy work, and that he or she has worked for at least six 
months on an approved Dairy Farm. 

8. In the Examination a candidate will be required to satisfy the 
Examiners by means of written papers, practical work, and viva 
voce, that he or she has :— 

(1) A general knowledge of the Management of a Dairy Farm, 

including the rearing and feeding of Dairy Stock, the can¬ 
didate being required to satisfy the Examiners that he or 
she had had a thorough training and practical experience 
in all the details of Dairy work as pursued on a farm. 

(2) A thorough acquaintance, both practical and scientific, with 

everything connected with the management of a Dairy, 
and the manufacture of Butter and Cheese. 

(3) A general knowledge of Dairy Factory Management, Dairy 

Hygiene, Dairy Engineering, and Dairy Book-keeping. 

(4) Practical skill in Dairying, to be tested by the making of 

Butter and Cheese. 

Noth. —A candidate must be prepared to make any one 
of the following varieties of Hard Pressed Cheese, the 
Examiner in Cheese-making having the option of say¬ 
ing during the Examination what variety a candidate 
shall make:— 

At the English Centre : Cheddar, Cheshire, or 
Derby. 

At the Scottish Centre i Cheddar, Dunlop, or 
Cheshire. 

9. Candidates will have the option of:— 

(a) Taking the whole Examination at one time; or 
(bj Taking the Examination in two parts. 

A candidate taking the Examination in two parts must take the 
following subjects at the first sitting: Dairy Farming, Dairy 
Hygiene, Principles of Dairying, Dairy Factory Management 
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and Dairy Engineering, Practical Cheese-making and Butter- 
making ; the remaining throe Papers, Chemistry and Phystcs, 
Dairy Bacteriology, and Dairy Book-keeping, to b© taken at 
the Examination in tho following year.

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CERTIFICATES IN FORESTRY 

In 1870 the Society instituted an Examination in Forestry, and 
granted First and Second-Class Certificates respectively to such 
students as attained a certain standard of proficiency in the following 
subjects. Candidates were required to possess a thorough acquaint¬ 
ance with the theory and practice of Forestry, and a general know¬ 
ledge of the following branches of study, so far as theso applied to 
Forestry: (a) the elements of Forest Botany and Forest Zoology: 
(b) the olements of Meteorology and Geology ; (c) Forest Engineering ; 
and (d) Arithmetic and Book-keeping. 

Holders of the First-Class Certificate were entitled to become free 
Life Members of the Society. 

In view of the institution of Examinations for Certificates and 
Diplomas in Forestry by the Royal Scottish Forestry Society, and 
by arrangement with that Society, the Board of Directors of the 
Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland resolved in 1935 to 
cease holding further Examinations for the First and Second-Class 
Certificates, and that, in future, the granting of Certificates and 
Diplomas be left in the hands of the Royal Scottish Forestry Society. 

The list of students who obtained the Highland and Agricultural 
Society’s Certificates in Forestry prior to 1899 appears in the 1 Trans¬ 
actions ’ for the year 1899. A further list of those obtaining Certifi¬ 
cates between 1899 and 1935 inclusive appears in the ‘ Transactions ’ 
for tho year 1935. The total number of Certificates granted since 
the commencement of the Examination in 1870 was as follows: 
First-Class, 43 ; Second-Class, 38. 


VETERINARY CERTIFICATES AND 
MEDALS 

The Society established a Veterinary Department in 1823, but by 
an arrangement made with the Royal College of Voterinary Surgeons, 
the Society’s examination ceased in 1881. Holders of the Society’s 
Veterinary Certificate are entitled to become members of the Roya 
College of Veterinary Surgeons on payment of cor tain fees, without 
being required to undergo any further examination. Tho number 
of students who passed for tho Society’s Certificate is 1183. 

The Society gives annually a limited number of silver medals for 
Class competition to each of the two Veterinary Colleges in Scotland 
—the Royal (Dick) Veterinary College, Edinburgh, and the Glasgow 
Veterinary College, Glasgow.

REPORTS ON THE ANIMAL ENEMIES OF CROP PLANTS 
AND LIVE STOCK (INCLUDING POULTRY). 

The Consulting Zoologist is prepared to send to any Member of 
the Society a Report on damage to or diseases of plants and animals 
due to animal agency (Insects, Mites, Worms, Snails, Slugs, Birds, 
and the Smaller Mammals), and will advise Members regarding 
insects or allied animals which, in any stage of their development, 
infest— 

(a) Farm crops. (d) Fruit and fruit trees. 

(b) Stored grain. i ( e ) Forest trees and stored timber. 

(c) Garden and greenhouse plants. | (/) Live stock (including poultry). 

Any Member consulting Dr Cameron should give him full par¬ 
ticulars of the damage or disease upon which his advice is desired. 
In addition, there should be sent to him specimens of the injured 
plants, or the injured parts of plants, &c., as woll as specimens of 
the insects or animals believed to be the cause of the injury. 

Specimens should bo sent in tin or wooden boxos, or in quills, in 
order to prevent injury in transmission. 

The Directors have fixed the feo payable by Mombors to Dr 
Cameron at 2s. 6d. for each case upon which he is consulted : this fee 
should be sent to him along with the application for information.

CHEMICAL DEPARTMENT 


Chemist to the Society —J. F. Tocheb, D.Sc., LL.D., F.I.C., 
Crown Mansions, 41J Union Street, Aberdeen. 

The object of the Chemical Department is to promote the diffusion 
of a knowledge of Chemistry as applied to agriculture among the 
members of the Society, to carry out experiments for that purpose, 
to assist members who are engaged in making local experiments 
requiring the direction or services of a chemist, to direct members in 
regard to the use of manures and feeding-stuffs, to assist them to put 
the purchase of these substances under proper control, and in general 
to consider all matters coming under the Society’s notice in connection 
with the Chemistry of Agriculture. 


MEMBERS’ PRIVILEGES IN RESPECT TO ANALYSES. 

The Directors are anxious to take any steps in their power to 
expose the vendors of inferior fertilisers and feeding-stuffs, and the 
members can give them assistance in this by supplying to the 
Chemist, when sending samples for analysis, information as to the 
guarantee, if any, on which the goods were sold, and also as to the 
price charged. 

These chargee apply only to analyses made for agricultural purposes , and for the sole 
and private use of members of the Highland and Agricultural Society who are 
not engaged in the manufacture or sale of the substances analysed. 

Valuations of manures, according to the Society's scale of units, 
will be supplied if requested. 

The Society will not be liable for payment of fees in respect of 
analyses for any member in excess of £6 for any one year, or £10 for 
any five conseoutive years. 

The undernoted fees are those payable by a member. These 
amounts represent only one-third of the total fee for any particular 
analysis, the other two-tliirds being paid by the Society. 

This scale does not apply to members whose subscriptions are 
in arrears.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR SELECTING SAMPLES FOR ANALYSIS. 

Manures. 

Any method of sampling mutually agreed upon between buyer and 
seller may be adopted, but the following method is recommended as 
a very complete and satisfactory one : Four or more bags should be 
selected for sampling. Each bag is to be emptied out separately on a 
clean floor, worked through with the spade, and one spadeful taken 
out and set aside. The four or more spadofuls thus set aside are to 
be mixed together until a uniform mixture is obtained. Of this 
mixture one spadeful is to be taken, spread on paper, and still more 
thoroughly mixed, any lumps which it may contain being broken 
down with the hand. Of this mixture two samples of about half a 
pound each should be taken by the purchaser or his agent, in the 
presence of the seller or his agent or two witnesses (due notioe having 
been given to the seller of the time and place of sampling), and these 
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samples should be taken as quickly as possible, and put into bottles 
or tin cases to prevent loss of moisture, and having been labelled, 
should be sealed by the samplers—one or more samples to be retained 
by the purchaser, and one to be sent to the Chemist for analysis. 

Feeding-Stufes. 

Samples of feeding-stuffs which are in the form of meal may be 
taken in a similar manner to that mentioned above. 

Samples of cake should be taken by selecting four or more cakes 
from the bulk. These should be nutted to a size not larger than 
walnuts. The nutted cake should then be thoroughly mixed and 
samples of not less than one pound each taken from it. The samples 
should be put into bottles or tins, sealed up, and labelled. One 
sample should be sent to the Chemist, and one or more duplicates 
retained by the purchaser. 


Vegetable Products. 

Turnips, dec., at least 50 bulbs carefully selected as of fair avorage 
growth. 

Hay, straw, ensilage, doc., should be sampled from a thin section 
cut across the whole stack or silo, and carefully mixed ; above 2 lb. 
weight is required for analysis. 

Grain should be sampled like manures. 

Grass should be representative of the whole field; about 5 lb. 
weight is roquired for analysis. 

Dairy Produce. 

Milk .—Samples of milk from individual cows should be taken 
direct from the milk-pail after complete milking. Average samples 
from a number of cows should be taken immediately after milking. 
Specify whether the sample is morning or evening milk, or a mixture 
of these. Samples to be tested for adulteration should not be drawn 
from the bottom or taken from the top of standing milk, but they 
should be ladled from the vessel after the milk has been thoroughly 
mixed. Samples of milk should be sent immediately to the Chemist. 

For most purposes a half-pint bottle of milk is a large enough 
sample. 

Butter .—About quarter-pound samples are required. 

Waters. 

When the water is from a well, it should be pumped for some 
minutes before taking the sample. 

If the well has been standing unused for a long time, if should be 
pumped for some hours, so that the water may be renewed as far 
as possible. 

If the well has been newly dug or cleaned out, it should be pumped 
as dry as possible, daily, for a week before taking the sample. 

Water from oistems, tanks, ponds, &c., should be sampled by 
immersing the bottle entirely under the water, and holding it, neck 
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upwards, some inches below the surface. Water from the surface 
should not be allowed to enter the bottle . 

Spring or stream water should not be sampled in very wet weather, 
but when the water is in ordinary condition. Such waters shouH be 
sampled by immersing the bottle. If not deep enough for that 
purpose, a perfectly clean cup should be used for transferring the 
water to the bottle. 

When the bottle has been filled the stopper should be rinsed in the 
water before replacing it. 

Interference with or disturbance of wells or springs, or the ground 
in their immediate vicinity, must be carefully avoided during 
sampling, and for at least twenty-four hours before it. 

After a sample has been taken, it should be sent to the Chemist as 
speedily as possible. 

A description of the source and circumstances of the water should 
accompany the sample, as the interpretation of the analytical results 
depends to some extent on a knowledge of such particulars. 

N.B .—Stone jars and old wine bottles are unsuitable for conveying 
samples. Winchester quarts chemically cleaned should be obtained 
from Dr J. F. Toohkb, Crown Mansions, 41J Union Street, Aberdeen. 
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COMPOSITION AND CIIAR ACT ERISTICS OP MANURES 
AND FEEDINU-STUFFS. 

Note on Statutory Statements. 

In the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, 1926, are included 
certain schedules which give the definitions implied on the sale of 
fertilisers and feeding-stuffs under certain namos and also the par¬ 
ticulars to be contained in the statutory statement which has to bo 
furnished to the purchaser in connection with the sale of a fertiliser 
or a feeding-stuff. Such statutory statements “ shall have effoct as 
a written warranty by the seller that tho particulars contained in the 
statutory statement arc correct.” 

The particulars required vary for different articles and tho under¬ 
noted are given as examples. Full particulars can be found by 
reference to the schedules of the Act.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR VALUING MANURES. 

The unit used for the valuation of manures is the hundredth part of a 
ton, and as the results of analyses of manures are expressed in parts per 
hundred, the percentage of any ingredient of a manure when multiplied 
by the price of the unit of that ingredient represents the value of the 
quantity of it contained in a ton. 

As an example take muriate of potash ; & good sample (see p. 48) will 
be guaranteed to contain 50 per cent of oxide of potash. All potash 
manures are valued according to the amount of potash (oxide of potash) 
they yield, and muriate of potash yields 50 per cent of potash (K s O)—*>., 
50 units per ton; and as a ton of muriate of potash costs £8, 5s., the 
price of the unit is the fiftieth part of that—viz., 3/3$. If on analysis 
a sample of muriate of potash guaranteed to contain 50 per cent of 
potash is found to contain only 47 per cent, the price per ton will be 
9/10 (three times 3/3$) less—viz., £7, 15s. 2d. 

Similarly with all other manures, the price per unit is derived from

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the price per ton of a sample of good material up to its guarantee, and 
therefore the proper price per ton of a manure is found by multiplying 
the price of the unit of the valuable ingredient by the percentage as 
found by analysis. If a manure contains more than one valuable 
ingredient, the unit value of each ingredient is multiplied by its per¬ 
centage, and the values so found when added together give approxi¬ 
mately the price per ton of the manure. 

Nitrate or soda contains no ammonia, but it contains nitrogen, and 14 
units of nitrogen are equivalent to 17 units of ammonia. 

The commercial values of manures are determined by means of the 
Units in the following manner :— 

Take the results of analysis of the manure, and look for the following 
substances:— 

Phosphates dissolved (or soluble phos¬ 
phoric acid) 

Phosphates undissolved (or insoluble 
phosphoric acid) 

Total phosphoric acid 
Nitrogen 
Potash 

Should the results of analysis or the guarantee not be expressed in that 
way, the chemist or the seller should be asked to state the quantities 
in these terms. 

Suppose the manure is ground mineral phosphate— 

The proportion of phosphate present in a sample guaranteed to contain 
26 per cent phosphoric acid, may be 24 per cent phosphoric acid. The 
price per unit of phosphoric acid in ground mineral phosphate (26 per 
cent grade) is 2s. l£d. The value of ground mineral phosphate contain¬ 
ing 24 per cent phosphoric acid is therefore 24 times 2s. lid., equal to 
£2, 11 s. per ton. 

Suppose the manure is a superphosphate—say an ordinary superphos¬ 
phate, 17 per cent soluble phosphoric acid,—the price per unit of phos¬ 
phoric acid in superphosphate (18 per cent grade) is 3/8 at Leith. 

It is valued thus— 

Soluble phosphoric acid. 17 times 3/8, equal to £3, 2s. 4d. 

Insoluble phosphoric acid is not valued in a superphosphate. 

Suppose the manure is a compound fertiliser containing 4 per cent 
nitrogen, 7 per cent soluble phosphoric acid, 3 per cent insoluble 
phosphoric acid, aud 4 per cent potash. From the units given on p. 49 
for “Mixtures and Compound Manures,” the value of this compound 
fertiliser is obtained as follows :—

Nitrogen will be . . . . £1 10 0 per ton 

Soluble phosphoric acid will be . .18 0 „ 

Insoluble phosphoric acid will be .0 8 3 „ 

Potash will be.0 16 0 „

The value of this manure will thus be £4, 2s. 3d. per ton, exclusive 
of the cost of mixing, bags and bagging, which may be taken on an 
average at about 20/- per ton.

The following is a Table showing (under Section A) the average 
proportions of nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash present in the 
feeding-stuffs named. The Table also shows the valut; per unit of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash, the prices per unit being 
the value per unit for compound manures prevailing for 1939. 
The residual value of nitrogen is based on the total nitrogen 
content of the feeding-stuffs instead of being divided into digested 
and undigested nitrogen as was done in previous years. Under 
Section B of the Table is shown the compensation value per ton of 
food consumed for each of the feeding-stuffs named, based on the unit 
prices for 1939. Column (1) of Section B of the Table shows the 
value per ton recovered in dung; while the remaining two columns 
show the residual values per ton after one crop and two crops have 
been removed. 

The residual value, after one crop has been removed, is taken as 
one-half of the original residual value. Residual values are reduced 
by one-half after each crop.

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BOTANICAL DEPARTMENT 

Consulting Botanist to the Society —(vacant). 


The Society has fixed the following scale of charges for the 
examination of plants and seeds for the bona fide and individual use 
and information of members of the Society (not being seedsmen), 
who are particularly requested, when applying to the Consulting 
Botanist, to mention the kind of examination required, and to 
quote its number as appearing in the undemoted Scale of Charges. 
The charge for examination must be paid at the time of application, 
and the carriage or postage on all parcels must be prepaid. 


Scale of Charges for Examinations . 

1. A report on the purity, amount, and nature of foreign materials, 

and the germinating power of a sample of seed . . Is. 

2. Determination of the species of any weed or other plant, or of 

any vegetable parasite, with a report on its habits and the 
means for its extermination or prevention . . .Is. 

3. Report on any disease, affecting farm crops . . . Is. 

4. Determination of the species of any natural grass or fodder 

plant, with a report on its habits and pasture or feeding 
value . . . . . . . .Is. 

The Consulting Botanist’s Reports are furnished to enable members 
—purchasers of seeds and com for agricultural or horticultural pur- 
poses—to test the value of what they buy, and are not to bo used 
or made available for advertising or trade purposes by seedsmen or 
otherwise. 


Purchase of Seeds . 

The purchaser should obtain from the vendor, by invoice or other 
writing, the proper designation of the seeds bought, with a guarantee 
of the percentage of purity and germination, and of its freedom from 
ergot, and in the case of clover, from the seeds of dodder or broom- 
rape. 

It is strongly recommended that the purchase of prepared mixtures 
of seeds should be avoided. The different seeds should be •purchased 
separately and mixed by the farmer : mixtures cannot be tested for 
germination. 

The Sampling of Seeds . 

The utmost care should be taken to secure a fair and honest 
sample. This should be drawn from the bulk delivered to the pur¬ 
chaser, and not from the sample sent by the vendor. 
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When legal evidence is required, the sample should be taken from 
the bulk, and placed in a sealed bag in the presence of a witness. 
Care should be taken that the sample and bulk be not tampered with 
after delivery, or mixed or brought in contact with any other sample 
or bulk. 

At least one ounce of grass and other small seeds should be sent, 
and two ounces of cereals and the larger seeds. When the bulk is 
obviously impure the sample should be at least double the amount 
specified. Grass seeds should bo sent at least four weeks, and seeds 
of clover and coreals two weeks, before they are to be used. 

The exact name under which the sample has been sold and pur¬ 
chased should accompany it. 


Reporting the Results . 

The Report will be made on a schedule in which tho nature and 
amount of impurities will be stated, and the number of days each 
sample has been under test, with the percentage of the seeds which 
have gorminated. 

“ Hard ” clover seeds, though not germinating within the time 
stated, will be considered good seeds, and their percentage separately 
stated. 

The impurities in the sample, including tho chaff of the species 
tested, will be specified in the schedule, and only tho percentage of 
the pure seed of that species will bo reported upon ; but tho Real 
Value of the sample will be stated. Tho Real Value is the combined 
percentages of purity and germination, and is obtained by multiply¬ 
ing these percentages and dividing by 100: thus in a sample of 
Meadow Fescue having 88 per cent purity and 95 per cent germina¬ 
tion, 88 multiplied by 95 givos 8360, and this divided by 100 gives 
83*6, the Real Value. 


Selecting Specimens of Plants . 

Tho whole plant should bo taken up and the earth shaken from 
the roots. If possible the plants should be in flower or fruit. They 
must be packed in a light box, or in a firm paper parcel. 

Specimens of diseased plants or of parasites should be forwarded 
as fresh as possible. They must be placed in a bottle, or packed 
in tinfoil or oil-silk. 

All specimens should be accompanied with a letter specifying the 
nature of the information required, and stating any local circum¬ 
stances (soil, situation, &c.) which, in the opinion of the sender, 
would be likely to throw light on the inquiry. 


NOTE.—Members are reminded that Seeds may now be tested at 
the Department of Agriculture for Scotland Seed-testing 
Station. Samples should be addressed to T. Anderson, Esq., 
Seed-testing Station, East Oraigs, Oorstorphine, Edinburgh.

3. No sealed letter, unless belonging to a report found 
entitled to the Premium offered, or a portion of it, will be 
opened without the author’s consent. 

4. Reports for which a Premium, or a portion of a Premium, 
has been awarded, become the property of the Society, and 
cannot be published in whole or in part, or circulated in 
any manner, without the consent of the Directors. All other 
papers will be returned to the authors if applied for within 
twelve months. 

5. The Society is not bound to award the whole or any 
part of a Premium. 

6. All reports must be of a practical character, containing 
the results of the writer’s own observation or experiment, 
and the special conditions attached to each Premium must 
be strictly fulfilled. General essays, and papers compiled 
from books, will not be rewarded or accepted. Weights and 
measurements must be indicated by the imperial standards. 

7. The Directors, before or after awarding a Premium, shall 
have power to require the writer of any report to verify the 
statements made in it. 

8. The decisions of the Board of Directors are final and 
conclusive as to all matters relating to Premiums, whether 
for Reports or at General or District Shows; and it shall 
not be competent to raise any question or appeal touching 
such decisions before any other tribunal. 
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9. The Directors will welcome papers from any Contributor 
on any suitable subject, whether included in the Premium 
List or not; and if the topic and the treatment of it are both 
approved, the writer may be remunerated and his paper 
published.

1. On any useful practice in Rural Economy adopted in 
other countries, and susceptible of being introduced with 
advantage into Scotland—The Gold Medal. To be lodged by 
1st November in any year. 

The purpose chiefly contemplated by the offer of this premium 
is to induce travellers to notice and record such particular 
practices as may seem calculated to benefit Scotland. The 
Roport to be founded on personal observation. 

2. Approved Reports on other suitable subjects. To be 
lodged by 1st November in any year. 


Section 2.—ESTATE IMPROVEMENTS. 

FOR APPROVED REPORTS. 

1. By the Proprietor in Scotland who shall have executed 
the most judicious, successful, and extensive Improvement— 
The Gold Medal, or Ten Pounds. To be lodged by 1st 
November in any year. 

Should the successful Report be written for the Proprietor by 
his resident factor or farm manager, a Minor Gold Modal 
will be awarded to the writer in addition to the Gold Medal 
to the Proprietor. 

The merits of the Roport will not be determined so much by the 
mere extent of the improvements, as by their character 
and relation to the size of the property. The improve¬ 
ments may comprise reclaiming, draining, enclosing, plant¬ 
ing, road-making, building, and all other operations proper 
to landed estates. The period within which the operations 
may have been conducted is not limited, except that it 
must not exceed the term of the Reporter’s proprietorship. 

2. By the Proprietor or Tenant in Scotland who shall have 
reclaimed within the ten preceding years not less than forty 
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acres of Waste Land—The Gold Medal, or Ten Pounds. To 
be lodged by 1st November in any year. 

3. By the Tenant in Scotland who shall have reclaimed 
within the ton preceding years not less than twenty acres of 
Waste Land—The Gold Medal, or Ten Pounds. To be lodged 
by 1st November in any year. 

4. By the Tenant in Scotland who shall have reclaimed not 
less than ten acres within a similar period—The Medium Gold 
Medal, or Five Pounds. To be lodged by 1st November in 
any year. 

Tho Reports in competition for Nos. 2, 3, and 4 may compre¬ 
hend such genoral observations on tho improvement of 
waste lands as the writor’s experience may lead him to 
make, but must refer especially to tho lands reclaimed— 
to the nature of the soil- -the previous state and probable 
value of the subjocl—tho obstacles opposed to its improve¬ 
ment—the details of the various operations—the mode of 
cultivation adopted—and tho produce and value of the 
crops produced. As the roquirod extent cannot be made 
up of different patches of land, tho improvement must 
have relation to one subject; it must be of profitable 
character, and a rotation of crops must have he m concluded 
before the date of tho Report. A detailed statement of the 
expenditure and return and a certified measurement of tho 
ground are requisite. 

5. By the Proprietor or Tenant in Scotland who shall have 
improved within the ten preceding years the Pasturage of not 
less than thirty acres, by means of top-dressing, draining, or 
otherwise, without tillage, in situations where tillage may be 
inexpedient—The Gold Medal, or Ten pounds. To bo lodged 
by 1st November in any year. 

6. By the Tenant in Scotland who shall have improved not 
less than ten acres within a similar period—The Minor Gold 
Medal. To be lodged by 1st November in any year. 

Reports in competition for Nos. 5 and 6 must stato the par¬ 
ticular mode of management adopted, tho substances applied, 
the elevation and nature of tho soil, its previous natural 
products, and the changes produced. 


Section 3.— HIGHLAND INDUSTRIES. 

FOR APPROVED REPORTS. 

1. The best mode of treating native Wool; cleaning, card¬ 
ing, dyeing, spinning, knitting, and weaving by hand in the 
Highlands and Islands of Scotland—-Five Pounds.

2. All Competitions must be at the instance of a Local Society. A 
Committee of Management shall be appointed, and either the Con¬ 
vener of the Committeo or the Secretary of the Society must be a 
Member of the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland. 

3. Grant to Society, £12.—Tlio portion of the Grant to any one 
Local Society shall not exceed the sum of £12 in any one year. 

4. Allocation of Grant. —The Grant from the Highland and 
Agricultural Society shall not be applied as a Grant in aid of the 
Premiums offered by the Local Society, but must be offered in the 
form of separate Prizes for tho Animals chosen ; and the offer of 
the Prizes must be announced in the Premium List and Catalogue of 
the Show as “ presented by the Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland.” 

5. Continuance of Grant—Three Years. —The Money Grant 
shall continue for threo alternate years, provided always that tho 
Local Society shall, in the two intermediate years, continue tho 
competition by offering Premiums for the same class of Stock as 
that selected in each previous year to compete for the Highland and 
Agricultural Society’s Prizes. 

If no competition takes place for two consecutive yoars tho 
Grant expires. 

6. Medals in Intermediate Years. —In the two intermediate 
years the Highland and Agricultural Society will place threo Silver 
Medals at tho disposal of each Local Society, for the same classes of 
Stock as those for whicli the Money Premiums are offered, provided 
that not less than three lots are exhibited in tho same class. 

7. When it is agreed to hold the General Show of tho Society in 
any one of the Show Divisions, no Local Society may hold a Show 
within that Division in the three months immediately preceding tho 
date of the General Show.

8. Rules of Competition.— The Rules of Competition for the 
Premiums, the funds for which are derived from Grants of tho High¬ 
land and Agricultural Society, shall be such as are generally enforced 
by the Local Society in the case of Premiums offered from its own 
funds.

8. Rules of Competition. —The Rules of Competition for the Prizes, 
the funds for which aro derived from Grants of the Highland and 
Agricultural Society of Scotland, shall be such as are generally 
enforced in the case of Prizes offered from the Federation’s own funds.

The interior and external conveniences 
must be clean and orderly; the windows must bo free of broken 
glass, clean, and affording the means of ventilation. Dunghil^L 
and all other nuisances, must be removed from the front and gableC 
In awarding the Cottage Premiums, preference will be given to 
Competitors who, in addition to the above requisites, have displayed 
the greatest taste in ornamenting the exterior of their houses, and 
the ground in front and at the gables. 

7. In estimating the claims for the Garden Premiums, the judges 
should have in view—the sufficiency and neatness of the fences and 
walks; the cleanness of the ground ; the quality and choice of the 
crops ; and the general productiveness of the garden. 

8. Reports, stating the number of Competitors, the names of suc¬ 
cessful parties, and the nature of the exertions which have been 
made by them, must bo lodged with the Secretary of the Highland 
and Agricultural Society on or before 1st November next.

RULES OF COMPETITION. 

1. All Matches must be at the instance of a Local Society or Plough¬ 
ing Association, and no Match at the instance of an individual, or 
confined to the tenants of one estate, will be recognised. 

2. The title of such Society or Association, together with the name 
and address of its Secretary, must be registered with the Secretary 
of the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland, 8 Eglinton 
Crescent, Edinburgh. 

3. Not more than one Match in the same season can take place 
within the bounds of the same Society or Association. 

4. All reports must be lodged within one month of the date of the 
Match, and certified by a Member of the Highland and Agricultural 
Society who was present at it. 

5. A Member can report only one Match ; and a Ploughman 
cannot carry more than three Medals in the same season. 

6. To warrant the grant of the Medal, there must have been 12 
Ploughs in actual competition for the medal (i.e., in the particular 
class for which the medal was offered) and not less than £3 awarded in 
Prizes by the Local Society. The Medal to be given to the winner 
of the first prize. 

7. The Local Society or Ploughing Association shall decide what 
class of ploughs shall compete for the Medal, and if so agreed, may 
offer it for competition to the class of plough most generally in use 
in the district.

8. The Local Society or Committee may, if they desire, arrange to 
let each Ploughman have one person to guide the horses for the first 
two and the last two furrows, but in no case shall Ploughmen receive 
any other assistance, and their work must not be set up or touched 
by others. Attention should be given to the firmness and sufficiency 
of the work below, more than to its neatness above the surface. 

9. The Local Committee is required to fix the time to be allowed 
for ploughing the portion of land, and they are recommended that 
the time be at the rate of not more than fourteen hours per imperial 
acre on light land, and eighteen hours on heavy or stony land. 

Note. —Tho attention of the Directors of the Society has frequently been 
drawn to certain irregularities which have occurred in connection with 
the conduct of Ploughing Matches and the completion of the Reports 
thereon. Complaints have been made (a) that the allotted amount of 
ground has not been ploughed, within the specified time, by the com* 

E etitor awarded the first prize ; ( b) that the Report sent to this Society 
as been signed by a Member of the Society who was not present at the 
Match. It has to be pointed out that any infringement of the above Rules 
by a Local Society or Ploughing Association will render that Society or 
Association liable, at the discretion of tho Board of Directors, to be debarred 
from receiving the Society’s Medals. 


2. MEDALS FOR HOEING COMPETITIONS. 

The Minor Silver Medal will be given to the winner of the first 
Premium at Hoeing Competitions, provided a Report on the 
official form is made to the Secretary within a month of the 
Competition by a Member of the Society. Forms of Report to 
be had on application. 

BULES OF COMPETITION. 

1. All Matches must be at the instance of a Local Society or Hoeing 
Association, and no Match at the instance of an individual, or con¬ 
fined to the tenants of one estate, will be recognised. 

2. The' title of such Society or Association, together with the 
name and address of its Secretary, must be registered with the 
Secretary of the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland, 
8 Eglinton Crescent, Edinburgh. 

3. Not more than one Match in the same season can take place 
within the bounds of the same Society or Association. 

4. All reports must be lodged within one month of the date of the 
Match, and certified by a Member of tho Highland and Agricultural 
Society who was present at it. 

6. A Member can only report one Match ; and same Competitor 
c ann ot carry more than three Medals in the same season. 

6. To warrant the grant of the Medal there must have been twelve 
hoes in Competition, and not less than Three Pounds awarded in 
prizes by the Local Society or Association. The Medal to be given 
to the winner of the first prize. 

7. The time to be allowed to be decided by the local Committee, 
but in no case to exceed two hours for two drills of 100 yards each, 
the third drill being unoccupied, so that Competitors do not inter¬ 
fere with their neighbour’s work. 
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8. Competitors must finish their work as they go along—no turning 
baok or after-dressing allowed. Hand-picking or transplanting shall 
be strictly prohibited. 

9. A Committee shall be appointed to watch the work, and any 
Competitor found transplanting or otherwise not complying with 
the Rules shall have his number withdrawn, and be debarred from 
receiving any prize which might otherwise have been awarded to him. 

Note. —Medals will be awarded under similar conditions for Com¬ 
petitions in hand-singling. 


3. CERTIFICATES AND MEDALS FOR LONG 
FARM SERVICE. 

Certificates and Silver Medals for long service will be awarded by the 
Society to farm servants, male or female, having an approved service 
in Scotland of not less than thirty years (not necessarily continuous) 
— (a) with one employer on the same or different holdings ; (6) on the 
same holding with different employers. 

Special Certificates and Gold Medals are also awarded to farm 
servants, male or female, having an approved service in Scotland 
of not less than forty-five years (not necessarily continuous), on 
similar conditions of employment as the above. 

Forms of Application are obtainable from the Secretary, 8 Eglinton

War Service to count towards the time required for qualification, 
where farm servants have returned to same service or employment 
with same farmer or his family.- 

The award is strictly confined to Farm workers, such as Plough¬ 
men, Cattlemen, and Shepherds.

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REGULATIONS. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS. 

1 . The Competition, except where otherwise stated in the Premium 
List, is open to Exhibitors from all parts of Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, and Eire (Irish Free State). 

2 . Every Lot must be intimated by a Certificate of Entry, lodged Entries. 
with the Secretary not later than Monday , 3rd April, for Implements, 

New Implements, and other Articles ; Saturday , 22 nd April, for Flower 
Show ; Wednesday, 26 f/t April, for Stock, Dairy Produce, Rural 
Industries, and Horse-shoeing and Shoe-making; Wednesday, lOfft May , 
for Poultry; Thursday, 11th May, for Live Stock Judging Competition; 
Thursday, 18J/i May, for Honey , Buttermaking , and Poultry Judging 
Competitions; Tuesday, \3th June, for Horses in Harness. Printed 
forms of Entry will be issued on application to the Secretary, No. 8 
Eglinton Crescent, Edinburgh 12 . Admission Ordors for Exhibits 
and Attendants will be forwarded to Exhibitors, by post, previous 
to the Show. 

Between 26 th April and 26 th May an Exhibitor who has made, in Substitu- 
duo time, an entry of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, Goats, or Pigs, in a Hon of 
particular class, will be permitted to substitute for it an entry of fame Class 
another animal in the same class on payment of a fee of Five Shillings 
each entry. 

Cattle from Attested Herds and from licensed Tuberculin Tested Attested 
Herds are housed separately, in accordance with Government 
Regulations, and particulars must be given on the Entry Form. In ^ ' 
the event of any licence being issued or revoked after the date of Herds. 
entry, intimation must be made immediately to the Secretary, and 
in any case not later than 1st June, after which date no change 
in the housing accommodation can bo made. 

3 . This Premium List is published and the Show will be held Licences 
subject to any Orders that may be issued by the Ministry of Agri- m ° vin 0 
culture or Local Authorities. Any licences that may be required btoc ’ 
for the movement of Stock into or away from the Show must be 
obtained by Exhibitors. For these licences application should be 

made to the Chief Constable, Edinburgh. 

4 . Animals suffering from any form of infectious or contagious Diseased 
disease—including ringworm or other form of infectious or contagious Animoto. 
skin ailment—must not be brought to the Show. Those infringing 

this Rule shall be liable to a fine of 40 s., and to have their Stock 
removed. 

The Steward of Horses shall have power to require that any Horses 
animal showing symptoms of cold be examined by the Veterinary suffering 
Surgeon, and, if found to be so suffering, the animal shall bo isolated f rom cold ' 
or excluded from the Showyard. 
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5. No Entry can be received or recorded unless it is accompanied 
by the necessary fees, and complies fully with the Regulations in 
the Premium List, the Secretary being empowered to return entries 
sent without the necessary fees. 

6. The Schedule of Entry must be filled up so far as within the 
knowledge of the Exhibitor. The Society shall have power at any 
time to call upon an Exhibitor to furnish proof of the correctness 
of any statement in his entry. 

7. The name of the Breeder, if known, must bo given, and if 
the Breeder is not known, a declaration to that effect, signed by 
the Exhibitor, must be made on the Entry Schedule, and no pedigree 
will be entered in the Catalogue when the Breeder is unknown. 

8. All animals, except calves, foals, and lambs shown with their 
dams, must be entered in the classes applicable to them, and oannot 
be withdrawn after entry, or other animals be substituted in their 
place, except as provided in Rule 2. 

9. For Prizes given by the Society, no animal shall be allowed to 
enter in more than one class, or to compete in any class except 
that prescribed for animals of its pedigree and description ; but this 
Rule does not apply to the Jumping Classes. 

10. All stock exhibited at the Show, except where otherwise stated 
in the Premium List, must be, at the time of entry, the bona fide 
property of the Exhibitor in whose name it is entered. 

11. Exhibitors are alone responsible for the accuracy and eligibility 
of thoir entries. The recording of an entry or the admission of the 
exhibit to the Showyard will not relieve the Exhibitor of this 
responsibility. The entry fee paid for an animal entered in a class 
for which it is not eligible is not returnable. 

12. In the event of the entries in any section of Cattle, Horses, 
Sheep, Goats, or Pigs being less in number than an average of three 
per class, or the number of different Exhibitors in the section being 
less than three, the classes for that section shall be cancelled auto¬ 
matically for the year and the entry fees returned. 

13. The Society shall not be liable for any loss or damage which 
Stock, Poultry, Dairy Produce, &c., Implements, or other articles 
may sustain at the Show, or in transit. 

14. The Society reserve to themselves the right of refusing, cancel¬ 
ling, or prohibiting the exhibition of entries from any person who, 
after 1st January 1904, has been expelled from the membership of 
any Agricultural or Dairy Society, or who may have been prohibited, 
suspended, or disqualified from making entries or exhibiting at the 
Show or Shows of any Agricultural or Dairy Society or Breed Society 
in consequence of having attempted to obtain a Prize by givin g a 
false Certificate, or by other unfair means, or who is under exclusion 
from any Breed Society for fraudulent practices. 

15. When an animal has previously been disqualified by the decision 
of any Agricultural or Breed Society in the Ufaited Kingdom, such 
disqualification shall attach, if the Exhibitor, being aware Uf the 
disqualification, fail to state it, and the grounds thereof, in his 
entry, to enable the Directors to judge of its validity. 

16. Any artificial contrivance or device of any description found 
on or proved to have been used on an animal, either for preventing 
the flow of milk or for any other improper purpose, will disqualify 
that animal from being awarded a Premium, and the Owner of said 
animal may be prohibited from again entering Stook for any of the 
Society’s General Shows, for such a period as the Direotors may see fit. 
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17. Horses shall not be blindfolded while being shown in the Blindfold- 

Ring. Horses. 

18. The Society further reserve to themselves the right of refusing Rejecting 
any entries they may think fit to exclude, or to cancel any entry Entries. 
made, or to prohibit the exhibition of any entry. 

19. Stock entered for competition, and actually in the Show, is Control oj 
subject to the control and under the orders of the Stewards, Secretary, Exhibits . 
and other Show officials of the Society, and suoh stock may not be 
withdrawn from competition without the consent of the Stewards or 
Secretary. 

20. Persons making insulting remarks to, or in any way unduly Improper 
interfering with, the Judges, Stewards, or other officials while in the Conduct. 
performance of their duties, and all Exhibitors or others in charge of 

stock while in the Judging Rings refusing to accept or display tickets, 
rosettes, &c., awarded by the Judges, and handed to them by the 
•Stewards or other officials, or tearing up tickets, rosettes, &c., so 
awarded and handed to them, or indulging in any similar conduct, 
shall be considered guilty of misconduct, and shall be dealt with 
under these rules. 

21. All persons in charge of stock or other exhibits, and all persons Subject to 
admitted into the Showyard, shall be subject to the rules of the Orders. 
Society, and shall obey the orders of the Stewards, Secretary, and 

other officials of the Society. Exhibitors shall be answerable for the 
conduct of their servants or representatives. 

The Stewards and other officials have power to enforce the Regula- Power of 
tions of the Society in their different departments. Officials. 

22. A protest having reference to exhibits at the Show may be Protects. 
lodged by any person having interest. Protests having reference to 
competitions which take place on the first day of the Show must be 
lodged in writing with the Secretary at hi£ Office in the Showyard 

not later than 9 a.m. on Wednesday, the second day of the Show, 
and parties must be in attendance at the Secretary’s Office in the 
Showyard at 9.30 a.m. that day, when protests may be disposed of. 

Protests relating to competitions taking place after the first day of the 
Show must be lodged before 5 p.m. on the day on which the par¬ 
ticular exhibition takes place. Each protest must state specifically 
the grounds of objection, and must be accompanied by a deposit 
of £2, 2s., which deposit may, if the objection be proved frivolous 
to the satisfaction of the Directors, be forfeited. Protests may be 
lodged at any time by Directors, and in this case no deposit will be 
required. Protests will be heard and determined by the Directors. 

Protests on veterinary grounds not received. 

23. The violation of any one of the Regulations, or disobedience of Penalties 
the orders of the Directors, Stewards, Secretary, or other officials of M 

the Society, shall render the offending person liable to the forfeiture °u ences ‘ 
of all Premiums awarded to him, or of such a portion as the Directors 
may ordain, and also liable to be expelled from the membership of 
the Society, and disqualified from again, or for a certain number of 
years, exhibiting at the Shows of the Society, or to have his case 
disposed of by fine or otherwise as the Directors may determine. 

24. The decision of the Directors shall, in every matter arising at Final 

or in connection with the Show, be final; and every person present Authority. 
at the Show, whether as a Judge, Exhibitor, Visitor, or otherwise, 
shall be deemed thereby to have agreed to refer the subject-matter 
of suoh decision to the final determination of the Directors to the 
exclusion of all Courts of Law. 
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25. All decisions under these Buies may, along with the names and 
addresses of the persons against whom such decisions have been pro¬ 
nounced, be communicated by the Secretary of this Society to the 
Secretaries of all Agricultural or Dairy Societies holding open Shows 
in the United Kingdom, and to the Secretaries of all Breed Societies 
in the United Kingdom, and may be published in the Annual Reports 
of this Society, and in such newspapers or journals as the Directors 
may determine; and every Exhibitor competing at the Show, and 
every person present at the Show, whether as a Director, Member of 
Committee, Steward, Judge, Exhibitor, Visitor, or otherwise, shall 
bo deemed thereby to have consented to such communication and 
publication. 

26. An animal to which a first Premium has been awarded, even 
if it should not qualify for that Premium, or an animal which subse¬ 
quently becomes entitled to a first Premium, at a General Show of 
the Society, cannot again compete in the same class, notwithstanding 
any alteration in the heights stated for such class, but may be 
exhibited as Extra Stock (see page 136). 

27. Shorthorn, Aberdeen-Angus, Galloway, Belted Galloway, 
Highland, and British Friesian cattle must be entered in the 
herd-books—Ayrshire Cattle in the herd-book or any Appendices 
thereto—or the Exhibitor must produce evidence that his animal 
is eligible to be entered therein. Dun Galloways entered in the 
ordinary Galloway Classes must be registered in, or eligible for 
entry in, the Galloway Cattle Society’s herd-book. 

28. All Horses or Ponies entered in classes in which a particular 
height is stated shall, before being judged, be measured with their 
shoes on. No subsequent measuring or alteration of shoes will be 
permitted. In the case of Highland and Western Island Ponies, 
these may be measured without shoes, the height limit in such oases 
being reduced by quarter of an inch. 

29. Exhibitors of Hackney and Harness Horses shall be required 
to adhere to the Rules and Regulations of the Hackney Horse Society 
with regard to the weight of shoes on their exhibits, the Society’s 
Veterinary Inspector being instructed to examine all the Hackneys 
and Harness Horses on the second morning of the Show and see 
that the following Rules as to the weight of shoes are attended 
to—viz., (a) For Hackneys exceeding 14 hands (except Hackney 
yearling colts and Hackney yearling fillies), no shoe (nails included) 
may exceed 2 lb. in weight; (b) for Ponies not exceeding 14 hands, 
Hackney yearling colts and Hackney yearling fillies, no shoe (nails 
included) may exceed 1J lb. in weight. 

30. Breeding Stock must not be shown in an improper state of fat¬ 
ness, and the Judges are requested not to award Premiums to overfed 
animals. No Cattle which after the age of twelve months have been 
exhibited as Fat Stock at any Show are eligible to compete in the 
Breeding Classes for the Society’s Prizes until one year after being so 
shown, and then only with calf at foot. No Sheep which after % the age 
of twelve months have been exhibited as Fat Stock at any Show are 
eligible to compete in the Breeding Classes for the Society’s Prizes. 

31. Aged Bulls and Stallions must have had produce, and, along with 
two-year-old Bulls, three-year-old Colts, and two-shear and aged Tups, 
have served within the twelve months immediately preceding the Show. 

32. Except as may be otherwise specially provided in this Premium 
List, cows of all breeds (other than Ayrshire and British Friesian) 
must have had a live or full-time calf on or after 1st September 
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of the year preceding the year of the Show, and before the first 
day of the Show, and when exhibited must be in milk. Cows of 
the Ayrshire and British Friesian breeds must have had a live or 
full-time calf within fifteen months previous to the Show. Animals 
of any age that have had a calf must be shoum as Cows . 

33. Two-year-old Heifers of the Shorthorn, Aberdeen-Angus, In-calf 
Galloway, Belted Galloway, Ayrshire, and British Friesian breeds, Heifers, 
and three-year-old Highland Heifers, must be in calf when exhibited, 

and the Premiums will be withheld till birth be certified, which 
must be within nine months after the Show. 

34. A Mare entered in a class for “ Mares with foal at foot ” must Mares, 
have produced a foal after 1st January of the year of the Show, must 
have regularly nursed her own or another foal, and must (except 
where otherwise provided) have the foal with her in the Show. If the 
mare’s own foal is alive it must be the foal shown with the mare. In 

the case of a Mare that has not foaled before the Show, or whose foal 
has died, she shall, if not in milk, be eligible without further entry 
to compete among the Yeld Mares if a corresponding class for Yeld 
Mares be included in the Premium List. Draught Yeld Mares must 
produce a foal not later than 1st August of the year following the year 
of the Show. A Mare in a class for " Mares or Geldings ” may or 
may not have had a foal in the year of the Show, but shall not have 
her foal exhibited with her, nor be in milk at the time of the Show. 

36. All Sows born in or before 1937 must have produced a litter of Sow*'. 
pigs in the year of the Show before the opening da/. Sows born 
between 1st January and 1st September 1938 must either have pro¬ 
duced a litter of pigs before the Show, or produce a litter within 
three months of the last day of the Show. Certificates of the date of 
farrowing must be supplied in every case. 

Pigs bom in the year of the Show shall be subject to a Dentition Dentition 
Test, the test to be applied by a qualified Inspector, in accordance Te8t • 
with accepted standards. 

36. With reference to Regulation 33, birth of a live or full-time Calves and 
calf must be certified ; and in regard to Regulation 34, birth of at Foals. 
least a nine months* foal; or in the case of the death of the dam, a Oabsing, 
Veterinary Surgeon’s certificate must be produced certifying that at appeal' 
the-time of death the animal was so far advanced with calf or foal ing Cer - 
that if it had lived it would have produced a full-time calf or foal within tificates. 
the periods stated in Regulations 33 and 34. Certificates required by 

the foregoing Regulations will be issued after the Show, and must reach 
the office of the Secretary as follows : calving certificates within ten 
months, foaling certificates within thirteen months, and farrowing 
certificates within four months, of the last day of the Show. In 
default of this, the animal will be regarded as having failed to fulfil 
the Regulations, and the Prize will therefore pass to the animal next 
in order of merit or be forfeited. 

37. Except when otherwise provided, the awards of Special Special 
Prizes shall not be subject to the Regulations as to calving, foaling, Frwes ' 
and farrowing. 

38. The Premiums awarded, except those withheld till birth of Payment 
calf or foal or litter of pigs is certified, will be paid as soon after the °f 
Show as practicable, and, with the exception of the Tweeddale Gold 
Medal, Special Cups, and Medals, may be taken either in money or 

in plate. 

39. No Stallion or entire Colt, two years old or upwards, shall be Veterinary 
allowed to compete for any of the Society’s Prizes unless it has i^noT* 
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previously been licensed for stud purposes during the current year 
by the Department of Agriculture for Scotland, the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, or the Irish Departments of Agriculture. 

40. Judges are particularly requested to satisfy themselves, as far 
as possible, regarding the soundness of all Horses before awarding 
the Prizes, and to avoid giving Prizes to animals showing symptoms 
of hereditary disease. The Judges may consult the Society’s Veteri¬ 
nary Surgeon if they deem it expedient. Private accommodation is 
provided for the examination of horses by the Veterinary Surgeon. 
No protests on veterinary grounds will be received. 

41. Every Ewe must have given birth to and reared a lamb in the 
year of the Show; and Ewes of the Blackface and Cheviot breeds 
must be in milk, and have their lambs at foot. 

42. Animals in milk of the Dairy breeds must be milked dry at 
8 o’clock on the evening previous to the opening of the Show in the 
presence of, and to the satisfaction of, the Steward of Cattle or a 
representative of the Society duly authorised by him. Animals 
arriving after 8 o’clock will be milked dry at the time of arrival. 

All animals in milk, in the Ayrshire Cattle Classes, must be 
milked out in the ring before the awards are made. 

43. Sheep must have been dipt bare after the first day of the 
November preceding the Show, no part of the animal to be dipt 
prior to that date—this Rule not to apply to Cheviot Sheep and 
Oxford Down Sheep. 

No Blackface Sheep shall be eligible which has not been dipt bare 
on or after the 1st April of the year of the Show. (This Rule does not 
apply to Lambs.) 

44. The Steward of Sheep, who can call in assistance if so desired 
by him, shall have full power to disqualify any pen of Sheep 
which he considers coloured, other than by the use of ordinary 
non-bloom dips free of added colouring matter, or when the fleece, 
face, or legs have been dealt 'with by the use of foreign substances. 

Note .—During 1939 Sheep shall not be disquali6ed under this Rule on account 
of their being shown with a light bloom colour, no traces of which shall 
come off on the hands or clothes of Judges or other persons handling the 
Shoep, and which colour shall be capable of being scoured out or will fade 
naturally in the course of a few months. 

The use of artificial whitening or powder on Large White Pigs 
is prohibited, and the Judge is empowered to disqualify any pig 
so whitened or powdered. 

45. All Oxford Down and Suffolk Sheep shown must be entered or 
eligible for entry in the Oxford Down and Suffolk Flock Books 
respectively. 

46. In Poultry the Aged Birds must have been hatched previous 
to, and Cockerels and Pullets on or aftor, 1st November of the year 
preceding the Show. 

47. Railway Certificates for Stock, for both outward and return 
journeys, will be issued to Exhibitors before the Show along with 
their Tickets of Admission (see page 104). 

48. Stock and Poultry will be admitted on Monday, the day before 
the opening of the Show, and, with the exception of Horses, must be 
in the Yard before 12 o’clock that night. Horses must be in before 
8 o'clock on the morning of Tuesday, except those entered in classes 
for which other times for arrival are elsewhere stated in this Premium 
List. Judging begins at 9.30 a.m. on Tuesday. Stock and Poultry 
will be exhibited on Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. 
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Any animals selected by the Stewards may be required to take 
part in the Stock Judging Competition on the Thursday. Stock 
may be admitted on the Saturday preceding the Show, but only 
by sending two days’ prior notice to the Secretary’s Office in the 
Showyard. 

49. Horses and Cattle must be paraded at the times stated in the parades. 
Programme of the Show, and when required by the Stewards, and 
under their direction. In Parade, Horses must be ridden or 
led as provided in their respective classes. Prize and commended 
Cattle and Horses will receive two rosettes each, which must be 
attached to the head of the animal, one on each side. Attendants 
must be beside their animals forty-five minutes before the hour 
of Parade , and be ready to proceed to the ring immediately on 
receiving the order of the Stewards. Infringement of this Rule, or 
failure of any attendant to obey the orders of the Society’s officials, 
will render the Exhibitor liable to a fine of 20s. for each separate 
infringement or act of disobedience, and to the forfeiture of any or 
all of the Prizes awarded to him at this Show. 

60. Exhibitors shall be answerable for all acts, whether committed iiesponsi. 
by themselves, their servants, or others in charge of their Stock, and bUity of 
shall be responsible for the condition of their animals during the whole E ^ibttor». 
time they remain in the Showy ard. 

61. No animal shall be taken out of its stall after 10 a.m. during Moving 
the Show except by order of the Stewards, or with permission of the from Stalls . 
Secretary. 

62. Cattle shall not be taken out of their stalls to be washed after the Washing 
Judging has commenced. Cattle must not be washed beside the Cattle. 
Judging Rings. Those infringing this Rule shall be liable to a fine 

of 10s. 

68. Soap or other adhesive material must not be used in dressing Soaping 
cattle or horses. The use of blacking or other colouring matter on prohibited. 
cattle is prohibited. Infringement of this Rule will render the Colouring 
animal upon which the material is used liable to be disqualified. 

64. Loose-boxes will be provided for all horses; covered accom- Loose-boxes 
modation for other live stock. Stalls for nurse cows charged at and Stalls. 
ordinary rates. Boxes (floored) for attendants on Cattle, Horses, 

Sheep, Goats, and Pigs will be provided at a charge of 40a. for each 
box for members; 60s. for non-members. (See Rule 79.) 

66. Exhibitors requiring the boxes, stalls, or pens for their animals Floored 
to be floored must give instructions, stating the Catalogue No., to Boxes and 
the Society’s Showy ard Erector* Mr John Reid, Showyard, ten days ^mait 
before the Show opens. (For charges, see Rule 78.) mM * ‘ 

66. Bulls must be secured by nose-rings, with chains or ropes securing 
attached, or with strong halters and double ropes. All Cattle, other Cattle. 
than Highland Cattle, must be tied in their stalls. 

67. During the time the Show is open to the public no rug shall be Concealing 
hung up so as to conceal any animal in a horse-box or stall, except Animals . 
with the special permission of the Steward of that department. 

68. Five days’ supply of straw, hay, grass, and tares will be pro- Fodder. 
vided free by the Sooiety. Any additional fodder or other kinds of 

food required will be supplied at fixed prices in the Forage-yard. 

The Forage-yard will dose at 1.30 p.m. on Friday, the last supply 
to be given to attendants then ; and if any extra supply is required 
on account of stock remaining in the Yard after the close of the 
Show, notice must be given to the Forage Steward not later than 
6 o’clock on Thursday. Any servant removing bedding from an 
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adjoining stall will be fined in double the amount taken. Exhibitors 
may fetch their own cake or com to the Yard, but not grass , tares, 
hay, or straw. Coops, food, and attendance for Poultry will be 
provided by the Society. 

69. Servants in charge of Stock must bring their own buckets or 
pails and a piece of rope or sheep-net to carry their forage. Mangers, 
and sheep and pig troughs, will be provided. 

60. Sawdust must not be used as bedding for Stock. 

61. As the command of water in the Yard is limited, it is particu¬ 
larly requested that waste be avoided. 

02. No lights allowed in the Yard at night, and Smoking is strictly 
prohibited within the Sheds. Those infringing this Rule shall be 
liable to a fine of 10s. The gates will be closed at midnight, and no 
person shall be allowed to enter or leave the Yard between that 
time and 6 a.m. without a speoial permit. 

63. Stock or Poultry cannot be removed from the Yard till 6 p.m. 
on Friday, the last day of the Show, exoept on certificate by the 
Veterinary Surgeon employed by the Directors, countersigned by the 
Steward of the department or the Secretary. 

64. At the close of the Show on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thurs¬ 
day, horses may be withdrawn for the night on a deposit of £5 for 
each animal, which shall be forfeited, along with any prize money it 
may have gained, if the animal is not brought back. They must 
return between 7 and 7.30 the following morning, and those not in 
before 8 shall forfeit 10s. Horse passes to be applied for at the 
Secretary’s Office between 6 and 6 p.m. on Tuesday, and the deposit, 
unless forfeited in whole or in part, will be returned between 12.30 
and 2.30 on Friday. 

66. When the Stock is leaving the Yard, no animal is to be moved 
till ordered by those in charge of clearing the Yard. Those trans¬ 
gressing this Rule shall be liable to a fine of 10s., and to be detained 
till all the other Stock is removed. 

66. Poultry may be penned before the opening and removed at the 
close of the Show by Exhibitors themselves or their representatives. 
In the event of neither the Exhibitor nor an authorised representa¬ 
tive of the Exhibitor being present to pen or remove Poultry, the 
birds will be penned and removed by men hired and paid by the 
Society, but this will be done on the understanding that the men 
are hired to do the work on behalf of Exhibitors, and solely at their 
risk, and that the Society will be in no way responsible for expenses 
incurred or loss of or injury to Exhibits by errors or acoidents in 
penning, despatching, or conveying Exhibits. 

67. On the opening day of the Show the Poultry Shed will be 
closed to the public during the Judging. On the last day of the Show 
the Poultry Shed will be closed to the public at 4 p.m. ; at 6 p.m. 
Exhibitors or their representatives will be admitted to the Shed 
to remove Exhibits, provided the Exhibitor has, not later than 11 a.m. 
on the last day of the Show , given written notice to the Secretary to 
the effect that the Exhibitor or the Exhibitor’s representative will 
attend at the Poultry Shed at 6 p.m. to remove the birds. 

JUDGING STOCK AND POULTRY. 

68. On Tuesday, the first day of the Show, no person will be 
admitted, except Servants in charge of Stock, till 8 a.m., when the 
Gates arc opened to the public. 
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69 . The Judges will commence their inspection at 9.30 a.m. The Ju'lging 
spaces reserved for the Judging will bo enclosed, and no encroach¬ 
ment thoroon shall be permitted. 

70 . In no case shall a Premium bo awarded unless the Judges deem Insuffi- 
the animals to have sufficient merit; and whore only ono or two cient merit - 
lots are presented in a class, and the Judges consider them unworthy 

of the Premiums offered, it shall bo in their power to award a lower 
prize. 

71 . In addition to the Premiums, tho Judges may award one Commend- 
Very Highly Commended, ono Highly Commended, and as many ationa > 
Commended tickets in each class as they consider justified by tho 
number and merit of the entries. 

72 . Ayrshire and Britisli Friesian Cows which have not calved Ayrshire 
before the Show, whether entered in a class for Cows in Milk or 

for Cows in Calf, shall be judged along with the Cows in Calf, and cowsand 
Ayrshire and British Friosian Cows or Heifers which have calved Heifers. 
before the Show—in whichever of the classes entered—shall be 
judged along with Cows in Milk. Heifers entered in a Milk Class, 
which have not calved before the Show, will be judged along with 
Heifers in Calf. 

73 . Attending Members will accompany tho Judge of each section. Attending 
It will be the duty of Attending Mombors to bring the animals out Members * 
to the Judges and to see that no obstruction is offered to them, and dutx98 ' 
that the space reserved for them is not encroached upon ; to ticket 

the prize animals ; to send the Nos. of the prize animals to tho 
Award Lectern near the Secretary’s Office ; to assist the Judges in 
completing thoir return of awards ; and should any difficulty arise, 
to communicate with the Stewards or Secretary. 

74 . It shall not be competent for any Exhibitor, nor for his Factor 
or Land-Steward, to act as a Judge or Attending Member in any 
class in which he is competing. 


DAIHY PRODUCE. 

76. Dairy Produce will be received in the Showyard on Monday, 
the day before the opening of the Show, and till 8 a.m. on Tuesday, 
the first day of the Show. Judged at 9.30 a.m. on Tuesday. Ex¬ 
hibited Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. 

76. Dairy Produce must have been made on the Exhibitor’s farm Placing 
in the year of the Show. No Exhibitor shall show more than one and . ri * 
lot in each class. Exhibits of Dairy Produce may be placed before '^airy 
the opening and removed at the close of the Show by Exhibitors Produce. 
themselves or their representatives. In the event of neither the 
Exhibitor nor a person with written authority from the Exhibitor 
being present to place or remove exhibits, they will be placed and 
removed by men hired and paid by the Society, but this will be done 
on the understanding that the men are hired to do the work on 
behalf of Exhibitors, and solely at their risk, and that the Society 
will be in no way responsible for expenses incurred or loss of or 
injury to exhibits by errors or accidents in placing, despatching, or 
conveying exhibits. In the case of exhibits which are not removed 
by 6.30 p.m. on the closing day of the Show, the Society will hold 
itself at liberty to hand them over to the railway companies for 
despatch to the respective Exhibitors 
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STALL RENT. 

77. The Stall Rents (which inolude Entry Fees), as stated opposite 
tho individual classes in this List, shall be paid by Exhibitors when 
making their entries. The Secretary is instructed to return entries 
sent without the necessary fees. 

FLOORED BOXES AND STALLS. 

78. Exhibitors desiring the boxes, stalls, or pens for their animals 
to be floored can have this done by giving instructions, stating 
the Catalogue No., ten days before the opening of the Show, to the 
Society’s Showyard Erector (Mr John Reid, Showyard, Saughton 
Mains, Edinburgh), to whom the following charges for flooring have 
to be paid: Horses, 30s. each; Ponies, Cattle, Sheep, Coats, and 
Pigs, 20s. each. 

ACCOMMODATION FOR ATTENDANTS. 

79. Boxes for accommodation of attendants on Stock will, if desired, 
bo provided beside tho Stock at a charge of 40s. per box for members 
and 60s. for non-members. Attendants* boxes will be floored and 
lined with wood, with door. Applications for attendants’ boxes must 
accompany entries of Stock, and in the case of all Horses, Exhibitors 
must state, at the time of entry, the animal next to which the 
attendant’s box is to be placed. Attendants’ boxes in the Cattle, 
Sheep, Goat, and Pig Sections will be erected at the end of each run 
of shedding, and where an Exhibitor has more than one animal the 
application must indicate the animal nearest to which the Attendant’s 
Box is required. Attendants’ boxes cannot be guaranteed after the 
closing date. 

IMPLEMENTS AND OTHER ARTICLES. 

80. Implements will be received in the Yard from Tuesday, 6th 
June, till 6 o’clock on the afternoon of Monday, 19th June. Exhibited 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. The Schedule of Entry 
must be filled up so far as within the knowledge of the Exhibitor, 
and prices must be stated. 

81. No Money Prizes or Medals, except when specially offered, 
will be given by tho Society for Implements of any kind. 

82. Agricultural Implements, and Implements and collections of 
articles not Agricultural, will be received for Exhibition, but the 
Secretary is entitled to refuse entries from dealers in articles not 
deemed worthy of Exhibition. 

83. In order to encourage exhibits of Agricultural Implements from 
operative Blacksmiths and Carpenters in the district 6f the Show, 
open space will be provided for these in some less prominent part 
of the Yard at a charge of £1 for space 10 feet wide and 20 feet deep. 

84. Every article to bo exhibited must be entered on the Society’s 
Entry Form. Any article not so entered that is taken to the Show 
is liable to be ordered out of, or removed from, the Showyard, or 
confiscated to the Society. Exhibitors infringing this Rule are more¬ 
over liable to a fine of £1. 
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86. “ Cheap-Jacks ” are not admitted to the Showyard. The selling Selling by 
of goods by auction, shouting, and other behaviour calculated to oti c/ton 
annoy visitors or Exhibitors, are strictly forbidden. The use of 
mechanical loud-speaking appliances is also prohibited. Exhibitors forbidden\ 
infringing this Regulation are liable to a fine of £1, and to have 
themselves and their goods ordered out of, or removed from, the 
Showyard, or to have their goods confiscated to the Society. 

86. The articles of each Exhibitor must all be placed in one Stand, Placing 
except Implements in motion, and must not on any account extend Exhibit*. 
beyond the allotted space. No article shall be moved out of its Removing 
Stand, or the Stand dismantled, till the termination of the Show, at Exhibit*. 

6 p.m. on Friday. 

87. When the ground requires to be broken, the turf must be Rftoring 
carefully lifted and laid aside, and the surface must be restored to the Tur J • 
satisfaction of the Society, and at the expense of the Exhibitor. 

Failing this being done, the Society shall be at liberty to restore the 
ground and charge the cost to the Exhibitor. 

88. Exhibitors must arrange their own articles within the space Arranging 
allotted to them before 9 o’clock on Tuesday, the first day of the Exhibit*. 
Show, and to the satisfaction of the Stewards in charge of tho Imple¬ 
ment Yard. Exhibitors are prohibited from sub-letting space 
allotted to them, and from displaying the name of any other firm 

on their Stand. All signs, except signs on gables, must face the Sign*. 
front only. Nails must not be driven into the canvas. 

89. Exhibitors are not allowed to distribute handbills anywhere Handbill*. 
in the Yard except at their own Stand ; and they must not for this 

or any other purpose encroach upon the adjacent alleys or open 
spaces. 

90. Exhibitors are required to have their Stands and the portions Sweeping 

of the alleys immediately adjoining them swept up before eight Stand*. 
o’clock on each morning of tho Show. <fco * 

91. All Machines requiring Bteam or fire must be entered as such Fuel. 
in the Certificate, and will be placed in the Motion Yard. Coke only 
shall he used in all cases where fire is required. Coal shall not be used 

at any time in the Showyard. Those infringing this Rule shall incur 
a penalty of £6. 

92. No Steam Engine' shall be driven in the Yard at a greater Steam 
speed than 4 miles an hour. Traction Engines shall not be used in Engine*. 
conveying Exhibits or other goods into or out of the Showyard or 

from one place to another therein. 

93. Locomotive and Traction Engines and other Maohines must Traction 
not be moved from their places without permission of the Secretary Engine*. 
or Stewards, and must not leave their Stands till 6 p.m. on Friday. 

94. There must be attached to each Implement, when forwarded Con*igning 
to the Show, a label bearing the Exhibitor’s name, and that of the 
Implement, as well as the number of the Exhibitor’s Stand. 

96. The carriage of all Implements must be prepaid. 

96. Photographing in the Showyard is not permitted, except by Photo . 
photographers having a Stand in the Showyard or holding a “ Photo- 9/aphing 
graplier’s Ticket.** The “ Photographer’s Ticket ** may bo had from ™ fd oxo ‘ 
the Secretary, price 20s. It admits the holder to the Show when 
open to the public, and entitles him to photograph in the Showyard, 
subject to arrangements made by the Stewards. It does not entitle 
the holder to sell photographs in the Showyard. No photographer 
shall be allowed in the ring during Parades, except with the sanction 
of the Steward of Parades. 
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97. Covered Booths for Offices (9 feet by 9 feet), purely for busi¬ 
ness, not for exhibition of goods, can be had for £5 to Members and 
£7 to Non-Members. 

98. Each Exhibitor in the Implement Department who is not a 
Member of the Society will receive one free Ticket of Admission to 
the Showyard for himself or a member of his firm. All Exhibitors 
will receive, for the use of attendants employed by him at his Stand, 
two Tickets of Admission for each complete ten feet of shedding in 
the Motion Yard, and one Ticket for oaoh complete ten feet of 
shedding in the other sections. No additional Free Tickets can be 
issued in any circumstances whatever. Additional Attendants* 
Tickets, not more than three for each ten feet of frontage, and in 
no case exceeding a maximum of twenty for one Exhibitor, may be 
obtained by application in writing by the Exhibitor at 5s. each. 
No tickets will he issued without an Order. 

99. The Tickets of Admission for Exhibitors and Attendants 
referred to in the foregoing Regulations will (about fourteen days 
prior to the Show) be issued to the Exhibitors in blank, with the 
number of the Exhibitor’s Stand. The name of the person for whom 
each Ticket is intended must be written on it before it is used. Each 
person holding a Free Ticket of Admission must sign his or her name 
on the back thereof, and must also, when required, sign his or her 
name in the book at the Entrance Gate. Exhibitor’s attendants are 
strictly cautioned not to lend or transfer their Tickets, which can be 
used only by the porsons whoso names they bear, and who must be 
bona fide acting for, or employed by, the Exhibitor. No ticket is 
transferable. An Exhibitor is liable to a fine of £1 for each case of 
transfer or other improper use of a Ticket issued to himself or employee. 

100. The following are the arrangements for the admission of 
Supplies (Refreshments or other goods) for Stand-holders during the 
Show : Messenger on foot (with or without hand-barrow), with sup¬ 
plies, admitted by Special Ticket; price for one admission, 2s., for 
six admissions, 10s. Motor or horse vehicle and driver, with supplies, 
admitted by Special Ticket; price for one admission, 2s. 6d., for six 
admissions, 12s. These Special Tickets may be had from the Secretary. 
Vehicles, with supplies, will be admitted to the Showyard only 
between Seven o'clock and Nine o'clock , on each morning of the Show, 
except by written permit from the Secretary. 

Vehicles, with a carrying capacity of more than 2 tons, will not 
be admitted to the Showyard at any time, except by special permit 
from the Secretary. This rule will be strictly enforced. 

101. Motor Lorries, Vans, or other vehicles belonging to Stand- 
holders, will not be allowed to remain in the Showyard during the 
period of the Show. Vehicles conveying exhibits to Stands prior to 
the Show must follow the routes indicated by the Society’s officials, 
and must leave the Showyard immediately on completing delivery. 
Motor Cars conveying passengers will not be permitted to enter the 
Showyard. 

102. The riding of Cycles in the Showyard is prohibited. 

103. The Society will not be responsible for any accident that may 
occur from the machinery belonging to any Exhibitor ; and it is a 
condition of entry that each Exhibitor shall hold the Society harm¬ 
less, and indemnify it against any legal proceedings arising from 
any accident caused by his machinery. 

104. The giving of Alcoholic Drinks to visitors at Stands in the 
Show is strictly prohibited. With a view to the enforcement of this 
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rule the Society reserves the right of unrestricted access, by its 
authorised representatives, to all Exhibitors’ Stands during the Show. 

106 . Exhibitors desiring the use of gas in tho Showyard should Qas and 
apply to the Manager, Edinburgh Corporation Gas Department, Elsdrit 
Edinburgh, and those desiring electric power should apply to Messrs 0MW * 
Pratt Bros. (Edinburgh), Ltd., 3 West Park Place, Dairy Road, 
Edinburgh, in both cases not later than 16 th May. 

Exhibitors desiring water laid on to their Stands should apply Water. 
to the Society’^ Master of Works, 8 Eglinton Crescent, Edinburgh, 
not later than 15 th May. Water will be laid to Exhibitors' Stands 
according to the following flat rates, irrespective of position in the 
Showyard—viz.: }-inch supply, with J-inch cran, £ 3 ; J-inch supply, 
with i-inch cran, £2, 15 s. Additional crans or any oxtra fittings, 
such as sinks, &c., by arrangement.

1. Exhibits in this section may comprise collections of flowers, 
fruits, plants, or shrubs, formal gardens, and rock gardens. 

2. Application for space, for which no stand rent or entry fee is 
payable, must be made on special entry forms, to be obtained from 
the Secretary and lodged on or before 22nd April! Entry forms 
must give full details of each exhibit and the amount of space re¬ 
quired. Space, which may be either covered or open, will be allo¬ 
cated in sections of 10 feet each, with a depth of 20 feet, and a 
maximum of 60 feet frontage for any one exhibitor. For space 
without shedding special consideration will be given to applications 
from exhibitors desiring a greater depth than 20 feet. Staging will 
be provided free of charge. 

3. The Society reserves the right to refuse any application for 
space, or to limit the amount of space to be allocated to any exhibitor. 

4. Each exhibitor shall receive one exhibitor’s ticket and, in addi¬ 
tion, two attendants’ tickets for each 10 feet of frontage. Additional 
attendants’ tickets, not more than throe for each 10 feet of frontage, 
and in no case exceeding a maximum of twenty, may be purchased 
at a prico of 6s. each. No tickets will be issued without an order . 

6 . All exhibits must be in position not later than 6 p.m. on Monday, 
19th June, with the exception of cut flowers, which may be staged 
up till 8 a.m. on Tuesday, 20th June. Stands must remain open 
until the Show doses on each of the four days. 


NEW IMPLEMENTS. 

1. Entries of New Implements for the Society’s Silver Medal 
must be made on or before 3rd April. Entries shall be made 
on a speoial form obtainable from the Secretary, and must define 
clearly the exact nature of the novelty which qualifies such implement 
to be entered for a Medal. Unless the “ New Implement ” be properly 
described in the specification, and particulars of its novelty are given 
at the time of making the entry, it will not be accepted. 

2. For each entry of a “ New Implement,” a non-returnable Entry 
Fee of £1 will be charged. 

3. In cases of sufficient merit, the Judges will recommend the award 
of the Society’s Silver Medal to New Implements for agricultural 
or estate purposes, or to new improvements in such implements. 

4. The Society does not bind itself to try in the field every “ New 
Implement ” entered for a Silver Medal, but in general a practical 
trial will be required before an award is made. The Judges shall 
report to the Directors those cases in which they consider et practical 
trial necessary. 

6. Where intimation is received by the Secretary, not later than 
the 24th April, that a “ New Implement ” is ready for trial, the 
Directors may arrange for a practical trial before the Show at a 
place and date to be decided upon. In other cases the praotioal 
trial of New Implements will take place after the Show. 

6. Any Exhibitor who expresses a wish to do so can, with the 
sanction of the Steward of Implements, at his own expense take 
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hifl New Implement out of the Showyard during tho Show week and 
put it to work, and, if within a reasonable distance, the Judges 
will, if they deem it necessary, inspect it at work and decide if it is 
worthy of a Silver Medal. 

7. No Silver Medals will be awarded to, nor can any entry as New 
Implements be accepted of, machines of any class for which competi¬ 
tive trials have been announced by the Society as about to take place. 

8. The Judges of New Implements will commence their inspection 
at 2.30 p.m. on Monday, 19th June, and will take in rotation the 
Stands of the Exhibitors who have entered New Implements for the 
Society’s Silver Medals. Each Exhibitor, or his representative, will 
be expected to be at the stand to explain the working of the Imple¬ 
ment to the Judges. If the exhibit be not ready and in working 
order by the time the Judges make their inspection, it is liable to 
be struck off the list. 

9. All publications by Exhibitors of tho award of the Society’s 
Silver Medals must state the year of the award, and must specify the 
exact nature of the “ New Implement,” of the improvement, or of 
the attachment to an Implement, for which the Silver Medal has 
been awarded. 

10. On the recommendation of the Judges, with the approval of 
the Directors, any New Implement of merit, which cannot be suffi¬ 
ciently tried, or which is capable of further development, may be 
entered and exhibited as a “ Now Implement ” at the succeeding 
Show of tho Society. 

11. The Judges’ decision, when duly accepted and recorded, will in 
all cases be final. 

RESERVED SEATS (NUMBERED) IN GRAND STAND. 

For Charges and Tickets , apply to Secretary up to opening day of Show. 
Thereafter tickets are sold only in the Shoioyard at the Booking 
offices behind the Grand Stand. 

ADMISSION OF THE PUBLIC. 

The public will be admitted daily at 8 a.m. Judging begins on 
Tuesday at 9.30 a.m. The charges for admission to the Yard will bo 
—Tuesday, from 8 a.m. till 5 p.m., 5s. Wednesday, from 8 a.m. till 
6 p.m., 5s. ; from 5 p.m. to 8 p.m., 2s. Thursday, from 8 a.m. till 5 p.m., 
2s. 6d. ; from 5 p.m. till 8 p.m.. Is. Friday, from 8 a.m. till 5 p.m., Is. 

On Thursday and Friday children under fourteen years of ngo 
admitted at 6d. 

No Pass-out Checks given, and no re-admission without payment. 

Season Tickets—12s. 6d. each (children under 14 years of age, 
6s. each)—on application to Secretary. On the days of the Show, 
Season Tickets are sold only at the Entrance Gates. 

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS AND EXHIBITORS. 

On exhibiting their “ Member's Badge ” which is strictly not trans¬ 
ferable, Members of the Society are admitted free to the Showyard. 
Badges will be sent to all Members residing in Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, and Eire (Irish Free State), whose addresses are known, and 
on no account will duplicates be issued. All Members not producing 
their badges must pay at the gates, and the admission money will not 
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on any account bo returned. Badges must be signed by Members 
before being presented at the gate, and Members should continue to 
wear the badge during the whole time that they are in the Showyard. 

Tickets of admission to the Showyard are sent to Exhibitors of 
Stock, Poultry, Dairy Produce, <fcc. (not Members), whose Entry 
Fees amount to not less than 12s. 6d. 

For Exhibitors of Implements and their assistants tickets are issued 
as provided in the Regulations for Implements. 

VARIOUS. 

Exhibitors may display their own Placards inside and in front of 
their stands ; with this exception, no Bills of any kind other than 
those of the Society are permitted on any of the Show erections. No 
newspapers or any other articles to be carried about the Yard for 
sale or display. 

No Carriages or Equestrians admitted without special leave from the 
Directors , and then only for Invalids. Bath-chairs may he brought in.

RAILWAY ARRANGEMENTS. 

The Railway Companies will be furnished with a list of the Exhibi¬ 
tors of Stock and Implements, after the 1st Juno. All applications for 
horse-boxes and trucks, and for information as to train arrangements, 
must be made by the Exhibitors themselves to the Stationmaster 
whore their stock is to be trucked. 

The arrangements made by the Railway Companies for the conveyance 
of Live Stock and Goods to and from the Show are indicated below , but 
Exhibitors are recommended to apply to the respective Companies for 
full particulars:— 

1. Live Stock, Agricultural Machines, Implements, and other 
exhibits to the Show to be charged ordinary rates. 

2. Live Stock, Agricultural Machines, Implements, and other 
exhibits from the Show, if sold, to be oharged ordinary rates. 

3. Live Stock from the Show, if unsold, and returned not later 
than tho second day after the closing day of the Show (excluding 
Sunday), to be carried at half rates back to the Station whence the 
animals were sent, at owner’s risk, on surrender of a Certificate from 
the Exhibitor, provided in accordance with the Railway Companies* 
requirements, and signed by the Secretary, to the effect that they 
are really unsold ; failing surrender of such Certificate, ordinary 
rates will be charged. The reduction to half rates is to be allowed 
only when the Stock are consigned to be returned by the same route 
as that by which they were conveyed to the Show, but it shall be 
in the option of the Railway Company or Companies to return the 
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Stock at half rates by a different route. Minimum charge for Stock 
returning at half rates to be one-half the ordinary minimum. 

4. Live Poultry from the Show, if unsold, to be carried by Passenger 
Train at half rates back to the Station from which sent, at O.R., on 
surrender of an agreed Certificate signed by the Secretary of the 
Show to the effect that the Poultry are unsold and remain the 
property of the Exhibitor. No Certificate will be required for suoh 
traffic, which is intended by the owner to be returned from the Show 
to the original sending Stations by the same route as originally for¬ 
warded and the charges prepaid for both the outward and return 
journeys. (Poultry to be charged ordinary rates both ways when 
conveyed by Goods Train.) 

Poultry are only charged at tho half rate when returned by 
Passenger Train not later than the second day after the closing of 
the Show (Sunday being treated as a dies non). 

5. Horse-boxes, or other Passenger Train vehicle, will not be 
provided for the carriage of Live Stock sent by Goods Train and 
invoiced at Goods Train rates. For rates for Horse-boxes by Passenger 
and Special Trains , apply to the Railway Companies. 

6. Provender conveyed to and from Agricultural Shows in the 
same vehicle as Live Stock will be charged at tho applicable rates, 
subject to a free weight allowance, viz.— 

Cattle ...... per animal, 168 lb. 

Horses ...... „ 168 ,, 

Sheep, goats, lambs, pigs, and calves . „ 84 „ 

7. The carriage of all Live Stock, Implements, and other articles 
going to the Show for exhibition must be PREPAID ; and the 
carriage on all traffic returned from the Show by Passenger Train 
Service must be PREPAID. 

The carriage charges on Live Stock conveyed in special vehicles 
by Passenger Train and intended to be returned to the original 
sending Station may also be prepaid for the return journey at the 
original sending Station if the owner so desires. 

The Railway Charge on all exhibits which are conveyed by 
Passenger Train in the Guard’s Van and intended to be returned 
from the Show direct to tho original sending Station by the same 
route must be PREPAID, for both the outward and return journeys, 
at the original sending Station. The agreed form of address label 
for Poultry, Dairy Produce, Bee Appliances and Honey, and Rural 
Industries exhibits, which will be supplied through the Secretary of 
the Society, must be used in such cases. 

8. Attendants in charge of Live Stock are conveyed free in the 
cases shown below, when certified by the owners to be bona fide in 
charge of such Live Stock :— 

In Horse-Boxes. —Horses and Cattle: One man for each consign¬ 
ment, except where the consignment requires more than one vehicle, 
vhen one man to each vehicle may be sent free; but where two 
x /c three Horses or Cattle forming one consignment are sent in the 
same Horse-box and a man is required to travel with each animal, 
a man for each animal may be conveyed free, provided each animal 
is charged for separately. 

In Horse-Boxes . —Small animals: One man to each vehicle. 

In specially constructed Cattle Trucks.^ Cattle or other animals: 
One man to each vehicle. 

9. Agricultural Machines, Implements and other Exhibits from 
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the Show* if unsold, to be conveyed at half rates baek to the Station 
whenoe they were sent, at Owner’s risk, on production of a Certifi¬ 
cate from the Exhibitor (provided and signed by the Show Secretary) 
to the effect that they are unsold ; failing production of such Certifi¬ 
cate, ordinary rates must be charged. The reduction to half rates 
is to bo allowed only when the artioles are returned by the same 
route as that by which they were conveyed to the Show, but it 
shall be in the option of the Railway Company or Companies to 
return the articles at half rates by a different route. This applies 
only to Goods Train Traffic. 

10. Unsold artioles, previously carried by railway, transferred 
from one Show to another, or exhibited at several Shows consecu¬ 
tively, and returned to the Station from whence originally sent, 
will be conveyed at half rates at Owner’s risk, on production of a 
Certificate from the Exhibitor (provided and signed by the Show 
Secretary) to the effect that they are unsold ; failing production of 
such Certificate, ordinary rates will be ckargod. This applies only 
to Goods Train Traffic. 

11. Unsold Live Stock transferred from one Show to another will 
be charged ordinary rates. 

12. The ordinary rates charged for carriage do not in any case 
include delivery to, or collection from, the Showground. 

13. Agricultural Societies’ Show Plant must bo charged at Class 10 
rates. Station to Station. 

14. Tents, Canvas, Show Stands, and other artioles not for 
exhibition— 

(а) When the property of Exhibitors, to be charged half the 

ordinary rate at Owner’s risk from Show to Show, and on 
return from the Show to the Station from whenoe originally 
despatched. 

(б) When not the property of Exhibitors, to be charged the ordinary 

rates both going to and returning from Show. 

16. Carriages and other Road Vehicles are only conveyed by 
Passenger Train when this can be conveniently done.

the Secretary of the Scottish Milk Records Association, who has 
undertaken to check the records and to certify same.

2. The number of the exhibit will be sent by the Secretary (as entered on the printed slip) and 
must be placed on every exhibit—viz., Jars: on side of jar about half an inch from the foot. 
Seotlons and Frames: at right top corner of the glass. Wax: at right „op coiner of 
the glass. Also on 1 lb. Cakes: on the underside. No good* will be staged unless this rule is 
complied with. All competitors must leave the Bee Shed by 9 a.m. on Tuesday morning. 

3. No card, trade mark, or name of the exhibitor may be placed upon any part of an exhibit. 
Every article exhibited must be the property of the exhibitor, and all honey must have been 
gathered in the natural way within Great Britain, Northern Ireland, and Eire (Irish Free State), 
by bees the property of the exhibitor. 

4. Comb Honey Sections, 41 inches by inches, to be staged in cardboard boxes glazed on 
both *ides, showing not less than 3J inches by inches of comb surface clear of points of 
lacing, but allowing easy access to the Judg«*.

8. Should there be in any class throe or less than three entries, the value of the fiist prize 
may be reduced at the discretion of the Judge to that of the second, the second to that of the 
third, and no third prize will be awarded. 

9. The Judge will commence his inspection at 10 a.m. on Tuesday, and the Bee Shed will 
be closed to the public during the judging. 

10. Exhibits of Honey may be placed in their positions in the shed before the opening and 
removed at the close of the Show by exhibitors themselves or their representatives. In the 
event of neither the exhibitor nor a person with written authority from the exhibitor being 
present to place or remove the exhibits, they will be placed and removed by men hired and 
paid by the Society, but this will be done on the understanding that the men are hired to do 
the work on behalf of the exhibitors, and solely at their risk, and that the Society will be in no 
way responsible for expenses incurred or loss of or injury to exhibits by errors or accidents in 
placing, despatching, or conveying exhibits. In the case of exhibits which are not removed by 
5.80 P.M. on the closing day of the Show, the Society will hold itself at liberty to hand them 
over to the railway companies for despatch to the respective exhibitors. 

11. No lot can be removed from the yard till 4 P.M. on Friday, the last day of the Show. 

12. The Society undertakes no responsibility for the receipt or despatch of exhibits, nor for 
any injury exhibits may sustain during the Show or otherwise.

The Society’s Show for 1940 will be held 
at Inverness. 
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Br the Charter of 1834 the Society consists of two classes, Ordinary and 
Honorary or Corresponding Members. The number of Honorary or Corre¬ 
sponding Members resident in the United Kingdom must not exceed twenty, 
but with power to the Society to elect as Honorary Associates persons resi¬ 
dent abroad, not subjects of his Majesty, who may have been benefactors to 
the Society, or who are distinguished for their skill in Art or Science, pro¬ 
vided that the number of such Foreign Associates shall not exceed twenty. 

By a Bye-law passed in 1873, with reference to the Supplementary 
Charter of 1856, successful Candidates for the Society’s Agricultural Diploma 
were thereby eligible to be elected Free Life Members of the Society. 
This Bye-law was rescinded in 1900. 

Candidates for admission to the Society must be proposed by a Member, 
and are elected at the half-yearly General Meetings in January, and June 
or July. It is not necessary that the proposer should attend the meeting. 

Higher Subscription .—The Ordinary Annual Subscription is £1, 3s. 6d., 
and the Ordinary Subscription for Life Membership is .£12,12s. ; or, after 
ten annual payments have been made, £7, 7s. 

Lower Subscription .—Proprietors farming the whole of their own lands, 
whose Rental on the Valuation Roll does not exceed £500 per annum, and 
all Tenant-Farmers, Secretaries or Treasurers of Local Agricultural Associa¬ 
tions, Factors resident on Estates, Land Stewards, Foresters, Agricultural 
Implement Makers, Grain, Seed and Manure Merchants, Agricultural 
Auctioneers, Cattle Dealers and Veterinary Surgeons, none of them being 
also owners of land to an extent exceeding £500 per annum, and such 
other persons as, in respect of their official or other connection with 
agriculture, the Board of Directors may consider eligible, are admitted on a 
Subscription of 10s. annually, which may be redeemed by one payment of

By a Bye-law passed in 1878, with reference to the Supplementary Charter ot 1856, suc¬ 
cessful Candidates for the Society's Agricultural Diploma became eligible to be elected Free 
Life Members of the Society. 

This arrangement terminated in 1900, when the Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland and the Royal Agricultural Society of England discontinued the independent 
Examinations in Agriculture held by the two Societies, and instituted in their stead a 
Joint-Examination for a National Diploma in Agriculture (N.D.A.).

Objects and Usefulness of the Soolety 

The Society devotes the whole of its resources to promoting the interests of the 
Agriculture of Scotland and allied industries. 

The scope of the Society’s work, beyond its great Annual Show, is indicated 
so far in the foregoing brief statement of the privileges of Members.

The Society makes grants of money and medals to a large number of Local

examinations, and grants Diplomas in Agriculture. In conjunction with that 
Society and the British Dairy Farmers Association, it holds annual examinations, 
and grants Diplomas in Dairying. 

The Society avoids questions of political controversy, but in other public 
matters of practical concern to Agriculture it seeks to guard and promote, 
by every means in its power, the welfare of all interested in the Agriculture of 
Scotland. 

The influence and usefulness of the Society depend mainly upon its strength in 
membership. The Members, through the Directors whom they elect, have the

practical control of the affairs of the Society. The stronger the body of Members, 
the greater will be the usefulness of the Society.

exceeding ^500 per annum, and such other persons as, in respect of their official 
or other connection with Agriculture, the Board of Directors may consider eligible, 
are admitted on a subscription of 10 s. annually, which may be redeemed by one 
payment of £ 7 , 7 s., and after eight annual payments of 10 s. have been made, 
a Life Subscription may be purchased for £$, 5 s., and after twelve such pay¬ 
ments, foi £ 2 , 3 s.*
